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INTRODUCTION 


§ 1. 


The general scheme of the present volume has been explained © 
in the introduction to Part I. It has two objects in view : first, to 
print the texts of charters, mainly of the twelfth century, relating 
to the lands in Yorkshire which were held of the lord of the honour 
of Richmond by knight service; and, secondly, to give some account 
of the.composition of each of the fees which included land ‘in 
Yorkshire, and of the early generations of the family or families 
which held them. 

The collection of charters is based on Dr. Farrer’s manu- 
scripts, several more being added from various sources. It has 
been possible to include sixteen originals, reproduced in collotype, 
in continuation of those included in Part I. By a fortunate chance 
it was discovered that three original twelfth-century charters issued 
to Fountains, including a confirmation charter of King Stephen, 
are among the muniments at Welbeck Abbey; and the Society is 
indebted to His Grace the Duke of Portland for the facilities so 
kindly given for their examination, and for permission to include 
them in the present volume (plates xxvili, xxix, xxxi). Knowledge 
of the original charter issued by Lisiard de Musters (plate xxiv), 
now in the Public Record Office, is due to Professor Stenton. 
The three originals from the archives of La Manche at St. L6, 
one of which was issued by the chronicler Robert de Torigni, 
abbot of Mont St. Michel, and another by an archdeacon of 
Richmond, were photographed through the good offices of 
Monsieur A. Legoy, Archiviste Départemental de la Manche (plates 
Xxi—-xxill). One of the original charters of Conan son of Ellis, 
which was known to Mr. William Brown when it was in the 
possession of Canon Greenwell, has happily been acquired by 
Dr. E. G. Millar, with whose permission it is now reproduced 
(plate xxv). The original charter of Robert son of Hugh de 
Tateshale, confirming a gift made to the Templars which was 
the nucleus of the preceptory of Penhill (plate xxx), is due to 
the kindness of Major J. W. Dent, whose home at Ribston was 
once another preceptory of the Templars. Of the remaining 
originals, of which collotype plates are included, two are in the 
British Museum, two in the Bodleian Library, and three in the 
muniment room of our own Society. 

A list of the sources of all the charters is given in the first 
index. It is natural that the majority come from monastic 
chartularies. Of these no less than a hundred, mainly relating 
to the lands of the Constable’s fee, have been copied from the 
Easby Chartulary. It is a particular pleasure again to record the 
help given to the present editor in having available a complete 
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photostatic copy of this chartulary, which was prepared for 
Mr. G. W. Waine as a gift to the Society’s library.1 The valuable 
fragment of the early chartulary of St. Mary’s, York, formerly 
in the Hatton library and now bound up in MS. Dodsworth Ixxvi, 
contains the texts of fourteen charters in continuation of the 
three included in Part I; and of these at least five are earlier in 
date than 1133 (nos. 138, 185, 218, 279, 347). The importance 
of the manuscript is not diminished by the fact that some of the 
charters are printed in the Monasticon.2, Eight documents come 
from the Bridlington Chartulary, relating to the church of East 
Cowton and to the holding of the priory in Swaledale; one of these 
is a papal mandate issued as a result of the excessive retinue 
accompanying a sporting archdeacon of Richmond when he 
visited one of the priory’s churches, probably Grinton (no. 396). 
Of religious houses outside Yorkshire, Bardney had pasture rights 
in Swaledale (no. 393); Castle Acre, the burial-place of Scolland, 
whose name is familiar to visitors to Richmond castle, held the 
church of Melsonby and tithe in Bedale (no. 311); and the abbey 
of Mont St. Michel held the church of Wath (nos. 316-318), though 
in both these cases the advowsons of the churches passed into lay 
hands. The Easby Chartulary shows that the abbey of Hambye in 
Normandy possessed for a time land and pasture in Brompton- 
on-Swale (nos. 192-195). 

One other source may be noticed. The seventeenth-century 
manuscript known as the Book of Seals, in the ownership of 
Lord. Winchilsea and in the custody of the Northamptonshire 
Record Society, contains copies—usually facsimile copies in whole 
or in part—-of upwards of five hundred original charters. It 
includes a charter of Alan, earl of Richmond, and one of duchess 
Constance, which appear to be otherwise unknown; these are 
printed in the present volume as Appendixes C and D (nos. 399, 
400). Several transcripts from this manuscript were made by 
Dodsworth and are included in his collections. One of these 
is printed here at no. 392. 


In the accounts of the fees which included land in Yorkshire 
considerable use has been made of the material collected by 
Farrer in his manuscript for a Richmond section of Honors and 
Knights’ Fees, to which reference has been made in the introduction 
to Part I. Just as the lands of the honour were spread over several 
counties, so the lands of the majority of the individual fees lay 
in more than one county. Indeed, of the four largest fees the 
Constable’s fee was the only one whose lands were entirely con- 
fined to Yorkshire. The numbering of the fees, as explained in 
Chapter IV, is based on the earliest castle-guard return (Table II), 
which mainly dates to the time of Henry I. Of the fifty-nine fees

Fn Farrer’s observations on some of the Monasticon texts as a whole 
are given in his introduction to E.Y.C., vol. i, p. vii. 
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of old feoffment twenty-seven included land in Yorkshire; and 
some account of their composition, with the exception of the 
Masham fee, is given in the various sections of Chapter V. A 
brief note of the localities of the remaining fees which provided 
two knights or more is given on p. 3. With regard to Masham, 
of which Nigel d’Aubigny, the father of Roger de Mowbray, was 
enfeoffed by count Stephen for the service of one knight (no. 19 
in part 1), it has seemed preferable to defer the consideration of 
the fee, and any charters which may be available, until a volume 
of this series, dealing with the Mowbray holdings in Yorkshire as 
a whole, is undertaken. Actually, in the earliest castle-guard 
return, the knight’s fee in Masham was not included, but Nigel 
d’Aubigny occurs as a tenant of the honour in respect of a smaller 
holding, then a matter of dispute (§55). In the later returns 
(Tables III and IV) Masham is entered as providing the service 
of 14 knights, which probably signifies the one knight’s service 
for Masham itself together with a moiety of the smaller holding 
elsewhere (see p. 1977). 


§ 2. 


In the introduction to Part I some notes are given on the 
archdeacons of Richmond in the twelfth century. A charter of 
archdeacon Conan is printed in the present volume at no. 398, 
and it suggests that he was still in possession of the archdeaconry 
after earl Alan’s death in 1146. There are references to four holders 
of the office of vice-archdeacon! in the latter part of the century : 


Mag. WILLIAM. As vice-archdeacon he occurs in 1168 or 
slightly later (no. 244), and ante 1171 (no. 297). 


ROBERT. As vice-archdeacon he witnessed a_ charter, 
1180-90 (no. 307); for two other references to him see 
pp. 207, 215. 


1 It is not easy to find information about vice-archdeacons, either in 
the twelfth century or at any time. There is no heading for the word given 
by Ducange or in O.F.D. The extent of the jurisdiction and the quasi- 
episcopal powers of the archdeacon of Richmond may explain the appoint- 
ment of a deputy; and the vice-archdeacon was, perhaps, the precursor of 
the archdeacon’s vicar-general of whom there is frequent mention in the 
fourteenth and fifteenth century registers of the archdeaconry (see Professor 
Hamilton Thompson’s introduction to the registers of 1442-77 in Y.A./., 
xxx, pp. 15 e7 seq.). . : 

There is, however, a reference to a Robert the vice-archdeacon (vice 
ayvchidiacont), who, with Roger and Thomas his brothers, occurs in a long 
list of witnesses, including the archbishop of York, the abbot of St. Mary’s, 
the archdeacon [of York] and the precentor, to a charter of Bernard de 
Balliol to Rievaulx abbey, 1161-67 (Z£.Y.C., no. 562, from the Rievaulx 
Chartulary). All the circumstances make it unlikely that he was a vice- 
archdeacon of Richmond. If so, the reference suggests that such an appoint- 
ment must not be regarded as being confined to that archdeaconry, or entirely 
due to its special features. 
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Mag. THEOBALD. As vice-archdeacon of Richmond he 
witnessed a quitclaim made before the justices at York, 
which can be dated 1187 (no. 148). 


Mag. RoGER DE MELSONBy. As master Roger, vice-arch- 
deacon of Richmond, or Roger de Melsonby, vice-arch- 
deacon, he witnessed three charters, c. 1191-1203 
(nos. 275, 277, 278); and with Geoffrey the dean issued 
letters relating to the right of Easby abbey in the 
church of Great | angton in the period 1129-99 (p. 153). 


It is not until the last decade of the century that the charters 


provide references to the archdeacon’s ‘officials’. These are as 
follows : 


Mag. RoGER DE RicHMOND. As official he witnessed a 
charter of the archdeacon of Richmond, 1189-96 (no. 
317); and in 1196 he was given the church of Wath by 
the abbot and convent of Mont St. Michel, though not 
then described as official (no. 318). With no official 
description he witnessed a charter not earlier than 
1201 (p. 281). 


Mag. Hamo. As official of Richmond he witnessed a charter, 
1194-98 (no. 302). 


Mag. JOHN. As official he witnessed next after the arch- 
deacon a charter, 1198-1213 (no. 180); and he witnessed 
another not earlier than 1201 (p. 104m). 


Exuis. As Ellis, rector of Bedale and official, he witnessed 
a charter ante 1204 (no. 127). As Ellis, rector of Bedale, 
he witnessed charters, c. 1186-1202 (no. 124), c. 1189- 
1204 (no. 132), and fost 1187 (no. 310); and as Ellis 
de Bedale a charter dated 1193 (no. 145),! and another, 
c. 1180-1188 (no. 309). 


Mag. Tuomas. As official of Richmond he witnessed a 
charter, perhaps c. 1231 (p. 179). 


Later evidence shows that with the exception of two parishes 


in the wapentake of Hallikeld, which formed part of the rural 
deanery of Boroughbridge, that part of the archdeaconry of 
Richmond which lay in Richmondshire was composed of the two 
rural deaneries of Richmond and Catterick; the former comprising 
the wapentakes of Gilling West and East, and the latter the 
wapentakes of Hang West and East and most of Hallikeld.? 
It seems probable that these geographical areas of the rural 
deaneries were well established in the twelfth century, though

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their actual nomenclature shows variation. Thus there are refer- 
ences to the chapter of Gillingschir (p. 215”) or of Gilling (p. 318), 
which appear to signify the chapter of the same rural deanery as 
that of Richmond, which often occurs as such (e.g., nos. 200, 
294, 380); and in the early years of the thirteenth century the 
occurrence of Absalom ‘de Watlongtuno,’ dean of Catterick, and 
Geoffrey de Forset, dean of Gilling, as witnesses to a charter, 
the latter evidently being rural dean of Richmond, suggests that 
the names of the deaneries had not become precisely fixed. For 
practical purposes, however, it is convenient to describe them 
here as the deaneries of Richmond and Catterick. 


The point is complicated by the fact that in the twelfth 
century and later the rural deans were often described in such 
a manner as ‘A decanus de B,’ which might suggest that A was the 
dean of a rural deanery called B. The real significance of such a 
description is usually ‘A, rector of B and rural dean of C,’ the parish 
B lying in the rural deanery C.2 Thus John decanus de Watlos 
(no. 317), clearly the same man as John persona de Watlous (no. 
335), may be presumed to be John, rector of Watlass [now Thornton 
Watlass] and rural dean of Catterick [in which deanery the parish 
of Watlass lay]. And Robert decanus de Manfeld (no. 385), clearly 
the same man as Robert persona de Manefeld (no. 294), occurring 
also as merely Robert decanus (nos. 173, 242), was evidently 
rector of Manfield and rural dean of Richmond. Similarly, Geoffrey, 
rector of Well (no. 335), occurring a little later as Geoffrey de 
Well, the dean (no. 127), was evidently rural dean of Catterick. 
In some cases, however, the evidence is only presumptive and 
not conclusive that a man actually held the rectory of a place 
mentioned. Thus, although the man described as Adam decanus 
de Croft (¢.g., nos. 296, 307) or Adam de Croft decanus (no. 226) 
or Adam decanus (no. 380) or simply Adam ‘de Croft’ (p. 2152) 
probably held the rectory of Croft, as well as the rural deanery of 
Richmond, the point must remain doubtful in the absence of a 
definite reference to Adam persona de Croft. A parallel case is 
Geoffrey decanus de Forsete (no. 180) or Geoffrey de Forseta tunc 
decanus (no. 278), who was evidently rural dean of Richmond, 
and probably, though not certainly, rector of Forcett. On the 
other hand it seems clear that Roger de Catterick was rector of 
Catterick as well as rural dean (see below). 


The references in the charters printed in this volume make 
it possible to compile a tentative list of the rural deans of Richmond 
and Catterick in the twelfth century :*

RoseErtT. As dean he witnessed a charter, 1154-c. 1158, also 
witnessed by Laurence the dean (no. 173); and a charter, 
c. 1155-58, also witnessed by Landric the dean (no. 
242). Laurence and Landric were successive deans of 
Catterick (see below). Robert occurs as decanus de Man- 
feld, middle of 12th century (no. 385); and as rector 
of Manfield, c. 1146-71 (no. 294). The last reference, 
being a charter issued in the chapter of Richmond, 
suggests that Robert was not certainly rural dean 
at the time. 


ADAM DE CrortT. As Adam decanus de Croft he witnessed 
charters, ante 1171 (no. 296), and 1180-90 (no. 307). 
As Adam the dean he occurs ante 1171 (no. 297), and 
witnessed a charter ante 1184 (no. 380). As Adam de 
Croft decanus, he witnessed a charter, 1161-84 (no. 
226); and he occurs simply as Adam de Croft, 1161-84 
(no. 219). He was uncle of Alan son of Wigan de 
Barton (p. 80), and he had a son who occurs as John 
de Croft, son of Adam the dean (p. 125). It is probable, 
but uncertain, that he was rector of Croft. 


GEOFFREY DE ForRcETT. As Geoffrey decanus de Forsete 
he witnessed a charter also witnessed by the archdeacon, 
the official, and the rectors of Melsonby, Manfield and 
Stanwick, 1198-1213 (no. 180); a charter, 1201 -?1204 
(no. 313); and others early in the 13th century (pp. 72, 
222). As Geoffrey de Forseta decanus he witnessed a 
charter, c. 1191-1203 (no. 278); and another not earlier 
than 1201 (p. 1047). As Geoffrey the dean he witnessed 
two others, c. 1191-1203 (nos. 275, 277); and occurs as 
such ante 1199 (p. 153). It is probable, but uncertain, 
that he was rector of Forcett. He had a son named 
Geoffrey (p. 104”). A reference to Geoffrey de Forset, 
dean of Gilling, has been given above (p. ix). If he 
is the same man as G., decanus de Forseth, who occurs 
with William de Gray, archdeacon of Richmond 
(p. 229), he must have held office at least as late as 1217.1 


RURAL DEANS OF CATTERIGK 


LAURENCE. As dean he witnessed a charter,? c. 1145-1156 
(no. 134); and another, 1154-c. 1158, also witnessed by 
Robert the dean [of Richmond] (no. 173). 


LANDRIC. He probably succeeded c. 1155. As dean he 
witnessed a charter, c. 1155-58, also witnessed by Robert

He had a son named Odo (no. 319). 


ROGER DE CATTERICK. As Roger decanus de Kateriz he 
witnessed a charter, c. 1170-1191 (no. 168); and similarly 
two charters, c. 1173-74 (nos. 91, 92 in part i). As Roger 
de Katerich decanus he witnessed a charter, 1174-81 
(no, 93); and as Roger the dean another, 1164-81, 
probably after 1171 (no. 193). He is presumably the 
Roger, rector of Catterick, who witnessed a charter, 
c. 1146-71 (no. 294), and who occurs as such in a charter 
which he issued (no. 255); and also the Roger de Catterick 
who witnessed a charter, 1161-84 (no. 226; and cf. no. 
254), and another, 1180-90 (no. 307). He had a son 
named Alan (no. 255). 


JOHN. As John decanus de Watlos he witnessed a charter, 
1189-96 (no. 317); and as John persona de Watlous a 
charter, 1184-89 (no. 335). He was evidently rector of 
[Thornton] Watlass and rural dean of Catterick. 


GEOFFREY DE WELL. As Geoffrey de Well tunc decanus he 
witnessed a charter ante 1204 (no. 127); and as Geoffrey 
persona de Welle a charter, c. 1186-1202 (no. 124), and 
another, 1184-89, also witnessed by John, rector of 
Watlass (no. 335). 


RICHARD DE CATTERICK. As dean he witnessed a charter 
of uncertain date, perhaps after 1200 (p. 101). It is 
probable, but not certain, that he was rural dean of 
Catterick. 


ABSALOM DE WATLONGTUNO. He occurs as dean of Catterick 
in the reference given above, early 13th cent. (p. 1x). 


In the matter of rural chapters Lyndwood draws a dis- 
tinction between those which were held every three weeks and 
those, described as principal chapters, which were held quarterly, 
when business of a more important kind was transacted.2 In 
the diocesan constitutions of the bishop of Salisbury in 1223° 
these quarterly synods were described as capitula generalia.

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On these occasions the presidency of the rural dean might be 
superseded by the attendance of the archdeacon.t The Richmond 
evidence gives examples of a charter being witnessed by the 
vice-archdeacon, the rural dean fof Richmond], two local rectors 
and the chapter (no. 278); of an agreement witnessed by the 
vice-archdeacon, the rural dean [of Catterick] and all his chapter 
at Patrick Brompton (no. 244); and of other documents by the 
vice-archdeacon and the chapter at Patrick Brompton, together 
with the rural dean [of Richmond] and Roger de Cateric [probably 
rector of Catterick] (no. 307 and p. 207). Patrick Brompton was 
in the deanery of Catterick; and these last two examples suggest 
that the meeting was a joint one of the chapters of the two deaneries. 
Indeed, a joint meeting of this kind is suggested by another 
charter issued before the chapter in the church of Holy Trinity, 
Richmond, in the presence of Robert the dean [of Richmond] and 
his clergy,? and of Landric the dean [of Catterick] and his clergy 
(no. 242). Again, a notification was issued in the presence of the 
archbishop and, among others, of the deans [of Richmond and 
Catterick] with their chapters (no. 173); and the Fountains 
Chartulary® records a certificate issued by the archbishop’s official 
of the settlement of a dispute in his presence and before the 
chapter at Watlass, there being present in chapter the two deans 
of Catterick and Richmond with many others. A combined 
meeting of the clergy of the two rural deaneries was, perhaps, in 
many cases a convenient ecclesiastical counterpart to the feudal 
unity of Richmondshire. 

Other references to the ruri-decanal chapters include a gift 
to Easby abbey, confirmed before the chapter of Richmond 
(no. 200); another, witnessed by the chapter at Richmond (no. 
245); and a gift to Fountains, issued in the chapter of Richmond 
(no. 294). The chapter of Richmond met at various places—at 
Mortham (p. 3192), and at Melsonby (no. 380). 


Until an index to the first three volumes of Early Yorkshire 
Charters is available it would be premature to attempt the com- 
pilation of lists of the other archdeacons in the province of York. 
But the present volume contains a few notes relating to the tenure 
of some of them and of other ecclesiastical dignitaries, ¢.g., 
pp. 148, 210, 212, 219, 249. A note on an otherwise unknown ‘A.’ 
abbot of Easby is given on p. 221; and some references to a prior 
of Wath, doubtless in charge of a cell of the abbey of Mont St. 
Michel in that place, on pp. 46, 225. Several charters were wit- 
nessed by twelfth-century rectors of the Richmondshire parishes,

At Romaldkirk 
the patron presented his son to the church, and financial arrange- 
ments were made for his education while under age (p. 318). On 
p. 171 there is a reference from a Pipe Roll to Hamo the chancellor, 
brother of Alexander Brito who married one of the sisters and 
coheirs of Nigel son of Robert the chamberlain. It seems clear that 
his chancellorship was (or had been) that of Lincoln, for a charter 
was issued to the abbey of Savigny, granting tithe in Long 
Bennington, by Alexander Brito, brother of H. chancellor of 
Lincoln.1

The evidence of charter no. 390, addressed to all the barons 
Richemundeschire, shows that Richmondshire was known as such 
before 1130; and the details given on pp. 62, 163 suggest that the 
site of Richmond itself lay in the Domesday ‘Neutone,’ and not 
in ‘Hindrelac.’ 

Some notes bearing on the early history of Coverham abbey, 
originally founded at Swainby, are given on pp. 28, 157, 308; and 
the date of the foundation can be definitely placed as 1184-87, 
probably in the latter part of that period. The charters relating | 
to Jervaulx abbey (nos. 134, 308, 319, 326, 371-4) supplement 
those printed in Part I. There is some evidence to suppose, from 
the terms of nos. 169 and 231, that before the foundation of 
Easby abbey in the middle of the twelfth century there had been 
a small minster or college of secular priests at Easby, possibly pre- 
Conquest in origin; and a similar minster at Pickhill may be 
suggested from no. 262. In no. 249 mention is made of the priory 
of Monkby, which appears to have been an alternative name for 
St. Martin’s, Richmond. Nos. 256-61 throw light on the early 
history of the patronage of the church of Great Langton, where a 
vicarage was ordained before 1196. An even earlier vicarage was 
ordained at Stanwick St. John (no. 270); and it may be noticed 
that in both cases the ordination was made by the archdeacon. 
Successive settlements of the dispute over the chapel of Maunby 
are given in nos. 290, 291. In no. 154 there is a licence with full 
details for the establishment of a chapel in a private dwelling- 
house, and in no. 357 the endowment of a chaplain in the chapel 
at Yafforth. 

In addition to the families with which the various intro- 
ductions are concerned, some notes are given on the following 
families or their origin: Chambord (p. 281), Feugers (p. 320), 
Harmby (p. 34), Kaber (p. 55), Lascelles of Bordelby (p. 326), 
Leyburn (p. 37), Neville of Pickhill (p. 154), Stapleton (p. 263), 
and the family—apparently distinct from the Yorkshire family 
descended from Roald the constable—a member of which gave 
his name to Aston Rowant in Oxfordshire (p. 94). Naturally

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enough, several points remain undecided, such as the identity of 
Harscod father of Roald the constable (p. 85), the parentage of 
Agatha de Brus who married Ralph son of Ribald (p. 301), the 
reason for the division of the lands of Enisan Musard between 
Roald the constable and Richard de Rollos (p. 84), and the 
devolution of the whole of the moiety of the Middleham fee which 
was possessed by Joan de Tateshale (p. 305); but the difficulties 
have invited discussion. 

Although no return of the knights’ fees held of earl Conan 
in 1166 has survived, there is a stray piece of evidence from the 
Pipe Roll of that year, in which one of his Lincolnshire tenants 
owed 40s. for his absence at the sworn inquest of knights’ fees 
(p. 270), suggesting that a return was duly compiled. In nos. 
338A and 3388 there are charter references to the commutation of 
the service of castle-guard in Yorkshire on the basis of half a mark _ 
for each knight’s fee. References to the honorial barons, who 
are frequently mentioned in the charters of the lords of the honour 
(pp. 101 e¢ seg. in part i), are made in nos. 139, 149, 390; and an 
example of the rare word faves in no. 280. 

In the introduction to Part I (p. xxxii) the age of knighthood 
was mentioned as a criterion in determining the age when a 
military tenant could deal with his own land. In this volume a 
good illustration is provided by a charter of Alan the constable, 
who undertook to warrant certain land to Easby abbey, or make 
an exchange of equal value, when the boy Conan [son of Ellis], 
his nephew, would be a knight (no. 237). Again, according to the 
statement in the Rotuli de Dominabus the eldest son of Robert 
son of Ralph [of Middleham] was fifteen years old in 1185 (p. 302); 
but in 1188-89 he had already made gifts to Swainby abbey which 
were confirmed by the King at his petition (no. 359), so that he 
appears to have made them before he had attained the age of 
twenty-one. Nor must it be supposed that witnesses to charters 
were necessarily of full age—whatever that phrase may mean. 
There is an amusing reference in a Breton charter of an earlier 
time, when among the witnesses to a charter of the bishop of 
Rennes to the abbey of Mont St. Michel, dated 1050, were a 
man and his wife and a boy, their son, ‘qui vagiens adductus inter 
amplexus matris ab Hernaldo monacho xij. denariis pacificatus 
quievit.1| We need not expect a clause of that kind in a 
Richmondshire charter of a hundred years later; but the 
reference suggests that in the matter of dating charters some 
elasticity must be suspected in the ages of those who were present. 

With the exception of final concords, only a few documents 
in the volume are actually dated; these are nos. 145, 207, 238, 
241, 316, 334, 357. But in some instances dating words are included, 
such as the first year after the consecration of Hugh, bishop of | 
Lincoln (no. 190), the first Whitsunday after the making of the 
great ditch at Scarborough in the sixth year of the lunar cycle

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(no. 244), or Martinmas after the death of William, archbishop of 
York (no. 367). Nos. 148 and 263, which were both issued in the 
presence of named justices at York, can be dated for that reason 
as 1187. There is a liturgical flavour in the unusual opening 
words of no. 264; and the Easby Chartulary contains a notification 
by Bernard, bishop of Carlisle, that certain charters with his 
seal were forgeries (p. 557). | 

The equestrian seal attached to no. 344 indicates the knightly 
status of Robert Chambord, who was evidently one of the enfeoffed 
knights for which the fee of Conan son of Ellis was responsible. 
The legend on the seal attached to the original of no. 217 is a 
somewhat remarkable example of the use of Norman-French on a 
seal of the time of Henry II; and the attachment of the abbot’s 
seal to one part of the chirograph recording an exchange between 
Hugh son of Jernegan and Fountains abbey (no. 146) is in accord- 
ance with the Cistercian rule then in force that the seal should be 
that, not of the convent, nor of the abbot and convent, but of the 
abbot alone. 


I should like to repeat my thanks to those whose names I 
mentioned in the introduction to the previous volume, and to 
include the names of Dr. Rose Graham and Professor A. Hamilton ~ 
Thompson, who have helped me on various points, and of others 
whom I have mentioned in the footnotes in connection with 
particular references. Miss V. M. Dallas has kindly prepared the 
map of Richmondshire; and it is due to Miss Kathleen Major 
that the career of Conan son of Ellis, particularly from the 
Lincolnshire point of view, has been developed. My thanks in a 
very special degree are again offered to Mr. L. C. Loyd for his 
advice and co-operation at all stages of the work. It is a pleasure 
to add that the collotype plates have again been prepared by 
the Oxford University Press.

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CHAPTER IV. 


THE FEES OF THE HONOUR 


It is an unfortunate circumstance that if Conan, earl of 
Richmond, made a return of his knights’ fees in 1166 the return 
has not survived. But considerable information is available about 
the early tenants of the honour, the location of their holdings, and 
the amount of their knight-service. Apart from the names recorded 
in the Swavesey memorandum, the earliest information is naturally 
to be found in the Domesday survey. The Yorkshire tenants of 
count Alan are the subject of a detailed account printed by Farrer 
in his introduction to the Yorkshire Domesday.? Several references 
to them will be found in the accounts of the fees in the ensuing 
chapter. In many cases a continuity of tenure can be traced. From 
Robert descended the family of Musters; from Picot that of 
Lascelles; from Wimar the family of Thornton, the tenants of 
Thornton Steward; from Ribald the lords of Middleham; and 
from Anschitil the family of Furneaux. Similarly, in Lincolnshire, 
Eudo, a tenant in 1086 and in the time of the Lindsey survey, was 
the ancestor of the family of Mumby. Most of the Yorkshire 
tenants had holdings of the honour in other counties—Robert 
in Nottinghamshire and Lincolnshire, Picot in Lincolnshire, 
Wimar and Anschitil in Cambridgeshire and Norfolk, Ribald in 
Norfolk, Landric in Lincolnshire, and Odo the chamberlain in 
Cambridgeshire; and the evidence derived from the records of 
other counties often provides a link for the elucidation of the 
Yorkshire fees and the descent of their holders. 

In addition to the charters of the lords of the honour them- 
selves, which have been printed in Chapter I, there are two early 
twelfth-century charters which throw light on the tenants. The 
first is a charter of Osbern de Arches to the abbey of St. Mary, 
York, giving land in Poppleton and elsewhere, 1100-c. 1116; after 
Robert de Brus seven of the next eight witnesses can be identified 
as tenants or officials of count Stephen—Wimar the steward, 
Odo the chamberlain, Conan the chaplain, Ralph son of Ribald, 
Roger son of Pigot [de Lascelles], Alan de Munbi, and Alan the 
butler. The second is a charter of archbishop Thomas II to

point part i, introd., p. xxviii. Some of these witnesses may have been 
the sons of tenants, and not yet tenants themselves. 
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Herbert the chamberlain, 1108-14, which was witnessed among 
others by these men of count Stephen, namely, Hermer, Bernard 
vicecomes of Richmond and Piscis his nephew. 

A useful list of thirteen of the principal tenants of count 
Stephen in Yorkshire is entered on the Pipe Roll of 31 Henry I. 
This is printed in Table I below. Their fees can all be identified 
with the exception of that of Hasculf son of Ridiou. 

The earliest return of the fees owing the service of castle- 
guard at Richmond is given in Table II. This includes fees from all 
parts of the honour, and shows the months during which the 
service of most of them was due. The year was divided into six 
periods of two months; and, so far as the details are provided, the 
number of knights for these periods are 32, 30, 26, 29, 27 and 30, 
suggesting some measure of equality throughout the year. The 
total number of knights given in this return is 1874. The Gant fee 
of four knights in Swaledale, which was created by count Stephen 
on the marriage of his daughter Maud with Walter de Gant, but 
which was exempt from the service of castle-guard, is not included; 
nor, apparently, is the knight’s fee in Masham of which count 
Stephen enfeoffed Nigel d’Aubigny.2 The list contains names 
of men who were living in the time of King Henry I, and no less 
than nine out of the thirteen Yorkshire tenants living in 1130, 
given in Table I, are included. But since, for instance, Brian son 
of Scolland had not succeeded his father in Jan. 1145-6, at which 
date Roger the steward, who also occurs in the list, had been 
succeeded by his son Ralph,® the list must be regarded as a 
composite compilation, mainly based on the conditions existing 
in the early part of the twelfth century. 

It is this return which forms the basis of Farrer’s numbering 
of the fees from §1 to §59. In his manuscript for Early Yorkshire 
Charters he had begun to assign the charters to their appropriate 
sections so numbered, and this principle has been followed in the 
ensuing chapter. Generally speaking he adopted the same series 
of numbers for the sections of his manuscript for Honors and 
Knights’ Fees; but after §59 he added a series of sections numbered 
§60 to §90, which deal principally with the demesne lands of the 
honour throughout England and the new feoffments. The available 
Yorkshire charters for the twelfth century, which relate to the 
subject-matter of these later sections, have been included for the 
most part among the charters of the lords of the honour and the 
charters of the demesne lands in Yorkshire, printed in Chapters 
I and III of the present work. The chief exceptions are the series 
of charters relating to the Gant fee of four knights in Swaledale, 
which is numbered §74 and printed at the end of Chapter V, and 
the charter relating to West Witton, which is numbered §72.

An analysis of the knight-service contained in this return 
shows that the more important tenants, that is to say, those who 
provided two knights or more, numbered thirty-three; and the 
holdings of twenty-one! of these included lands in Yorkshire. 
Sections relating to these twenty-one fees are therefore given in 
Chapter V, which also contains the smaller fees of any Yorkshire 
interest. Of the remainder of the larger fees that which constituted 
§10, six knights, lay in Suffolk, or at any rate the greater part 
of it, where five knights’ fees came to be held by the Brumfeld, 
and later Meisy, families; the two knights, §13, constituted the 
Nettlestead fee in Suffolk, and the two knights, §14, the Bigod 
fee in the same county; the three knights’ fees, §15, probably lay 
in Norfolk,? and the three knights’ fees, §22, almost certainly in 
Wigtoft and Kirton [in Holland], co. Lincoln;? no suggestion is 
available for the three knights’ fees, §28; the three knights’ fees of 
Aubrey de Vere, §33, lay in Essex and Cambridgeshire; the two 
knights’ fees, §40, at Rigsby, co. Lincoln, and Rolleston, co. 
Nottingham; the four knights’ fees, §43, at Redenhall and Thurn- 
ing, Norfolk; and the two knights’ fees, §54, as stated, in Lincoln- 
shire. A difficulty is raised by the two. knights’ fees held by 
Hugh son of Eon, §49. Farrer, who took all his details for this 
return from the list printed by Gale,4 amends Gale’s Hugo filius 
Conant to Hugo filius Gernegan, and supposed that the holding 
was the Tanfield fee in Yorkshire. To this solution there are 
certain objections. In the first place there is no reason to suppose 
that the name Eon, of which Eudo is the Latin form,® is incorrect; 
it occurs earlier in the return, §31, where Alan son of Eon is 
clearly Alan son of Eudo [de Mumby]. In the second place the 
evidence, especially that which is shown by the later returns 
(Tables III and IV), the 24 knights (not two knights), for which 
a later Hugh son of Gernegan was responsible, had originally 
formed part of the assessment of the Steward’s fee, and like the 
Manfield fee had become a direct tenure of the honour; the holding 
was evidently included in the assessment of fifteen knights provided 
by Roger the steward in the earlier return.* At the same time no 
alternative suggestion is available for the identification of the 
fee numbered §49, or of its tenant Hugh son of Eudo. 

Chronologically the next collective details’? which give in- 
formation about the tenants of the honour are the payments for 
sheriff's aid in Richmondshire compiled in 1184 when Conan de

? For particular tenants there is much information to be derived from 
the Pipe Rolls, which often show the date of succession to a tenancy. 
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Aske had charge of the wapentakes.1 In most cases they give the 
payment due from a specified number of carucates in the various 
vills, and in a smaller number of cases payments from particular 
fees and tenants. The payments are said to be based on an assess- 
ment of 4s. 7d. yearly for each tenmantale unit of fourteen 
carucates, though in several of the items, especially the smaller 
ones, the arithmetic is difficult to follow. These details are not 
concerned with the amount of knight-service from the various 
fees. They are prefaced by a list of wapentake fines, partly on a 
geographical, and partly on a personal basis, but it is doubtful 
whether all the names are those of men actually in possession in 
1184;2 and they are followed by a list of vills with the carucage 
assessments, evidently taken from the Domesday survey. 

The next return, from the Red Book of the Exchequer, 
(Table III), which gives the amount of knight-service for which 
each of the Yorkshire tenants was responsible, is said to have been 
compiled in 1211-12. But an examination of their names suggests 
that the details relate to a period some years earlier. Thus, Robert 
son of Ralph (lord of Middleham) was probably not living later 
than 1188; Alan the constable died in 1201; Richard de Rollos had 
been succeeded in 1195 by William de Rollos, who lost his English 
lands in 1204; and Alan son of Brian died between Michaelmas 
1187 and 1188. And, as Roger de Lascelles was under age in 
1182, and Hugh son of Jernegan succeeded to the Tanfield fee about 
that year, the return would appear to reproduce the conditions of 
the tenancies in the closing years of the reign of Henry II or early 
in that of Richard I.4 The total amount of service due from the 
tenants adds up to a trifle under 66 knights; and a note at the 
end shows that the service due to the king was 50 knights,® the 
lord of the honour retaining in his own hand 12 knights of old 
feoffment, and 23 of new. 

This return may be compared with one compiled on the 
same basis which is entered in the Registrum.* The latter intro- 
duces details of a later date, Roald the constable having succeeded 
his father Alan in 1201, and several other changes in tenancy 
having taken place, including Charles in succession to Ranulf 
de Gosberescherche [Gosberton] at Brignall, which did not 
occur until the reign of king John. There are certain additions 
which are not given in the Red Book return (Table III), including

the fee of Hutton Longvillers,! + fee, and that of Gilbert de Gant 
in Swaledale, four fees, and among the new feoffments the fee of 
Barningham, ¢ fee, that of Scargill, ¢ fee,? and that of Geoffrey de 
Hengham in Moulton, } fee. The total number of fees is given 
as 684. The return has a further value in giving a much larger 
number of places where the fees were held, and this assists in 
checking their identification. With occasional variations the 
amount of knight-service due from the several fees corresponds 
closely with the details given in the Red Book return. 

Comparing these two returns with the earlier return (Table 
II), it is possible to allocate the serial number to the majority of 
entries. The principal change in Yorkshire which had taken place 
during the twelfth century was the division of that part of the 
Steward’s fee which lay in that county into separate portions, each 
held directly of the honour. An example of this is the Tanfield 
fee, already mentioned. As the seven units, as is clear from 
Table IV, originally formed part of the Steward’s fee, and their 
assessment was included in the fifteen knights for which that fee 
was originally responsible, the symbols §14—§1lF have been 
assigned to the six portions newly held of the honour, and the 
symbol §1 restricted to the portion still held by the descendant 
of Wimar the steward. The seven sections will be separately © 
considered in Chapter V. Another change was the division of the 
Constable’s fee of thirteen knights, all of which lay in Yorkshire, 
into two moieties between the Roald and Rollos families; these 
moieties were to be reunited when William de Rollos lost his 
English lands in 1204 on the separation of Normandy from England. 
With regard to the bulk of the smaller fees the chief difficulty is 
the identification of the heirs of Hervey son of Morinus, who 
provided 12 knights. The corresponding entry in the Registrum 
return is ‘de feodo Hervei, in Coverham et Aynderby, cum per- 
tinen{ciis],’ one knight’s fee. In both returns Warlaby, of the fee 
of Hervey® de Sutton, provided only one knight, whereas in the 
castle-guard return (Table IV) Warlaby provided two knights. 
Moreover, Hervey de Sutton held ‘Coueham’ [Coverham] in 1178,4 
and in the period 1284-87 Stephen de Coverham, the husband of 
Margery de Sutton, who held Warlaby of the earl of Richmond, 
also held most of Coverham of the earl.® The evidence strongly 
suggests, therefore, that the holding of the heirs of Hervey son of 
Morinus formed part of the Sutton fee (although the fractional 
three-fifths in the Red Book return is not explained); and the 
number §21 has been assigned. The point will be further con- 
sidered in the introduction to that fee.

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In addition to the return for Yorkshire the Red Book of the 
Exchequer contains returns for the service of the honour in other 
counties—for Lincolnshire,1 Cambridgeshire,? Essex and Hertford- 
shire,? and Norfolk and Suffolk.4. The first two of these are 
specially full in giving in the majority of cases the places where 
each tenant held his fee. In Lincolnshire there are several ex- 
amples of minute assessments, such as a tenth, a twelfth, a fifteenth, 
a twenty-second, and even a thirty-seventh part of a knight. 

The next return (Table IV) is that of the service of castle- 
guard due from the fees in Richmondshire. ' The details show the 
periods of the year when the service, which had been commuted 
on the basis of half a mark per fee, was due, corresponding with 
the periods given in the early twelfth-century return (Table IJ). 
These are of assistance in tracing the continuity and the identity 
of the fees. The first series of entries shows the precise division 
of the Yorkshire part of the original fee held by Wimar the steward, 
the Domesday tenant, into its component parts—already noticed 
in the Red Book return (Table III). The date of the return is 
difficult to determine. William de Rollos and Roald the constable 
appear in place of Richard de Rollos and Alan the constable. 
The date should, therefore, be not earlier than 1201 when Roald 
succeeded his father, and not later than 1204 when William de 
Rollos lost his English lands. But this period does not correspond 
with that suggested by other entries. Nigel son of the chamberlain 
was then dead; and Ralph son of Roger (of Thornton Steward), who 
appears in place of Wimar son of Ralph in the Red Book return, 
was actually Wimar’s father and had been succeeded by him 
before October 1195, when Wimar was then dead, having been 
succeeded in turn by his brother Roger. It must be supposed, 
therefore, that the return does not reproduce the position in any 
one particular year, but that, generally speaking, the combined 
details refer to the latter part of the twelfth and the early years 
of the thirteenth century. 

This return may be compared with another which is con- 
tained in the Registrum.> Many of its details refer to a later date, 
as is shown, for example, by the names of Robert Marmion who 
had acquired Tanfield by marriage with the heir of Jernegan son 
of Hugh, of Roger de Aske who had succeeded his father Conan, 
of Alan de Mumby who had succeeded his father Eudo, of Picot de 
Lascelles who had succeeded his father Roger, of Charles who had 
acquired Brignall, and of Brian son of Alan who had succeeded 
his father Alan son of Brian. But several details refer to an earlier 
period, Torfin son of Robert being still given as the holder of 
Manfield. There are some useful details showing additional 
places where the fees lay. Thus the 24 fees of Conan son of Ellis 
lay in Great Cowton, one fee, Holtby and Ainderby [Myers], one 
fee, and Hutton Hang and East Brompton, half a fee; and the

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Furneaux fee of one knight lay in Ainderby [Steeple]. There is 
also the important note that Gilbert de Gant held four knights’ 
fees in Swaledale, but that he did not render the service of castle- 
guard at Richmond; and a statement is included that castle-guard 
was paid for in money on the basis of half a mark per fee. The 
yield from each period of two months is given in cash, and the 
total, from which was deducted the yield from two fractional fees 
in dispute, amounted to 20/2. 6s. 33d.; the number of fees rendering 
castle-guard being slightly more than sixty in contrast with the 
662 given in Table IV. The difference can be traced in several 
variations in the amount of service due. Thus the service of the 
Constable’s fee is given as 11+ knights, as compared with the 
normal thirteen; half a knight’s fee of the Steward’s fee was in 
dispute;! and only 14 instead of 24 knights’ fees of the Chamber- 
lain’s fee were entered. 

The Richmondshire return (Table LV) is followed by a similar 
return of the fees owing the service of castle-guard from other 
parts of the honour.? It is divided into two portions: the first 
relating to the parts which lay between “Well Stream and the 
Norman Sea,’ and including the fees in Cambridgeshire, Norfolk, 
Suffolk, Hertfordshire and Essex; and the second including the 
fees in Holland and elsewhere in Lincolnshire, and in Nottingham- 
shire. Several of the Yorkshire tenants occur, such as are shown 
by the Lascelles holding of 24 fees in Fulstow, Aylesby and Swallow, 
which together with the 24 fees in Yorkshire make up the five 
fees held by Roger de Lascelles early in the twelfth century; or the 
six fees held in Norfolk by Randolf son of Robert, lord of Middle- 
ham; or the 24 fees held by Conan son of Ellis in Holbeach and 
elsewhere in Lincolnshire, which together with his 24 fees in 
Yorkshire make up the five fees originally held by Wigan son of 
Landric. Of Yorkshire interest is the entry relating to William de 
Grenesbi who held one knight’s fee, whereof he answered for 
five-sixths in Grenesbi [Grainsby, co. Lincoln], and the remainder 
in Ruhoton® [Little Hutton, par. Wycliffe] in Richmondshire. 

Except for incidental references there are no details relating 
to the fees of the honour in Yorkshire to be found in The Book 
of Fees; but the records there printed give considerable information 
about the holdings in other counties during the first half of the 
thirteenth century—in MHertfordshire,* Lincolnshire,® Norfolk,® 
Nottinghamshire,’? and in Hampshire, where in 1242-43 two fees 
were held by a member of the Furneaux family.® The details

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relating to Lincolnshire are particularly full, and can be compared 
with such earlier information as is given by the Domesday and 
Lindsey surveys and the twelfth-century returns already mentioned. 
They can also be compared with a list of knights’ fees of the 
honour in Lincolnshire which was compiled as the result of a 
writ, dated 16 March 1217-8, and directed to the sheriff, ordering 
an inquisition to be made.! This writ was evidently concerned with 
the agreement between the King and Peter de Braine, duke of 
Britanny,? by which thirty fees of the honour south of the Humber 
were to be reserved to the King, the remainder being given to the 
duke. The itinerant justices made the selection of these thirty 
fees; and their choice, giving full details of the fees and their 
holders in the counties of Lincoln, Nottingham, Cambridge, 
Southampton, Norfolk and Suffolk appears on an Assize Roll 
recording pleas at Lincoln on 9 Dec. 1218.8 

During the thirteenth century several inquisitions taken 
after the deaths of tenants of the honour give particulars of their 
holdings; and, relating to the Middleham fee, there is a valuable 
extent and partition made in 1270, when the lands of the fee were 
shared between the three daughters (one being the wife of Robert 
de Neville, another the wife of Robert de Tatesale, and the third 
unmarried) of Ralph son of Ranulf, the descendant of Ribald, 
the Domesday tenant.*. 

But for a detailed survey of the fees held throughout the 
greater part of the honour the inquisitions of 1280-82° are of 
prime importance. These give extents of the lands which had 
been held by Peter of Savoy, lord of the honour between 1241 
until his death in 1268. They include various demesne lands of 
the honour, and the knights’ fees in the counties of Hertford, 
Lincoln, York, Nottingham, Cambridge and Norfolk.® .The rents 
paid by the free tenants are given; and, in the case of the knights’ 
fees, usually the amounts paid for castle-guard with, in some 
instances, the term for which it was due. The commuted payments 
for castle-guard are seen to be half a mark per fee in Yorkshire, 
and 10s. per fee in the other counties, except in Norfolk where the 
rate varied. Two separate inquisitions were held for the York- 
shire portions of the honour, one apparently in 1280 and the 
other in 1282, the first giving the fees which owed castle-guard, 
and the second giving the value of each holding in addition to the

With regard to the numbers of knights’ fees which these 
returns disclose, in the Yorkshire portion of the honour the 
number was nearly 63 (in one return) or slightly over 64 (in the 
other),? but the latter included the four fees in Swaledale which 
were exempt from castle-guard; in Lincolnshire there were about 
40 fees; in Nottinghamshire, 4; in Cambridgeshire, about 30; in 
Norfolk, 194; and in Hertfordshire, 2%. These figures amount to 
about 160 fees; and, if there is added an estimated 20 fees? in the 
counties for which there are no returns, the result is an approximate 
total of 180 fees for the whole of the honour. This compares with 
the 187} knights’ fees owing the service of castle-guard in the 
early part of the twelfth century (Table 11); and with the approxi- 
mate 177 owing the service at the end of the century.* It may 
_be noted that in 1167 earl Conan accounted for 175d1. 3s. 4d., for 
the expenses of the serjeants in the army of Wales,® suggesting 
an amount based on 1754 knights; and in 1172 Ranulf de Glanville, 
while stating that he had not yet ascertained the number of 
knights of the honour, collected the sum of 1762. 12s. 1d. for the 
scutage of Ireland,® suggesting a quota of 1762 knights. The 
fact that at Michaelmas 1194 duchess Constance rendered account 
of 140i. for the scutage of 140 knights’ fees belonging to the 
honour’ suggests that she was not in possession of all the lands 
which had belonged to her father. 

Finally, in tracing the descent of the Yorkshire fees, and in 
determining the geographical basis of their composition, the 
returns compiled during the years 1284-87, known as Kirkby’s 
Inquest,® are of particular value. [For the wapentakes of Hang, 
Gilling West, Gilling East and Hallikeld the carucage assessments 
of the majority of the vills are given, with details of the links in 
the feudal chain, ending with the names of those who held directly 
of the honour. It is therefore very often possible, by making 
comparison with the relative Domesday entries, and having 
regard to the twelfth-century returns, to assign a particular place

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or holding to its appropriate fee, and to collect sufficient material 
to give an idea of what holdings the various fees consisted. Several 
of the fees, such as the Chamberlain’s and Middleham fees, had 
been divided among coheirs; and during the preceding two hundred 
years infeudations and sub-infeudations, changes of assessment, 
adjustments of holdings, and escheats had taken place. But on 
the whole the general trend of continuity is remarkable; and the 
charters with which the next chapter is primarily concerned can 
usually be allotted to their respective sections without misgiving. 
Indeed such a case as Scotton, of which only an incomplete account 
is given in Kirkby’s Inquest, where four carucates are mentioned 
in contrast with the Domesday assessment of eight or nine 
spread over two separate manors, is an illustration of the value of 
this admirable record; for the history of Scotton is obscure,! and 
it is not clear by whom the different portions of the vill were 
directly held of the honour in the twelfth and thirteenth centuries.

CHAPTER V. 


CHARTERS RELATING TO THE FEES 
OF THE HONOUR IN YORKSHIRE 


§ 1. THE STEWARD’S FEE 


The original service of the Steward’s fee was 15 knights. In 
the time of Henry I Roger the steward provided 15 knights for 
castle-guard at Richmond in the months of August and September. 
But by the end of the twelfth century most of the fees were held, 
not of the descendants of Wimar the steward, but directly of the 
lord of the honour. It will be convenient to treat the various 
elements separately: the fee held by the descendants of Wimar, 
§1; that held by Hugh son of Jernegan (the Tanfield fee), §14; 
the Eryholme fee, §1B; the Colburn fee, §1c; the Manfield fee, 
§1p; the Aske fee, §1E; and the Hartforth fee, §1F. These account 
for 94 knights’ fees in Yorkshire. The evidence given below shows 
a holding in Cambridgeshire, and originally a knight’s fee in 
Norfolk. Of the remainder it is likely that one knight’s fee in 
Wensley,? and the knight’s fee in Masham which constituted the 
main part of the Mowbray holding,® had originally formed part of 
the Steward’s fee. These additions to the 94 fees would account 
for the bulk of the total of 15 fees,* but the process of subdivision 
makes mathematical precision impracticable. 

The following table, which must be regarded as far from 
complete, shows the places in which an interest was held by the 
Steward’s fee in Richmondshire at one time or another before the 
end of the thirteenth century; in the last column reference is made 
to the various sub-fees which had originally formed part of the 
main fee, or to other fees to which an interest had passed. In most 
cases these references are based on the evidence of charters and of 
the details provided by Kirkby’s Inquest.

WIMAR AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


At the Domesday survey WIMAR (Wzthomarc) was a tenant of 
count Alan in Aske, par. Easby; Harmby, par. Spennithorne; and 
Leyburn, par. Wensley, where he held two manors. Subsequently 
he acquired several other holdings in Richmondshire, many of 
which had been held by Gospatric? at the Survey. He was also a 
tenant of count Alan in Fordham and elsewhere in Cambridge- 
shire,® and in Hickling and [West] Somerton in Norfolk.® Besides

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the land which he held of the honour of Richmond Wimar appears 
to have become possessed of property in Ripley! and other places 
in that neighbourhood, including Ellenthorpe,? nr. Borough- 
bridge, and Copgrove.’ 

As steward Wimar witnessed a charter of count Alan I (no. 1), 
a charter of count Stephen of probable date 1093-97 (no. 4), and a 
charter of Osbern de Arches to St. Mary’s, York.4 He was addressed 
as steward in a precept of king William II at a time when count 
Stephen had apparently lost possession of the honour in the 
period 1096-98. His gifts to St. Mary’s, York are recorded in 
no. 138. To these may be added tithe of his demesne lands in 
Atlow Cowton,® Thornton Steward, Leyburn, Colburn, Eryholme, 
Dalton-upon-Tees, and Ellerton-on-Swale.? Wimar presumably 
died before Michaelmas 1130, when Roger son of Wimar occurs 
among the principal tenants of count Stephen.§ His Yorkshire 
lands appear to have been divided between his sons Roger and 
Warner, the former receiving Thornton Steward and the latter 
Ellerton-on-Swale. 


II4. ROGER SON OF WIMAR witnessed as Roger the steward 
the charter of count Stephen to Roald the constable, c. 1130 
(no. 9). He owed the service of 15 knights, rendering castle-guard 
in the months of August and September.® He occurs merely as 
Roger son of Wimar as a witness to two charters issued by earl Alan 
(nos. 15, 19), which were also witnessed by Scolland the steward. 
Scolland witnessed other charters of earl Alan as steward, and it is 
unlikely that Roger held the office after the death of count Stephen. 
He was alive when the house afterwards known as Jervaulx abbey 
was founded; and he was a benefactor thereto of land in Ingleby.

IIIA. RALPH SON OF ROGER. He may be identified with 
Ralph the steward who is mentioned in earl Alan’s charter to 
Savigny, 6 Jan. 1145-6 (no. 27). He appears to have succeeded 
Scolland in the office of steward, earlier held by Roger his father; 
but it is doubtful whether he held the office for long, as his uncle 
Warner was subsequently holding it (see below). His name does not 
occur as a witness to any of earl Conan’s charters; and there is no 
clear evidence that he actually held the office after earl Alan’s 
death.’ In 1158 Ralph son of Roger and Warner his uncle rendered 
account of 10 marks in Yorkshire,? which sum they paid two years 
later.2 In 1165 Ralph son of Roger paid a mark;* and in 1168 he 
rendered account of 20/7. for having an agreement with Warner his 
uncle.? In 1169 he rendered account of 2 marks because he said 
he had deraigned all his land by a duel and afterwards con- 
tradicted this. In 1175 he made a settlement of the balance of his 
debt of 20/z7., when he was pardoned 52.7 As Ralph son of Roger 
son of Wimar he confirmed to Fountains abbey the gift which 
his uncle Bertram had made of the land of Markenfield, and which 
William de Percy had confirmed.® He also gave 7 acres in the same 
place in return for 5 marks, 40 pence and 2 cows, and confirmed a 
gift made by Roger his brother in his wood there.? He made another 
gift that he, his wife and sons, might be sharers in the brotherhood 
of the church of Fountains and of the prayers and benefits of the 
Cistercian order.1° He is evidently the Ralph son of Roger who 
made a gift to the church of Ripon of a bovate of land in Ais- 
munderby." He made a gift to Jervaulx abbey of 50 acres of land 
in Thornton [Steward] and pasture for 50 sheep.” Among the fines 
due for sheriff’s aid from the wapentake of Hallikeld in 1184 was 
one of 214d. upon waste of the forest in Brough and Ingleby 
which the earl had afforested of the fee of Ralph son of Roger 
of Thornton Steward, namely a third part of one tenmantale and 
one carucate of land.¥

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Ralph son of Roger presumably died before Oct. 1195, when 
Roger his son was a party to a fine with the abbot of Jervaulx 
(no. 1385). Wimar his son, there mentioned, was then dead, and 
appears to have been buried at Jervaulx abbey. It is clear that 
this Wimar was Ralph’s elder son and had succeeded him, as is 
proved by the details in the following case: in 1239 Wimar de 
Thorinton (VA below) claimed against Hilary Trussebut the manor 
of Copgrove except the advowson, of which one Roger his ancestor 
was seised in demesne in the time of Henry I, and from him the 
right descended to Ralph his son and heir, from Ralph to Wimar 
his son and heir, from Wimar to Roger his brother and heir, and 
from Roger to Wimar the plaintiff as son and heir.t Wimar son of 
Ralph had held 23 knights’ fees of the honour of Richmond in 
Yorkshire.?, Ralph had a daughter who was the mother of Robert 
de Lisle, living in 1208.8 


IVa. ROGER SON OF RALPH DE THORNTON had succeeded 
before Oct. 1195. At Michaelmas 1196 Roger son of Ralph owed 
20s. that Robert de Furnell’ should be compelled to render him his 
relief for land in Hernebi [Harmby] and Morton [-on-Swale], 
whereof he had received his homage.* In 1200 he was engaged in a 
plea with Gilbert de Waton in respect of 7 carucates of land in 
Mesham [Masham].° In 1201 he rendered account of 12 marks for 
scutage for 3 knights’ fees in Yorkshire, held of the honour of 
Britanny.® 

As Roger son of Ralph son of Roger he confirmed to Foun- 
tains abbey all the lands in Aismunderby and Markenfield given 
by his father and by Adam de Ingrietorp his (Roger’s) brother 
and Roger le Bret his father’s brother (fatruus); and released all 
right in lands in Masham and Swinton, and all ‘Pot,’ the bounds of 
which latter place being named in the charter of Gilbert de Wattun.’ 
Roger son of Ralph made gifts in Aismunderby, Markenfield and 
elsewhere in the neighbourhood to the chapel of St. John the 
Baptist in his house (curia) of Aismunderby, mentioning his 
wife Emma,® who later confirmed the gifts.®

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In 1206 Hugh Malebiss’, on behalf of himself and Beatrice 
his wife, sought against Robert Bainard the vill of Morton 
[-on-Swale];+ Robert had vouched to warranty Roger son of 
Ralph, who was dead, and he vouched Wimar son of the said 
Roger, who was under age and in the custody of William de 
Mowbray.” 


VA. WIMAR SON OF ROGER DE THORNTON was of age in 
1218. He was living in 1239 and died before 1243, leaving a 
widow Joan.* Beatrice daughter of Wimar de Thorinton, on whom 
a settlement of 3 carucates in Wensley was made in 1239 on her 
marriage with Thomas son of Hugh,® was presumably his daughter. 
In 1249 Joan de Thornton Steward released to Thomas, abbot of 
St. Mary’s, York, her right in the advowson of the church of 
Thornton Steward; her son and heir was then under age.® 


VIA. MATTHEW DE THORNTON, son and heir, had a charter 
of free warren in Thornton [Steward] and Aismunderby dated 30 
May 1256.’ He left a widow Sybil, who was living at the time of 
Kirkby’s Inquest; and his eventual heir was his daughter Mary, 
wife of Humphrey de Bassingbourn.® In a suit temp. Edward I 
between the abbot of St. Mary’s and Humphrey de Bassingburn and 
Mary his wife, touching the next presentation to the church of 
Thornton Steward, it was alleged by the latter that one Wimar, 
Mary’s grandfather, whose heir she was, in the time of Henry III 
presented Richard de Kirkeby, his clerk, deceased, and that from 
Wimar the right of presentation descended to Matthew his son 
and heir, and so to John son and heir of Matthew, and because 
John died without issue to Roger brother of John, who also died 
without issue,® and so to the said Mary as sister and heir; the 
abbot replied that Thomas de Warthill, his predecessor, presented 
John de Assheby, his clerk, who was admitted and held the church 
for more than fifty years and died as last rector; the others replied 
that Joan, formerly the wife of Wimar, held the manor of Thornton 
Steward after her said husband’s death, and by right of Matthew, 
ancestor of the said Mary, presented the said John de Assheby to 
the church and that abbot Thomas did not present him as alleged.!°

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We now return to Warner, younger son of Wimar the steward, 
to whom reference has already been made. 


IIB. WARNER SON OF WIMAR witnessed a charter of count 
Stephen, c. 1130 (no. 9); a charter of earl Alan (no. 18), also witnessed 
by Scolland the steward; and several of.earl Conan’s charters, the 
earliest in date being apparently 1156-58 (no. 30), but never 
described as steward. On the other hand he issued three charters 
in which he is styled steward, one to the future Jervaulx abbey 
(no. 134), another to St. Peter’s hospital (no. 129), and a third to 
Marrick priory (no. 174). The last was not earlier than 1154. It 
may therefore be deduced that he held the office after earl Alan’s 
death, possibly replacing his nephew Ralph, steward to earl Alan 
in Jan. 1145-6, but that it is doubtful whether he was still steward 
as late as 1158. 

Warner son of Wimar gave to Marrick priory a mark of 
silver from the rent of his mills in Ellerton[-on-Swale], and this with 
the addition of another half-mark was confirmed by his son Wimar.? 
He was living in 1163-4 when he witnessed a charter of earl 
Conan (no. 72). 


IIIs. WIMAR SON OF WARNER witnessed a charter of earl 
Conan, 1160-71 (no. 66), and was enfeoffed by him of a knight’s 
fee in Wicken, co. Cambridge® (no. 65). In 1184 he paid a wapen- 
take fine of 20s. in the wapentake of Hang;* and in 1192 he wit- 
nessed a charter to Rievaulx abbey (no. 98). 

In 1200 Nigel son of Alexander brought an assize of darrein 
presentment to the church of Wensley against Wimar son of 
Warner;® the assize remained because Wimar said that the church 
was not vacant, and that a clerk was rector as presented by Nigel, 
as the clerk said;* but Wimar said that a moiety of the church 
ought to belong to him, which he would claim when he could.’ 
In 1202 Geoffrey de Well’ was summoned to show by whose 
presentation he was in possession of a moiety of the church, the 
advowson of which Osbert son of Nigel son of Alexander® said 
belonged to him; and Geoffrey said that he had been presented 
by Wimar son of Warner and instituted by Roger, formerly arch- 
bishop of York.® In Jan. 1202-3 Osbert son of Nigel brought an 
assize of darrein presentment to a moiety of the church against 
Wimar son of Warner; Wimar’s attorney said that the moiety was 
not vacant as Geoffrey de Welle was rector at Wimar’s’ pres-

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entation; but Osbert, quoting the assize brought by Nigel his 
father and the statement made by Richard de Catric’,! said that 
Geoffrey had nothing in the church except as Richard’s clerk; the 
assize was adjourned.” 

In 1201 the sheriff of Yorkshire accounted for 13s. 3d. for the 
cost of conveying as far as the Trent 105 stags and 24 skins re- 
ceived from Henry son of Hervey, William de Stuteville and Wimar 
son of Warner.? Wimar died before 24 Feb. 1203-4 when Helewise 
his widow demanded against Hugh Malebise dower in her late 
husband’s tenement in Wensley and Ellerton[-on-Swale], and in 
Wicken and Fordham, co. Cambridge; Hugh granted her dower in 
Wicken, Fordham and Ellerton, retaining the chief messuage in 
Wicken and granting her the chief messuage in Ellerton; he also 
granted her a third of the demesne in Wensley, saving the chief 
messuage; Helewise quitclaimed to him and the heirs of Wimar 
her husband 40s. rent in Wensley, namely a third of the services 
of the tenants there and a third of the rent of the mill.* In 1206 
Hugh Malebisse and Beatrice his wife were plaintiffs against 
Robert son of William in half a knight’s fee in Theakston and 
Bolinton [? East Bolton].° These and the later references make it 
reasonably certain that Beatrice, wife of Hugh Malebisse, was 
daughter and heir of Wimar. Helewise, Wimar’s widow, had a 
subsequent dispute, in 1208, with Hugh and Beatrice in respect of 
the land of Wicken and Fordham.® Before 1213 she had married 
a certain Hugh son of William, and in that year seisin was ordered 
to be given them of their land in Wicken and Fordham, co. Cam- 
bridge, and Ellerton, Ulshaw and Wensley, co. York.’ 

In 1206 the attorney of Osbert son of Nigel offered himself 
against Hugh Malebisse, plaintiff, in a plea to convict twelve 
jurors by twenty-four concerning an assize of a moiety of the 
church of Wensley; Hugh’s attorney said that Hugh essoined 
himself as being oversea; Osbert offered 20s. for a speedy judgment; 
and it was considered that Osbert should have his presentation 

to the moiety.

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or the heirs of Beatrice and Wimar, could acquire of the inheritance 
of Wimar the steward, their ancestor, should be halved between 
them. It appears that Beatrice died without issue, and that at 
least some of the possessions of this branch of the family reverted 
to the elder line. In 1280 Humphrey de Bassingburn, representing 
the elder line, held besides 2 knights’ fees in Thornton Steward, 
half a fee in Wicken and Fordham, co. Cambridge.?

Notes on East Bolton and on the family of Acaris de Tunstall are given 
in partiatno. 91. One portion of the vill was held of the earl at a money 
rent, the result of the commutation of a drengage service. The other portion 
was held by knight-service; in 1286-87 William le Scrope held one moiety of 
this directly of the earl, and the other moiety of Ranulf son of Ranulf, who 
held of Mary de Neville [of Middleham], who held of the heirs of Thornton 
Steward.* It was this last holding which represented the part of the vill 
which had passed to the Steward’s fee; and the mesne tenure explains the 
interest which Ranulf son of Robert fof Middleham] had possessed in East 
Bolton, as shown by a charter in which a case relating to a bovate there 
was held in his court.

As noted above tithe in Dalton-upon-Tees had been given by Wimar 
the steward to St. Martin’s, Richmond, a cell of St. Mary’s, York. At the 
Survey the vill was probably included in Croft. It was later given to St. 
Peter’s, York,‘ in which liberty it was included in 1316.°

Downholme is not mentioned in Kirkby’s Inquest, and it is uncertain 
whether the vill formed part of the Steward’s fee. But the facts that 
Gospatric was the Domesday tenant, that many of Gospatric’s holdings passed 
to the Steward’s fee, and that Walburn in the parish of Downholme was 
certainly in that fee, suggest that such was the case. 

There is a section relating to Downholme in the Easby Chartulary; this 
principally refers to a possession of the abbey in the vill. One charter 
(f. 265) shows that Richard son of Michael de Leyburn (the grantor of no. 
125 below) had a sister who married Ellis son of Gilbert de Dunhum (see © 
note to no. 127). Another (f. 266) is a quitclaim by Gilbert de Dunhum to 
Thomas de Richeburg’, his lord, of all his right in the advowson of the church 
of Dunhum [Downholme]. This quitclaim is presumably earlier than the 
date of the present charter. How the interest in the church passed from 
Richeburg’ to Michael de Leyburn is not known. 

The present charter was the subject of a royal imspeximus and con- 
firmation on 20 Feb. 1312-3.2 In the imspeximus, not in the original charter, 
it is stated that the church of St. Mary de Caritate of Swainby had been 
translated thence to a place called Coverham. It is clear that Michael de 
Leyburn’s gift was made before the translation took place. It has been 
assumed from the foundation history of Coverham that the date of the 
translation was 1212-13.4 But it is evident that the mention of Philip, 
“abbot of Coverham,’’ in Nov. 1202° shows that the monks were then est- 
ablished there. This gives the latest limit of date for the present charter. 
The house was in existence at Swainby in 1187, and had probably been 
founded shortly before (see no. 263). 

Ellis, rector of Bedale, who occurs also as Ellis de Bedale, witnessed 
several charters in the Fountains Chartulary, one of which is dated 1193,° 
and another’ shows him as contemporary of Honorius, archdeacon of Rich- 
mond, who became archdeacon in 1198. Before 1204 he had become the 
official [of the archdeacon] (no. 127). For the family of Leyburn see no. 
136.

The soke of 6 carucates in Ellenthorpe belonged T.R.E. to king Edward’s 
manor of Aldborough; and was held by the crown at the Domesday survey. 
Here Robert de Stuteville gave one carucate to the abbey of St. Mary, York,? 
and Wimar the steward gave 4 carucates (no. 138). Itseems at least doubtful 
whether the vill or any portion of it ever passed to the honour of Rich- 
mond; but the charter is included in this section in view of Wimar’s interest. 

Serlo de Burgh occurs in the Pipe Roll of 31 Henry I. Ina recital of 
his debts mention is made of 20 marks due from him in respect of the exercise 
of the office (pro ministerio) of Osbert his son;* from this it may be assumed

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that Osbert was dead. Farrer suggests that Serlo may have been farmer of 
the manor of Aldborough before 1130, and that by virtue of his estate in the 
manor and soke he made this sale to the abbey by way of confirmation 
of the gifts of Wimar and Robert de Stuteville. 

Abbot Clement gave to Alexander son of Stephen de Edelingthorp 12 
bovates in Ellenthorpe, to hold as his father had held them for 14s.; the 
abbot retained land across the water of Swale which belonged to his hall of 
Myton, and the soke of these 12 bovates to his mill of Myton. There area 
few charters issued to Fountains abbey of land in Ellenthorpe by members 
of the Edelingthorp and Mildeby families.” 


(v) ELLERTON-ON-SWALE

As the first witness is not described as the official [of the archdeacon], 
as he became before 1204 (no. 127), it is unlikely that the charter is later in 
date than that year. In 1268 the prioress of Ellerton asserted that John 
father of Adam de Ellerton held of her predecessor a messuage and carucate 
of land in Ellerton, rendering yearly 9d. for county and wapentake fine 
and 4d. for castle-guard at Richmond, and doing the services of suit of 
court, going with her wheresoever she might go and on her messages when- 
soever she might wish, at her charge, or finding for her a horse whenever 
she might desire to journey, should she not wish him to accompany her 
in person, and also providing for her and the convent one entertainment 
yearly at his house; she brought a plea against Adam for the performance 
of the latter services, but it was settled by fine that she would not demand 
them in future. 

It is doubtful whether this charter ought to be included in this section, 
although it is so marked by Farrer. Dodsworth was of the opinion that the 
Cistercian nunnery of Ellerton, par. Downholme, was founded by Warner 
son of Wimar, or by Wimar his son.? But there seems to be no evidence for 
this view, which may have been due to a confusion with Ellerton-on-Swale, 
par. Catterick, held by Warner. It is more likely that it was founded by a 
local family,* probably that of Egglescliffe, also known as Barden, which is a 
place not far from Ellerton.* This Ellerton was held by count Alan in demesne 
in 1086, and there is no record that it became a member of the Steward’s fee. 

In 1342 the Scots entered and totally despoiled the priory and carried 
off seven charters, containing gifts by Robert de Wyclyf to Margaret the 
prioress of a rent of 6s. 8d. from his mill of Wycliffe; by Beatrice de Mersk 
to the same of a rent of 12d. from her meadow of Marske, called Frerereng; 
by Brian de Chalers to the same of a messuage and land in North Carlton, 
rendering yearly a pound of wax to the church of St. John, Stanwick; by 
Alan de Lynes to the nuns of 2 tofts and land in Melsonby; by Beatrice de 
Apelton of land in ‘Mikel’ [West] Appleton; by Adam Preest of a messuage 
and 2 bovates of land in Bellerby; and by Gilbert, abbot of Coverham, of 2 
bovates of land in Walburn and a rent of 12d. in Coverham, in exchange for 
the like in Caldbergh by Coverham; all which charters were made before time 
of memory.®

The gift of the ninth sheaf made by Laurence de Hernebi was confirmed 
by pope Alexander III in the period 1173-81.1 There is no doubt that this 
charter relates to Harmby, and it is a coincidence that Conan son of Ellis 
made a similar gift to the hospital of the ninth sheaf of his demesne of Hornby; 
(see §32). Laurence de Herneby paid 2s. 6d. fine in Hang wapentake in 
1184.2, He witnessed a charter of Acharis de Tunstall to Rievaulx abbey, 
c. 1173-74, to which among several others William, rector of Hornby, was also 
a witness (no. 92). Farrer suggests as a probability that he was the Laurence, 
nephew of Warner the steward, who witnessed a charter of Robert de Cham- 
bord to Marrick priory (pd. in §32). The latter was possibly Laurence son of 
Roger who witnessed no. 129. 

William de Herneby was holding 7 carucates of land in 1184.% In the 
time of Richard I Robert son of William, father of William de Herneby, and 
Michael son of Robert, father of Richard son of Michael [de Leyburn] made a 
fine relating to land in Harmby.* In 1218-9 Thomas de Herneby estab- 
lished his right to 3 carucates, 7 bovates of land in Harmby against John son

of Ralph.1 He was presumably identical with Thomas de Hernebi, who, when 
Richard Phiton was constable of Richmond, and Robert Arundel was steward 
of Richmond, made a gift to Marrick priory of half a carucate of land in 
Harmby.? This was confirmed by his nephew Alan son of Wigan de Hert- 
ford [Hartforth].? In 1231 Alan de Hertford impleaded John son of Ralph 
to observe the terms of the fine of 1218-9 made with Thomas de Herneby, 
Alan’s uncle.4 William de Herneby the younger, already mentioned, who 
was living in 1226-7, may be identified with the William de Herneby who was 
one of the coheirs of Conan son of Ellis in 1220.5 The relationship between 
him and Thomas de Herneby, and their connection with the earlier Laurence 
de Herneby, have not been established. Members of the family made 
small gifts of land in Walburn to Coverham abbey.® In 1286-87 Harmby was 
held of the Steward’s fee by Robert de Furneaux and his tenants.’ 

Of the witnesses to the present charter the third may be identified with 
Meriadok who held half a carucate in Thornton [? Steward] in 1184;® and 
the last was Michael son of Robert de Leyburn. The earlier limit of date 
is the year when archbishop Roger was first appointed legate. ®

Ingleby has been identified as the Dentone of the Domesday survey, 
where 4 carucates (3 car. in the summary) were held by Bodin.2 Unlike 
most of Bodin’s holdings (see §7) it passed to the Steward’s fee. The name 
Ingleby is perpetuated in the modern Ingleby Leas near Bainbridge. The 
number of carucates mentioned in this charter suggests that part of Brough, 
where count Alan held 3 carucates in 1086, was included in the gifts. 

The house described here as St. Mary of Wensleydale became known as 
Jervaulx abbey. For notes on its early history see nos. 23, 24, 27. The 
vill of Ingleby, given by Roger and his brother Warner, is specifically 
mentioned in earl Alan’s charter (no. 24), assigned to the year 1145. But 
the present charter may have been issued at a later date, for Warner had 
become steward, and it is known that his nephew Ralph held that office 
just before earl Alan’s death in 1146 (no. 27), apparently in succession to 
Scolland. Moreover the charter reads as though it were a confirmation 
issued to secure the monks’ title, and after Roger’s death. Earl Alan 
himself issued in Britanny a charter giving Ingleby, remitting the service of 
Warner (no. 27). The date of the present charter must be earlier than the 
move to East Witton in 1156. The first witness, one of the rural deans, 
occurs 1154-c. 1158 (no. 173).

An indication of the date is given by the names of the first and sixth 
witnesses, who witnessed charters of abbot Clement, 1161-84 (nos. 88, 119 
in parti). The gift by Wimar the steward of tithe in Leyburn is mentioned 
in the introduction to this section. 

For charters of Michael de Leyburn (c. 1189-1202) and his son Richard 
see nos. 124-126. In 1184 Michael de Layburn held land in Leyburn, 
Downholme, Harmby and Walburn.' Before 1185 he made a gift to the 
Templars of 2 tofts and an acre in Leyburn.? In 1220 Richard de Laburne 
acknowledged that he held 22 bovates in Leyburn of Wimar de Thornton, 
where 14 carucates made a knight’s fee. In Jan. 1226-7 a fine was levied 
between William de Herneby and Richard son of Michael as to 2 bovates of 
land in Herneby [Harmby]; reference was made to a fine levied in the court 
of king Richard I between Michael son of Robert, father of Richard his heir, 
and Robert son of William, father of William [de Herneby] his heir, which 
was annulled by the later fine so far as concerned the said 2 bovates.* For the 
descent of the family in the thirteenth century see V.C.H., N.R., i, 274. 
Members of the family made several gifts to Coverham abbey of land in 
Walburn.®

It seems probable that the grantee was a member of the family about 
whom Farrer gave a note in E.Y.C.,i, 499. The limits of date are governed 
by the term of office of the first witness. 

Gospatric and Torfin each had a manor in Scotton before the Conquest. 
At the Survey Gospatric held his manor of count Alan, who had enfeoffed 
Bodin of Torfin’s manor. The total assessment was then 9 carucates, though 
only 8 are recorded in the Summary. Bodin’s manor appears to have passed 
to the Bedale and possibly partly to the Ravensworth fee; see §7. Gospatric’s 
manor passed to the Steward’s fee; and 4 carucates in Scotton, the holding 
mentioned in the present charter, were given to St. Mary’s, York, by Wimar 
the steward (no. 138). Another carucate or more, probably from Gospatric’s 
holding, may have passed to the Tanfield sub-fee; see no. 143. The only 
mention of Scotton in Kirkby’s Inquest refers to the 4 carucates held by 
St. Mary’s abbey.§®

All these gifts are specified in the confirmation charter of king Henry 
I1,? and most of them, notably with the exception of the land in Ellenthorpe, 
in that of count Stephen, 1125-35.3 The latest limit of date for the present 
charter is 1130 when Wimar was presumably dead (see above), and it was 
probably issued several years earlier.4 For Wicken, where Wimar’s holding 
was later increased by earl Conan in favour of Wimar his grandson, see the 
note to no. 65 in part i; and for Ellenthorpe see no. 128 above. 

Another charter of the donor repeats the same gifts with the addition 
of two-thirds of the tithes of his demesne in Morton [-on-Swale]; hiis testibus, 
Warnerio filio meo, Landrico de Horneby, et aliis.®

1175, granting in alms to Hilary the clerk the church of Thornton 
to hold for life for 10s. yearly, and also the tithe of the demesnes of the 
parish which belonged to the convent, for which he was to pay 10s. more; 
this grant was made saving the right of William the dean according to the 
tenor of the letters which he had from the convent; witnesses, Roger de Kat- 
erike and John his son, William de Horneby, John de Watlous, Richard de 
Houcheswell, Iun de Witton, William son of Gamel, Elias son of Morcher, 
Henry Belle, Jocelin the chaplain, Adam de Rouen (de Roth|omago]), Roger 
the deacon, Walter the clerk of Horneshei, Turgis the dispenser, Adam 
Blund (albo), Gervase the constable, William de Bouthum, Landric and 
Elias his son.} 


§la. THE TANFIELD FEE 


In the earliest return of the knights owing service of castle- 
guard there is no special mention of the service due from this fee, 
the Steward’s fee being responsible for 15 knights in the months 
of August and September.? But in one of the later returns the 
24 knights due from Hugh son of Gernegan in Richmondshire 
were included in the fee originally held by Wimar the steward;3 and 
in another Hugh son of Gernagan held 24 knights’ fees in Yorkshire, 
while Wimar son of Ralph, representing the Steward’s fee, held only 
23.4 It is evident that originally the Tanfield fee was an integral 
portion of the Steward’s fee, and that subsequently it was held 
directly of the honour. In 1280 the service of Tanfield was 24 
knights’ fees, which were held by Avice Marmion,® daughter and 
heir of Jernegan son of Hugh.

That was certainly Farrer’s view, although he gave the numbering

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From the details given in Kirkby’s Inquest relating to the 
holdings of Avice Marmion,’ and the evidence of the ensuing 
charters and notes, it is clear that the Tanfield fee included 
holdings in Carthorpe, par. Burneston, 11 carucates; Exelby and 
Leeming, par. Burneston, 5 or 6 carucates;? Little Langton, par. 
Great Langton, 4 carucates; Melmerby, par. Wath, 4 carucates;? 
East Tanfield, par. Kirklington, 6 carucates;+ West Tanfield, 12 
carucates; Thornbrough, par. West Tanfield, 2 carucates; a portion 
of Newton Picot,® par. Burneston; and probably a carucate or 
more in Scotton. The holders of the Tanfield fee were also under- 
tenants at Wath, nr. Ripon, held of the Bedale fee;* and, outside 
the honour of Richmond, were tenants of the Gant fee in Hun- 
manby in the East Riding.’ They also had an interest in Hewick.® 


HUGH SON OF JERNEGAN® occurs as Hugh son of larn asa 
witness to the charter of count Stephen to Roald the constable, 
c. 1130 (no. 9); as Hugh son of Gerwagan as a witness to the 
charter of the same recording his gift to Rumburgh priory, c. 1135 
(no. 10); and as Hugh Gaernaguen as a witness to the gift of Robert 
de Brus to Agatha his daughter on her marriage to Ralph son of

He made a gift to 
Jervaulx abbey of land in Fors (no. 24; and see §7). Besides his 
successor he had two other sons: Nicholas, who with Gernagott 
his brother witnessed a charter of archbishop Roger,* and who is 
possibly the Nicholas son of Hugh who witnessed no. 140; and 
Angevin, who as uncle of the younger Hugh son of Gernagot 
witnessed a charter relating to Burneston,® and who is probably 
the Angevin de Tanefeld who witnessed no. 146. 


JERNEGAN SON OF HuGuH. As Gernagotus he held one knight’s 
fee of the Gant fee in 1166; it is evident that this lay in Hunmanby 
in the East Riding, where the interest descended to the Marmions.® 
He owed 15 marks for a false claim in Dickering wapentake at 
Michaelmas 1166; this was paid by Michaelmas 1168.7 At Michael- 
mas 1177 the monks of Mont St. Michel paid 60 marks to plead 
for seisin of the land of Wath [nr. Ripon] which he was claiming.® 
He died before Michaelmas 1182. His wife’s name was Sybil,® who 
as mother of Hugh Gernagan owed 100/:. of old money for her 
donum at Michaelmas 1183.19 Besides Hugh he had a son named 
Roger, who as brother of Hugh son of Gernegan witnessed a 
charter relating to Ripley. 


HUGH SON OF JERNEGAN owed 400/. of old money for his 
donum at Michaelmas 1182; this was paid within the ensuing 
year.” In 1184 his land in the wapentake of Hallikeld was res- 
ponsible for sheriff's aid of 4s. 7d. for one tenmantale.!3 He con- 
firmed to Fountains abbey land in Hewick given by one of his

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tenants in the period 1186-89. He gave a third of the tithe of the 
sheaves of his demesnes in [Little] Langton to St. Mary’s, York.? 
At Michaelmas 1194 William son of William and Hugh Gernagan 
owed 200 marks in Yorkshire for having the land which had 
belonged to Thorfin son of Robert, whose daughters they had; 
this was paid by Michaelmas 1196.3 At the latter term he owed 
40s. for having the right of 6 carucates of land in Wath against the 
abbot of Mont St. Michel.4 At Michaelmas 1200 he occurs as a 
supervisor of repairs at the castles of Appleby and Brough, West- 
morland.® In 1201 he gave 20 marks scutage in Yorkshire for 
34 knights of the honour of Britanny “et per cornagium.’’® He 
died before October 1203, when Robert de Vipont was given a 
settlement for half the 200 marks for which he had purchased 
from the king the custody and marriage of the sons and heirs of 
Hugh Gernagan, with his land and the marriage of his widow.? 
A charter for the custody and marriages was issued by the king 
to Vipont on 28 Jan. following;® and on 1 June 1205 the king 
confirmed to him the quitclaim which Maud daughter of Torfin 
son of Robert had made to him of all her dower which had fallen 
to her from the land of Hugh son of Gernegan, formerly her 
husband, namely Carthorpe.? With Maud his wife Hugh acquired 
a moiety of Manfield and land in Westmorland.!® 


JERNEGAN SON OF HUGH was under age when his father 
died. In 1210-12 Gernagay son of Hugh held one knight’s fee of 
the honour of Richmond in Bennington and Leverton, co. Lincoln.! 
He died before Michaelmas 1214 when Robert Marmion rendered 
account of 350 marks and 5 palfreys to marry Amice [szc] daughter

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of Jernegan.1 Avice, his daughter and heir, who had been com- 
mitted to Robert Marmion’s custody, was still under age in 
1221.2, From her and her husband Robert Marmion descended the 
Marmions of Tanfield and of Winteringham co. Lincoln, of which 
an account, including several details relating to the Tanfield fee, 
will be found in the Marmion article in Complete Peerage, new 
ed., vol. viii. 


In his account of the family of Jernegan (later Jerningham) 
of Horham, Suffolk, Blomefield® traces the pedigree back to 
Jernegan son of Hugh, the husband of Sybil, giving references to 
him and his son Hugh which make them identical with the holders 
of the Tanfield fee. He makes the latter Hugh father of Sir Hubert 
Jernegan of Horham; but documentary evidence for this seems to 
be lacking. The name Jernegan was not uncommon, and it 
appears in Suffolk in 1166, when ‘Hubertus de Gernagan’ held a’ 
knight’s fee of the honour of Eye.°

The boundaries indicate that the land lay in Carthorpe, par. Burneston. 
The vill of Burneston was not in the Tanfield fee. Healam bridge is on the 
Great North Road. St. Lambert is the patron saint of the church of Burnes- 
ton. 

The extreme limits for the grantor’s tenure of the fee are 1154-82. 
The gift made by his father is not mentioned in the confirmation charter of 
king Henry II to the abbey, 1156-57.1 For a note on Landric the rural dean 
see no. 242. Nicholas son of Hugh may have been the grantor’s brother 
(see above).

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There is a large section of the chartulary relating to Melmerby.1 The 
charters include a confirmation by Hugh Jarnagoti [Hugh son of Jernegan] 
to Alexander the clerk of Geoffrey de Well or his assigns, of the 2 bovates 
of land in Melmerby which Alexander was holding of the confirmor’s fee 
from Helias son of Helias.2 The mention of assigns suggests that the date 
is not earlier than 1200; it was not later than Oct. 1203, when Hugh was dead 
(see above). The confirmation was also witnessed by Roger de Coiners 
[Conyers] and Roger de Nunewic. 

The first witness described as prior of Wath suggests that the abbey of 
Mont St. Michel, whose interests there will be noticed under the Bedale fee, 
§7, had a dependent cell or priory for the administration of its property. 
Richard, prior of Wath, occurs in a charter issued to Fountains by Geoffrey, 
abbot of Easby. ®

This is preceded in the chartulary by the charter of Adam son of William 
son of Eldred de Rich{emundia] to Conan son of Adam, his kinsman, making 
this gift; he had held the carucate of Hugh son of Gernegan; yearly rent, 
5s. and a pound of cumin at Richmond fair; 12 carucates made a knight’s fee. 

The early history of Scotton is far from clear; see note to no. 137, where 
it is suggested that this carucate may have originally formed part of Gos- 
patric’s holding. On the other hand Hugh son of Jernegan may have held it, 
not in virtue of the Tanfield fee, but as a sub-tenure of the Bedale fee, as in 
the case of Wath; for that fee held a portion of Scotton, where land held of 
Brian son of Alan was given to Easby abbey. !

Gilbert son of John de Wattun had given these 15 acres in Masham to 
the abbey by a charter witnessed by Hugh son of Jernagot.1 John de Watton 
was the tenant of Roger de Mowbray, who held Masham of the honour of 
Richmond. Ina Fountains MS. containing transcripts of charters relating 
to Aldburgh,? f. 21, it is stated that he died in 1195. He was certainly 
living in 1185.3 In any case the present charter, which must be later than 
Gilbert’s accession, is probably subsequent to no. 145, to which it seems 
to refer.

The reference is from a note of Farrer’s 
on the charter of earl Alan to Roger de Mowbray (no. 19 in part i). The 
full details are reserved for a future volume dealing with the Mowbray fee. 
He gives references to support his suggestion that the Watton family took 
their name from Walton-on-the-Hill, co. Surrey.

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Ellis, when she quitclaimed to Alan son of Gernagan her right in half a 
carucate of land in Aldborough, near Boroughbridge; Alan and his heirs were 
to hold this land of Gernagan and his heirs for a yearly rent of 2s.; and in 
return Alan restored to Maud and Gernagan and Gernagan’s heirs 2 bovates 
of land in Tanfield which he had formerly held of them.! Ellis may have 
been the representative of a younger branch of the family of which Hugh 
son of Jernegan was then the head, the latter being described as the lord 
of Ellis’s son in the charter printed above. Avice, Hugh’s granddaughter 
and eventual heir, was described as Avice Marmiun, daughter of Gernegan 
son of Hugh de Tanfield, ? showing that the name of Tanfield was also used 
by the elder line. 


§is. THE ERYHOLME FEE 


At the Domesday survey 6 carucates in Eryholme formed a 
berewick of count Alan’s manor of Gilling. As a result of sub- 
infeudation Eryholme owed the service of one knight, originally 
part of the Steward’s fee, rendering castle-guard in the months of 
August and September. Another return shows that towards the 
end of the twelfth century Eryholme of the fee of Ralph son of 
Teyngi* owed the service of one knight, the fee being held directly 
of the honour.® 

Roger son of Teingi was living in 1130 when he rendered 
account of 10 marks of silver not to plead for his land except in 
Cambridgeshire.6 In 1166 Roger son of Tuingi owed 40s. for 
default in the wapentake of Gilling in not coming before the 
justices.?7 At Michaelmas 1175 Ranulf de Glanville rendered 
account of 26/2. for the issues of the land of Richard son of Roger 
for three years;§ and in the following year 8/7. 13s. 4d. for the farm 
of the land of Eryholme (Argum), being the land of Richard son of 
Roger then in the king’s hand.® Probably Richard’s holding was 
eventually recovered by Roger Tenay, who occurs as holding a 
knight’s fee in Eryholme in a return made early in the thirteenth 
century.2® In 1280 Sir John de Romundeby held one fee and

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Walter de Musters a twelfth of a fee in Eryholme;! and in 1284-85 
Nicholas de Romondby held 6 carucates there, and John de Musters 
2 carucates, both directly of the earl.? 

In the early part of the twelfth century, Roger son of Tengi 
also held a quarter of a knight’s fee in Weston [Weston Colville], 
co. Cambridge,? where Wimar [the steward] had been the tenant 
of count Alan at the Domesday survey. Roger son of Richard, 
presumably the Roger Tenay mentioned above, owed the same 
service in Weston in the period 1210-12, rendering castle-guard 
in the months of August and September.*

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granted to master Hfonorius], archdeacon of Richmond, his chapel of Ery- 
holme until the convent should assign to him a rent of 50 marks; in the 
meantime the archdeacon was to render yearly 2s. in the name of [tithe of] 
sheaves of the same chapel at the Assumption, and a pound of incense to the 
mother church of Gilling.1 The date is 1198-1213. 

Philip de Erghom was doubtless a member of the local family which 
held Eryholme under the family descended from Roger son of Teingi. In 1175 
Robert de Argum paid an aid of one mark.* A Philip de Erghum was dead 
in 1219 when Hugelina his widow was demanding dower in 2 bovates in 
Eryholme against Simon de Kilvington.* He gave a bovate in Eryholme to 
Easby abbey.* Adam his son sold to Robert de Arundel for 2 marks and 
8s. of silver all his mill of Hales [Hail] in the territory of Eryholme, except 
a third part which Hucelina his mother had in dower, and an acre of meadow 
in Hales.’ Robert de Arundel gave his share of the mill to Easby abbey; 
and later the abbey gave all their right therein to Sir John de Romundeby. ® 
A William son of Philip de Ergun and Agnes his wife occur in 1270.7 


§ic. THE COLBURN FEE 


During the twelfth century a quarter of a knight’s fee in 
Colburn, which had originally formed part of the Steward’s 
fee, became a direct tenure of the honour, rendering castle-guard 
in the months of August and September,® and towards the end of 
the century was held by Alexander le Breton.? In 1184 3 carucates 
in the vill, of the land of Conan son of Ellis, had paid 84d. for sheriff’s 
aid, 3 carucates, of the land of Abraham Chacemoine (Zazemer), 
paid 64d., and 5 bovates, of the land of Alan Soudan, paid 14d.!° 
Nothing further seems known of the interest of Conan son of Ellis, 
which may have passed to Alexander le Breton. In 1280-82 Sir 
John le Breton and Henry de Ripon occur as joint holders of a 
quarter of a fee in Colburn," and in 1284-85 3 carucates were held 
of the earl [evidently by Sir John le Breton], and the remaining 
3 carucates of Henry de Ripon who held of the earl.!* These details 
indicate the descent of the le Breton holding,!* and suggest that 
it only comprised half the vill. No early charters relating to this 
quarter fee are available. Some references to Alexander le Breton 
and to Geoffrey Chacemoine, son of the Abraham mentioned above, 
who was also known as Geoffrey de Colburn, will be given in the 
introduction to the Chamberlain’s fee, §4.

As in the case of the Tanfield fee the 2 knights due from 
Manfield are not mentioned in the earliest return of the knights 
owing service of castle-guard.! But in one of the later returns the 
2 knights from Manfield, then held by Torfin, rendering castle- 
guard in August and September, are included in the fee of Wimar 
the steward;? and in another Torfin son of Robert held 2 knights’ 
fees directly of the honour.? While it is evident that the 2 knights 
were included in the 15 knights for which the Steward’s fee was 
responsible early in the twelfth century, their original connection 
with that fee is difficult to explain. The lands comprising the 
Manfield fee included Manfield itself, where at the Survey 16 
carucates were in the soke of Gilling;+ a part of Kelfield, par. 
Stillingfleet in the East Riding; and 4 carucates in Heslington, 
near York.® A large part of Easby, of which the remainder con- 
tinued to be part of the Constable’s fee,* was perhaps acquired 
later by marriage, together with an interest in ‘Newton,’ in the 
neighbourhood of Easby, though this may have been a sub-tenure 
of the Constable’s fee.” 

It is clear from the terms of the charter issued by earl 
Conan to Torfin son of Robert (no. 55) that Hermer his great- 
grandfather (attavus) had held 2 knights’ fees in Manfield in the 
time of count Alan II (1089-93).8 Hermer may presumably be 
identified with Hermer Flauncus who witnessed the charter of 
count Alan II to St. Mary’s, York (no. 2). He occurs among the 
men of count Stephen in a charter of Thomas II, archbishop of 
York, 1108-14.9 He gave 2 carucates of land in Kelfield to Selby 
abbey; this was confirmed by Godreda his daughter and sole heir 
(no. 162); and their combined benefaction was confirmed by earl 
Alan, 1136-45 (no. 16). At the Survey count Alan I had held 2 
carucates, 2 bovates in Kelfield,!® soke of his manor of Clifton, near 
York; and it is evident that Hermer had been enfeoffed of this 
holding. 

In view of the descent of the Manfield fee, and having regard 
to the ancestry of Torfin son of Robert, Farrer suggests! that 
Godreda married Copsi, from whom descended the holders of 
Waitby and Warcop, Westmorland, and had by him a son Robert.

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Copsi son of Arkill' witnessed a charter of earl Alan, 1136-45 (no. 
19), and, as Copsi, another charter of the same (no. 20). This 
suggests that he was a tenant of the honour, as, indeed, he would 
have become by marriage with Godreda. It is probable that Copsi 
was also the father of Acaris de Tunstall by a second wife named 
Langusa.? 

Robert son of Copsi, the father of Torfin son of Robert, 
gave land in Heslington to the hospital of St. Peter, York, before 
1148 (nos. 156-8). His son Torfin? became heir to the Manfield fee, 
which was restored to him by earl Conan in the period 1159-71 
(no. 55). As early as 1145-46, when he must have been quite young, 
Torfin son of Robert witnessed a charter of earl Alan at Ploérmel 
(no. 26). He witnessed a charter of earl Conan at Richmond, 
1159-71 (no. 54); and in 1173-74 a charter of Acaris de Tunstall 
to Rievaulx abbey (no. 91). 

At Michaelmas 1172 and the following year he occurs as a 
supervisor of work at Bowes castle.* His inheritance of Waitby 
and Warcop, Westmorland, is illustrated by charters which he 
issued to Byland abbey. As Torfin son of Robert he gave land in 
Warcop; hiis testibus, Roberto decano Eboracensi, Johanne filio 
Letholdi, Bartholomeo archidiacono et toto capitulo sancti Petri, 
etc.° As Torfin de Watheby [Waitby], son of Robert son of Copsi, 
he gave his chief house and land in the same place, together with 
the advowson of the church® and rights of pasture; hiis testibus,

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Roberto filio Thorphini, Johanne Taylboys, Walthevo de Bereford, 
Murdaco decano, Roberto filio Petri, etc.1 As Torfin son of Robert 
he made a further gift of land in the same place; hiis testibus, 
Willelmo offic{iali], Murdaco decano, et toto capitulo de Appilby, 
Thoma de Hellebek, Roberto filio Petri, Conano de Asc, Petro 
Carrou, Unfrido Malkaell, Willelmo filio Willelmi, Roberto de 
Cabergh, etc.? 

Torfin son of Robert, who in the Easby charters is also 
described as Torfin de Burc or de Burgo,? was living at Michaelmas 
1191, when he paid 100 marks for marrying his daughter to whom 
he wished.* He died before Michaelmas 1194, when his sons-in-law 
William son of William and Hugh Gernegan (see §14) owed 200 
marks for having the land which had belonged to him.® 

Torfin had a wife named Agnes, the mother of his son Robert, 
who died in his parents’ lifetime (no. 149). The terms of Torfin’s 
charters to Easby abbey suggest that he may have acquired his 
interest in the vill of Easby through her. She may have been a 
member of the family of Morville, though no connection of that 
family with Easby is known, and was probably the mother of 
Torfin’s two daughters Agnes and Maud. Each of these ladies 
appears to have inherited a moiety of a large part of their father’s 
possessions, including most of Manfield with the advowson, Easby, 
and his Westmorland property including the advowson of Warcop, 
and to have used, among their many descriptive styles, the name 
of Morville, perhaps their mother’s maiden name.’ 

Agnes the elder® daughter married, first, William son of 
William son of Waldef, of Hepple in Coquetdale, Northumberland, 
and Hurworth, co. Durham.® He died before Michaelmas 1198, 
when William Bard[ulf] rendered account of 300 marks for having 
as wife the widow of William son of William and the marriage of 
his three daughters.° As no part of her father’s inheritance 
descended to her husband’s daughters it is evident that she was 
his second wife. She married, secondly, c. 1200 Adam son of

Agnes was still 
alive in 1231,> and she evidently died without issue. 

Maud, Torfin’s other daughter, married as her first husband 
Hugh son of Gernegan (of Tanfield), who was alive in 1201 and 
died before Oct. 1203; her granddaughter Avice, the heiress of 
Tanfield and wife of Robert Marmion, inherited a moiety of 
Manfield; see §1A above. In 1220 she was the wife of Nicholas 
de Bueles of co. Bedford, who was demanding against the abbot 
of Easby and others land in Easby and Manfield in right of his 
wife;® and in Jan. 1221-2 Nicholas de Boeles and Maud his wife 
quitclaimed for themselves and Maud’s heirs 10 bovates of land 
and a messuage in Stanwick to the Templars.’ She married thirdly® 
Philip, younger son of Thomas de Burgh, who died before May 
1235; see §3. Philip de Burgh confirmed the gifts which his wife 
had made to Easby abbey; see note to no. 155. Maud’s fourth 
husband was named John, who was living in 1251. As John de 
Auno, with Maud de Morevill his wife, he quitclaimed to Fountains 
abbey their right in a meadow near Yarnwick.!® 

In addition to his two daughters Maud and Agnes Torfin 
had a son Conan, who may have been illegitimate or else a son by 
an earlier wife. Certainly he was not their brother of the whole 
blood. Described as Conan son of Torfin he confirmed to St. 
Peter’s hospital land in Heslington (no. 161)—land which had been 
originally given by Robert son of Copsi and his son Torfin; to 
this confirmation his wife Juetta and Peter son of Torfin, possibly 
his brother, were witnesses. Again, described as Conan de Mane- 
feld he made a gift of 2 bovates in Manfield to Marrick priory, 
possibly during his father’s lifetime (no. 168). Now it is quite

certain that a moiety of Manfield eventually passed to his des- 
cendants.! For in 1280 Avice Marmion and Henry son of Conan 
held 2 fees in Manfield;? and in 1346 the equality of division between 
the Marmion family and Henry son of Henry son of Conan is clearly 
recorded. Avice Marmion’s moiety was inherited from her grand- 
mother Maud daughter of Torfin, who had shared an equal interest 
with her sister Agnes. 

The reason for this curious descent is difficult to explain. 
But it appears to be incontrovertible that the moiety of Agnes 
daughter of Torfin in Manfield passed not to her sister Maud or 
her representative, but to the representative of Conan, possibly 
by some family arrangement of which no record remains. The 
complicated nature of the descent is increased by the fact that 
Maud and Agnes inherited interests in Warcop, which like Manfield 
was their father’s paternal property; and on the other hand Torfin’s 
other inherited holdings in Heslington and Kelfield apparently 
passed entire to his son Conan and his descendants.‘ 

In addition to his two daughters named above Torfin had a 
daughter Parnel who married Geoffrey de Brettanby, to whom 
Torfin gave 2 bovates in Manfield in frank-marriage (no. 164). 
She was certainly not a full sister of Maud and Agnes, and may 
have been a sister of Conan, or illegitimate. She had issue Gilbert 
de Brettanby, whose inheritance was confirmed by Maud daughter 
of Torfin (no. 165).

Some additional charters relating to Liverton 
are given in the Fountains Chartulary, pp. 443-4, where in the early years of 
the fourteenth century the then Henry son of Conan was described both as 
Henry son of Conan de Kelkfeld [Kelfield] and de Manefeld [Manfield]. The 
first Henry son of Conan was a ccheir of the fee of the chamberlains of 
Richmond (see §4)._ As shown by no. 125 he was living in 1201-4; and he 
seems to have succeeded to his father’s small holding in Manfield before 1202 
(Yorks. Fines, John, p. 38). This chronology suggests that Conan son of 
Torfin was older than Torfin’s two daughters Agnes and Maud.

This and the following five charters are printed here in the order they 
occur in the Chartulary, though this may not be chronologically correct. 
They are all earlier than Michaelmas 1194, when Torfin was dead, and nos. 
152, 153 are not later than 1181, when archbishop Roger died. No gifts 
made by Torfin are included in the detailed confirmation of pope Alexander 
III in 1162 (see no. 238), which may therefore be taken as the earlier limit 
of date. The gifts made in nos. 150, 153 are precisely specified in king Henry 
‘Il’s confirmation, 1172-81 (no. 239). Moreover no. 150 could not have been 
issued in the period 1181-91 when the archbishopric was vacant. 

The details relating to Easby given in 1284-85! are difficult to follow. 
But it seems probable that Easby abbey then held 34 + 53 carucates, a total 
of 94 car.; of these 2% were held of the Constable’s fee and the 
remainder of Avice Marmion, who had inherited them in virtue of her 
‘descent from Torfin son of Robert of Manfield; St. Mary’s abbey held 3 car. 
of the Constable’s fee. This gives a total of 94 car.?, The assessment at the 
Survey was 6 car. The increase is perhaps due to a deduction of 2 car. in 
Brompton-on-Swale (10 car. at the Survey and 8 car. in 1284-85) and 1} car. 
in Skeeby (6 car. at the Survey and 4? car. in 1284-85), which gives approx- 
imately the correct result. All these places were held by Enisan, 
and most of his interests passed to the Constable’s fee (see §2). In 
Easby, however, a considerable holding became attached to the Manfield 
fee, as is shown by these charters and by the details of 1284-85.

In 1227-28 Maud, described as daughter of Torfin de Burg’, formerly 
wife of Hugh son of Gernegan, gave in her widowhood to the abbey the homage 
and service of Hugh de Kaberg’ etc., in the same words as in the above 
charter, confirming the gifts which Hugh had made in the vill of Hipswell 
(f. 113). This suggests that the above charter was issued at much the same 
time; and further that Maud had not yet married her third husband Philip 
de Burgh, who died before May 1235. Some notes on Hugh de Kaber have 
been given in the introduction to this section. 

The mention of the 2 carucates in ‘Neuton’ raises a point of particular 
interest. Itis reasonable to suppose that this place was in the neighbourhood 
of Easby and Hudswell, and it may therefore represent the ‘Neutone’ of the 
Domesday survey, which follows the entries of Easby, Brompton-upon- 
Swale and Skeeby. ‘Neutone’ afterwards disappeared as the name of a vill 
in this locality, and Farrer suggested that Richmond occupied its site.1 It

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is possible that if the vill and castle of Richmond were carved out of ‘Neutone’ 
an area remained which still preserved the name—the ‘Neuton,’ in fact, of the 
present charter. At the Survey the 6 carucates in ‘Neutone’ were held by 
Enisan, and possibly a portion, like the portion of Enisan’s holding of Easby, 
passed to the Manfield fee. But the holding may have been a sub-tenure of 
the Constable’s fee, as was the case in Hipswell, also mentioned in this charter. 

The Chartulary contains several other charters of Maud relating to land 
in Easby (ff. 3d-5d). She is described variously as ‘Matilda filia Thorphini 
de Burgo’, ‘Matilda filia et heres Thorphini filii Roberti’, ‘Matilda filia 
Torphini de Wateby’, ‘Matilda de Mor[uille] filia Torphini de Burch’, and 
‘Matilda Mor[uille]’; and in one charter she mentions her father Torfin de 
Bure. Her benefactions and confirmations to Easby abbey appear to have 
amounted to 6 carucates in Easby, with the mill, equivalent to half a knight’s 
fee (f. 5). For a quitclaim of this land the canons gave her 100/1. (f. 5d). 
See also note to no. 165. There follow two charters of her sister Agnes in her 
widowhood, described as Agnes daughter of Torfin son of Robert and Agnes 
daughter of Torfin de Burgo, in one of which she granted all her right in the 
vill (f. 5d). Maud’s gifts were confirmed by her third husband Philip son of 
Thomas de Burgo (f. 6); and certain of her holdings by Roald the constable 
(after 1201) (zbid.). Philip de Burch confirmed the service of 14 carucates 
of land in Easby, which Peter son of Swain and Geoffrey his brother had held 
(evidently part of the subject matter of the present charter), his charter 
being witnessed by Geoffrey de Forset, the [rural] dean (f. 16d). In another 
charter, by which Maud gave to the abbey all the service from land in 
Richmond, she is described as ‘Matilda filia Thorphini de Manefeld’ (f. 30).

According to the Summary of the Domesday survey the archbishop of 
York held 4 carucates, count Alan 5 carucates, and Hugh son of Baldric 
3 carucates in Heslington, which is situated two miles from York in the 
East Riding. A total of 12 carucates was returned in 1284-85; of these the 
chapter of St. Peter, York, held 5 carucates; 2 carucates were held of Henry 
son of Conan of the Richmond fee; the master of St. Leonard’s, York, held 
2 carucates of Henry son of Conan (presumably also of the Richmond fee) 
and 3 carucates of the Mowbray fee.! It is evident that the last represented 
the Domesday holding of Hugh son of Baldric.2 The mention of the comes, 
presumably the earl of Richmond, in this and the following charters suggests 
that the land so given to St. Leonard’s lay in the Richmond fee; the final 
gift of 2 carucates by Robert son of Copsi (no. 158) probably represented the 
2 carucates held by St. Leonard’s of Henry son of Conan in 1284-85. But 
Robert also appears to have had a holding in Heslington of the Mowbray fee, 
in view of Roger de Mowbray’s confirmation (no. 160), which is printed here 
for convenience. The royal writ (no. 159) suggests that the lords of both 
fees had a responsibil‘ty for maintaining the benefactions made by Robert. 
Although the directions in the last clause of the writ might suggest that 
earl Conan was the feudal superior of Roger de Mowbray in Heslington, this 
is unlikely in view of all the evidence. 

The confirmation issued by pope Eugenius III to the hospital in 1148 
included 5 carucates in Heslington;* this fixes the latest date for the gifts of 
Robert son of Copsi. Of the witnesses to this charter Thomas de Ultra 
Usiam may be identified with the Thomas filius Ulluati in no. 158, and with 
the Thomas of York filius Ulvieti who owed a hunting-horse at Michaelmas 
1130 to be alderman in the gild of merchants in York.* Gilbert son of Nigel 
[de Huddleston] was living in the time of archbishop Thomas II [1108-14];5 
and Uctred of Cleveland is mentioned in the so-called foundation charters 
of Guisborough priory.* But, as Torfin could not have been born much earlier 
than 1130, it is likely that this charter and the next two were issued shortly 
before 1148. Robert occurs as master of the hospital in that year’ and in 
1156;® and Gilbert son of Nigel de Huddleston was still living in the period 
1154-63.

Earl Alan’s charter of confirmation of the gift made by Hermer and 
his daughter is printed in part i, no. 16. In an account of Kelfield written

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in the fourteenth century it is stated that Hermer gave the manor to Selby 
abbey by the handle of a chisel in the time of king Henry I who confirmed 
his gift.1 King Stephen, when engaged in the siege of Drax in 1154, confirmed 
Hermer’s gift of the land of Kelfield.? 

It seems probable that the present charter and the next were con- 
temporary in date or nearly so. The latest limit of date for no. 162, in view 
of earl Alan’s confirmation, is 1145. The fact that there was no earl of 
Richmond before 1136? fixes the earliest limit of date for no. 163; and this 
limit can be advanced to 1138, as Osbert de Bayeux could not have been 
archdeacon of York before that year. As Scolland witnessed earl Alan’s 
confirmation as steward, it may be deduced that Hugh son of Jernegan was 
his predecessor in the office. If this is so those charters of earl Alan, printed 
in part i, which were witnessed by Scolland as steward, were not issued 
before 1138, unless, which is possible, Hugh son of Jernegan was a temporary 
holder of the office during Scolland’s absence. This charter seems to be the 
only authority for the fact that Hugh was steward of earl Alan.

Maud, whose benefactions to Easby abbey of land in Easby are des- 
cribed above, issued a charter to the abbey in her widowhood (and therefore 
not earlier than 1201) quitclaiming all right in the vill of Easby both in 
demesnes and services, the canons doing the forinsec service only; giving a 
moiety of the advowson of the church of Manfield and a moiety of the ad- 
vowson of the church of Warcop (Warthecop); and confirming to them 
2 bovates of land in Manfield which she had given to Gilbert de Bretaneby.! 
A similar charter was issued by her sister Agnes.?, Another charter issued 
by Maud, giving a moiety of the church of Manfield with the right of patron- 
age which she and her ancestors had therein, and charters of Agnes (in 
addition to the next charter, no. 166), relating to the church, are given in 
the Manfield section of the Chartulary.* In another section there are several 
charters which they issued relating to the moieties of the church of Warcop, 
and the confirmation of their gifts by Bernard, bishop of Carlisle, 1204-14.4

This confirmation is followed in the Chartulary by a document in which 
Alan, rector (persona) of Manfield,? resigned the church to the abbot 
and convent; and then by the gift of the church by Geoffrey, the abbot, and 
the convent to William the younger of Manfield, their clerk, to hold it of them 
for his life. William was perhaps the rector who is mentioned in no. 166. 
The latest date when Honorius could have been holding the archdeaconry 
is 1213;4 and Maud evidently did not make her gift before she was a widow 
for the first time, which fixes 1201 as the earliest possible date for the present 
charter.

The fact that Roger the [rural] dean of Catterick witnessed a charter 
of Acaris de Tunstall in 1173-74 (part i, no. 91) suggests that Conan may 
have been given this land in the lifetime of his father Torfin, who did not 
die until about 1194. Moreover Nigel the chamberlain was almost certainly 
dead at Michaelmas 1191 (see §4). Other charters in the Marrick collection 
show the connection of Conan’s descendants with land given to the priory 
in Manfield.? 


§ 1x. THE ASKE FEE 


Towards the end of the twelfth century Conan de Aske held a 
knight’s fee which had formed part of the Steward’s fee, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of August and September.? This lay 
in Aske, par. Easby, and Marrick.* Dalton Travers, par. Kirkby 
Ravensworth, was also a member of this fee.4 At the Domesday 
survey Aske, assessed at 6 carucates, was held by Wihomarc 
[Wimar], and Marrick, at 5 carucates, by Gospatric. 

Roger de Aske® witnessed a charter of earl Alan, 1136-45 
(no. 20). He was the founder of the Benedictine nunnery of 
Marrick early in the reign of Henry II. He presumably died before 
Michaelmas 1169 when Conan de Ascha paid 5 marks for having 
the right of certain land. Besides Conan his son who succeeded 
him, Roger had a son Thomas who witnessed two charters of earl 
Conan (nos. 53, 56) and a son Bernard who witnessed a charter 
relating to Downholme (no. 125). In 1184 Conan de Aske had 
charge of the wapentakes of the honour of Richmond, and in the 
same year paid 4s. wapentake fine.’ He was living in 1201 when 
he gave 4 marks to avoid serving over-sea in respect of one knight’s

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fee which he was holding of the honour of Britanny;! and in the 
same year he was a recognitor in Yorkshire.? His son Roger 
probably succeeded before 1208 when he was one of the pledges 
of Roald son of Alan, constable of Richmond, and again in 1216.3 
Conan was a benefactor of Marrick, mentioning in a charter to that 
house (no. 177) his wife Agnes and a son Alan who was then dead, 
among the witnesses being his son Roger and another son Thomas. 
He also had a son Walter who was a donor to Marrick of land in 
Dalton Travers (no. 1707). 

Roger de Aske the younger confirmed to Marrick the gifts of 
Roger his grandfather and Conan his father, and made a further 
gift of land for the health of the souls of himself and Alice his wife; 
hiis testibus, Hugone de Magneby, Nicolao de Stapeltune, Henrico 
persona de Sancto Rumaldo, Radulfo de Uecherbi, Galfrido decano 
de Forsett, Ada de Kirchebi, Thoma persona de Kerchebi.* His 
son Roger made a further gift. In 1280 Sir Hugh de Aske held a 
knight’s fee in Aske and Marrick.® In 1284-85 he held 6 carucates in © 
Aske and 3 in Marrick, one carucate of the latter being held of him 
in pure alms by the priory; and he was the immediate tenant of 
the earl of 3 carucates in Dalton Travers.’

Walter occurs as prior of Carlisle in 1150 and 1169.1 It is evident that 
the tithes, originally rendered as early as 1135, had been paid not to Easby 
abbey, which was not founded until c. 1152, but to the parish church of 
Easby. The mention of ‘the brethren’ in the last clause, in addition to the 
fact that when Roald the constable made his initial gift for the foundation of 
Easby abbey (no. 231) he gave to the canons of the Premonstratensian 
order the minster (monasterium) of St. Agatha with all things belonging 
thereto for the building of an abbey, suggests that there was an earlier 
religious establishment at Easby in the nature of a small minster or college 
of secular priests, usually pre-Conquest in origin. The fact that no church at 
Easby is specified in the Domesday survey is no proof that one was not 
then in existence. Possibly the minster occupied the site of the parish 
church, which is quite close to the abbey buildings. These considerations 
may have an interest in relation to the early Northumbrian cross, fragments 
of which were built into the walls of the present church—a cross which, 
as reconstructed, shows splendid examples of figure sculpture.® 

Clarkson records that there was a freestone quarry within the pasture 
of Whitcliffe, commonly called Coalsgarth quarry (lying to the west of 
Aske), and suggests that the keep of Richmond castle was built with materials 
from this quarry, as there is no other stone similar to it in the neighbourhood.

Dalton Norris, and Dalton Travers. The latter was also known as Dalton 
Gayles—the modern Gayles. 

The family of Travers were tenants of the Askes in Dalton Travers. 
It is evident that they were descended from Warin son of Hervey who had 
a gift from earl Alan of land at Scales in Gilling, north of Aske, and who is 
described in a marginal entry in the Easby Chartulary as Warin Travers 
vetus (no. 22). He was also known as Warin the bowman (no. 39). It is 
probable that Warin son of Peter de Dalton was his grandson. This Warin 
was evidently the Warin Travers, a party to the following fine of 6 May 
1186: 

Hec est finalis concordia facta in curia domini regis apud Westmonas- 

terium ad scacorium pasche anno xxxij. regni regis H. secundi die martis 

proxima post invencionem sancte crucis coram Ranulfo de Glaunuile!

et magistro Roberto de Inglesh[am] et Thoma de Huseburn’ et Hugone

The land of Warin de Dalton paid 84d. for sheriff's aid in 1184.5 For his son 
Robert Travers and grandson Robert see note to no. 172. Walter son of 
Conan de Asc gave to Marrick priory 2 bovates in ‘Dalton Travers,’ and 
Robert Travers confirmed the same land.’ 

It seems clear that Roger de Aske, the father of the grantor of the 
present charter, had a younger brother who married Wihtmai or Witmai, 
apparently described in the next charter as the aunt of Warin son of Peter 
de Dalton. The next charter was issued earlier than Michaelmas 1194, when 
Torfin son of Robert was dead (see §1bD), and probably earlier than Michael- 
mas 1191, when Nigel the chamberlain appears to have been dead (see §4). 
It is probable that the present charter was contemporary in date.

(f. 94). There are several charters of under-tenants.1 Robert son of Warin 
de Dalton confirmed all the lands given by his father; and Robert son of 
Robert Travers of Dalton confirmed all the lands given by his ancestors by 
a charter dated 1 Dec. 1258, witnessed by Richard de Multon, bailiff of 
Richmond, Roger de Asc and John de Asc (f. 92). 

It is interesting to note the names Austgail and Westgail in the charter 
printed above, the termination, meaning a ravine, being represented in the 
modern name of the township of Gayles.?

The evidence of this and the ensuing two charters suggests that the 
foundation of the priory did not take place before Roger became archbishop 
in 1154; and that therefore Warner held the office of steward at least as late 
as that year. The fact that Warner is described as Roger de Aske’s lord 
shows that the Aske fee had not yet become separated from the Steward’s 
fee as an immediate tenure of the honour. Earl Conan issued a compre- 
hensive charter of confirmation to Marrick priory in the period 1159-71 
(no. 53). Its wide terms and the fact that Roger de Aske was not a witness— 
though his sons Conan and Thomas occur as such—suggest that it was not 
the earl’s initial charter confirming the foundation, which is mentioned by the 
archbishop in no. 175. Moreover the archbishop’s charter cannot be later 
than May 1158 when Robert Butevilain had become dean of York, being 
succeeded in the archdeaconry of York by John son of Letold,! here described 
as a canon; and, having regard to the absence of Britanny in earl Conan’s 
descriptive style, it was probably issued before Sept. 1156 when he crossed 
to Britanny and became duke. 

The terms of Warner’s charter (no. 174) suggest that it was issued soon 
after the foundation; and it may be his confirmation charter which is 
mentioned by the archbishop.2 In that case the same limits of date are 
assured. But the absence of description after the names of the second and 
third witnesses to the first of these charters (no. 173) prevents the assumption 
that 1158 is its latest limit of date. On the other hand it is not likely that 
it was issued very long after the foundation.

§ir. THE HARTFORTH FEE 


During the twelfth century a quarter of a knight’s fee in 
Hartforth, which had formed part of the Steward’s fee, became a 
direct tenure of the honour, rendering castle-guard in the months 
of August and September.? In another return, of late twelfth- 
century date, a quarter of a knight’s service was due from

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Hartforth (Herefordsira),1 of the fee of Wigan son of Cades; and this 
is included among the new feoffments.? It seems likely that this 
new feoffment, which was made by earl Conan in favour of Wigan, 
was the result of an escheat. 

Wigan son of Cades witnessed a gift of earl Conan before the 
latter was of age (no. 28), and charters of earl Conan issued in 
1156-58 (nos. 33, 35), and in the period 1159-71 (no. 54). In the 
latter period he occurs as sheriff of Richmond (no. 56). He was a 
benefactor to the Templars of 6 acres in Barton.* He had a brother 
Eudo who witnessed a charter of the earl in 1158 (no. 47). Wigan 
is named as heir of Alexander Musard with whom he joined in 
giving to Easby abbey a rent in Barton, c. 1152-1162 (no. 179), 
and it is clear that he had married Alexander’s daughter Garsia.° 
He appears to have died before Michaelmas 1176, when Garsa 
wife of Wigan rendered account of 10 marks for having the 
custuma of the land of her son.® 

Wigan son of Wigan witnessed a charter of Clement, abbot 
of St. Mary’s, York, in the period 1161-84;7 and in 1194 he was 
essoined for illness at Hartforth in a plea against Alan de ‘Ankre- 
cherche.’® As Wigan son of Wigan de Herteford he confirmed to 
Easby abbey the gift of his mother Garsia de Barton.® As Wigan 
son of Wigan he gave to Geoffrey de Stapelton and his assign 
2 bovates in Barton;!° as Wigan son of Wigan de Barton to Nicholas 
de Stapelton, his heirs and assign, 15 acres of his demesne there;4 
and as Wigan son of Wigan de Hertford to Easby abbey 9 acres 
in the same place. In 1206 as Wigan de Hereford’ he gave to the 
king 10 marks and a palfrey to prohibit the holding of a plea by 
Ranulf, earl of Chester, in the court of Richmond between him 
and Warin de Frauminton [Fremington] relating to 3 carucates in 
Hereford’ {Hartforth], of which he had the charter of earl Conan, 
which the latter’s heirs ought to warrant to him. 

The younger Wigan was succeeded by his brother Alan.!4 
Alan son of Wigan de Barton gave to Easby abbey a toft,® and 
94 acres of land in Barton, which Adam the dean of Croft, his uncle, 
had formerly held.t® In 1214 Garsia widow of Wigan [son of Cades],

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who is mentioned in connection with Hartforth,) was engaged in 
pleas of dower against the abbot of Easby and others,” the abbot of 
Jervaulx,? and Alan son of Wigan and others.* Alan son of Garset 
de Barton was holding a messuage in Barton in 1218-9.5 In 1219 
Gilbert son of Roger son of Reinfred pleaded that a recognition 
ought not to be made if Garsiana de Barton, mother of Alan, was 
seised of 6 carucates in Barton at her death, because William 
[de Lancaster] son of the said Gilbert held the land; and Alan 
acknowledged this.6 In 1226 Wimar de Torentun [Thornton 
Steward] quitclaimed 3 carucates in Hereford [Hartforth] to Alan 
de Hereford,’ an act which is explained by the original inclusion 
of Hartforth in the Steward’s fee. Alan son of Wygan was a party 
to a fine of land in Hartforth in 1234,® and in the same year, as 
Alan de Hartforth, he gave William de Lancaster 6 carucates in 
Barton, for the service of half a knight’s fee.? As Alan son of 
Wigan de Hertford he confirmed a gift of his uncle (avunculus) 
Thomas de Herneby to Marrick priory of half a carucate in 
Harmby.?° 

Details of the descent of the Hartforth family are given in 
V.C.H., N.R., i, 78. In 1283 a third of a fee was held by John de 
Hertford," who in 1284-85 held 3 carucates of the earl in Hart- 
forth.4 

No texts of twelfth-century charters relating to Hartforth 
appear to be available. But in an inquisition taken in the reign 
of John there is a record of a gift made by Wigan son of Cades 
to Roger Purcel father of Peter de Hertford of a bovate there at 
a free-service rent of 4s.; after Roger’s death his son Aldred held 
the land of Wigan son of Wigan by charter, rendering a pound of 
pepper at Richmond fair; Aldred’s heir was his brother Peter.1® 
Charters relating to Barton and to the interest of Garsia wife of 
Wigan son of Cades are printed or noted in the Barton section of 
the Constable’s fee. 


Sia. ite CONSTABLES, FEE 


The service of the Constable’s fee was 13 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of August and September.!* All the 
lands which composed the fee lay in Yorkshire, and the bulk of

In the period 1284-87, in addition to the holdings in places 
where Enisan was the Domesday tenant, detailed in the above 
table, Roald de Richmond was immediate tenant of the honour in 
the following places which had been held by count Alan in demesne 
in 1086: Barforth, par. Forcett, 3 carucates out of 6; Barton, 3 
car. out of 6; Coverham, 4 car. out of 4; Melmerby, par. Wath, 2 
car. out of 6; all Pickhill, 8 car.; and Low Sedbury, par. Gilling, 
1 car. He also held 2 car. out of 6 in Hesselton, par. Finghall, 
where three knights had been the tenants in 1086; and 3 car. in 
Brettanby, par. Barton, which is not mentioned in the Survey. 
The evidence of charter no. 223 shows that Deighton, par. Escrick, 
had become a member of the Constable’s fee. 

In 1184 the payments made for sheriff’s aid show that Alan 
son of Roald, the holder of one moiety of the fee, held about 76 
carucates in the wapentakes of Gilling, Hallikeld and Hang, and 
that Richard de Rollos, the holder of the other moiety, held 76; 
a total of 152 carucates.’? The number of carucates held by Enisan 
at the Survey in the above table adds up to 1514.8 


ENISAN MUSARD 


It is clear that Enisan, whose holdings in Richmondshire 
under count Alan in 1086 are detailed in the above table, was the 
Enisan Musard whose charter, giving the church of Croft and 
4 carucates there to St. Mary’s abbey, York, is printed below

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(no. 218). In the period 1089-93 he witnessed a charter of count 
Alan II (no. 2). There is a record of his gift to St. Martin’s priory, 
Richmond, a cell of St. Mary’s, of a third part of the tithe of 
sheaves in his demesne lands of Croft, Barton, Stapleton, Cleasby, 
Halnaby, Caldwell, Aldbrough, Kiplin, Brompton-on-Swale, 
Skeeby, [Constable] Burton, Studdah [in Constable Burton], 
and Bellerby.1. From this it appears that he retained in his own 
hand a considerable portion of his fee. 

In addition to his holdings in Richmondshire Enisan held 
of count Alan in 1086 14 hides and 20 acres in Cheveley, co. Cam- 
bridge; and as Enisam Musar 30 acres in Tokethorp [par. St. 
Clement, Norwich] belonging to the manor of Costessey. 

There is no evidence available to establish a relationship 
between Enisan and Hasculf (also Ascuit, Hascolf, and Hascoit) 
Musard, a tenant-in-chief in 1086 in the counties of Buckingham, 
Derby, Gloucester, Oxford, and Warwick.? 

Although there appears to be no documentary evidence to 
prove that Enisan was constable of Richmond it is possible that 
he held that office. The bulk of his holdings can be traced as the 
basis of the 13 fees held by Roald de Richmond, constable of 
Richmond, in 1280; and early in the twelfth century this was the 
number which constituted the Constable’s fee. In the twelfth 
century, apparently after Enisan’s death which must have taken 
place before 1130, these 13 fees were divided into equal moieties 
of 64 fees each between Roald the constable and Richard de 
Rollos,4 the principal manor of the former being Constable Burton 
and of the latter Brompton-on-Swale, both of which were held 
by Enisan at the Survey. The two moieties were reunited in the 
person of Roald’s grandson after the separation of Normandy 
from England in 1204. 

These facts suggest that Roald and Richard de Rollos 
acquired their moieties by marriage, and that their wives, whose 
names were Garsiena and Emma respectively, were daughters and 
coheirs of Enisan. Unfortunately there is no proof of this or of the 
fact that Enisan had any daughters. There are only two very 
slender pieces of evidence that Garsiena may have been a daughter 
of Enisan. First, the name Garsia, probably the same, occurs in

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the Musard family; Alexander Musard, living in the middle of the 
twelfth century, whose relationship to Enisan is, however, unknown, 
had a daughter so named (nos. 179, 180). Secondly, Roald’s 
daughter who married Picot de Lascelles had a younger son 
named Enisan (see §6); he may have been named after her grand- 
father. 

If Enisan held the office of constable it is not unnatural that 
the office (which was indivisible) and one moiety of his lands should 
pass to the husband of one daughter, and the other moiety of his 
lands to the husband of the other. Such a supposition fits the 
circumstances of the case. It will be noticed that in charter no. 
186 Richard de Rollos, earlier than 1140, was dealing with land 
which was apparently of his wife’s inheritance—land which had 
been held by Enisan. 


THE ORIGIN OF ROALD THE CONSTABLE 


In a charter issued to him by count Stephen (no. 9) Roald 
is described as son of Harscod (ftlius Harscodt). The identity and 
origin of Harscod is a complex question. The form represents a 
well-known Breton name, which often occurs in Breton chartul- 
aries! with such variant spellings as Harscoed, Harscoet, Harscoid, 
Harscoit, Harscoyt, Harscuet, Harscuid, Harscuit; and a Harscot 
son of Desarvoe is a witness to a Breton charter of earl Conan 
(no. 69). But the evidence is reasonably clear that it is the same 
name which occurs in Normandy as Hasculf or Harsculf. In the 
first place Hasculf Musard, the tenant-in-chief, occurs in the 
different forms of Hasculf, Ascuit, Hascolf and Hascoit in the 
Domesday survey; and secondly, Roald had a son named Harscoid 
who can probably be identified as the Harsculf of another charter.? 

The first theory for the origin of Roald’s father is that put 
forward by Thomas Stapleton, who described Roald son of Hascoit 
as a younger son of Hascoit Musard, Enisan Musard being the 
latter’s brother.® There is no evidence for either of these statements, 
which certainly do not fit the fact that the bulk of Enisan’s lands 
were divided equally between Roald and Richard de Rollos. 

A second theory might be that Roald’s father was that 
Hasculfus son of Ridiou who occurs at Michaelmas 1130 among the 
men of count Stephen,‘ and the absence of Roald in the list and 
the presence of Richard de Rollos are certainly significant. But 
about the same time Roald, described as constable, was given 
land in Barningham,® part of which had been held by Enisan at 
the Survey; and there is no evidence at all that Roald inherited any 
land in the honour of Richmond from his father, or that his father 
had been a tenant of the honour. Farrer’s view on this point was

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that Harsculf son of Ridiou may have been the ancestor of the 
family of Cleasby.t 

A third theory is suggested by the fact that, quite outside 
the honour of Richmond, Roald possessed an interest in the vill 
of Tansor in Northamptonshire—an interest which passed to his 
descendants.? The earliest documentary evidence for this interest 
is a charter issued by Roger, earl of Clare:3

sal[utem]. Sciatis me reddidisse et concessisse Roaldo clomstabulario de] 
Richemont’ dim[idium] Tanesoure sicut Hascoil de Sancto [Iacobo ? tenuit pro] 
dim{[idio] militis tenendam sibi et heredibus suis de me [et mets heredibus] 
et precipio quod bene et in pace et quiete et hono[rifice teneat illam] 
terram et per seruicium prenominatum. T[estibus]. Ricardo fratre comitis 
RORC sees Stephano de Dammartin’. Conano comite. Hamone........ 
eono vic[ecomite]. Guigen filio Cades. Rogero Dautona................ 


It will be noticed that this charter restored to Roald a half 
of Tansor, which had been held by Hascoil de St. James. There 
is no doubt about the missing word Jacobo, for at the time of the 
twelfth-century Northamptonshire Survey 54 hides there, a manor 
of crown demesne in 1086, were held by Hacuil de Sancto Jacobo.4 
Round identified him with Hasculf de St. James (sur Beuvron), 
living temp. Henry I, whose son and heir James was probably 
identical with James de St. Hilaire, father of Maud wife of earl 
Roger de Clare; and thus, he suggested, Tansor came to form 
part of the honour of Clare.» These suggestions can be proved 
by further evidence. Harscolf de Sancto Jacobo witnessed a charter 
of king Henry I at Avranches for the abbey of Savigny, 2 March 
1112; and, as Hasculf de Sancto Hilario, a charter of William, 
count of Mortain, to the abbey of Marmoutier, 1100-1104.? He is 
evidently the Hars[culf] de Sancto Jacobo who witnessed a charter 
of count Alan Rufus at Rochester, ante 1089.8 He died before 
1130, when James son of Hasc[ulf] de Sancto Jacobo was paying 
off by instalments the sum of 160 marks for the grant of the land 
which his father had held of the king.® James de Sancto Hylario, 
with the consent of his wife Aveline and his brother Peter, was a

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benefactor to Savigny of land in Field Dalling, Norfolk, by a 
charter dated at Mortain in 1138.1 James had an only daughter 
and heiress Maud, who married successively Roger de Clare, earl 
of Hertford, and William d’Aubigny, earl of Arundel. As Maud, 
countess of Clare, daughter of James de Sancto Hylario, she issued 
a charter to St. Andrew’s priory, Northampton.? 

With regard to Tansor there is further evidence. In 1211 
William de Avalun and Ralph de Cameis [Camoys] were summoned 
to hear an assize which had been summoned between them and 
Roald [the younger], constable of Richmond, concerning a moiety 
of the church of Tansor. William made no claim to the advowson 
of the church, saying he was rector of the church which belonged 
to his prebend of Nassington in accordance with the charter 
issued by king Henry I* to the church of Lincoln. Roald’s attorney 
said that after that charter was issued Roald’s ancestors pre- 
sented three rectors, Alan his father having presented Poncius who 
last died rector. Ralph said that Roger, earl of Clare, had given 
Robert son of Humphrey, his grandfather, a moiety of the vill 
of Tansor with the lordship of the church, and put forward the 
earl’s charter; and that the said Roger had presented the last 
rector. 

In the period 1201-23 an agreement was made between the 
dean and chapter of Lincoln and the prebend of Nassington and 
William de Avalun, canon of that prebend, on the one part and 
Ralph de Cameis, knight, on the other part, by which the prebend 
and the canon holding it should receive a yearly pension of 5 marks 
from the church of Tansor and him who was holding it, saving to 
Ralph and his heirs the right of presenting a clerk to the remainder; 
if, however, Roald son of Alan or his heirs should prove their 
right of presentation to any part of the church, this composition 
was to be observed proportionately in respect of the part which 
Ralph or his heirs should retain; but master Ellis (Helyas), who 
was instituted to the church before the dispute arose and ought 
to possess it for life, should answer for the said pension in its 
entirety, even though Roald or his heirs should prove their right 
of presentation to a part of the church.® 

The dispute was in progress in 1213 when an assize of darrein 
presentment between Roald son of Alan [Roald the constable], 
plaintiff, and Ralph de Cameis, tenant, concerning a moiety of

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the advowson of the church of Tansor, was put off for want of 
recognitors.1 In 1214 the jurors, who had been asked to say who 
had presented the last rector to a moiety of the church, said that 
Roald grandfather of Roald son of Alan had presented the last 
rector, namely Pontius, in the time of king Henry I,? and that 
Pontius had entry into the moiety; it was therefore considered 
that Roald, who was claiming the advowson of the moiety, should 
have seisin.? 

Taken as a whole the Tansor evidence shows that Roger de 
Clare, dealing with land of his wife’s inheritance, Tansor having 
been held by her grandfather Hasculf de St. James, vestored (as 
if he had some previous interest in it) one moiety of the vill to 
Roald, and gave the other moiety to Robert son of Humphrey, 
ancestor of the family of Camoys. As Roald’s father was named 
Harscod the suggestion presents itself that he was a son of Hasculf 
de St. James.* This suggestion cannot, however, be proved. There 
is no direct evidence that Hasculf de St. James had any sons other 
than James and Peter, though it is possible that he married a 
second time, perhaps a Breton lady, and was by her the father of 
Roald.® If it were not for the Tansor evidence it would be almost 
impossible to suppose that the Breton-sounding Roald son of 
Harscod had any connection with the Norman Hasculf de St. James. 
But the origin of Roald’s connection with Tansor remains as 
difficult a problem as the identity of his father Harscod. 

It may be added that Roald bore the _ soubriquet 
of ‘‘l’Envaise.’’ In 1237 his grandson Roald son of Alan stated 
in the king’s court that Rodwald le Envase his grandfather had 
held certain manors in Richmondshire in the time of king any

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THE FAMILY OF ROALD THE CONSTABLE 


Besides Roald the constable Harscod appears to have had 
another son Eudo, who as uncle of Alan the constable witnessed 
the charter of earl Conan to Torfin son of Robert, 1159-71 (no. 
55). Eudo! may have been the father of a younger Roald, who 
as nephew of Roald the constable witnessed a Heslington charter 
(no. 157). 


ROALD SON OF HarscoD. He does not occur among the 
men of count Stephen at Michaelmas 1130;? but about the same 
time he and his heirs were given 6 carucates of land in Barningham, 
as Hervey son of Morinus had held them, by a charter of count 
Stephen in which he is described as the count’s constable (no. 9). 
As constable he witnessed a charter of earl Alan dated 1140 (no. 
12), and four other charters of the same in the period 1136-45 
(nos. 15, 17, 18, 21).2 He is mentioned as constable in a charter 
issued by earl Alan at Rennes, 6 Jan. 1145-6 (no. 27); and, holding 
the same office, he witnessed with Alan and William his sons a 
gift made by earl Conan to Kirkstead abbey, before the earl was 
of age (no. 28). In the return which mainly dates to the time of 
king Henry I he provided 13 knights for castle-guard.4 In the 
period 1154-58 king Henry II issued a writ to earl Conan, ordering 
that Roald the constable should hold in peace the land [in Bar- 
ningham] which had belonged to Hervey son of Morinus (no. 178). 
Roald was the founder of Easby abbey, c. 1152; and he died 
before Sept. 1158 (see below). His wife’s name was Garsiena, who 
as suggested above may have been a daughter of Enisan Musard. 
He had issue : 


(1) Alan his successor.

ALAN SON OF ROALD. As Alan ftlius Rualdi constabult or 
filius constabulari he witnessed charters of earl Conan not earlier 
than Oct. 1156 (nos. 30, 304, 34). In 1158, before 22 Sept. at latest, 
earl Conan, then in Britanny, restored to him the constableship, 
all the fee of Enisan Musard,? the fee of Hervey son of Morinus,’ 
a carucate of land in Sedbury, and all the lands of Roald his father 
(no. 47); and in the same period he witnessed charters of the earl 
in Britanny (nos. 48, 49). He witnessed several other charters 
of the earl, some in Britanny, of which one is dated 2 Feb. 1162-3 
(no. 71), another not earlier than 1167 (no. 75), and others in 
England, of which one can be dated c. Jan. 1163-4 (no. 72). It is 
evident that he was in constant attendance on the earl. In the 
period 1161-84 Clement, abbot of St. Mary’s, York, gave to him, 
described as constable, the service of William son of Saive in 
respect of land held of the abbey in Bootham for his lodging when 
he came to York;* and subsequently Alan, again described as 
constable, gave to Easby abbey the land and dwelling-place 
(mansura) which he was holding of St. Mary’s in Bootham, to 
hold of him in pure and perpetual alms, among the witnesses 
being Richard, abbot of Alnwick, Roald the donor’s son, Roger 
de Lascelles and Robert, the donor’s nephews, and Lisiard de 
Musters.°® 

At Michaelmas 1175 the sheriff of Yorkshire paid Alan son 
of Ruhald 26. 13s. 4d. by the king’s writ for fortifying Edinburgh 
castle (castellum Puellarum);® and at Michaelmas 1180 Alan the 
constable received 50 marks for the custody of the same for half 
the year by the writ of Ranulf de Glanvill.? Towards the end of 
the twelfth century he was holding 64 knights’ fees of the honour,

occurrence of other holders of the constableship of Richmond? it 
is evident that Alan’s tenure of the office was not continuous. 
But he regained it before Michaelmas 1190, when he owed 200 
marks for having the custody of the castle of Richmond with the 
constableship.? He paid 10 marks at Michaelmas 1192, another 20 
at Michaelmas 1193, and the balance of 170 at Michaelmas 1194.4 
At Michaelmas 1195 and succeeding years he occurs as Alan the 
constable in connection with sums owing to Aaron the Jew.> A 
further payment had to be made to the Crown in the following 
reign. In 1201 he gave the king 300 marks and three palfreys, 
so that the king should restore to him the custody of the castle 
of Richmond as his right, to hold to him and his heirs, as long as 
they should serve the king and his heirs well and lawfully. He 
died in that year, when his son Roald succeeded him. His wife’s 
name was Olive; they, with their son Roald and their daughter 
Amfilisa, are commemorated in the Liber Vite of Durham.” He 
had two younger sons: Roger, who as son of Alan the constable 
was amerced at Michaelmas 1200;* and Geoffrey, who as son of 
Alan the constable witnessed a charter of Conan son of Ellis 
relating to East Cowton, not earlier than 1201 (see §32). Geoffrey 
was probably the Geoffrey son of Alan to whom in 1208 Roald son 
of Alan gave half a carucate in Aldbrough (Audeburn’), quit- 
claiming in return his right in two mills there.® Alan’s daughter 
Amfelise married Jollan de Neville (see no. 262). 


ROALD SON OF ALAN. In 1201 he gave 32/2. 10s. for his relief 
in respect of the land which he held of the king in chief.1° He 
was then holding 63 knights’ fees of the honour of the countess of 
Britanny, for which he paid scutage of 13 marks." On 29 April 
1203 the king by charter granted him, his heirs, knights and free 
tenants acquittance from suit of counties, hundreds, wapentakes 
and ridings (¢vetng’) and from being put on assizes or recognitions.” 
On 10 March 1204-5 the king issued a charter, restoring to him, 
described as constable of Richmond, and his heirs the lands which 
had belonged to William de Rollos in Brompton-upon-Swale, 
Kiplin, and Croft, and a mill in Skeeby, as his right; also half a 
carucate in Walmire of his fee as his escheat, which had belonged 
to Hasculf son of Hasculf who was in Britanny against the king 
with the king’s enemies where he died; to hold in chief, and not to

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be disseised thereof except by judgment of the king’s court.! 
On 27 May 1207 the king ordered Roald son of Alan, con- 
stable of Richmond, to hand over the castle of Richmond to Hugh 
de Neville for custody at the king’s pleasure. This was due to 
Roald’s refusal to pay the taxation of a thirteenth;? but he gave 
the king 200 marks and four palfreys to acquit his amercement 
and to repossess the castle; and on 4 June Neville was ordered to 
give him seisin thereof when the sheriff had sent information that 
security had been taken from him for the fine. On 29 June he 
was addressed by the king as constable of Richmond.® 
In 1208 Robert Cotele demanded four manors, namely, 
Croft, Brompton-upon-Swale, Kiplin, and Skeeby with their 
appurtenances, and 63 knights’ fees, as his right, as having belonged 
to Richard de Rollos his grandfather and then to Richard his son 
and then to William son of Richard, of which William was seised 
when the Normans withdrew [2.e., in 1204], and which then de- 
scended to him (Robert) as son of the aunt of William de Rollos; 
and of these Roald the constable had deforced him. Robert also 
said that he demanded four other manors, namely, Constable 
Burton, Pickhill, Stanwick, and Aldbrough, with their appur- 
tenances, and 64 knights’ fees, of which Richard his grandfather 
was seised until king Stephen disseised him for service done to 
the empress and gave them to Roald the constable; and after- 
wards king Henry brought them into agreement, so that those 
four manors were to remain to Roald for life and after his death 
to revert to Richard or his heirs, quit of Roald’s heirs; and he 
demanded such a right in the eight manors. William de Rollos 
died without an heir of his body, and his right descended to Robert | 
as son of his aunt, as next heir. On the other hand Roald the 
constable said that the eight manors and thirteen knights’ fees 
were his right, of which Roald his grandfather had been seised as 
of right until king Henry disseised him at will and without judg- 
ment of four manors and 64 knights’ fees, and delivered them to 
Richard de Rollos; and William de Rollos held them until the 
Normans withdrew, and the land was then seised into the king’s 
hand. Roald offered the king 1004. and two palfreys for having 
an inquisition of lawful men of the neighbourhood, to inquire 
whether king Henry disseised Roald his grandfather of the said 
four manors and 6} knights’ fees without judgment, and whether 
the right was his. The jurors said that king Henry disseised Roald 
his grandfather at will and without judgment. And Roald said that 
he wished the court to know that he was not cited as if to a plea.’

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On 24 March 1214-5 and again on 5 April 1215 Roald son of 
Alan was addressed by the king as constable of Richmond.! It 
is evident that he took the part of the barons in the proceedings of 
that summer. On 19 June 1215 Hugh de Neville was ordered to 
deliver Alan son of the constable of Richmond, who was a hostage 
in his custody; and on 21 June the king announced that he had 
restored the castle of Richmond to Roald, constable of Richmond, 
to hold it as he had it before the war, ordering Robert de Vipont 
and Philip de Ulecotes to deliver the castle to him.2 On 8 July the 
king added instructions to Vipont and Ulecotes that they should 
not destroy the castle.2 It seems clear that Roald garrisoned the 
castle against the king in the war which broke out later in the year, 
that Richmond was among the northern castles which were taken 
by the royal forces, and that Roald then made terms with the 
king. On 9 Jan. 1215-6 the constable of Richmond (unnamed) 
was ordered to set free all the men of Roald son of Alan and of his 
knights, and others imprisoned in the castle;* and on the same day 
he was informed that Roald son of Alan had been received into 
favour,® and ordered to restore his lands and chattels, similar 
instructions being sent to the sheriffs of Northants., Yorkshire 
and Norfolk.’ 

Roald son of Alan’s first wife was named Sybil, whom he 
mentioned in a charter to Easby (for the health of his wife Sybil), 
confirming a gift of Geoffrey de Hudswell, dated 1238.8 He appears 
to have married a second wife named Sara who subsequently 
married Joscelin de Eyville before 1248,9 and was living as late as 
1266, when Isabel widow of Roald son of Alan the younger and 
her husband Alan de Lasceles claimed dower in two-thirds of the 
manor of Bellerby against Joscelin de Eyville and Sara his wife, 
widow of Roald son of Alan the elder; Roald son of Roald was 
called to warrant them, but he was then under age and in ward of 
Thomas de Muleton.!® 

A detailed account of the descent of the family in the thir- 
teenth century lies outside the scope of this introduction.“ But a

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few points may be noted. The family assumed the names of 
Burton and Richmond as surnames. In 1283 the 13 knights’ fees, 
constituting the Constable’s fee, were held by Sir Roald de Burton. 
In Kirkby’s Inquest he occurs as Roald de Richmond. As Sir 
Roald son of Roald, lord of Burton, he resigned to John, earl of 
Richmond, all right in the constableship of the castle and in the 
taking of 15 stags yearly in the earl’s forests, receiving a yearly 
rent of 11 marks 6s.

In 1346 Henry le Scrope [of 
Masham] held 9} knights’ fees in Constable Burton which Thomas 
de Richmond had formerly held;4 and an inquisition of the reign 
of Richard II records that the 13 knights’ fees of Roald son of 
Alan were then held by Richard le Scrope [of Bolton] and Henry 
le Scrope [of Masham].°® 


Before taking leave of the family of the constables of Rich- 
mond it is tempting to notice another family in which the names 
Alan and Roald recur. This family were tenants of the honour of 
Wallingford in Aston Rowant, co. Oxford, and Thenford, co. 
Northampton. They also had an interest in Kimcote,® co. Leicester. 
It is evident that Aston Rowant is a corruption of Aston Rowaut, 
the latter name being a variant of Roald. In 1194 Alan son of 
Rolland was given lands of the honour of Wallingford in Aston 
and Thenford;’ and an Alan son of Roald de Aston had a grant of 
free-warren in Jan. 1256-7.8 

The earliest recorded member of this family is Amfrey son of 
Roald (Hanfray filius Rohaldt) who had a gift of the manor of 
Crowmarsh, near Wallingford, from king Henry II.® In 1173 the

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manors of Aston and Thenford were given by the king to Amfrey’s 
son Alan in exchange for Crowmarsh.! This Alan was the uncle of 
Alan son of Rolland already mentioned.? There is no evidence to 
connect the elder Roald, Amfrey’s father, with Roald, constable of 
Richmond. The names Roald and Alan? were of common occurrence 
among the Breton settlers in England.* 


THE FAMILY OF ROLLOS 


The Rollos family, which held a moiety of the Constable’s 
fee, derived their name from Roullours in Normandy, dept. 
Calvados, just east of Vire. Their holdings in the duchy included 
Roullours itself, and La Bloutiére which lies twenty-five miles 
further west. Both places were adjacent to holdings of the earls of 
Chester;® and it is to this circumstance that may have been due the 
advent in England of Richard de Rollos, lord of Roullours, who 
occurs as a tenant of the earl of Chester in Cheshire, his tenancy 
under the honour of Richmond, probably due to marriage, coming 
at a later date. 

William de Rollos, who lost his English lands in 1204 and 
was dead in 1208, was son of Richard de Rollos and grandson of 
another Richard de Rollos, who was living in the reign of Stephen.® 
The details of the descent appear to be as follows : 


RICHARD DE ROLtos I. He gave to Chester abbey the church 
of Waverton near Chester, and the tithe of Waverton, Hatton and 
Clotton and of Clotton mill, his gift being confirmed by Hugh I,

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earl of Chester, [?] 1096-1101.1 He is mentioned at Michaelmas 
1130 among the men of count Stephen in Yorkshire. About the 
same year, with the assent of his sons Richard and Robert, he 
gave to the priory of Plessis-Grimoud [Normandy, dept. Calvados] 
the church of St. Martin of Roullours, land and tithes there, the 
tithe of all his demesne in the Bessin, and 30s. rent in England. 
In the period 1125-35 he witnessed a charter of count Stephen at 
York (no. 8), and, 1145-54, the charter of Robert de Brus to 
Agatha his daughter on her marriage to Ralph son of Ribald.* 
As a tenant of the earl of Chester he made a gift, which was prob- 
ably not earlier than 1150, of the vill of Greasby in Wirral to 
Chester abbey; this was confirmed by earl Hugh II, [?] 1153-1160; 
and by the donor’s sons Richard de Rullos and Robert his brother 
in the same period.® The pleading in the case brought by Robert 
Cotele in 1208 (see above) suggests that he was a supporter of the 
empress against king Stephen, and that he survived until after. 
the accession of king Henry II. His wife’s name was Emma, with 
whose consent he issued a charter to St. Mary’s, York (no. 186), 
and who, as suggested above, may have been a daughter and co- 
heir of Enisan Musard. 


RICHARD DE Rottos II. He assented to his father’s charter 
to the priory of Plessis-Grimoud, c. 1130 (see above). During the 
episcopate of Philip de Harcourt, bishop of Bayeux, 1141-63, as 
Richard ‘the second’ de Rollos he confirmed the gifts which his 
father had made to this priory, and added the churches of Burcy 
and Trottemer.? Before 1160, as noted above, with his brother 
Robert he confirmed to Chester abbey his father’s gift of the vill 
of Greasby in Wirral. He was a considerable benefactor of Easby 
abbey, and his principal gift and confirmation (no. 235), issued 
with the concession of William his son and heir, was made before

1075 the identification is quite possible, though 
coupled with the apparent longevity of Richard de Rollos II the chronology 
is remarkable.

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Oct. 1162.1 In 1158 he witnessed two charters of earl Conan at 
Rennes (nos. 45, 46). In 1172 he was holding a knight’s fee in 
Normandy de feodo de Rollos.2 He was the recipient of a writ issued 
by king Henry II after 1172-73, ordering him to give seisin of 
certain land in Créances [Normandy, arr. Coutances] to the abbey 
of Cérisy-la-Forét.2 At Michaelmas 1177 he paid 30/. for having 
seisin of Sattinton [Saddington, co.

1185 he gave to the Templars 2 carucates in Stainhou [Stanhowe 
in Kiplin]. Shortly before 1189, with the consent of his son 
William he founded the priory of La Bloutiére [Normandy, dept. 
La Manche, near Percy] in honour of St. Thomas of Canterbury. 
Late in the twelfth century he was holding 6} plus a sixth knights’ 
fees of the honour of Richmond in Yorkshire.® It seems probable 
that he died early in 1195, for at Michaelmas of that year the sheriff 
rendered account of 29s. for the farm of Saddington, which had 
belonged to Richard de Rollos, for a quarter of the year.1° The 
Easby charters printed below show that he had two nephews, 
Richard de Saddington (no. 195), and Harold son of Aldred de 
Richmond, otherwise known as Harold de Skeeby (nos. 197, 264, 
265). 


WILLIAM DE ROLLos. He occurs on the Norman Exchequer 
roll of 1195, and on that of 1198, when he rendered 40s. for the

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balance of his aid.1 He issued a charter dated 1200 for the priory 
of La Bloutiére, mentioning his father Richard as founder;? and in 
a charter issued in the same year he confirmed to Easby abbey 
the benefactions of his father Richard, mentioning his wife Isabel 
(no. 241). With Roald the constable he held 13 knights’ fees in 
Richmondshire.? He occurs on the Norman Exchequer roll of 1203, 
when he paid 7/2. for aid on one knight’s fee at La Bloutiére.4 On 
the separation of Normandy from England he lost his English lands, 
and in the period 1204-8 he was holding one fee in chief of king 
Philip Augustus.> The pleading in the case brought by Robert 
Cotele, described as son of his aunt, and his next heir,® in 1208 
(see above) shows that he was then dead. His lands held 
of the honour of Richmond in Yorkshire passed to Roald son of 
Alan, constable of Richmond (see above).? William de Rollos 
confirmed to the priory of Plessis-Grimoud the gifts made by 
Richard his grandfather and Richard ‘the second,’ his father.® 


Evidence is not at present forthcoming to connect this 
family with the William de Rollos who held the honour of Bourne, 
co. Lincoln, early in the twelfth century. This William died 
before Michaelmas 1130, when Baldwin son of Gilbert [de Clare] 
rendered account of 301. 16s. 4d. for the land of William de 
Rullos with the daughter of Richard his brother.® Baldwin son of 
Gilbert, with the consent of Adeline his wife, founded Bourne 
abbey in 1138.19 They were also benefactors of Bardney abbey." 
Aelina de Rodlos, as heir of the whole inheritance of Richard de 
Rodlos her father, gave to her younger daughter all the land 
which Baldwin son of Gilbert, her husband, when dying had left 
her for her support, namely Thrapston, co. Northampton, and 
Skellingthorpe and Hykeham (Hiccham), co. Lincoln.’ The

gave all the land which he had in ‘Hicahan’ to the abbey of Bec, 
was the lord of Bourne. The eventual heir was Adeline’s daughter 
eas who married Hugh Wake, lord of Bourne jure uxoris in 
1166. 

Lastly, there is some evidence relating to Odiham in Hamp- 
shire which might appear to bear on the Richmondshire family 
of Rollos. At Michaelmas 1166 the sheriff of Hampshire accounted 
for 12d. for land in Odiham then held by William de Rollos.? The 
sheriff continued to account for this sum yearly,* but at Michaelmas 
1176 and thereafter during the remainder of the century the land 
is described as that which Richard de Rollos had held. There is 
no mention of William de Rollos who succeeded to a moiety of the 
Constable’s fee in Richmondshire c. 1195. The entries are puzzling; 
but, taken with other evidence, it seems unlikely that they actually 
refer to the branch of the family in which a moiety of the Con- 
stable’s fee descended.®

A comparison with the terms of count Stephen’s charter (see part i, no. 
9), to which reference is made in this writ, shows that the land lay in Bar- 
ningham. The gift of count Stephen to Roald consisted of 6 carucates, but 
notwithstanding that charter and the present writ only 2 carucates 
descended in the Constable’s fee, the remainder forming part of the Mowbray 
holdings of the honour of Richmond.? 

The date ‘vers 1170’ is assigned for this writ in Delisle and Berger’s 
printed edition, based on the assumption that it was issued at Woodstock. 
But it is certainly not later than 1158, when Alan succeeded his father as 
constable. The absence of the name Britanny in the descriptive style of 
earl Conan suggests that the writ was issued before Sept. 1156, when he 
crossed to Britanny and established himself as duke; but this deduction is 
not altogether conclusive.*® 


(ii) BARTON 


179. Gift by Alexander Musard and Wigan son of Cades, his heir, 
to Easby abbey, when the said Alexander betook himself to the 
canons, of half a mark of rent of the farm of his mill of Barton, 
free from the work of repairing the mill. [c. 1152-1162]

The date is not later than 1162, as the gift is mentioned in pope 
Alexander III’s confirmation of that year (no. 238). The extension of the 
word constab’ is uncertain; if constabulariz the date is not later than 1158 
when Alan became constable; if constabulario it is not earlier. For Wigan 
son of Cades see the Hartforth fee, §1F. His description as heir of Alexander 
Musard is evidently due to the fact that he married the latter’s daughter 
Garsia. The connection between Alexander and Enisan Musard is unknown. 
Alexander Musard witnessed a Heslington charter before 1148 (no. 157). 
He appears to have had a son Robert, who, referred to as brother of Garsia

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daughter of Alexander, made a gift to Easby abbey of a toft in Skeeby;? 
and who presumably died in his father’s lifetime. 

Garsia de Barton, described as daughter of Alexander Musard and his 
heir, issued a charter to Easby abbey in her widowhood, mentioning Wigan 
her husband, by which she gave 30 acres in Barton and rights of pasture in 
exchange for the half-mark rent in the mill which her father had given; 
witnessed by Richard de Katerik, then dean.? Her gift to the abbey in 
Barton was confirmed by her son Wigan son of Wigan de Herteford.? The 
details given above (Hartforth fee, §1F) show that Garsia inherited 6 caru- 
cates in Barton, and it is reasonably clear that they were held of the Con- 
stable’s fee. Only 24 carucates in Barton, being soke of count Alan’s manor 
of Gilling, are recorded in the Domesday survey. But in 1284-85 there were 
6 carucates, 3 being held of the Constable’s fee, and 3 of the Middleham fee. 
It seems probable that half of the vill was transferred to the latter fee in the 
thirteenth century.‘

At Michaelmas 1168, as Alan 
son of Elinand, he owed 20 marks for the fine of his land in Yorkshire,’ 
suggesting that he had recently succeeded his father; and at Michaelmas 1171 
Robert son of Elinand owed 40 hawks for the fine of the land which Alan 
his brother had held.* It may therefore be supposed that Alan was only 
in possession in the period 1168-71. Robert was living at Michaelmas 1200, 
when he rendered account of half a mark for not having a man for whom he 
was pledge.> Some notes on his son Thomas, known as Thomas de Barton, 
are given at no. 106 in parti. See also nos. 203 to 207.

Enisan Musard held 6 carucates in Bellerby, par. Spennithorne, in 1086, 
and he gave tithe there to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond (see above). 
Although no particulars are given in Kirkby’s Inquest it is clear that the 
vill formed part of the Constable’s fee. The family of Helbeck were also 
tenants of the family of Bellerby in Bolton-upon-Swale, another vill of the 
same fee.? The limits of date of the present charter are governed by the 
period when Osbert de Longchamp held the sheriffdom of Yorkshire. The 
grantor issued another charter in which the bounds of the carucate and its 
appurtenances were specifically defined. These are set forth in the following 
charter of confirmation. The gift was also confirmed by the grantor’s son 
Guy, not earlier than 1201 as Roald the constable witnessed.*

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Nothing seems to be known of Budes, who may have been a tenant of 
Enisan at Bolton. The church of Bolton, which was a dependent chapel of 
the church of Catterick, was included in count Stephen’s confirmation 
charter to the abbey, 1125-35 (no. 8). It is probable that the period of 
Geoffrey’s abbacy was c. 1121-c. 1137.1 The latest limit of date for the 
present charter is governed by the name of the second witness. In 1284-85 
St. Mary’s held half a carucate in Bolton-upon-Swale in frankalmoin of 
the Constable’s fee there.?

Taking this in conjunction with the ensuing two charters it is evident 
that Hermer was the uncle of Acaris, his lord, and that the latter was Acaris 
de Tunstall. For the latter, who was dead in 1181, see the note to no. 91 
in parti. He was son of Copsi; and a Copsi son of Arkill witnessed a charter 
of earl Alan, 1136-45 (no. 19). This suggests that Hermer was a younger 
brother of Copsi. It is reasonably clear that Acaris de Tunstall, who held 
land in East Bolton, was a tenant of the Constable’s fee in Bolton-upon-Swale. 
In 1284-85 one Robert Copsy was an under-tenant of 2 bovates in the latter 
place.? Hermer must have been of a considerable age by 1161 which is the 
earliest date for no. 189, to which two of the witnesses are the same as those 
witnessing Hermer’s charter. Probably the three charters are nearly con- 
temporary in date, and were issued quite early within the limits assigned.

The grantee gave this land to Easby abbey, saying that he made the 
gift ‘“maxime pro eo quod mihi et filiis meis in maxima paupertate suc- 
currerunt quando omnes alii nos dereliquerunt,”’ and names his son Roger, 
who was to hold one of the bovates of the abbey after his own death, render- 
ing yearly 12d.2 There seems no doubt that this charter was issued by Richard 
de Rollos II, who according to the evidence given above did not succeed 
before the reign of Henry II.

MRoscelin is named as abbot of Hambye in a letter 
addressed to him by pope Alexander III in 1181.7, Roger the dean is evidently

This benefaction and the next are not mentioned in pope Alexander 
III’s detailed confirmation of 1162 (no. 238); but they are included in king 
Henry II’s confirmation, 1172-81 (no. 239). In the latter charter the king 
refers to Richard de Rollos, Harold’s uncle, as the same man who had given 
half a carucate in Brompton, 7.e., Richard II. 

Harold de Skeeby, nephew of Richard de Rollos, is evidently the same 
man as Harold son of Aldred de Richmond (no. 265); he was given a carucate 
in Skeeby by his uncle (no. 264). 


198. Confirmation by Richard de Rollos [II] to Easby abbey of the 
two parts of the tillage on Brompton moor which Harold his 
nephew had given, and warranty against all men, especially 
Godric [de Skeeby]; and grant to the canons of their dike and 
plantation in the pasture of Brompton [-on-Swale] where they 
could make their sheepfold, and of the privilege to have four men 
enjoying common of the vill and common pasture for their flocks 
with such stint as his own men had. [1162-81]

Hamo son of Wynoch or Hamo de Brompton, the grantor of the next 
two charters, was a donor before 1158 (no. 233); he gave ‘‘certain lands” 
to Easby abbey before Oct. 1162 (no. 238), and his gift of a carucate is 
recorded in king Henry II’s confirmation (no. 239). It seems likely that his 
father made his benefaction shortly after the foundation, and that his own 
large gift of a carucate was not made until after 1162; and further that he 
had succeeded his father before 1158.

By another charter addressed to archbishop Roger the donor gave to the 
abbey the land he had in Brompton, namely a carucate, and the residue of 
his land there would be held of the canons. In the marginal heading he is 
described as Hamo Rugeface.! Certain of his gifts were confirmed by Helias 
de Rilleston and Adam son of William son of Wynoch, who described 
Hamo Rugeface as their uncle; the canons to do ‘forinsec service for a twelfth 
part of a knight’s fee.’2

As this charter is not specified in king Henry II’s confirmation (no. 239), 
it is probably of a later date.

It is convenient to include this and the following five charters in this 
section as the land in Brompton was held of the Constable’s fee. The land 
in Scotton was possibly held of the Tanfield fee; see note to no. 143 above. 

Some notes on Ralph the sheriff (of Ainderby) have been given at no. 106 
in parti. Another charter of his is printed below in §16. As Ralph vicecomes 
of Aynderby, with the counsel of Oryath his wife and William his son and 
heir, he gave to St. Mary’s, York, a toft and 3 bovates of land in Scotton; 
and Harsquid Rufus [Harsculf de Cleasby] confirmed an agreement which 
Ralph, described as his brother-in-law (sovorius), and his wife made with the 
abbot of St. Mary’s about a carucate of land in the same place. 

From the details relating to Elinand and his son Robert given at no. 
181 above it would seem that Thomas son of Robert could scarcely have been 
born much before 1150. The latest possible limit for the present charter, 
in view of the date of no. 207, is 1201. But it was probably issued quite 
early within the suggested limits.

Studdah is a hamlet in the township of Constable Burton. The grantee 
gave this toft and croft to Easby abbey, the rent of 3s. to be paid to Roald 
the constable. He also gave 2 bovates of land in Stodhage [Studdah] which 
he had acquired of Alan Gurfaud before the king at Westminster by a writ 
of right.? 

It seems clear that this charter was issued, not by the elder Roald, 
but by Roald son of Alan, who succeeded in 1201.

The gift by Picot de Lascelles of a carucate in Carperby is specified in 
pope Alexander III’s confirmation of 1162 (no. 238), which gives the latest 
limit of date. Picot is mentioned as a donor in archbishop Roger’s con- 
firmation, 1154-58 (no. 233), and it is probable that it was this gift which was 
then being confirmed. If so, 1158 is the latest limit of date. Notes on the 
grantor and his family are given under the Lascelles fee, §6. Picot, who 
married a daughter of Roald the constable, died before Michaelmas 1179, and 
his son Roger was still under age at Michaelmas 1182.

Ralph, as Ralph de Scall, gave to the abbey in pure and perpetual alms 
half an acre of land with a toft and croft in Carperby and with the house 
adjacent, on the east side of his own dwelling.1

Torfin son of Dolfin was amerced in 1166 with other suitors of the

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wapentake court of Hang, called ‘‘Hangerschire,’’ for a concealment.! The 
grantor of this charter may have been his son, and the Peter son of Torfin, 
with whom Herbert de Archis had licence for an agreement in 1185.2? Farrer 
has a long note on this charter which suggests that the pedigree of the 
descendants of Dolfin given in Gale, app. p. 57, showing that Peter son of 
Torfin de Thoresby (apparently the grantor of the present charter)® died 
without issue and that the ensuing Thoresby family and the Staveley family 
descended from Swain son of Dolfin, is in the main correct. In 1286-87 
one quarter of the 9 carucates in Carperby were held by Peter son of Hugh de 
Thoresby of Avice Marmion, who held of the earl of Richmond.‘ Probably, 
therefore, this charter and the next refer to land in Carperby which was not 
held of the Lascelles family under the constables, but which constituted a 
portion of the vill which had become attached to the Steward’s fee, whence 
it passed to either the Manfield or Tanfield fee (see §14). 

The later limit of date depends on the first witness, who was lord of 
Middleham, and died before the end of the reign of Henry II (see §41); and 
the earlier limit is suggested by the year when Reiner de Waxham first 
occurs as Glanville’s steward (no. 97 in part i). 

Comparing the list of witnesses to this and the next charter it is clear 
that the seventh witness was Hamo de Valognes, and that the two charters 
were issued at the same time.

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The next charter seems to afford the only evidence that Deighton in 
Escrick, where at the Survey 4 carucates were soke of count Alan’s manor 
of Clifton, was at any time part of the Constable’s fee. It was not included 
in the gifts of land in that neighbourhood made by count Stephen to St. 
Mary’s, York (no. 4), and had, perhaps, already passed to the constables of 
Richmond. Eudo the marshal, who evidently held the vill of the Constable’s 
fee, witnessed charters of earl Conan at York and Rennes in the period 1156- 
58 (nos. 33, 45, 46). In 1284-85 the vill of Deighton was in the liberty of 
St. Mary’s,} the result of Eudo’s original gift. 

On 24 Sept. 1176 a fine was levied before the king’s justices and others 
at York, by which Geoffrey de Bertanebi [Brettanby] and Avice daughter 
of his uncle quitclaimed the land of Dicton [Deighton] to Duncan Darel, who 
was to hold of the abbot of St. Mary’s, giving them 15 marks.? Abbot Clement 
[1161-84] granted to Duncan son of Thomas Darel and his heirs, to hold 
of him in fee, the vill of Deighton for 20s. yearly rent.* The latest possible 
date for Eudo’s charter is therefore 1184; and the earliest date for no. 223 
is 1158 when Alan son of Roald succeeded his father as constable. David 
lavderarius, a witness to no. 222, was evidently the lardiner of Richmond 
who witnessed charters of earl Conan in 1156-58 and 1159-71 (nos. 33, 56 
in part i).

The first witness was deputy-sheriff of Yorkshire in the period assigned. 
This charter was the subject of a case in the king’s court in Trinity 
Term, 1203, when the jury was asked to say whether Duncan, brother of 
Emma, Muriel and Helewise, was seised of the vill of Deighton when he took 
to his death-bed, which land Ralph de Mara was holding, who said that 
Duncan had given it him for homage and service, and for the sum of 20 
marks and a gold buckle, and confirmed it by charter, and that after he made 
the gift he was riding, journeying, drinking, and eating in company. There 
was no decision as it was considered that a writ of right should have been 
brought.?, Other proceedings in the same term show that Duncan [Darel] 
had married Sara de Mara, doubtless a relation of Ralph.* For Ralph see 
the De la Mare fee, §34.

The name of this land appears to be represented by High and Low

present charter was issued after Alan became constable in 1158, and possibly 
after 1162 as the gift is not specified in pope Alexander III’s confirmation 
of that year (no. 238). In any case it was issued before 1171, when earl 
Conan died. 

The grantor married Ellis the father of Conan son of Ellis, of whom an 
account will be given in §32. He came of age c. 1174, and it is probable that 
his charter to Easby (no. 229) was issued soon afterwards.

Easby abbey is said to have been founded in or about the year 1152.1 
The mention of the monasterium in this and the following charter suggests 
that there had been an establishment of secular priests at Easby, dedicated 
in honour of St. Agatha; a note on this has been given atno. 169. The two 
charters were issued not later than 14 Oct. 1153, when archbishop Henry 
Murdac died. The full name of Roald’s wife is taken from charters relating 
to Carperby, Easby, Great Langton, and Stanwick St. John (nos. 214, 227, 
257, 269). The present charter, in the use of the phrases pro salute anime and 
pro anima, makes a clear distinction between the living and the dead—a 
distinction which was irregularly observed.? For the word comes, descriptive 
of Stephen as a Breton count and of Alan, a Breton count and also an English 
earl, see the notes on the descriptive styles of the lords of the honour in 
part i, pp. 97-101.

The particulars relating to the Rollos family given above suggest that 
the donor was Richard de Rollos II, who did not succeed his father Richard 
de Rollos I before the reign of Henry II. It is clear that this charter was 
issued earlier than pope Alexander III’s confirmation of Oct. 1162 (no. 238). 
It will be noticed that the donor, who possessed lands in Normandy and 
England, addressed his men both French and English. The gift of the 
church of St. Agatha, already made by Roald, illustrates the joint interests 
possessed by the two families in succession to the undivided interests of 
Enisan Musard. The joint nature of the gift of the church is expressly 
stated in the king’s confirmation (no. 239); and Richard de Rollos speaks of 
his canons of St. Agatha in no. 194. It will be noticed, however, that 
archbishop Roger did not mention Richard de Rollos in his confirmation, 
1154-58 (no. 233); this suggests that the real founder was Roald, who is 
described as such by pope Alexander III (no. 238), and that Richard de 
Rollos did not make his benefactions until the abbey was well established. 
Ralph Carbunel’s charter giving 2 carucates in Hesselton is printed at no. 
242, and charters of Hamo son of Wynoch of land in Brompton-on-Swale 
at nos. 200, 201.

Charters making several of the gifts recorded in this confirmation are 
printed in the sections relating to Barton, Brompton-on-Swale, Carperby and 
Hesselton. For the gifts of earl Conan see nos. 36, 38 in parti. For charters 
relating to the moor of Middleton Tyas, where the gifts of Elsi de Kneeton, 
and of Meldred and Gilomichael de Middleton, were made, see nos. 110, 112. 

Professor Holtzmann prints three other papal documents taken from the 
Easby Chartulary: (a) letters of protection and confirmation issued by pope 
Urban III, 11 March [1186-7], mentioning Roald the founder and Alan his 
son, and containing the clause ‘In parochialibus autem ecclesiis quas habetis 
liceat vobis quatuor aut tres de fratribus vestris ponere, quorum unus 
diocesano episcopo presentetur, ut ab eo curam recipiat animarum et episcopo 
quidem de spiritualibus, vobis vero de temporalibus debeat respondere’;®

The use of the Dei gracia formula in the king’s style suggests that this 
charter was issued not earlier than 1172-73, although this test is not con- 
clusive in the absence of the original.1 The latest date is 1181, as John 
Comyn, the second witness, was consecrated archbishop of Dublin by the 
pope in March 1181-2.2 It is possible that the charter was issued in August 
1181, during the king’s northern progress, when a royal charter was issued 
at Knaresborough to which both John Cumin and Hugh Murdach were 
witnesses.? 

Several charters making the gifts which were confirmed are printed 
in this section. Charters of Torfin son of Robert (of Manfield) are given at 
nos. 149-154; and earl Conan’s at no. 39 in part 1.

Farrer notes that possibly the king visited Rievaulx during the course 
of his journey in the north in the summer of 1181.

The gift made by Ralph Carbunel of 2 carucates in Hesselton is mentioned 
in the confirmation of Richard de Rollos 1155-62 (no. 235), and in pope 
Alexander III’s confirmation of 1162 (no. 238). That does not necessarily 
fix the latest limit of date for the present charter which was a renewal and 
confirmation of the original gift. But it is unlikely that Warner held the 
office of steward as late as 1158 (see p. 24 above). The rural deans Laurence 
and Robert witnessed a charter of Roger de Aske relating to Marrick priory, 
not earlier than 1154, but probably soon afterwards (no. 173); and Laurence 
the dean witnessed an Ingleby charter not later than 1156 (no. 134); whereas 
Landric the dean witnessed a Carthorpe charter, c. 1160-1182 (no. 140). 
This evidence suggests that Landric succeeded Laurence, perhaps c. 1155, 
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243. Grant by Richard de Rollos [II] that the land of the canons of 
Easby in Hesselton should be quit of relief while they held it, 
but not if someone else who had a better right should acquire it.

The sixth year of the lunar cycle points to the year 1167. The year 1186 
is unlikely as the present agreement was probably contemporary in date with 
the next charter, issued before archbishop Roger’s death in 1181. Although 
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sums had been paid at Michaelmas 1163 and 1164! for work at Scarborough 
castle, nothing was paid in the three following years; but at Michaelmas 
1168 the sum of 571i. 1s. 3d. was paid for work at the castle.? Whit-Sunday 
in 1167 fell on 28 May; and if the ditch had been finished we should expect 
to find a payment entered at the following Michaelmas. It seems probable, 
therefore, that the Whit-Sunday after the making of the ditch in the sixth 
year of the lunar cycle refers to the year 1168, and that the ditch was made 
in the winter of 1167. The agreement was evidently drawn up after the 
rent had begun to be paid, but probably not long afterwards. 

It has been suggested at no. 242 that Landric became rural dean c. 1155. 
The mention of his chapter at Patrick Brompton suggests that he was dean 
of the district which was then, or later became known as, the deanery of 
Catterick.

This charter was evidently issued in the lifetime of Ralph Carbunel, who 
was presumably dead when nos. 244 and 245 were issued. In 1286-87 Jer- 
vaulx abbey held 2 carucates in Hesselton of Roald son of Roald; of the re- 
maining 4 carucates 2} are given as belonging to the Bedale fee.

In 1199 Geoffrey son of Geoffrey gave 3 marks for having the right of 
6 carucates and 2 bovates in Easby, Hudswell and Dalton against Thomas de 
Hellebec.1 In 1204 he withdrew an assize of novel disseisin against Roald 
the constable concerning common of wood in Waitwith [in Hudswell], 
belonging to his free tenement in Hudswell, his pledges being Geoffrey son 
of Alan the constable and Ralph son of William de Barton.? In 1208 he was 
one of the pledges of Roald son of Alan, the constable, and was taken prisoner 
with Roald in Richmond castle in 1216.8

There follow the charter printed as 
no. 259 above, and a resignation by Robert de Langeton [clearly the same 
man as Robert son of Eudo] and Walter de Colyngham into the hand of their 
lord Thomas de Burgo of all their right in the church of Langton. 


261. Confirmation by William de Chimeli, archdeacon of Richmond, 
of the gift to Easby abbey of the church of [Great] Langton made 
by Thomas de Burgh and Ismania his mother, with the con- 
firmation of Alan, constable of Richmond; subject to the pre- 
sentation of a vicar, when the church should fall vacant, to whom 
an appropriate stipend should be assigned. [1189-96]

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At a later date, as this confirmation is mentioned, master Roger, 
vice-archdeacon of Richmond, and Geoffrey the dean issued letters making 
known the right of the canons in the church;! the date was during the life- 
time of Thomas de Burgh and therefore not later than 1199. 

Honorius, archdeacon of Richmond, not earlier than 1201, as the con- 
firmation of Roald the constable is mentioned, issued letters stating that he 
had instituted the canons to the church and reserved to them 100s. yearly 
therefrom in the name of their rectory, the residue being allotted to a vicar 
at their presentation.? There follow his institution of Alan de Magneby, 
clerk, as perpetual vicar, who was to pay the 100s. to the canons; and letters 
stating that the canons had remitted this sum except half a mark to be paid 
them by Alan during the life of H. [Ellis] de Bedale, formerly rector, after 
whose death the full pension should be paid.* Several other documents 
relating to the church down to the year 1265, and to the disputes to which 
the pension gave rise, are entered in the Chartulary.* See also V.C.H., N.R., 
i, 186, where, although no mention is made of the early vicarage, the details 
show that the canons lost their status as rectors and the advowson of the 
church eventually reverted to the Burgh family.

262. Gift by Alan, constable of Richmond, to Jollan de Neville of 
Amfelise his daughter in marriage, with Pickhill and the minster, © 
namely, 6 carucates in demesne and a seventh belonging to the 
minster, and the service of 4 carucates in Whitwell [par. Cat- 
terick], for the service of eleven-twelfths of a knight; the land 
was to the value of 15/., to which he would add Ioos. on the 
first increase of land that his lord might give him. _[c. 1175]

As there is satisfactory evidence that Wigan son of Cades, one of the 
witnesses, was dead at Michaelmas 1176? the latest date for the present 
charter is thereby determined. It cannot be much earlier, as though Conan 
son of Ellis, a nephew of the grantor, came of age shortly before Michaelmas 
1174,? Roger de Lascelles, another nephew, who evidently witnessed in his 
minority, was still under age at Michaelmas 1182.4 The suggested date 
conforms with the fact that John de Neville, the elder son of Jollan and 
Amfelise, was of age before 1208 (see below); and with the suggestion that 
Amfelise herself may have been born before 1158 (see p. 91 above). 

The mention of the monasterium suggests that at Pickhill there was one 
of those small minsters of secular priests, perhaps of pre-Conquest origin,® 
of which another example, at Easby, has been noted above at no. 169. Un- 
like Easby, however, the advowson of the parish church under a sole rector, 
of which the minster was the precursor, was not given to an order of regulars 
in the twelfth century.® It was not until early in the fourteenth century that 
the church was appropriated to the hospital of St. Leonard, York.’ The 
monasterium must not be confused with the Premonstratensian house at 
Swainby in the parish of Pickhill, to which the next charter relates. Though 
the church of Pickhill lay in land belonging to the Constable’s fee, the vill 
of Swainby, held by Ribald at the Survey, continued as a member of the 
Middleham fee. 

It seems clear that the grantee was the ‘Joselin’ de Neville who held 
2 knights’ fees of the honour of Richmond, one in Rigsby, Lincs., and one 
in Rolleston, Notts., rendering castle-guard in the months of February 
and March.® These fees were evidently the 2 knights’ fees held early in the 
twelfth century by Richard son of Loisward, who had then rendered castle- 
guard in April and May.® Rigsby and Rolleston were among the places 
which Losoard had held of the bishop of Bayeux at the Domesday survey; 
and at the time of the Lindsey survey, 1115-18, Richard son of Losward

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held his tenure in Rigsby of the honour of Richmond.) He also held 6 bovates 
in Newton by Toft, Lincs., of Hugh de Laval.? As Richard son of Losowin 
he witnessed a charter of earl Alan to the hospital of St. Peter, York, 
1136-45 (no. 13). 

The origin of Jollan de Neville has not been satisfactorily established.® 
There are three pieces of evidence which deserve examination: (a) It seems 
clear that Richard son of Losward’s portion of Rigsby descended to his son 
Rocelin;* before 1150 Rocelin son of Richard de Riggesbi made a gift of 
land in Ailby, par. Rigsby to Greenfield priory;® this was confirmed by his 
son Joelin son of Rocelin de Riggesbi;® and, probably in 1175, king Henry II 
confirmed to the priory the gift of Rocelin de Riggesbi and Jollan his son 
of what they had had in the same land.? 

(6) Rocelin son of Richard gave to Rufford abbey the wood called 
Rahage [now Roe wood, in Hockerton, Notts.];* and Joslen son of Rocelin 
de Roldilst’ [evidently intended for Rolleston] confirmed the land of his 
fee called Rahage as his father had given it.® 

(c) In 1231 an assize was held at York to recognize whether Jocelin?° 
son of Rocelin, father of Johelin de Nevill’4, was seised when he died of 70 
acres of land in Driclington’;!* the defendants said that the land was not in

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Drichtlington’ but in Farnl’, and that the said Rocelin was never seised of 
it; and the jurors said that the said Joelin (Joelinus) did not die seised.1 

The collective force of this evidence makes it difficult to avoid the 
suggestion that Jollan son of Rocelin de Rigsby was identical with Joslen 
son of Rocelin de Rolleston, and with Joelin son of Rocelin, father of the 
Jollan de Neville who was living in 1231; and further that this elder Jollan 
was identical with the Jollan de Neville, the grantee of the present charter.? 
If so Jollan de Neville was the descendant in the male line of Losoard the 
Domesday tenant.? It is possible that Jollan son of Rocelin adopted the 
name of Neville, used by him and his descendants, as being that of his mother. 
A close connection appears to have existed, for the charter is witnessed by 
three members of the Neville family.‘ 

In 1176 Joslen de Neville rendered account of 40 marks for having a 
recognition against William de Heriz, evidently in respect of land in Notting- 
hamshire.5 In Feb. 1198-9 Jollan de Neville sat at York as a king’s justice; ® 
and in 1199 he gave to the king 100/z. for having a confirmation of the land 
of Shorne, Kent, which king Richard had given him for the service of one 
knight.” For the health of his soul and that of Amfelise his wife he gave to 
Thurgarton priory the advowson of the church of Rolleston;* and to the same, 
with the consent of his heir John and his wife Amfelise, mentioning the soul 
of his brother R., the tithe of his mill of Rolleston, when he took his journey 
to Jerusalem.® He gave to Greenfield priory land in Ailby, Lincs.1° Hewas 
dead in 1208, when his son John gave 80/1. for having his lands.!! In 1219 
dame Amfelise de Roldeston, widow of Jollan de Neville, held land worth 
10 marks yearly in the wapentake of Thurgarton, Notts., of the honour of 
Richmond, but it was not known whether she was in the gift of the king or 
of the earl of Chester.42 John de Neville was succeeded by his brother Jollan,

In view of the justices named, the year 1187 may be assigned as the 
date; see the annotation to charter no. 97 in part i. A note on Reiner de 
Waxham, deputy-sheriff of Yorkshire, is given at that reference. The 
terms of the present charter suggest that the abbey (which was later moved 
to Coverham) had only recently been founded at Swainby. A confirmation 
charter of king Henry II, issued in 1189, dealing with land in Swainby and 
elsewhere, will be printed under the Middleham fee, §41; see also no. 124 
above.

For the identity of the grantor as Richard de Rollos II see the annotation 
to no. 197. The extraordinary opening of this charter, as Professor Stenton 
notes, suggests a date not later than the first years of Henry II (op. czt., p. 110). 
Such words as quadrigata and huic in their present contexts point in the same 
direction. The charter suggests that both Harsculf Rufus and Godric de 
Skeeby were dead. The former, who was the father of Robert de Cleasby® 
(no. 206), occurs c. 1152-62 (no. 179). The latter was in all probability living 
at least as late as 1162 (no. 198). The combined evidence suggests the limits 
1162-c. 1165 for the present charter; and the names of some of the witnesses 
suggest that it may have been issued in Normandy. 

The liturgical flavour of the second sentence will be noticed. This may 
have been inspired by a text which occurs in varying places in the office 
of Holy Week: ‘O vos omnes qui transitis per viam: attendite et videte: Si 
est dolor similis sicut dolor meus.’ At York it is found as a responsory at 
the Mattins of Holy Saturday, and again as an antiphon at Lauds of the 
same day.!?

The descent of the Cleasby family is indicated by a charter in which 
Harsculf son of Robert de Cleseby confirmed to the abbey a gift in Skeeby 
made by his grandfather Robert son of Harsculf.1

This gift was confirmed by earl Conan, 1156-71 (no. 40), where Odulf is 
described as Odulf son of Peter de Richmond. Conan son of Hodulf de 
Richmond, the grantee’s son, gave to Easby abbey half of this carucate and 
the service of three bovates thereof; for a sum of 30 marks of silver in his 
need, and a yearly rent of 12d., in perpetual alms, the canons doing the 
forinsec service for so much land where twelve carucates made a knight’s 
fee.1_ By another charter he gave a bovate in Skeeby, which Hervey Mey 
had held of him, except the toft for which he gave 14 acres in Rollandescroft 
in exchange, and 3 roods at Alfhou towards the south to increase the bovate.? 
The following additional charter relates to the half-carucate.

The general confirmation charter of William de Rollos, issued in 1200, 
is given at no. 241. It seems strange that he should have issued the present 
charter, as the two churches and the land of Warth had been confirmed by

nature of the interests of the two families in the moieties of the Constable’s 

- fee. Moreover in the case brought by Robert Cotele in 1208 (see intro- 
duction above) Stanwick St. John was one of the manors which he claimed 
as having been Rollos property. 


APPENDIX : A NOTE ON MARSKE 


In his edition of the Domesday survey Farrer suggested that 
Richmond appears to have occupied the site of the place named 
‘Neutone’ and that the places named Hindrelag and Hindrelaghe 
were later represented by Marske.! In the topographical accounts 
of Richmond and Marske given in V.C.H., North Riding, vol. i, 
pp. 23, 101, it is suggested that the two Hindrelaghs were later 
represented by Richmond, and that Marske was not mentioned 
in the Survey. In Place-Names of the North Riding (Eng. Place- 
Name Soc.), pp. 287, 293, it is definitely stated that the site of 
Richmond was called Hindrelac in the Survey,? and that Marske 
occurs as ‘Mersche.’3 

In his notes on the Constable’s fee which he prepared for 
his volume of Honors and Knights’ Fees for the honour of Rich- 
mond Farrer’s final opinion, so far as Marske is concerned, was 
as follows :—- 

“It is true that the name of Marske does not appear there 
[in the Survey], but it is quite certain that the manor of Hindrelag 
of 5 carucates held by Tor, T. R. E. and by Enisan in 1086 with 
a church, and another manor of Hindrelaghe of 1 carucate held 
by Tor, T. R. E. and by count Alan in 1086 with a fishery, rep- 
resent the manor and township of Marske which belonged to the 
fee of the Constables, as successors of Enisant Musard, in and 
after the twelfth century.’”4 

In the passage quoted above Farrer is referring to the 
detailed account of the manor of Marske and of the family of 

Cleasby in Yorks. Arch. Journal, vi, pp. 172-286. Before giving 
some notes on the families of Marske and Cleasby in the thirteenth

The mention of ‘Neuton’ in association with Easby 
in charter no. 155 above points in the same direction. © 
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century he refers to the acceptance as genuine of a charter “‘pur- 
porting to be a feoffment by Conan, earl of Richmond, to Hars- 
chulph Cleseby of wide liberties in the New Forest and in the 
manor of Marske.”’ 

In dismissing this document with unusual emphasis of 
language he points out that ‘“‘the boundaries set forth in the 
pretended feoffment and some of the clauses were evidently 
borrowed from a grant of Roald lord of Constable Burton of the 
time of Edward I.’’} 


.3 THE BURGH EEE 


The service of the Burgh fee was 4 knights, rendering castle- 
guard in the months of August and September.? Of these 2 knights’ 
fees were held in Richmondshire,? and 2 in Cambridgeshire.4 
The former comprised land in the vills which are given in the 
following table :

The holding in Cambridgeshire included lands in Burwell, 
Isleham, and Swaffham Bulbeck, which were held of count Alan 
at the Domesday survey by Geoffrey, and Burrough Green which 
was held by count Alan in demesne.t° Nothing appears to be 
known of Geoffrey,“ but it is evident that a considerable portion 
of the Burgh fee had been held by him at the Survey.

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In the return which mainly dates from the time of Henry I 
Thomas de Burgh provided 4 knights for castle-guard It seems 
probable that he was the father of Philip de Burgh,? who as 
Philip son of Thomas de Burc witnessed a Heslington charter 
(no. 157), of which the latest possible date is 1158.3 Philip married 
Ismania* daughter of Roald the constable, through whom he 
obtained an additional holding in Great Langton which he and his 
successors held of the Constable’s fee; see the charters relating to 
that place printed above, nos. 256 to 261. Besides his holdings of 
the honour of Richmond, Philip de Burgh held in 1166 one knight’s 
fee of the honour of Clare in Suffolk,* and one knight’s fee of Roger 
de Cheneteswelle [Kentwell] in the same county.°® 

Thomas son of Philip de Burgh was the first husband of 
Sara, a daughter of Amabel, one of the two daughters and heirs 
of Adam son of Swain, an important tenant of the Lascy fee and 
founder of Monk Bretton priory; and through her he. obtained 
an interest in Adam’s possessions in the West Riding and in 
Cumberland.* In 1184 the land of Thomas de Burgh (held of the 
honour of Richmond) paid 9s. Odd. on 2 tenmantales less one 
carucate for sheriff's aid in the wapentake of Hang.? Towards 
the end of the twelfth century he was holding 2 knights’ fees in 
Richmondshire,’ and 2 knights’ fees in Burrough Green and 
Swaffham, co. Cambridge.® In 1194 he was steward of duchess 
Constance.!® He died in or shortly before 1199, when Thomas son 
of Thomas de Burgh gave 100/z. for having the lands of his father. 
His widow married Simon son of Walter.!* His younger son Philip 

was the third husband of Maud daughter and coheir of Torfin son

and his son Thomas succeeded to the Burgh fee. Full details 
relating to the Burgh lands and family, showing that their des- 
cendants the Mountfords acquired Hackforth in the fourteenth 
century, are given by Mr. J. W. Walker in his paper The Burghs of 
Cambridgeshire and Yorkshire and the Watertons of Lincolnshire 
and Yorkshire in The Yorks.

It seems clear that this charter was not issued until after the transfer 
of the church of Hornby from St. Mary’s abbey to St. Peter’s, York; this took 
place in 1220, archbishop Gray assigning it for the common fund of St. Peter’s 
in the following year; the archdeacon of Richmond’s confirmation of the 
transfer was witnessed among others by R. the dean and master R. de 
Wynton, canon; the dean being Roger de Insula.* St. Andrew of Hackforth 
was evidently a chapel dependent on the mother church of Hornby. The 
donor must have been Thomas son of Thomas de Burgh, who was dead in 
Feb. 1232-3.°

Drake also printed two charters of Richard son of Richard 
Soudan, giving land in West Appleton to St. Mary’s abbey and St. Martin’s 
priory (loc. cit., pp. 605, 618). 


§4. THE CHAMBERLAIN’S FEE 


The original service of the Chamberlain’s fee was 11 knights, 
rendering castle-guard in the months of October and November.’ 
Before 1175 this had been increased to 11} knights, being the 
amount on which Nigel son of the chamberlain was then paying 
his relief. Late in the twelfth century 24 knights’ fees were held 
in Richmondshire, rendering castle-guard in the same months;* 
and details are recorded of 7 other fees as follows: one fee held in 
Holland, co. Lincoln, by Alan de Benington of the Chamberlain’s 
fee;> of the 6 others, one in Melketon [Malton in Orwell, co.

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Cambridge],1 one in Swaffham [? Swaffham Prior, co. Cambridge], 
2 in Ballngham [Badlingham in Chippenham] and Swaffham 
[Prior], one in Oxcroft [in West Wratting], and one in Wilburham 
[Great Wilbraham] and Wendy, all in Cambridgeshire.? These 
6 fees in the latter county evidently include the 5 which Nigel ‘the 
chamberlain’ had held there.* No information appears to be 
available with regard to the balance of 14 or 2 fees to make up 
the total of 11 or 114. 

The 24 fees in Richmondshire principally lay in Eppleby, 
par. Gilling; Kirkby Fleetham (originally Kirkby and Fleetham); 
and Great and Little Fencote in that parish.t| Langthorne, par. 
Bedale, originally a member of the Chamberlain’s fee, passed to 
the liberty of St. Mary’s, York, as a result of Odo’s benefaction.® 

At the Domesday survey Odo® held of count Alan 8 carucates 
in [Kirkby] Fleetham, 9 carucates in its two berewicks of Great 
and Little Fencote, 3 carucates in Langthorne, and one carucate 
in Hackforth [par. Hornby].’ Subsequently he acquired a carucate 
in Finghall, which he included in his gift to St. Mary’s, York. In 
Cambridgeshire he was the tenant of count Alan at the Survey in 
Harston, Stow-with-Quy, Wendy, Whaddon and Great Wil- 
braham; but his name does not occur in the Domesday survey for 
Lincolnshire, nor in the Lindsey survey. As chamberlain he 
witnessed charters of count Alan I, c. 1088 (no. 1), count Alan II, 
1089-93 (no. 2), count Stephen, of probable date 1093-97 (no. 4), 
and Osbern de Arches to St. Mary’s. York;® and he was addressed 
as chamberlain in a precept of king William II at a time when

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count Stephen had apparently lost possession of the honour in 
the period 1096-98.1 


Odo was presumably dead at Michaelmas 1130, when 
Robert the chamberlain occurs among the principal tenants of 
count Stephen in Yorkshire. Robert had witnessed his father 
Odo’s charter to St. Mary’s, York, which he subsequently con- 
firmed (nos. 279, 280). As chamberlain he witnessed a charter of 
count Stephen, c. 1130 (no. 9), two charters of earl Alan (nos. 
19, 20), and three charters of earl Conan in the period Oct. 1156- 
April 1158 (nos. 30, 31, 33). As the lord of Geoffrey le Frauncays 
he confirmed to Sibton abbey, Suffolk, a grange and land in 
Badlingham, co. Cambridge.? 


Robert the chamberlain was the founder of Denny priory 
in the parish of Waterbeach, co. Cambridge, as a cell of Ely. By 
a charter, describing himself as chamberlain of the earl of Rich- 
mond, he confirmed various gifts which he had made to the 
priory, including a gift in Waterbeach made in the presence of 
Nigel, bishop of Ely, when the bishop had consecrated the priory; 
other gifts there; the ninth sheaf of [Great] Wilbraham and 
Wendy, and the church of Wendy; the gift made in the presence 
of bishop Nigel of all the churches of his land as they fell vacant, 
namely, Wendy, [Great] Wilbraham, and ‘Kirkeby’;* all of which 
gifts his heirs George and Nigel conceded (concesserunt) in the 
presence of bishop Nigel.® By a charter witnessed by Margaret 
the countess (and therefore not earlier than 1160) and others 
including Ralph [de Middleton] the chamberlain, and Nigel son 
of the chamberlain [7.e., Nigel son of Robert], earl Conan con- 
firmed all the gifts which Robert his chamberlain had made to 
Denny priory, as Robert had asked him viva voce to do (no. 66 in 
part i). Robert’s benefactions were also confirmed by Nigel, 
bishop of Ely.® It is recorded that being ill to death Robert became 
a monk at Ely and issued a charter, handing over to the monks

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of Ely the cell at Denny which they had founded under him. 

Robert the chamberlain had a son Wimar who witnessed a 
charter of earl Alan, 1136-45 (no. 18). It is possible, but unlikely, 
that he can be identified with “‘Wimar the chamberlain’ who was 
enfeoffed, apparently by earl Conan, of half a knight’s fee in 
Grainthorpe and Yarborough, co. Lincoln.” There is no record 
that Wimar son of Robert ever held the office of chamberlain; and 
as he is not mentioned with his brothers George and Nigel in their 
father’s charter to Denny it is probable that he was then dead. 
Even if it may be assumed that the record refers to a Wimar 
son of the chamberlain, being enfeoffed in his father’s lifetime at 
an earlier date, the history of the half-fee is insufficient to support 
such a suggestion.® 

George son of Robert appears to have succeeded to his 
father’s holdings, but not to the office of chamberlain. As George 
son of the chamberlain he witnessed a charter of earl Conan, c. 
Jan. 1163-4 (no. 72); and he is doubtless the George who gave to 
the Templars a bovate in [Kirkby] Fleetham.* He confirmed a 
charter of his father, giving land in Waterbeach to Barnwell 
priory. He must have died and been succeeded by his brother 
Nigel before Michaelmas 1175, when Nigel son of the chamberlain 
rendered Account of 57/z. 10s. for his relief on 114 knights which 
he held of the honour.® As Nigel son of the chamberlain he had 
witnessed charters of earl Conan in the period 1159-71 (nos. 53, 
66, 72). In 1184 13d. for sheriff's aid was paid on 5 carucates in 
Langthorne which the abbot of St. Mary’s held in alms of the fee 
of Nigel the chamberlain.’ Notwithstanding this description and 
the fact that he witnessed charters as Nigel the chamberlain 
(nos. 168, 171), it is improbable that he ever held the office, the 
description perhaps being due to his possession of the Chamber- 
lain’s fee. As Nigel son of the chamberlain he held 24 knights’ 
fees in Richmondshire. At Michaelmas 1191 in the account of 
the debts of Aaron the Jew Beatrice de Cormeill’ owed 20s., 
Alexander Brito 51s. 8d., Avice Engaigne and Robert her son 
8s. 10d., all on behalf of Nigel son of the chamberlain; and in the 
next entry Alexander Brito owed 100/7. on ‘Bardewich’ and

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Eppleby (Appfelbt super Tetsam) and on his rents in Washing- 
borough and elsewhere in Lincolnshire The same details are 
given in the following year, Nigel’s debt being given as 4/7. 6s.,? 
for which the others had to answer, Alexander Brito being described 
in one entry as Alexander brother of Hamo the chancellor. It 
seems clear that Nigel had died before Michaelmas 1191.4 His 
heirs were his sisters or their heirs, among whom the lands of the 
fee were divided. In addition to the evidence provided by the 
charters the following notes throw some light on Nigel’s heirs: 


Late in the twelfth century the castle-guard returns for the 
part of the honour between Well Stream and the Norman sea 
give the details of 6 of the fees. Most of these apparently refer to 
holdings by under-tenants; but for three-quarters of one fee in 
Wilbraham and Wendy Fulk son of Theobald answered for 18d., 
Henry son of Hervey 18d., Roger sine manica 18d., dame Avice 
18d. and Walter de Cormeilles 18d.° These five payments add up 
to 90d., which represents the castle-guard payment on #? fee on 
the basis of 10s. per fee. It is reasonable to suppose that they 
represented five coheirs, Henry son of Hervey replacing Henry son 
of Conan; for in Feb. 1200-1 the king confirmed to Henry son of 
Hervey [of Ravensworth] and his heirs a number of gifts and 
grants, including, by virtue of a grant and quitclaim by Henry 
son of Conan, the land which had belonged to Nigel the chamber- 
lain in Cambridgeshire, with exceptions as specified in the charter 
of the said Henry.® In 1203 Fulk son of Theobald demanded 
against Geoffrey Chacemoine (also called Geoffrey son of Abraham) 
one carucate in Eppleby, as descending to him from Maud daughter 
of Robert, his aunt (matertera); Geoffrey said that Robert had 
several daughters, namely Tiffany and others, who shared their 
father’s inheritance; it was considered that he should seek a writ 
for summoning the parceners if he wished.’ In the following year 
a fine was levied by which Geoffrey recognized this carucate as 
the right of Fulk who had claimed it as his reasonable share falling 
to him from the tenement which had belonged to Maud daughter 
of Robert le Chamberleng, formerly his aunt; and Fulk granted it 
to Geoffrey and his heirs, to hold of him and his heirs by the service 
of a tenth part of a knight; Geoffrey gave 10 marks and quit- 
claimed his right in the service of Ralph son of Stephen de Hoiland

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for the tenement held of him in ‘Sceflinges.’1 In 1208 Walter de 
Stok’ and Margaret his wife, Richard Brun and Aubreye his wife, 
Godfrey de Craucumb’ and Alice his wife, and Ralph Belet and 
Sybil his wife claimed against Richard son of Thomas de Middelton 
a quarter of a knight’s fee in Fleteham [Kirkby Fleetham].? In 
1218 a grand assize was summoned between Nicholas de Stapelton, 
claimant, and Geoffrey de Colebrun, tenant, of 3 carucates of 
land in Eppleby; and a fine was levied by which Nicholas made 
a quitclaim to Geoffrey, who paid 11 marks.? In 1227 an assize 
of novel disseisin was brought by Ellis de Bereford against Roald 
son of Henry, Ranulf son of Henry, John Coleman, Conan son of 
Henry, and William Engayne concerning a tenement in Eppleby 
and Barforth.4 In 1251-2 John Coleman gave land in Eppleby to 
Laurence de Girlinton, to hold of him and his heirs.® In 1268 Henry 
de Ripun and Sybil his wife, for themselves and her heirs, granted 
that John le Breton could have a mill in Colburn and the wall 
standing round his court in Eppleby in the same state as they 
were at that date. In 1267-68 the master of the hospital of St. 
Leonard, York, was engaged with Eustace Coleman in a plea that 
by reason of the charters of Eustace’s ancestors he should receive 
and hitherto had received a ninth sheaf from lands held by Eustace

Godfrey de Craucumbe was, perhaps, the second 
husband of Alice de Cormeilles, her first husband being Sir Thomas son of 
William [? de Middleton] (see no. 278). Richard de Middleton had an 
interest in Kirkby Fleetham in 1212 (Curia Regis Rolls, vi, 329). It is sig- 
nificant that in 1212 Ralph Belet and Sybil his wife, named above, recog- 
nized that the advowson of a quarter of the church of Wendy was the right 
of the master of the Templars, whose presentation thereto they had at- 
tempted to prevent, making a quitclaim on behalf of themselves and Sybil’s 
heirs (ibid., p. 249).

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in Fleetham and Kirkby to sustain the poor in the hospital, which 
ninth sheaf Eustace had withheld and made default.1 In 1271 
Henry son of Conan had a grant of free-warren in his demesne 
lands of Liverton, Kelfield and [Kirkby] Fleetham.? In the 
Hundred Rolls for co. Cambridge there is a confused account, 
from which it may be deduced that Robert the chamberlain gave 
a moiety of his holding in [Great] Wilbraham to Robert de Insula 
in marriage with one of his daughters, and that after Nigel’s death 
100 acres there descended to his five sisters.? In 1282 Sir Robert 
de Insula held 2 hides in [Great] Wilbraham by socage, and 
Ralph son of Fulk held #, fee there, and a tenement in Wendy 
was held in socage by Alice Caumauntel and her parceners; while 
at the same period in Yorkshire Sir Henry son of Conan, John 
Coleman and Sir William Giffard each held 4 plus + fee in [Kirkby] 
Fleetham.* In the period 1284-87 these last three were the prin- 
cipal tenants of the earl in Kirkby and Fleetham;® in Eppleby 
the immediate tenants were Stacy Colman, Henry son of Hugh, 
and Henry son of Conan, who held 7 carucates between them 
[the Domesday assessment], Henry de Ripon® being their immediate 
under-tenant of 64 carucates, while an eighth carucate was held 
of Hugh son of Henry [of Ravensworth], who held of the earl;’ 
and in the two Fencotes the immediate tenant was Henry son of 
Conan, who appears to have held 9 carucates, except half a caru- 
cate held by the Templars.® Lastly, the details collected by Farrer 
in his Feudal Cambridgeshire show that in 1302-3 there were five 
tenants in Wendy — John Coleman, William Giffard, William 
son of Ralph, William Engaine, and Eleanor daughter of Barth- 
olomew de Thornton; some or all of whom were the representatives 
of five tenants there in 1236 — Ralph son of Fulk, Hugh Giffard, 
William Engayne, John son of Henry, and Alice Sauns Manche 
(or Sans Mauntel).® 

The evidence is not sufficiently satisfactory to give a com- 
plete conspectus of the heirs of the fee and of their families. But 
the following deductions may be made:?!® (a) Maud wife of Alexander

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le Breton was one of the sisters and heirs of Nigel son of Robert 
the chamberlain, and she apparently died without issue; (b) dame 
Avice Engaine, mother of Robert Engaine, was another sister; 
(c) a third sister was named Tiffany, perhaps the wife of Theobald 
father of Fulk, and grandfather of Ralph son of Fulk; (d) a fourth 
married Robert de Insula and had issue; (e) a fifth was probably 
Beatrice de Cormeilles, mother of Alice de Cormeilles and other 
daughters; (f) another was probably the wife of Conan (son of 
Torfin of Manfield),! the father of Henry son of Conan; (g) the 
lords of Ravensworth acquired some interest in the fee, apparently 
by a grant from Henry son of Conan; (#) the families of Coleman 
and Giffard, and Alice Sans Mauntel, also possessed interests 
which were apparently hereditary; and (z) the interest of Geoffrey 
de Colburn son of Abraham Chacemoine, whose ultimate heir was 
Sybil wife of Henry de Ripon, was that of an under-tenant, and 
probably not due to any hereditary descent from Robert the 
chamberlain. 

Among the under-tenants of the Chamberlain’s fee was the 
family of Franceys, who, as noted above, held land of the fee in 
Badlingham, co. Cambridge, in the middle of the twelfth century.? 
Early in the thirteenth century Thorald le Franceys (Francigena) 
was holding one knight’s fee in Fencote.2 In 1235 Everard le 
Franceys was a tenant there of Ranulf son of Henry [of Ravens- 
worth]; and in 1286-87 Alan le Franceys was an under-tenant 
of most of Great and Little Fencote.6 Alan sold the manor of 
Fencote to Henry le Scrope, and in 1293 quitclaimed to him all 
right in his lands in the two Fencotes and [Kirkby] Fleetham.® 
Henry le Scrope made other purchases of lands belonging to the 
Chamberlain’s fee, in Eppleby and Kirkby Fleetham, from John 
Coleman.’

Roger occurs as vice-archdeacon 
before 1199 (no. 261m); and the names of the witnesses indicate that this 
charter and no. 277 were issued about the same time.

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the chamberlain. The second witness can be identified as Roger sine 
manica [sleeveless], one of the heirs mentioned in the castle-guard return 
of the late twelfth century. 

The grantors also gave to Marrick 2 tofts and 2 bovates and all their 
share of wood and turbary in [Kirkby] Fleetham.!

Comparison may be made with a Barton charter, no. 180, issued not 
earlier than 1198, which is witnessed among others by Geoffrey the dean, 
of Forcett, master Alan rector of Melsonby, Alan rector of Manfield, and 
William rector of Stanwick. It seems likely that the present charter was 
the earlier of the two. 

Maud also gave to Marrick 3 bovates of land in Kirkby Fleetham.? 
At an earlier date Ernald de Fletham had given a toft and 2 bovates there, 
his gift being confirmed by Robert the chamberlain.®

It has been suggested above that Beatrice de Cormeilles, living in 1191, 
was one of the sisters and heirs of Nigel the chamberlain. Farrer suggested 
that Alice de Cormeilles was her daughter! and that Sir Thomas son of 
William, Alice’s husband, was Thomas son of William de Middleton.? This 
latter identification is very likely, for Richard son of Thomas de Middleton 
was a defendant in a case relating to } k.f. in Kirkby Fleetham in 1208 
(see above); and a Richard son of Thomas son of William de Middleton 
[Middleton Tyas] occurs about this time (no. 110m” in part i). Moreover 
Thomas son of William, also described as Thomas de Middleton, witnessed 
nos. 275, 277. 

The names of the witnesses suggest that this charter is of the same 
period as no. 277. 


(iii) LANGTHORNE

The gift of 4 carucates in Langthorne and one carucate in Finghall is 
included in count Stephen’s confirmation charter, 1125-35 (no. 8). Although 
1130 is the latest possible date for Odo’s gift it is probable that it was made 
several years earlier. Farrer assigns the limits 1086-c. 1112, but he does 
not give a reason for the later limit. 

In the record of tithes assigned to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond, a 
cell of St. Mary’s, the gift is mentioned of Odo the chamberlain of two 
sheaves of his demesnes in Fleetham, Kirkby and the two Fencotes.!_ If 
this is correctly recorded it suggests that Odo had acquired the land in 
Kirkby held at the Survey by Eldred. The vill of Kirkby, which has 
disappeared, probably lay about a mile to the north of Kirkby Fleetham, 
its site being now occupied by Kirkby Hall.?

It seems likely that Robert issued this confirmation charter shortly 
after he succeeded his father Odo, which took place before 1130. The 
mention of the word paves may be noted. Professor Stenton points out 
that charter references to the word are rare.? Here it evidently indicates men 
of the grantor’s social condition, such as the other ‘barons’ of the honour.

Lascelles of 4 carucates of land in Langthorne, and one in 
Finghall, for 15s. yearly. [1161-84]

It is probable that the latest date is 1179, as Walter son of Daniel, 
one of the witnesses, had forfeited his land in York for the murder of his 
wife before Michaelmas in that year.5 

Thomas de Lascelles was, perhaps, a member of the Lascelles family 
of Sowerby. Thomas de Lascelles of a later generation gave to St. Martin’s 
priory 2 bovates in Langthorne, which Henry son of William had held of 
William de Lascelles, to hold in pure and perpetual alms, rendering yearly 
to the donor and his heirs a pound of pepper at Richmond fair; witnessed 
by Roger, abbot of Easby, master Thomas the official of Richmond, Adam 
the dean of Richmond, and others named; by another charter he gave one 
bovate at the rent of a pound of cumin.* Robert de Lascelles occurs as a 
holder of land in Langthorne in 1251.’ 


§ 5. THE FURNEAUX FEE 


The Furneaux fee owed the service of 8 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of October and November.® Of this 
service only one knight’s fee lay in Yorkshire.® One fee lay in 
Norfolk,!° which c. 1280 comprised the manor and advowson of

4 fees lay in Cam- 
bridgeshire? at Barham [in Linton] and Duxford;? and the remain- 
ing 2 fees in Hampshire, where in 1242-43 Michael de Forniwaus 
held of the honour of Richmond 2 knights’ fees of old feoffment in 
Crofton [in Titchfield].4 In 1218 Michael de Furneus held 7 fees of 
the honour, of which 3 were at ‘Breckesham’ [7.e., Bergham alias 
Barham], one at Duxford, 2 at Crofton by Porchester, and one in 
Norfolk at Harling, for which he would answer in Cambridge- 
shire;> and these correspond with the 7 fees ‘in Cambridgeshire’ 
entered in the castle-guard returns for the part of the honour 
between Well Stream and the Norman sea.® 

The one knight’s fee in Yorkshire lay in Ainderby Steeple.’ 
Subsequently most of Morton-on-Swale, in the same parish, which 
in 1196 was held as a sub-tenure of the Steward’s fee (p. 22 above), 
became attached to the Furneaux fee as a direct holding of the 
honour. In 1284-87 Robert de Furneaux held of the earl one 
carucate in ‘Aynderby Fourneux’ [{7.e., Ainderby Steeple], and 10 
out of 12 carucates in Morton-on-Swale.? He also held most, 
if not all, of Harmby of the Steward’s fee;® and, outside the 
honour of Richmond, was a tenant of the Mowbray fee at Rigton 
in Kirkby Overblow.?° 

At the Domesday survey Anschitil was the tenant of count 
Alan in Ainderby Steeple, holding one carucate and the church; 
in Barham, co. Cambridge; and in [Middle] Harling and Swanning- 
ton, Norfolk. As Asquitell de Furnellis and Anschetill de Fornellis 
he witnessed charters of count Alan I, of probable date 1088 
(no. 1), and count Stephen, of probable date 1093-97 (no. 4). He 
died before 1130, when Robert de Furnell’ occurs among the 
principal tenants of count Stephen in Yorkshire." Robert wit- 
nessed charters of count Stephen, one in 1135, and another of 
about the same date (nos. 10, 11). In the earliest return of the 
fees owing service of castle-guard, temp. Henry I and later, 8 
knights’ fees were held by Geoffrey de Furnals,” who, as G. de

He died in or before 1206, when Simon de Insula gave 200 marks 
and 2 palfreys for having the custody of the land and heirs of 
Robert de Furnellis, and the marriage of the heirs and their mother.® 
Michael de Furneaux held the fee in 1218 (see above), and was in 
possession in 1251.6 For his successors see the account in V.C.H., 
North Riding, i, 145.7 Before 1321 land in Ainderby Steeple had 
been acquired by Geoffrey le Scrope,8 who purchased much 
property in Richmondshire.® In 1346 his son Henry le Scrope 
held half a knight’s fee in Morton, and half a knight’s fee (and 2 
bovates) in Ainderby, formerly held by Robert de Furneaux.!° 


No connection has been traced with the Furneaux family of 
Carlton in Lindrick, Notts., of which an account is given in 
Thoroton, Nottinghamsiire (ed. Throsby), iii, 410.1%

In the record of tithes given to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond, which 
was a cell of St. Mary’s, there is entered the gift by Asketel de Furneys of 
two sheaves in Ainderby and Morton, and a third sheaf in Thrintoft.®

in Lincolnshire.’ 
At the Domesday survey Picot was a tenant of count Alan in 
Kirby Wiske, Maunby (par. Kirby Wiske), Scruton, a moiety of 
Sowber Hill (par. Kirby Wiske), and Thrintoft (par. Ainderby 
Steeple), all in Richmondshire;* and in Aylesby, Fulstow, and 
Swallow, in Lincolnshire.® Picot was living at the time of the 
Lindsey survey, when as Picot de Laceles he was holding land in 
Fulstow, and as Pigot was a tenant of Roger Marmion in the same 
place.t° Picot de Lascels witnessed a charter of Odo the chamber- 
lain (no. 279). Rogerson of Pigot occurs among certain tenants of 
count Stephen as a witness to a charter of Osbern de Arches to the 
abbey of St. Mary, York, 1100-c.1116.% Picot was apparently dead

before Michaelmas 1130, when Roger de Lacell’, evidently his son, 
occurs among the principal tenants of count Stephen in Yorkshire, 
and rendered an account for 100s. in Lincolnshire to delay a plea 
of his land until Robert Marmion should be a knight.? About the 
same time Roger de Lacel witnessed a charter of count Stephen 
(no. 9). In the castle-guard return which mainly dates from the 
reign of Henry I he held 5 knights’ fees of the honour.’ 


In the period 1136-45 Roger de Lacel’ witnessed charters 
of earl Alan (nos. 13, 14), and Picot son of Roger de Lacela another 
(no. 18). Picot de Lacele witnessed a gift of earl Conan before the 
latter was of age (no. 28). Picot son of Roger de Lascels had 
certainly succeeded before 1161, when his inheritance in Escrick 
as a tenant of the abbey of St. Mary, York, had been confirmed 
to him (no. 102), and probably several years earlier. In 1166 Picot 
de Laceles held a knight’s fee of Robert Marmion.? At Michaelmas 
1167 the vill of Ascri [Escrick], which had belonged to him, rendered 
account of a mark;® and two years later the vill of Escric of his fee 
rendered account of 20s.? Charters relating to the Constable’s 
fee (nos. 213, 214), show that he married a daughter® of Roald the 
constable, of whose fee he held land in Carperby. He died before 
Michaelmas 1179, when Roger [his son] was under age.® He had 
other sons—Robert, who with his brother Roger witnessed a 
charter of their uncle Alan son of Roald to Easby abbey of land 
in Bootham;!° and Enisand, who is mentioned in a charter of his 
brother Roger (no. 293); and also a daughter who, described as 
daughter of Picot de Laceles and niece of Alan son of Roald, was 
given [in marriage] to Richard de Merlai, who rendered an account 
of 100 marks therefor at Michaelmas 1180.4 


Roger de Lascelles II was still under age at Michaelmas 1182." 
Luke, dapifer of Roger de Lacelles, occurs in Lincolnshire from 
Michaelmas 1189 to 1191.18 At Michaelmas 1195 62s. 4d. was paid 
to Roger de Laceles for maintaining himself in the king’s service in 
the custody of the archbishopric of York.1* He occurs at Michaelmas

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1199 in Yorkshire, and in 1202 on a great assize in Lincolnshire,? 
and in the same year as Roger de Lascelles of Fulstow? 
He is recorded as the holder of 24 knights’ fees of the honour in 
Richmondshire, and of 24 in Lincolnshire.* In 1210 the sheriff of 
Yorkshire was ordered to give seisin to the prior of Guisborough 
of 10 marks rent from the mill of Scruton belonging to Roger de 
Lascelles for the quitclaim which the prior had made to him of the 
advowson of the church of Kirby Wiske, and if this was insufficient 
to make up the balance from other rents belonging to Roger.’ 
There are other references to this matter and to Roger’s default 
in the rolls of this and the following year.® Finally, by a fine 
levied on 2 Feb. 1211-2 the prior quitclaimed to Roger all right 
in the advowson, and in return Roger granted 29 bovates of land 
in Aylesby, Lincs., to be held in pure and perpetual alms, so that 
Theobald his son and his heirs should hold them of the prior by 
the service of 10 marks yearly.’ In 1212 Roger de Lascelles occurs 
as a knight in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. He took the part of 
the barons against king John, but returned to his allegiance to the 
crown in 1217.9 His 24 fees in Lincolnshire were retained in the 
king’s hand when the greater part of the honour of Richmond 
was ordered to be delivered to the duke of Britanny on 16 Jan. 
1218-9.1° He died before the following October. His wife Beatrice 
and his son Picot are mentioned in his charter to St. Mary’s, York 
(no. 293). 

Details relating to his successors are given in the article on 
Lascelles in Complete Peerage, new ed., vol. vii. The descent is 
shown in the accompanying pedigree. In the time of Picot de 
Lascelles II there appears to have been a division of the property,” 
and his nephew Roger III was lord of Fulstow in 1242-43 when 
Picot was still living. The eventual heir was Roger IV, son of 
Thomas de Maunby and Avice de Lascelles, sister of Roger III. 
He took the name of Lascelles and was summoned to parliament 
in 1295. He left four daughters as his coheirs, and his inheritance 
was divided between them. 

In 1280 Sir Roger de Lascelles [IV] held 24 fees in Scruton 
with its members, with the advowsons of the churches of Kirby 
Wiske and Scruton;#* and 24 fees in Aylesby, Killingholme, Fulstow, 
and Swallow, Lincs.4

Roger de Lascelles also 
held Kirby Knowle as an under-tenant of the Mowbray fee,?

and was a tenant of the Gant fee at Ellerton-on-Derwent.4 He 
also held Escrick, in the honour of Richmond, of the liberty of St. 
Mary’s, York.® 

In the above account it has not been found possible to trace 
a connection with the Lascelles family which held Bordelby and 
Harlsey of the Brus fee, and of which Farrer gave an account in 
E.Y.C., ii, 71. But a few notes may be added of others of the 
name who were certainly, or almost certainly, members of the 
family descended from Picot : 


Roger de Lascelles, canon of Grimsby, witnessed a charter 
to Newhouse abbey, 1186-1200.6 He may have been a younger 
son of Roger I. 

Theobald de Lascelles, apparently a younger son of Roger 
II, has been mentioned above. He was living in 1221, when he 
pledged his land in Carperby to acquit the prior and convent of 
Guisborough and their land in Aylesby in respect of any debt he 
might owe to the Jews; he also restored and quitclaimed to the 
prior and convent all the land which he held of them in Aylesby; 
to both charters Picot de Lascelles [II] was a witness.” His wife’s 
name was Ada, who had been married previously.® 

Some notes on Walter and Picot de Lascelles, successive 
rectors of Kirby Wiske, are given below at no. 290.

The witnesses to this and no. 285 show that the two charters are con- 
temporary in date. The latter, being addressed to the archbishop of York, 
could not have been issued in the period 1181-91, when the see was vacant. 
It seems safe to take 1181 as the latest limit of date. The first witness 
Ralph de Valognes was sheriff, not of Yorkshire, but of Richmond. He 
was holding office in the period 1174-81 (see note to no. 93 in part i). 

The family which drew its name from Kirby Wiske held the vill as a 
sub-tenure of the Lascelles fee. There are over 120 documents relating to 
Kirby Wiske, of the late twelfth and early thirteenth centuries, in the 
Fountains Chartulary. Abstracts of these are given in Mr. Lancaster’s 
edition, pp. 380-406; and only a selection of the earliest are printed here. 

The grantor of this and the following charter made several other gifts 
to Fountains abbey;! in one of these 3 bovates of land belonging to Arden 
priory are mentioned,? and in another land belonging to the hospital of 
St. John. In Feb. 1181-2 king Henry II confirmed to Guisborough priory 
the gift which William de Kirkeby had made of the church of Kirby Wiske.® 
William de Kirkebywisc, possibly the same man, witnessed a charter dated 
1215.4 Hisson Thomas made several gifts to Fountains;’ Richard, Thomas’s 
heir, witnessed one, and William de Middelton, deputy-sheriff of Yorkshire 
[1239-41], witnessed others. Richard son and heir of Thomas de Kirkeby- 
wisc issued a confirmation charter in 1261.6 

Although it is suggested in this charter that 9 carucates of land made a 
knight’s fee in Kirby Wiske the number in 1284-85 is given as 12.7 The 
ensuing charters show the variations of 7 and 8}. It may be supposed, 
therefore, that the number was not a statement of an existing fact, but an 
agreed figure inserted for the purpose of arriving at the amount of forinsec 
service to be rendered in respect of the actual land granted.

This charter was issued in the lifetime of the grantor of nos, 284-5, but 
there is no indication to suggest any precise period. 
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The gift of Agnes, Maud, and Avice, daughters of Nigel son of Gurwaut, 
of the half-carucate is entered in the Chartulary (p. 394); because they never 
had a seal the seal of the church of St. Wilfrid of Ripon was affixed at their 
request; witnesses, Robert, Stephen, John, Robert, Osbert, Herbert, Ralph. 
This was confirmed by William son of Eudo de Kirkebiwisk, to whom the 
church of Fountains gave 3 marks of silver; several of the witnesses are the 
same as to Walter Dinant’s quitclaim, which was doubtless issued at the same 
time; Ralph son of Ralph is described as “‘de Grimestorp,’’ and Richard as 
then chaplain of Kirkebiwisc (7b7d.). 

Some notes on the practice of “‘affidatio in manu”’ have been given in the 
introduction to parti, p. xxxi. It is interesting to note that whereas Walter 
pledged his faith in the hand of a priest, his wife did so in the hand of another 
woman. 


288. Gift by Richard son of Gleu to Fountains abbey of 2 bovates of 
land in Kirby Wiske, which Henry de Kirby his lord had given 
him; together with Henry his son, for whom the abbey would 
find food and clothing until he should be of age to become a 
monk; one of the bovates to be held by Sigerit, Richard’s wife, 
for the term of her life. [c. I170-c. 1190]

Geoffrey de Muschamp is said to have been appointed archdeacon of 
Cleveland in 1189 after the death of king Henry IT; in 1198 he was elected 
bishop of Coventry and Lichfield.} 

In the collection which includes this and the following charter there 
are several later documents relating to Maunby, some of which mention 
the chapel.2 Early in the thirteenth century Roger de Lascelles [II] 
quitclaimed to Andrew de Magnebi all right in the donation of the chapel of 
Maunby from the time when Roger and his heirs could not have held the 
donation of the mother church of Kirby Wiske.? The chapel is mentioned 
in a document of 1586,4 but has since disappeared. 

Walter de Lascelles was rector of Kirby Wiske. As such he made an 
agreement with John, abbot of Fountains, for an exchange of lands in 
Kirby Wiske, with the assent of Roger de Lascelles, described as patron of 
the church; to this master Honorius, archdeacon of Richmond, was a witness.5 
This agreement was confirmed by Picot de Lascelles, Walter’s successor as 
rector, in the period 1209-12, as Henry de Redeman, [deputy] sheriff, was a 
witness. This Picot is evidently the Picot de Lascelles of the ensuing 
charter (no. 291). Master Alan de Melsonby, the other party to the dispute, 
may perhaps be identified as master Alan, who occurs as rector of Melsonby 
in the period 1198-1213 (no. 180).’ His claim to the chapel could not have 
been based on his tenure of the rectory of Melsonby, which is a distant parish.

Guy de Ver, probably the same man as the first witness, witnessed a

By the next charter entered in the same chartulary Picot son of Roger 
de Lascels, at the request of his father, assigned this rent to 2 bovates of 
land which Rolland had held and to a certain piece of land by the bridge of 
Neuton [probably Newton Picot] for which Rolland rendered 20d. As the 
heading of the following charter refers to 2 bovates of land in Scruton, 
though the charter itself is missing, it is probable that the 2 bovates mentioned 
in Picot’s charter were in that vill. 


§§ 7 AND 47. THE BEDALE FEE 


It is convenient to treat these fees together, although the 
comprehensive term ‘the Bedale fee’ should strictly be applied 
only to the first portion, §7. Brian son of Scolland [lord of Bedale] 
provided 3 knights for castle-guard at Richmond in the months 
of October and November, and also an additional 2 knights, one

Towards the end of the twelfth century Alan son of Brian pro- 
vided 4§ knights in Richmondshire in the same months, and Ralph 
de Muntchanesi (Brian son of Alan? interlineated) one knight in 
the two Cutons [North and South Cowton].3 This makes a total 
of 5$ knights, and corresponds with the 5} knights’ fees held by 
Alan son of Brian in Yorkshire, as given in another return of the 
same period.4 The lands which comprised these fees lay in York- 
shire, and it is probable that the knight’s fee in Bicker, co. Lincoln, 
held by Brian son of Alan in 1217-8,5 was an additional holding. 

The greater part, if not all, of the lands which formed the 
first portion® of the fee, §7, and of those which formed the Ravens- 
worth fee, §46, were held of count Alan in 1086 by Bodin. The 
partition of Bodin’s lands between these two fees is shown in the 
following table, ‘A’ signifying the Bedale fee, and ‘B’ the Ravens- 
worth fee.? They were all held in the time of king Edward by 
Torfin, except Bedale (Tori) and ‘Broctun’ and Newsham (Ulchil).

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An examination of this table suggests a rough, and in some 
cases a precise, equality of division; of the more important holdings 
Bedale and Melsonby falling to one share, and Ravensworth to 
the other. It is significant that Acaris son of Bardulf, lord of 
Ravensworth, owed the service of 33 knights (see §46), and that 
the first part of the service of Brian son of Scolland, as noted above, 
was 3 knights.t 

Bodin is described as brother of Bardulf in a charter of Odo 
the chamberlain (no. 279). In the fifteenth-century genealogy in 
the Cotton Library? it is stated that Bodin, a list of whose lands 
derived from the Domesday survey is given, gave these lands in 
his old age to his brother Bardulf, and with Ribald, the first lord 
of Middleham, brother to count Alan of Britanny, retired to the 
abbey of St. Mary, York; and that Bardulf, at Bodin’s request, 
gave to the abbey the church of Patrick Brompton with a carucate 
of land and the church of Ravensworth with a carucate of land 
in pure almoin. The truth of this statement, as regards the gifts 
of Bardulf, is precisely verified by the confirmation charter of 
king Henry II to St. Mary’s, York. Ribald and Bardulf are 
described as brothers of the count in a charter issued by count 
Alan I (no. 1).4. They were doubtless illegitimate sons of count 
Eudo of Penthiévre; and it can therefore be assumed that Bodin 
was another son, probably a full brother of Bardulf.® 

The descent of one portion of Bodin’s lands to the family 
of FitzHugh, holders of the Ravensworth fee, can be satisfactorily 
explained by the proved descent of that family from Acaris son of 
Bardulf (see §46); and to that extent this confirms the statement 
that Bodin gave his lands to Bardulf. But the descent of the 
other portion to Brian son of Scolland and the family of FitzAlan, 
holders of the Bedale fee, is not easy to understand. Scolland’s 
parentage is nowhere mentioned; and the terms of no charter of 
his are known, which might have indicated whether he held his 
lands by right of his wife. It is possible that he married Bodin’s 
daughter, and that Bodin, by an unusual arrangement, divided 
his lands between a daughter and his brother Bardulf.6 On the 
other hand there is no evidence that Bodin had a daughter; and 
notwithstanding the statement in the Cotton genealogy that 
Bodin gave his lands to Bardulf—which in any event seems to

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be only partially correct in view of Scolland’s tenancy—it is 
conceivable that on Bodin’s death or retirement the disposition 
of his lands reverted to the lord of the honour,! and that the 
latter bestowed them as he thought fit, partly on Bardulf, perhaps 
in conformity with Bodin’s wishes, and partly on Scolland, whose 
acquisition may have been due to his personal services rather than 
to any matrimonial success. 


However this may be, Scolland certainly held some and 
probably all of the portion of Bodin’s lands which descended 
to the FitzAlans.2— His name is still familiar by reason of the 
eleventh-century hall of Richmond castle, known as Scolland’s 
hall, where Brian son of Alan, of Bedale, one of the eight principal 
tenants, is traditionally supposed to have had his place in the 
castle at the beginning of the thirteenth century. 


The traditional origin of the family known as FitzAlan of 
Bedale‘ is their descent from Brian, a younger son of Alan III, earl 
of Richmond, and brother of Conan, earl of Richmond.® But an 
examination of the evidence in a paper contributed to The 
Yorkshire Archeological Journal in 1931 threw considerable 
doubt on its truth. Among other points it was shown that Alan 
son of Brian, from whom the FitzAlans were certainly descended, 
was already the lord of property, which formed part of the 
Bedale fee, before the death of Brian brother of earl Conan; that 
he did not marry an heiress of Scolland; that Brian son of Scolland 
had four children, including three sons, the eldest of whom was 
named Alan; and that Brian brother of earl Conan had a son 
named Conan, but that there is no evidence that he had a son 
named Alan. It was suggested that the FitzAlans were descended 
in the male line from Brian son of Scolland; and it may be noted 
here that Farrer had arrived independently at the same con- 
clusion.” In the following descent it is assumed that this suggestion 
is justified, and that the traditional origin must be abandoned.

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THE LORDS OF BEDALE 


I. ScoLLanD.1 As Escolandus he is the last witness to 
count Stephen’s charter to St. Mary’s, York, of probable date 
1093-97, to which Wimar the steward and Odo the chamberlain 
were also witnesses (no. 4). As Scollandus or Scotlandus, without 
official designation, he witnessed other charters of count Stephen, 
1125-30, c. 1130 and c. 1135, to one of which Roger the steward 
was also a witness (nos. 8, 9, 10). He occurs among the men of 
count Stephen at Michaelmas 1130.2 As dapifer or steward? he 
witnessed charters of earl Alan (nos. 15, 16, 18, 19); and other 
charters of the same, without official designation, but in each 
case as the first lay witness (nos. 13, 14, 20, 21). In a later charter 
of the same (no. 27), 6 Jan. 1145-6, reference is made to Roald 
the constable, Ralph the steward, Theobald the chaplain, and 
Scolland; the latter was therefore no longer steward. Scolland 
gave to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond, tithe of his demesne lands 
in Bedale, Killerby [par. Catterick] (Kiluerteby), Scotton, Ovington 
(Ulwyngton super Teise) and Melsonby.* His gift to Castle Acre 
priory of the church of Melsonby and tithe in Bedale and elsewhere 
was confirmed by his son Brian (no. 311). As stated in the charter 
of his granddaughter Constance to Castle Acre priory he was 
buried there. He had issue : 

(1) Brian (II). 

(2) Ellis, who as son of Scolland witnessed his brother’s 
charter to Jervaulx abbey (no. 308), a charter of Alan 
son of Brian to Fountains abbey (no. 298), and a charter 
of William Haget to the same.°® 


II. BRIAN SON OF SCOLLAND. He witnessed with his father 
a charter of earl Alan (no. 21); and he witnessed a charter of earl 
Conan, Oct. 1156—Apr. 1158 (no. 34). He confirmed his father’s 
gift to Castle Acre priory (no. 311); among the witnesses being 
Ellis brother of Brian, presumably his brother, and Michael son of 
Brian, presumably his son. He issued a confirmation charter to

His widow 
may have married Ralph son of Maldr’, for the issues of whose 
land of Melsonby and the chattels sold Ranulf de Glanville 
rendered account of 14/7. 7s. at Michaelmas 1183.? 

He had issue : 

(1) Alan (III). 

(2) Henry; see above. 

(3) Michael; see above, and also charter no. 298. 

(4) Constance. As daughter of Brian son of Scotland and 
wife of Ranulf son of Robert de Goseberchirche [Gos- 
berton, Lincs.], she gave to Castle Acre priory, with the 
consent of her husband, in pure and perpetual alms, for 
the soul of her grandfather S.,3 whose body was there 
buried, and of her father Brian, and the souls of her 
ancestors and that of her husband and her own and 
their heirs, 14d. de area in Bicra (Bicker, Lincs.] of her 
inheritance, which certain of their tenants held in 
Holflet [Hoffleet Stow in the adjoining par. of Wigtoft].4 


III. ALAN SON OF BRIAN. At Michaelmas 1175, in the 
accounts of Ranulf de Glanville for the honour of Richmond, he 
was the subject of a fine of 15 marks for the chattels of his men 
who went over to the king’s enemies.® In 1184 he paid a fine of 
36s. from the wapentake of Hang, including 4s. from Newton 
Morel in the wapentake of Gilling, and 25s. 104d. to the sheriff’s 
aid upon 34 tenmantales and 64 carucates in Gillingshire, one 
tenmantale in Hangshire, and one carucate in Halikeldshire.’ 
His holding of knights’ fees in Yorkshire towards the end of the 
twelfth century has been noted above. According to the statement 
in the Healaugh Park Chartulary® he married one of the four 
sisters of Geoffrey Haget, with whom he had the land of Bainton 
and other things belonging to her share; this statement conforms 
with the details given in a case in 1220° in which Bartholomew

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Turet, and Jordan de Sancta Maria and Alice his wife sought 
against Brian son of Alan their reasonable shares of the inheritance 
of Gundreda de (sic) Haket, aunt of Bartholomew and Jordan, 
in York and Bainton.t Alan son of Brian was living at Michaelmas 
1187, when he owed 100s. for default in a forest plea in Yorkshire.? 
He died before the following Michaelmas, when this sum was still 
owing. He was succeeded by his son Brian. 


IV. BRIAN SON OF ALAN. At Michaelmas 1188, after his 
father’s death, he was in the king’s custody. At Michaelmas 1190 
Hubert, bishop of Salisbury, paid 5332. 6s. 8d. for the custody of 
the heirs of Robert son of Ralph, Stephen del Maisnil, and Alan 
son of Brian with their lands until they should be of age. He was 
probably of age before 10 Oct. 1194, when he was plaintiff in a 
plea relating to pasture in Askam [Askham Bryan]. On 1 June 
1200 he was granted a charter of free warren in his lands outside 
the king’s forests.?. In 1204 Robert de Rokeby recognized his 
right to 3 carucates of land in Rokeby with the advowson of the 
church, and Brian granted him the land without the advowson, 
to hold by the service of 4 knight’s fee. In 1205 Richard de Lingg’ 
gave 5 marks for having right of 12 carucates of land in Melsonby 
which he claimed to hold of Brian son of Alan, and of which 
Alan (sic) was deforcing him.® In 1207 Gilbert de Gant gave a 
palfrey for the postponement of the case in the court of Richmond 
before the bailiffs of Richmond between him and Brian son of 
Alan, plaintiff, regarding a moiety of the forest of Swaledale then 
in the king’s hand, until the heir of the honour of Richmond should 
come to warrant it.4° In 1211 and 1212 Brian son of Alan and his 
wife Alice were defendants in a plea brought by Gilbert Hansard 
and Jordan Heirun who claimed 5 carucates of land which Brian 
was holding in Hurdewrth [Hurworth Brian} in the bishopric of 
Durham; it was found that Gilbert Hansard father of Gilbert had 
died seised of the land, and that Gilbert and Alice his sister with 
the land itself (by reason of Gilbert and not of Alice) had been taken 
into custody by Hugh, bishop of Durham, and on the latter’s 
death [1195] by king Richard; Alice, on behalf of her husband, 
later declared that the land, which amounted to 7 carucates in all,

inquisition the king ordered that Gilbert should have seisin, and 
afterwards Gilbert granted that Brian should have the land which 
he had had with his wife [to hold of him].! 

In 1216 Brian son of Alan had letters of safe conduct for 
making his peace with the king,’ and in the following year the 
sheriff of Yorkshire was ordered to restore his lands.2 In 1219 he 
was engaged in a plea against the prior of Butley concerning the 
advowson of the church of Bicker, Lincs.4’ Before 1228 he made a 
gift of 2 carucates of land in Melsonby to Jervaulx abbey. He was 
alive on 17 July 1242.6 

Details relating to his son and successor Alan son of Brian, 
who died 1261-67, and his grandson Brian son of Alan, who was 
summoned to parliament in 1295 and died in 1306, are given in 
H. B. McCall’s Early History of Bedale, and in the article on 
FitzAlan in Complete Peerage, new ed., vol. v. Brian son of Alan, 
the younger, left two daughters and heirs: Agnes, who married 
Ist, Sir Gilbert de Stapleton and 2nd, Sir Thomas de Sheffield; 
and Katherine, who married Sir John de Grey of Rotherfield. 
The Bedale fee was divided between them. 

In 1280 Bedale was held for 34 fees, for which Brian son of 
Alan rendered 21s. 14d.; Killerby [par. Catterick], Askham [Bryan], 
Eppleby, and Fencotes, 25 fees, for which Brian son of Alan, John 
le Breton, and Hugh son of Henry rendered 16s. 8d.;7 South and 
North Cowton, one fee, for which Brian son of Alan and William 
de Laceles rendered 4 mark;® and Bicker and Graby, Lincs., 4 
plus $ fee, for which Brian son of Alan rendered 5s. 10d.° In 
another extent made on the same occasion Bedale, Aiskew 
(Akescoch), Burrill, Firby and elsewhere, with their members were 
held for 63 fees by Brian son of Alan, with the advowsons of 
Bedale, Melsonby and Rokeby.!° 

In the period 1284-87, in addition to the holdings which he 
had inherited from the lands of Bodin as given in the table printed

lands; to these may be added North Cowton, 4 fee; South Cowton,4 
4 fee; Wath and elsewhere, 12 carucates held by John Marmion for 
one fee; and Newton Morrell, 6 carucates held by Thomas de 
Maghenbi for one fee.” The total is slightly over 7 knights’ fees; 
and the advowsons of Bedale, Melsonby and Rokeby are added.

At the Domesday survey North and South Cowton, each assessed at 
3 carucates, were berewicks of count Alan’s manor of Gilling, Godric the 
steward being a tenant of the count in the latter place.2, Godric was also his 
tenant at Kirkby Underwood and elsewhere in co. Lincoln, and at Foxley 
in Norfolk. Farrer has shown that most of these lands were afterwards held 
by the family of Monchensey of the honour of Richmond.® This explains the 
occurrence of the name of Ralph de Muntchanesi (with Brian son of Alan 
interlineated) at the two Cowtons in the castle-guard return of the late 
twelfth century, noted in the introduction above. But it seems likely 
that in these places Brian son of Scolland, who or whose father was perhaps 
originally an under-tenant, had become the immediate tenant of the honour; 
and that with Askham Bryan théy comprised the additional 2 knights’ fees 
which he held in the earlier castle-guard return. Certainly the evidence of 
charter no. 295 shows his interest in North Cowton. This descended to the 
FitzAlans of Bedale; and in 1284-85 3 carucates in North Cowton were held 
of Brian son of Alan, and 6 carucates in South Cowton, forming the entire 
vill in each case, Brian holding immediately of the earl.4 

A large section of the Fountains Chartulary relates to gifts to the abbey 
in Cowton, of which full abstracts are given in the printed edition, pp. 173 
et seq.; most, if not all, of these relate to North Cowton. There is also a 
small section (p. 565) relating to Whinholme in South Cowton. The present 
and the ensuing four charters illustrate the superior interest of Brian son of 
Scolland and his son Alan. Ralph son of Gichel was an under-tenant, and 
there were further subinfeudations to Gurwald de Cowton and others. 
Ralph’s father was probably the Judichel de Cotona who witnessed a charter 
with other men of the honour in the period 1145-54.5 Ralph son of Gichel 
is described as Ralph de Norttuna or Nordcuton, and his wife Leceline was a

He was succeeded by his son 
Adam,’ who is. described as lord of North Cowton (p. 175), and as the lord 
of Roger son of Gurwaut (p. 174). Adam issued a general confirmation to 
Fountains of whatever they had of his fee in the territory of North Cowton, 
to hold as fully as when Ralph his father was alive and dead, and in the 
year when king Henry II took the Cross [1187-88], specifying several gifts 
of his tenants (p. 186). Among these tenants was Hervey de Audrei, who 
with Maud his wife issued several charters to the abbey, to one of which 
Robert the vice-archdeacon and the chapter at [Patrick] Brompton, Adam 
the dean of Croft, Roger de Cateric, Roger rector of Cowton, Roger the 
constable of Richmond and others were witnesses? (p. 176); he was succeeded 
by Roger his son and he had a daughter Beatrice, wife of Geoffrey son of 
Ernald de Hakeford (pp. 177-8). Another tenant was Reiner son of Ralph 
son of Pain, the terms of whose charters are also preserved, to one of which 
Roger de Bavent, then constable of Richmond, was a witness (pp. 181-2). 

The evidence of no. 299 shows the appearance of Robert Warin as a 
mesne tenant above Adam son of Ralph, indicating an increased number 
of links in the feudai chain.

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The date is not later than 1195 when Richard de Rollos was dead 
(see §2). It seems probable that Adam son of Ralph had succeeded his 
father Ralph son of Gichel; and the evidence given in the note to no. 294 
suggests that Ralph was alive in 1187. This, therefore, is possibly the 
earliest limit of date. Other charters of the grantors are given at nos. 
305, 307; and a charter of their son Gilbert at no. 304.

The appearance of Hugh Murdac as archdeacon of Cleveland, witnessing 
this charter and no. 303, makes it safe to assign the date to the year 1201. 
In that year the dean and chapter gave him the archdeaconry, although the 
archbishop had given it the day before to Ralph de Kyme; and Murdac was 
excommunicated by the archbishop.? In April 1201 Hugh Murdac, arch- 
deacon of Cleveland, had the king’s letters of protection.? But he could not 
have held the office for long, as the archbishop, superseding Kyme, appointed 
master William [of Ely], the king’s treasurer, before Michaelmas.* A charter 
noted at no. 253 was witnessed by Kyme as archdeacon.

The date falls between 1194 when Simon of Apulia became dean of 
York, and 1198 when Geoffrey de Muschamp, archdeacon of Cleveland, was 
consecrated bishop of Coventry and Lichfield. It will be noticed that 
Hamo witnessed this charter as precentor, and no. 303 as treasurer [of York]. 
As precentor he was succeeded at some date before 1199 by Reginald Arundel, 
who occurs in that year as precentor.! Arundel died as precentor in 1201.? 
It will also be noticed that Adam de Thorner did not witness no. 303 as 
archdeacon [of York]. He had become acting archdeacon in 1196,? and is 
named archdeacon in 1199.4

The list of witnesses closely corresponds with those who witnessed a 
charter of Hervey de Audrei and Maud his wife to Fountains abbey.? It is 
reasonable to suppose that Roger, constable of Richmond, was Roger de 
Bavent who, as constable of Richmond, witnessed another Cowton charter,? 
and a charter to Rievaulx abbey of land in East Bolton, which can be assigned 
to the year 1187.4 Presumably he was no longer constable at Michaelmas 
1190 when Alan son of Roald had regained the constableship, which he had 
lost at some period probably not earlier than 1180.° This points to the years 
1180-90 as the period of the present charter. 

It so happens that another charter (no. 148), which can also be assigned 
to the year 1187, was witnessed by master Theobald, vice-archdeacon of 
Richmond.® And it cannot be stated whether he was the successor or the 
predecessor of Robert the vice-archdeacon, who witnessed the present charter. 
The former is more likely as Adam the dean of Croft, another witness, 
witnessed no. 296 which is earlier than 1171. 


(iii) FORS 


308. Gift by Brian son of Scolland and Hugh son of Jernegan to the 
abbey of Wensleydale of their land of Fors, namely 14 carucates 
of land. [?

The house described here as the abbey of Wensleydale was also known 
as Jervaulx (see no. 371). For notes on its early history see no. 23 in part i. 
Fors, the original site, lay in the township of Low Abbotside, par. Aysgarth. 

It is evident that in view of the list of witnesses this charter was issued 
in England. There is evidence that Serlo abbot of Savigny, the first witness, 
came to England in 1150 to visit the houses of the Savignac order;! and it 
is probable that the charter was issued during this visit. The latest possible 
date is 1153 when Serlo resigned the abbacy. The gift of these 14 carucates 
in Fors was confirmed by earl Alan in his second charter (no. 24), probably 
issued in 1145; but the donor is described as Hugh son of Jernegan only. 
In earl Conan’s confirmation (no. 29) the gift is described as that of Brian 
son of Scolland and Hugh son of Jernegan jointly. It seems probable, 
therefore, that the present charter was not the original gift, but was issued 
subsequently to earl Alan’s confirmation, possibly to ensure that all who 
were interested in the land were recorded as donors. Moreover a date as 
late as 1150 is likely, for Scolland, Brian’s father, was certainly living in 
Jan. 1145-6, so that Brian would not have been in a position to make the 
gift as early as 1145. 

Hugh son of Jernegan was very probably an under-tenant of Brian son 
of Scolland, the latter deriving his interest in Fors, shared with the descend- 
ants of Bardulf, from Bodin. Cf. a similar position at Worton (no. 319). 
For Hugh’s family see the Tanfield fee, §1a. Ashe had ason named Angevin 
the two last witnesses to the present charter were probably his sons. 

In addition to these 14 carucates in Fors a gift of a similar amount was 
made by Acaris son of Bardulf, whose gift was confirmed by earl Alan in his 
second charter (no. 24; and cf. no. 372 below). 


(iv) GREENBERRY GRANGE 


309. Gift by William son of Frane de Greenberry to Hamelin his 
brother of half a carucate of land in Greenberry, for homage and 
service, rendering yearly 4s. and doing the forinsec service of 
the king and the earl. Given in the earl’s court at Richmond 
where the donor received the homage of the donee, with the 
counsel of Alan son of Brian his chief lord at the time when 
Ranulf de Glanville was constable of Richmond. [c. 1180-1188]

A large number of early charters relating to Greenberry near Scorton, 
par. Catterick, where a grange was established, are entered in the Fountains 
Chartulary, of which full abstracts are given in the printed edition (pp. 329 
et seq.). They include gifts to the abbey by William son of Frane de Grene- 
berg, of which the following charter is the most comprehensive, by Hamelin 
his brother, and by William son of Patrick de Greneberg. Among them isa 
charter (p. 333) dated Martinmas 1196, by which William son of Frane de 
Greneberg gave to Robert de Selebi and Lettice his wife a toft and parcels 
of land in Greenberry, Hamelin the donor’s brother being pledge for warranty, 
and Roger de Bavent, [deputy] sheriff of Yorkshire, being a witness. In 1198 
Grenebergh was among the granges confirmed to the abbey by the king. 
Early in the thirteenth century the carucate given to the abbey by William 
and Hamelin de Greneberg was confirmed by Brian son of Alan (p. 334). 
In 1284-85 the abbot of Fountains held a carucate in Greenberry Grange of 
Brian son of Alan, who held of the earl; Greenberry Grange and Uckerby 
were included with Scorton, a total of 12 carucates, one moiety of the vill 
being held of the fee of Hugh son of Henry [of Ravensworth], and the other 
moiety of the fee of Brian son of Alan [of Bedale].? 

The present charter is of importance in giving evidence that Ranulf de 
Glanville filled the office of constable of Richmond. Having regard to the 
suggestions made at no. 307 it seems probable that this was soon after 1180, 
and earlier than 1187 when Roger de Bavent was constable. The latest 
date for the present charter is 1187-88, when Alan son of Brian died. 

The fact that Alan son of Brian had evidently succeeded to the fee 
before the death of Brian, earl Conan’s brother, is a link in the evidence 
which is hostile to the traditional origin of the FitzAlans of Bedale; see the 
introduction above.

The first witness probably died before Michaelmas 1169 (see p. 71 above). 
The donor took his name from Lyng in Norfolk. As noted in the intro- 
duction above, in 1205 Richard de Lingg’ was claiming to be the tenant of 
Brian son of Alan of 12 carucates of land in Melsonby. In 1208 it was 
agreed that Brian son of Alan and his heirs should hold a moiety of the 
12 carucates, and Richard de Linz and his heirs should hold the other moiety 
of Brian and his heirs by the service of half a knight, except that the advow- 
son of the church and the capital messuage should remain whole to Brian and 
his heirs.1 Roger de Lynes was a tenant of 6 bovates in Melsonby of Brian 
son of Alan, who died in 1306.2 

Besides their under-tenancy of the Bedale fee in Yorkshire the family 
of Lyng were immediate tenants of the honour. In the early twelfth-century 
return of the fees Conan de Lins owed the service of 2 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of June and July.® It is unlikely that any part of 
this fee lay in Yorkshire; and the greater part or all of it lay in Norfolk. In 
the later return one Robert son of Roger held one knight’s fee in Lyng, 
rendering castle-guard in the same months;* and in the period 1280-82 
Sir Robert son of Roger is given as holding 1# fees in Lyng and elsewhere 
in Norfolk.®

The Domesday assessment of Startforth was 6 carucates, of which 
Enisan held 2 carucates formerly held by Tor, and Bodin the manor of 4 
carucates formerly held by Torfin. A church is recorded; and as Torfin 
had a manor and Tor had not,?it is probable that the church was on Torfin’s 
land.* For this reason the present charter is assigned to the Bedale fee. 
Enisan’s holding descended to the Constable’s fee; and some or all of Bodin’s 
descended to the Bedale fee. Brian son of Alan, who died in 1306, held 4 
carucates in Startforth and Morton[-on-Swale].* 

The grantor of the present charter was Helen daughter of Alan son of 
Torfin de Allerston; she married Hugh de Hastings, who was dead in 1203.5 
Her gift of the patronage of the church of Startforth was confirmed to 
Egglestone by her son Thomas. ® 

The extreme limits of date are 1201 when Roald became constable of 
Richmond, and 1213 when Honorius had been succeeded in the arch- 
deaconry. William was abbot of Jervaulx in 1208;? and is said to have been 
holding office in 1198.8 This is the only known reference to an A. abbot of 
Easby at this period. R. (probably Ralph who occurs as abbot in 1191; 
see note to no. 238) held office in the time of archdeacon Honorius,® and 
therefore as late as 1198. Geoffrey occurs as abbot in 1204,!° and again in 
1209.44, If, therefore, the initial A.is correct the period 1204-9 can be ruled 
out for the present charter. Ellis, rector of Bedale, occurs as official of 
the archdeacon before 1204, with Geoffrey de Welle as rural dean (no. 127). 
The combined evidence suggests that the date of the present charter was 
in or shortly after the year 1201, and earlier than 1204. 

There are four original charters relating to Startforth in the muniments 
of the Dean and Chapter of Lincoln.!? Three are gifts by Aveline widow of

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Roger de Gaitanebi [Gatenby] to Jervaulx abbey of a carucate in Startforth, 
which Thomas her brother had given her in marriage, and the fourth a 
confirmation by Walter Hageth her second husband. They all have the 
same witnesses—Geoffrey the dean of Forcett, William rector of Stanwick, 
master Alan hospitalarius, Roald son of Alan the constable, Picot de Lasceles, 
Theobald his brother, and others named. The date is later than Aug. 1202, 
when Roger son of Stephen (evidently the same man as Roger de Gatenby) 
and Aveline his wife were parties to a fine of land in Startforth;! and the 
occurrence of Picot de Lascelles and Theobald his brother suggests a date 
some years later (see §6). It is curious that in the first charter constabularii 
is written in full, suggesting that Roald had not yet succeeded his father Alan 
as constable, and that the date is therefore earlier than 1201. But the 
charters belong to a later period, probably to a time when Roald was not in 
actual possession of the constableship (see introduction to §2). The fact 
that he is the first lay witness suggests that the land lay in that part of 
Startforth which belonged to the Constable’s fee. Aveline’s gift to Jervaulx 
was confirmed by the king in Feb. 1227-8.?

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The latest possible date for Ralph, abbot of Easby, is 1204.1 Brian son 
of Alan issued a general confirmation charter to Fountains abbey, in which 
are mentioned the gifts in Uckerby of Hervey of whatever he had at Hor- 
mispitsic and of Hugh his son of 22 acres of land; the date is probably not 
later than the early years of the thirteenth century.? This proves that the 
land mentioned in the present charter lay in Uckerby and formed part of the 
Bedale fee. In addition to no. 315 there is another charter of Hugh son of 
Hervey de Uckerby making a gift of 12 acres,? making the above total of 
22 acres; and a quitclaim to the abbey by Alice his widow of all right in 
the 22 acres.4

He was elected abbot in 1154 and died in 1186. 

At the Domesday survey 6 carucates in Wath [wap. Hallikeld, nr. 
Ripon] were held by count Alan in demesne. One of the lords of the honour 
gave Wath and its church to the abbey of Mont St. Michel in Normandy. 
The earliest reference to its possession by the abbey is the confirmation 
by pope Adrian IV on 13 Feb. 1155-6 of the vill called Wath with the church 
and everything belonging to the vill (see parti, p.68). In the period 1159-71 
earl Conan confirmed to Mont St. Michel Wath and its appurtenances as his 
ancestors had given it (no. 54); and c. Jan. 1163-4 he issued another con- 
firmation which included the church (no. 72). King Henry II, probably 
in 1175, confirmed to the abbey the manor of Wath with all its appurtenances, 
including the church, as the ancestors of earl Conan of Britanny had given 
it and as earl Conan had confirmed it by charter.” 

Notwithstanding the gift to Mont St. Michel Wath appears to have 
been granted to the lords of Bedale, who granted it as a sub-tenure to the lords 
of Tanfield. At Michaelmas 1177 the monks of Mont St. Michel paid 60 
marks to plead for seisin of the land of Wath which Jernegan son of Hugh 
was claiming (p. 42 above); and at Michaelmas 1196 Hugh son of Jernegan 
owed 40s. for having the right of 6 carucates [7.e., the Domesday assessment 
of the vill] in Wath against the abbot of Mont St. Michel (p. 43 above). 
The dispute lasted for several years. Shortly before 1235 Robert Marmion 
claimed the manor in right of his wife, and the abbot was summoned before 
the king’s court where Marmion offered to prove by duel that the manor 
was his, which challenge, although he had other defence, the abbot indis- 
creetly accepted; in the ensuing encounter Marmion was successful and the

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abbot renounced his right under fear of death.1 On 21 May 1235 Ralph, 
abbot of Mont St. Michel, quitclaimed by fine to Robert Marmion and 
Avice his wife and her heirs 2 carucates of land in Wath, namely all the 
land held by the abbot there, with the advowson of the church, they giving 
40 marks of silver.2, Subsequent details show that Wath and the advowson 
descended among the holdings of the Bedale fee.® 

According to the petition of 1239 the abbey had always had two monks 
on the manor. They doubtless constituted a dependent cell or priory. 
References to Richard, prior of Wath, are given at no. 142 and the note 
thereto. The prior of Wath is mentioned in no. 318.4

Jernegan son of Hugh (of Tanfield) was probably a tenant of the Bedale 
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fee in Worton as in Fors (see no. 308). Acaris son of Bardulf had made an 
original gift of 3 carucates in Worton to the new foundation at Fors, later 
Jervaulx abbey, as recorded in earl Alan’s confirmation (no. 24); and these 
additional 3 car. made up the 6 car. which were held by Bodin in 1086. As 
the present gift is not mentioned in earl Conan’s confirmation, of probable 
date 1156 or slightly later (no. 29), that may be taken as the earliest limit of 
date. John son of Letold became archdeacon of York, in succession to 
Robert Butevilain, in 1158.1. In the period 1154-58 he, as a canon of York, 
together with Roger Hurel and Peter de Carcasona, archbishop’s clerks, 
witnessed a charter of archbishop Roger (no. 175). The period 1156-58 is 
therefore suggested for the present charter. For Landric, who appears to 
have become rural dean c. 1155, see the note to no. 242. 


§ 7A. THE NEWTON MORRELL FEE 


The details given in the preceding introduction, showing that 
in 1184 Alan son of Brian had an interest in Newton Morrell 
[par. Barton], and that a knight’s fee there was held of the honour 
by Brian son of Alan, who died in 1306, suggest that the fee may 
conveniently be regarded as an additional member of the Bedale 
fee.2_ The superior interest of the family is illustrated in charter 
no. 321, where a member of the Morel family refers to Brian son 
of Alan as his lord. — 

The history of the fee is far from clear. At the Domesday 
survey the vill, assessed at 6 carucates, was a berewick of count 
Alan’s manor of Gilling. Notwithstanding the interest possessed 
by Alan son of Brian in 1184, the returns of that period or a little 
later give conflicting details. In one, Neuton Morel, of the fee of 
Geudwin de Nerford, was held for the service of half a knight;3 
and, in another, William Morel held a knight’s fee in Neuton, 
rendering castle-guard in the months of February and March.* 

The family of Nerford took their name from Narford in 
Norfolk, which was held of the honour of Richmond.® At Michael-. 
mas 1166 Geldewin de Nereford owed 44s. 8d. for Westfeld,® 
evidently Westfield in that county; and at Michaelmas 1182 
Geldewin nephew of Geldewin de Nereford owed 44s. for having 
the right of Westfeld.? Now, at the Survey, Westfield was held 
of count Alan by one Faeicon;8 and in the early twelfth-century 
return of the fees owing castle-guard 3 knights’ fees were held by

But the fact that at Michaelmas 
1183 Geldewin de Nereford accounted for 15/z. for his relief for 
lands held of the honour of Richmond? suggests an earlier con- 
nection. It seems clear that Newton Morrell shortly afterwards 
passed to the lords of Bedale, with whom the Narford family,’ 
at all events at a later date, had a close connection.® 

In view of the fact that Ralph Morel held of Brian son of 
Alan (no. 321) it seems probable that William Morel’s knight’s 
fee was not an immediate tenure of the honour, notwithstanding 
the evidence of the return already quoted. It is clear that the 
family gave its name to the place. William Morel in the wapentake 
of Gilling is mentioned at Michaelmas 1166;* and a William Morel 
witnessed a Barton charter, c. 1152-1162 (no. 179). In 1231 the 
jurors stated in a case brought by Parnel widow of Robert de 
Neweton against Hugh de Magneby that William Morell had given 
3 bovates of land [in Newton Morrell] to Robert in marriage with 
Parnel his daughter.’ In 1284-85, of the 4 carucates mentioned in 
Newton Morrell, apparently 3$ were held by Thomas de Moubray 
(sic) of Brian son of Alan, and the abbot of Easby held one car. 
of the said Thomas, who held of the earl, making a total of 44.8

There are several charters relating to the holdings of the hospital 
entered in the Easby Chartulary. The master of the hospital gave the land 
acquired from Ralph son of William Morel of Neuton to Emma daughter 
of Adam de Hurtheworth and her issue by the said Ralph at a yearly rent of 
12d.; hiis testibus, magistro Willelmo de Gray, tunc archidiacono Rich- 
[emundie], G[alfrido] decano de Forseth, etc. (f. 270). Emma in her widow- 
hood gave it to Ralph de Sancta Agatha, clerk; her gift being confirmed by 
Ralph Gaugy and Maud his wife, daughter of Ralph Morel, and also by the 
brethren of the hospital (f. 269); the donee, described as Ralph de Camera of 
St. Agatha, afterwards gave it to Easby abbey (f. 269d). 


321. Gift by Ralph Morel of Newton to Brian son of Alan, his lord, 
of a rent of 3s. in Newton Morrell; the latter to do the forinsec 
service of 3 bovates of land. [early 13th cent.]

Several gifts made by Ralph Morel to Easby abbey are entered in the 
chartulary : (a) his capital messuage in the vill of Neuton as held by William 
Morel his father, with common of turbary (f. 270d); (b) his meadow at Hackel- 
stayn in Neuton (7bzd.); (c) his share of the mill of Neuton, namely a moiety, 
together with his body [for burial] (zbzd.); (d) the service of Stephen son 
of Mengi for 7 acres of land in Neuton (f. 272). 


§ 8. THE ESPAGNE FEE 


The original service of the Espagne fee was 3 knights, ren- 
dering castle-guard in the months of October and November. 
This service was due from lands in Essex; but at some later date 
than 1135 a new feoffment was created of a holding at Tunstall, 
par. Catterick, in Richmondshire, which was assessed at a sixth 
part of a knight’s fee, rendering castle-guard in the same months? 

At the Domesday survey Hervey, named as Hervey de 
Ispania in one instance, was a tenant of count Alan in Essex, his 
principal holdings being in Willingale Spain, Finchingfield, and 
Manhall in Saffron Walden. Farrer suggested® that he took his 
name from Epaignes in Normandy, dept. Eure. From the name 
Hispania were derived Spains Hall in Finchingfield, Spains Hall 
in Great Yeldham, and the distinctive element Spain in Willin- 
gale Spain.* 

Count Alan II granted to the abbey of Bury St. Edmunds 
the land which Hervey de Hispania held of him in Manhall in 
Saffron Walden;® and it seems probable that Hervey was then 
dead.® In the castle-guard return which mainly dates from the 
reign of Henry I William de Espaine held 3 knights’ fees of the 
honour.’ Alan, earl of Richmond, gave to Aubrey de Vere the 
service of 3 knights’ fees due from William de Ispania;® and this

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made the Espagne family in Essex subordinate tenants of the 
honour of Richmond under the immediate tenancy of the Veres.+ 
In 1161 Henry de Hispania rendered account of 10 marks in York- 
shire; and in 1177 Richard de Espaigne or Hispania rendered 
account of 5 marks for a forest trespass in Essex.? In 1184 Odo 
de Hispania paid 2s. wapentake fine in the wapentake of Hang, 
and 6d. sheriff’s aid on 2 carucates of land in Tunstall.* It was this 
Odo who held Tunstall as a new feoffment for a sixth part of a 
knight’s fee.> In the late twelfth or early thirteenth century he 
had been succeeded by Walter de Ispania who owed this service 
for castle-guard in Richmondshire.* The connection of Odo and 
Walter with the Espagne family in Essex does not appear; but 
that a connection existed is suggested by the fact that in 1217 
the sheriffs of both Essex and Yorkshire had orders to restore 
the lands of Richard de Yspania who had returned to the king’s 
service after the war.’ Moreover it is significant that Roger de 
Tunstall, connected with the place in Yorkshire where the Espagne 
holding lay, had land in Essex. In 1272 Michael de Espaigne 
demanded against Roger de Wauteby and Agnes his wife 5 bovates 
of land and a third of a mill in Tunstall;® and in 1275 Roger de 
Waudeby and Agnes his wife acknowledged that they owed to 
Michael de Spannia 30 marks, to be levied in default of payment 
from their lands and chattels in Yorkshire.1® In 1280 Michael de 
Espagne occurs in Essex asa tenant of the honour of Richmond.# 
Some notes on Tunstall are given at no. 324, where it is suggested 
that the original holding of the Espagne family in that place 
passed into the possession of Easby abbey as a direct tenure 
of the honour.

322. Gift by Odo de Espagne to Richard son of Gunnild, the tailor, 
of Richmond, of half a carucate of land of his fee in Tunstall, 
doing the service of a twenty-fourth part of a knight. 

[late 12th cent.]

In 1184 Odo de Espagne held 2 carucates in Tunstall, and his service 
was a sixth part of a knight (see above). The service for half a carucate 
was therefore the precise fraction mentioned in this charter. But in the 
next charter the forinsec service allotted to the grantee was on the basis 
of 10 carucates to the knight’s fee. 


323. Gift by Landric de Espagne to Edmund his younger son, of half 
a carucate of land in Tunstall with three tofts of the donor’s 
purchase; to hold of the lord of the land. [? late 12th cent.]

This is followed by a charter of Gilbert son of Landric to Easby abbey, 
giving half a carucate of land in Tunstall, with the consent of Maud his 
wife to protect the canons against her dower, which he had assigned to her 
in Lartington by a charter committed to the nuns of Marrick for custody; 
for a payment of 7 marks and a yearly fee-farm rent of 6d. There is nothing 
to show the connection between Landric and Odo de Espagne. 


324. Gift by Acaris de Tunstall to Easby abbey of a toft of his demesne 
in Tunstall by the toft of the hospital of Brompton Bridge.

Some notes on Acaris de Tunstall (son of Copsi) and his family have 
been given in part i, pp. 122-3. They include some references to Tunstall. 
Acaris was no longer living in 1181. His eldest son was Roger de Tunstall.1 
There are several charters of Roger son of Acaris de Tunstall entered in this 
section of the Easby Chartulary; and a confirmation charter of Roger son 
of Roger de Tunstall (f. 97). There is also a charter of Michael de Furnes’? 
confirming to the abbey all the lands and tenures which the canons had of 
the gift of Roger son of Acriz and Roger his son of Michael’s fee within 
Tunstal and without, namely half a knight’s fee, doing the forinsec service 
to him and his heirs (f. 106d). This suggests that Acaris and his descendants 
did not hold all their land in Tunstall of the Espagne fee, which evidently 
did not comprise all the vill. At the Domesday survey one holding of 32 
carucates in Tunstall formed a berewick of count Alan’s manor of Catterick, 
and another holding of 2 carucates was held by count Alan in demesne. 
It was this last holding which probably formed the new feoffment held by 
the Espagne family. Tunstall is not included in Kirkby’s Inquest, but 
in 1283 the details apparently show that Roger de Waldby held } fee there, 
the abbot of Easby ;'; fee and the abbot of Jervaulx ;', fee. In 1346 the 
abbot of Easby held % fee in perpetual alms in Tunstall, which his prede- 
cessors had held;* and it is reasonable to identify this holding with the 4 fee 
formerly held by the Espagne family. The details, which are far from 
clear,® suggest that it is uncertain whether the land comprised in the present 
charter (and, perhaps, the next) formed part of the Espagne fee. 

The connection of Michael de Furneaux with Tunstall appears in a case 
of 1231 when Eustace, abbot of Jervaulx, brought a writ of warranty of 
charter against Roger son of Roger de Tunstal respecting half a carucate in 
Tunstall, for which he had the charter of Roger de Tunstal, father of Roger, 
whose heir he was; the sheriff did not make the summons because Roger 
had no land in co. York; he had sold all his land to the abbot of Easby and 
when Michael de Fourneaux distrained the plaintiff to do forinsec service 
for that land, which Roger ought to do by the terms of his father’s grant 
in alms, the plaintiff had suffered loss to the value of 20 marks; the abbot

325. Gift by Richard the chaplain of Catterick to Easby abbey of 
land in Tunstall. [? late 12th cent.]

There follow a charter of Hamo son of Richard de Tunstal confirming 
this gift which had been made by Richard the priest, his father; another 
charter of the same, described as Hamo de Tunstal son of Richard the 
chaplain; and charters issued by Thomas son of Richard the chaplain of 
Tunstal (also ‘of Kateriz’).? 


§ 9, THE VALOGNES FEE 


In the earliest return of the knights rendering castle-guard 
at Richmond the Valognes fee owed the service of 7 knights, 
rendering castle-guard in the months of December and January.’ 
Only half a knight’s fee lay in Yorkshire.’ This was situated in 
Rookwith, par. Thornton Watlass, where count Alan held 6 caru- 
cates in demesne at the Domesday survey. In the castle-guard 
returns which date to the late twelfth or early thirteenth century, 
besides the half-knight’s fee in Rookwith,? Theobald de Valeines 
held 54 fees in Perham [Parham, Suffolk] and its appurtenances, 
rendering castle-guard at St. Andrew’s term (Nov. 30); one fee 
in Hiclinge [Hickling, Norfolk], rendering castle-guard in August 
and September; and 3 fees in Ditton, co. Cambridge, rendering 
castle-guard in Apriland May.® These add up to a total of 10 fees, 
being 4 fees in excess of the 6 fees on which Theobald (Tedbaldus) 
de Valeines owed 30. for his relief at Michaelmas 1178.7

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It seems reasonably clear that the 3 fees in Ditton originally formed 
part of the service of the De la Mare fee, and were probably held 
by Theobald as a subordinate tenure of that fee The holding of 
one fee in Hickling had originally formed part of the fee of the 
steward of Richmond, the vill having been held by Wimar at the 
Domesday survey; and it must have passed to the Valognes fee 
in the twelfth century.2, Thomas son of Theobald de Waleines held 
7 fees of the honour;? and these probably included the half-fee in 
Rookwith, and the fee in Hickling. 

At the Domesday survey Hamo, also described as Hamo 
de Valenis [? Valeins], was a tenant of count Alan at Parham and 
elsewhere in Suffolk. Theobald de Valeines was the first lay 
witness to a charter of count Stephen in favour of Rumburgh 
priory, Suffolk, c. 1135 (no. 10); and was the first witness after the 
countess to count Stephen’s charter in favour of the abbey of 
Bury St. Edmunds in 1135 (no. 11). In both charters he is followed 
by Robert son of Hamo. It is likely that Theobald was a son of 
Hamo, the Domesday tenant; and it is possible that Robert was 
his brother; if so, it may be supposed that Theobald was the 
elder of the two. They are associated together on the Pipe Roll 
for 1130, when each of them rendered account of 20/7. for a breach 
of the peace in Suffolk.* 

Robert de Valeines, who held 7 knights’ fees of the honour in > 
the earliest castle-guard return,® may have been a son of Theobald. 
He was succeeded by his son Theobald in 1178 (see above), 
who died before Michaelmas 1209, leaving issue Thomas his heir.’ 
These generations are proved by the proceedings in a case heard 
in 1211. In that year Eustace son of William de Vesci was plaintiff 
against Geoffrey son of Brian de Hikeling for the service of a

Abbey of St. Benet of Holme, 
Norfolk Rec. Soc., p. 79). . For the Hautein family see note to no. 326 below.

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knight’s fee in Hickling and Sutton; the pleadings show that on 
Brian’s death Geoffrey was in the custody of William,! and that 
Robert de Valeines persuaded William to give him the custody; 
that on Robert’s death Theobald his son succeeded him, to whom 
at the order of Ranulf de Glanville, the justiciar, the homage of 
all Robert’s men was paid; and it was considered that Thomas de 
Valeines, grandson of Robert and son of Theobald, should have 
seisin of Geoffrey’s homage, of which his father had died seised, 
and Eustace be in mercy.? 

The connection of Theobald de Valeines with Yorkshire is 
illustrated by his appearance as a witness to a charter relating to 
East Bolton in 1192 (no. 98 in part i). He was the founder of 
Hickling priory in Norfolk, among his gifts being the churches 
of Hickling, Parham and Hacheston [Suffolk];3 and with Avice 
his wife he made a further gift of the church of Ditton [Wood 
Ditton, co. Cambridge].* 

The family of Valognes of Parham® is primarily of East 
Anglian interest. But, apart from their connection with Yorkshire 
due to their holding in Rookwith, the marriage of Ranulf de 
Glanville provided further associations. One of his daughters 
and coheirs, Helewise, married Robert son of Ralph son of Ribald 
(of Middleham), and was the reputed foundress of Swainby (after- 
wards Coverham) abbey.® There is no reason to doubt the state- 
ment that Ranulf de Glanville married Bertha daughter of 
Theobald de Valoniis the elder, lord of Parham, with whom he had 
the land of ‘Brochous,’ on which he founded Butley priory in 1171.’ 
The date of Glanville’s birth is unknown; but it is reasonable to 
place it as c. 1120-30. He had a grandson old enough to make 
gifts of land before the death of Henry II;® and it is impossible to 
suppose that his father-in-law was Theobald de Valeines who

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succeeded in 1178 and died c. 1209.1 It seems reasonably clear that 
he was the Theobald living in 1135, who, if the suggestions made 
above are correct, would have been the grandfather of the later 
Theobald. 

Ralph de Valaines, probably a member of this family, occurs 
as sheriff of Richmond in the period 1174-81 (nos. 93, 121 in part 
i). He witnessed an East Bolton charter with no official style in 
1173-74 (no. 91), and, as sheriff, a Kirby Wiske charter not later 
than 1181 (no. 284). Roger de Valanis,2 Hamo de Valanis? and 
Alexander, Hamo’s brother, witnessed two charters to Marrick 
priory c. 1174-1189 (nos. 216, 217). Hamo de Valeines, not 
necessarily the same man, occurs as a canon of York as witnessing 
charters of Clement, abbot of St. Mary’s, 1161-84 (nos. 281, 330). 
Hamo and Ralph de Valaines witnessed the Rookwith charter 
printed in this section (no. 326); and, as brothers, a charter of 
abbot Clement, also witnessed by Ranulf de Glanville, sheriff of 
Yorkshire (no. 349). It seems likely that Hamo, Ralph and 
Alexander were all sons of Theobald the elder, Glanville being 
their brother-in-law. A William de Valuines witnessed a Middle- 
ton Tyas charter, c. 1175-1204 (no. 115 in part i).

It is probable that the grantor can be identified with Theobald Hautein 
who was dead in 1185, when Agnes his widow, daughter of Robert Grelley, 
had married William? de Amundeville; Agnes was then holding Hellesdon 
and Oxnead, Norfolk, in dower of the fee or barony of Humphrey de Bohun.’ 
Round has shown that Theobald Hautein, in spite of his foreign-sounding 
name, must have been the descendant of an English thegn Godwine Haldein, 
who held these places at the Domesday survey.4 The terms of the present 
charter suggest that as Hamo de Valognes was his uncle his mother was a 
member of that family;> and if, as suggested above, Hamo was a son of 
Theobald de Valognes the elder, the latter would have been Theobald 
Hautein’s grandfather; his Christian name would be thus satisfactorily 
explained. Further, it may be supposed that Theobald Hautein obtained 
his interest in Rookwith in frank-marriage; the superior interest remaining 
with the holder of the Valognes fee,* and Hamo de Valognes holding as a 
subordinate tenant. There appears to be no further record of the Hautein 
interest at Rookwith. On 12 Feb. 1227-8 king Henry III included the 
gift of Hamo de Valognes (Valuniis) of all the land of Rookwith in his 
confirmation charter to Jervaulx abbey.’ That the abbey became possessed 
of all the Valognes interest is shown by the inquisitions of 1280-82, when 
half a fee in Rookwith was held by the abbot of Jervaulx, rendering 3s. 4d. 
for castle-guard.§ A grange was established, which the abbey possessed 
at the Dissolution.® 

The death of Theobald Hautein before 1185 shows (if the identification 
is correct) that the present charter was issued before then; and as it is 
addressed to the archbishop, and as the see was vacant during the four 
preceding years, 1181 may be assigned as the latest limit of date. The 
period c. 1170—1181 would agree with the presence of Hamo and Ralph de 
Valognes as witnesses.

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The service of the Le Bret fee! was 2 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of December and January.? Of these 
one knight’s fee lay in Richmondshire, in Ainderby [Quernhow], 
Sutton [Howgrave], and Sinderby;? and the other in Lincolnshire, 
in Wrangle and Leake.* 

At the Domesday survey Ainderby Quernhow and Sinderby, 
par. Pickhill, and Sutton Howgrave, par. Kirklington, were all 
held by count Alan in demesne. In the return of fees owing the 
service of castle-guard, which mainly dates from the time of 
Henry I, Ralph Brito provided 2 knights;° and it may therefore be 
assumed that he had been enfeoffed of land in those places. The 
evidence shows that only a moiety of Sinderby belonged to this 
fee,® the other moiety having been acquired subsequently to the 
Survey by the Musters fee (see §19). Late in the twelfth or early 
in the thirteenth century Simon Brito held a knight’s fee in 
Ainderby [Quernhow], Sutton [Howgrave], and Sinderby.’ 

Simon also possessed an interest in Little Abington, co. 
Cambridge; but it is unlikely that this had formed part of the 
2 knights’ fees originally held by Ralph Brito.§ 

At Michaelmas 1175 the county of York owed 100. for 
record of a duel between Simon le Bret and Ralph de Rugemont.? 
In 1178 Simon le Bret paid 10 marks for a forest offence in Lin- 
colnshire.1° As Simon le Bret he gave land in Wrangle, co. Lincoln, 
to the abbey of Bury St. Edmunds, issuing three charters c. 1180,

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two of which were witnessed by R. his son.1 He gave the church 
of Wrangle? and also land there? to Waltham abbey. He occurs in 
1199 with Simon his son.4 The younger Simon constantly occurs 
in Lincolnshire records. In 1218-19 he was plaintiff in many actions 
relating to Wrangle and Leake, in several cases his father Simon 
being mentioned as having been alive in the reign of Richard I.5 
Although Simon le Bret was holding the knight’s fee in Lincoln- 
shire in 1212,® by 1242-43 his interest had passed to the earl 
Marshal [Walter Marshal, earl of Pembroke], who held it of the 
earl of Richmond.’ 

There appears to be no further connection of the le Bret 
family with the knight’s fee in Yorkshire. In 1280 its tenure was 
as follows: 4 fee in Anderby Vesconte [Ainderby Quernhow], and 
4+ fee in Sinderby, for each of which the abbot of Fountains§® 
rendered 2s. 3d. for castle-guard; and 4 fee in Sutton Rugemond 
[Sutton Howgrave], for which Ralph de Rougemond rendered the . 
same sum.® In 1284-85 of the 6 carucates in Ainderby Quernhow 
52 were held by the abbot of Fountains, and 3 by the Hos- 
pitallers; in Sutton Howgrave 4 carucates were held by Ralph de 
Rugemund, and 5 bovates (perhaps included in the 4 car.) by the 
abbot of Fountains; and Sinderby was held in equal moieties of 
3 carucates each by Avice Marmion and Robert de Musters.!°® 

The connection of the Rougemont family with Sutton 
Howgrave appears to date to the twelfth century, for the duel in 
1175 between Simon le Bret and Ralph de Rugemont, mentioned 
above, may have been due to a dispute about land in that place. 
At Michaelmas 1170 Ralph de Rugemont owed a mark in Yorkshire 
for a default“ Several gifts to Fountains abbey were made by 
members of this family in Sutton Howgrave and in Ronwell, 
lying between it and Kirklington.* In the fourteenth century 
Sutton Howgrave passed from the Rougemont family to the 
Scropes of Bolton.%8

A charter issued by Ellis, rector of Pickhill, in 1187 is printed at 
no. 263. He witnessed a charter relating to Downholme c. 1186—1202 
(no. 124). 

Notes on Ralph the sheriff of Ainderby have been given at no. 106 
in part i, and at no. 203. He married Oriold or Oriota, sister of Harsculf 
de Cleasby, through whom he became possessed of land in Scotton and 
Brompton-on-Swale. He was succeeded by his son William the sheriff, 
who died before 1210; and he had two daughters—Christian, wife of Geoffrey 
de Pickhill, and Cecily, wife of Thomas son of Robert de Barton. William 
the sheriff had a daughter Oriold, wife of William le Bret.1. Ainderby 
Ouernhow was known as Ainderby Vesconte in the thirteenth century. 
The origin of Ralph’s descriptive name is unknown; and there appears to 
be no evidence to assume that he was Ralph de Valognes, sheriff of Rich- 
mond in the period 1174-81.? 

Ralph the sheriff of Ainderby made two small gifts of land in Ainderby 
Quernhow to Fountains abbey, the first of which was confirmed by Simon 
le Bret.2 The abbey received several more gifts in the vill, including one 
or one and a half carucates from Alice widow of William the sheriff in

1269 John, earl of Richmond, confirmed to the abbey all the vill of Ainderby 
by Sinderby, to hold in free and perpetual alms for 26d. yearly, the monks 
giving him 40/2. towards his journey to Jerusalem.’ 


§ 19. THE MUSTERS FEE 


Early in the twelfth century the service of the Musters fee 
was 8 knights, rendering castle-guard in the months of February 
and March.’ Of these 3 knights’ fees were held in Richmondshire; 
and 2 in Nottinghamshire. The remaining 3 fees were held in 
Lincolnshire, of which only one continued as a member of the 
Musters fee; this lay in Willingham and Stow.’ It seems clear 
that the other 2 fees in Lincolnshire had originally been held of 
Robert de Musters by the ancestor of the Trehampton family, and 
were subsequently held by that family as an immediate tenure of 
the honour. In earl Alan’s charter (no. 26 in part i), which he 
issued to Robert de Musters II in 1145-46, he restored to him the 
land of Robert his grandfather, retaining the service of Geoffrey 
Trehamton. This service appears to be represented by the 2 
knights’ fees in Lea and [Gate] Burton, co. Lincoln, which Roger 
de Trehanton subsequently held,* and which (in Gate Burton, 
Lea and Heapham) Ralph de Trehamton held in 1280.9

Nottingham, in the 
latter place being described as Robert de Mosters; and in Lea 
[wap. Corringham], co. Lincoln. Subsequently a moiety of Burnes- 
ton, apparently all Exelby and Newton Picot, and two-thirds of 
Theakston were subtracted from the Yorkshire portion of the 
fee;! and Burrill, Roxby, and a moiety of Sinderby were acquired. 

At Michaelmas 1130 Lisoius de Monast[eriis} owed 241. 
and a mark of silver and a charger for the land of his father.? 
As it is clear from the charter of earl Alan (no. 26) that his father’s 
name was Robert the latter is probably identical with the Domes- 
day tenant; though it is possible that there may have been two 
Roberts, father and son, the elder being the Domesday tenant 
and the younger dying shortly before Michaelmas 1130. 

Robert de Musters, grandfather of Robert de Musters II, 
was a benefactor of St. Mary’s, York (no. 328); and his wife’s name 
was Muriel (no. 333). His son Lisoius or Liserus, who had suc- 
ceeded by 1130, evidently died without issue (no. 26); and was 
succeeded by Geoffrey his brother, who held 8 knights’ fees of the 
honour of Richmond.* Robert de Musters II, son of Geoffrey, 
succeeded his father in the time of earl Alan (no. 26), i.e., before 
1146. He is mentioned on the Yorkshire Pipe Roll at Michaelmas 
1171.4 At Michaelmas 1172 he owed 10 marks for a plea with 
Hamo the clerk in Yorkshire;> and at Michaelmas 1175 there is 
mention of his house in Nottinghamshire. In 1184 he paid a 
wapentake fine of 6s. in the wapentake of Hallikeld.’? Before 1185 
he made gifts to the Templars of half a carucate in Sinderby and 
6 bovates in Kirklington;§ and he is evidently the Robert de 
Musters who made a gift to Arden priory of the rent of a bovate 
in Sinderby.? He purchased land in Bootham, York, which 
he demised in moieties with the consent of Lisiard his son, the 
tenants paying a yearly rent and providing lodging when he 
visited York.1° 

Lisiard son of Robert de Musters [II] succeeded before 1189 
(no. 335), and possibly before 1187 (no. 263). At Michaelmas 
1192 in the account of the debts of Aaron the Jew he owed 100s.

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in Lincolnshire.t In 1198 he was plaintiff against William de 
Grenesbi in a plea of great assize concerning a knight’s fee in 
Grenesbi [Grainsby, Lincs.], and in 1202 the defendant did not 
appear. In 1200 Lisiard gave 40s. to have seisin of 12? bovates of 
land in Legerton [Leverton, Notts.] and Cotes [Coates, Notts.], 
which he had recovered against Roger de Capella in the court of 
John, count of Mortain, by whose bailiff he was afterwards wrong- 
fully disseised.2 In 1202 he acknowledged that the advowson of 
the church of Eltisley, co. Cambridge, was the right of Roger son 
of Peter, for which Roger granted him a third part of the vill 
which Robert de Mustiers, Lisiard’s father, had held, to hold 
for a third of a knight’s fee.* In 1205 he was a pledge for Roald 
son of Alan, constable of Richmond, in Yorkshire; and again in 
1207.2 In 1206 he was a knight on a grand assize in Yorkshire;® 
and in the same year defaulted as such in Nottinghamshire.’ 
In 1208 he successfully defended an assize of novel disseisin against 
Oriolda de Endrebi of land in Kirklington.® In 1211 and 1212 he 
was defendant in a great assize of land in South Leverton, Notts.,° 
where in the latter year he was holding 13 bovates at a 
rent of 10s. to the manor of Oswaldbeck;}!® of this land he gave 
a bovate to Thurgarton priory... In the same year he occurs 
as chief lord in Kirklington. He held 3 knights’ fees in Yorkshire 
and 2 in Nottinghamshire.“ In 1218 one fee in Lincolnshire held

In 1220 Alice widow 
of William de Einderby demanded dower in a carucate of land in 
Kirklington against him.” 

Lisiard de Musters evidently died before April 1228 when an 
institution to a moiety of the church of Treswell, Notts., was 
made on the presentation of R[obert] de Musters [III], presumably 
his son and successor; and before 17 Oct. 1230 Richard de Musters, 
clerk, had been instituted to the church of Kirklington on Robert’s 
presentation.* Lisiard had a sister to whom in marriage with 
Roger de Trihamton he gave the service of land in South Leverton, 
Notts.°® 

The successor of Robert de Musters III was John de Musters, 
lord of Kirklington and Treswell, who was living in the middle of 
the thirteenth century, and was father of Robert de Musters IV 
who was in possession from c. 1267 to c. 1300. Full details about 
them and their descendants are given in Mr. McCall’s The Family 
of Wandesforde of Kirklington and Castlecomer.® Elizabeth daughter 
and heir of Sir Henry de Musters married first Sir Alexander 
Mowbray who died in 1368 or 1369, and secondly c. 1370 John de 
Wandesford. John Wandesford, her son by her second husband, 
succeeded as heir to the Musters inheritance. Mr. McCall, writing 
in 1904, records that “the manor of Kirklington in the North 
Riding of Yorkshire affords an illustration, rare if not unique in 
this part of the country, of lands which have descended in an 
unbroken line of inheritance, through thirty generations, from 
the original Norman grantee to the present day.’’’ 

In 1280 Robert de Musters held 24 knights’ fees in Kirk- 
lington, with the advowson of the church.®

A few notes are added, which may throw some light on the 
origin and early members of this family: 


A Geoffrey de Monasteriis occurs in Britanny in the middle 
of the eleventh century. He witnessed charters of Conan II, duke 
of Britanny, and his mother, the duchess Bertha.? He was a 
benefactor of the abbey of St. Sergius at Angers;* and he appar- 
ently confirmed to that house a charter which had been executed 
at Vitré.© This suggests that he derived his name from Moutiers 
near La Guerche.® Although there is no evidence to connect 
him with Robert de Musters, the Domesday tenant, the name 
Geoffrey is not without significance. 


Orderic records that when William I was marching north 
against the Danes in 1069 a certain knight named Lisois, called 
de Monasteriis, discovered and held a ford over the river [Aire], 
over which the king’s army made a successful crossing.’ He has 
been identified by Round as the Lisois who had been succeeded at 
the date of the Domesday survey by the well-known Eudo Dapifer 
in a fief ranging over at least five counties—Cambridgeshire, 
Bedfordshire, Norfolk, Suffolk, and Essex.§ The occurrence of the 
name Lisoius or Liserus,® elder son of Robert de Musters, suggests 
a relationship between Robert de Musters, the Domesday tenant, 
and Lisois de Monasteriis, the hero of the Aire crossing; but there 
is no evidence to prove Gale’s suggestion that they were brothers.!®

In view of the fact that Robert de Musters II succeeded earlier than 
1146 and was living in 1184 this charter and the next are not easy to date. 
The first witness and the last but one to the present charter are mentioned 
in a charter of Savaric, abbot of St. Mary’s, c. 1137-1161 (no. 123); and 
the last witness, Daniel the cook, occurs in the time of abbot Clement, 1161-84 
(no. 117 in part i). Mr. McCall in his abstract of this charter suggested the 
date c. 1150-60.

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Count Stephen included the vill and church of Burneston in his con- 
firmation charter to the abbey, 1125-35 (no. 8); and in the confirmation 
charter of king Henry II the gifts are recorded of Robert de Musters of 4 
carucates and the church of Brinningatun [Burneston], and of Ribald of 
4 carucates in the same vill.t Ribald’s gift is printed below at no. 358. That 
shows that half the vill had passed from the Musters fee to the Middleham 
fee in Ribald’s lifetime. The transfer evidently gave rise to subsequent 
claims made by Robert de Musters II, to which reference is made in the 
present charter. At the Survey his grandfather had held all the 8 carucates.

Of the ecclesiastical dignitaries who witnessed this charter Robert 
Butevilain was dean of York from 1158 to 1186; Ralph de Aunay (de Alneto) 
is mentioned as archdeacon and nephew of archbishop Roger in a document 
of probable date 1174-80;? he appears to have become archdeacon of York 
(the West Riding) c. 1174 as successor of John son of Letold, who probably 
had by then become archdeacon of Nottingham;* as archdeacon of the West 
Riding Ralph died during his return from Rome in 1194;> Jeremiah occurs 
as archdeacon of Cleveland as early as the period 1170-75,® and was succeeded 
in 1189;? it is likely that Hamo, later treasurer, became precentor of York 
shortly before the death of archbishop Roger in 1181.8 These dates suggest 
that the present charter was issued not earlier than c. 1174; the latest date 
is the death of abbot Clement in 1184. The grantee was probably the son 
of Bartholomew, who had been archdeacon of Richmond before 1167.9

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Abbot Robert [post 1184] granted to Robert son of Luke, the priest, 
2 bovates in Burneston for 12d. yearly, and after the death of William de 
Malapalude for 3s. yearly. 

William de Malapalude occurs as a canon of York in a charter relating 
to Jolby, of probable date 1201 (note to no. 253 above). He belonged to 
an important bourgeois family of Rouen, where there still exists a Rue 
Malpalu.? At Michaelmas 1182 William de Male Palu, probably the same man, 
rendered account of 100/7. in Yorkshire for a donum to be in the king’s 
custody and protection as his clerk.* 

- Hugh son of Jernegan, of Tanfield, the first witness to this charter, 
succeeded his father in or shortly before 1182 and died before Oct. 1203 
(see §14). It is likely that Robert de Musters II, father of the third witness, 
was dead when the charter was issued; he was alive in 1184. Peter de 
Musters was a brother of Lisiard.*

Helewise, one of the daughters and heirs of Ranulf de Glanville, married 
Robert son of Ralph son of Ribald, lord of Middleham; she was a widow 
in 1185; see the Middleham fee, §41. 

It has been noted above that of the 12 carucates held by Robert de 
Musters in Theakston at the Survey 8 carucates subsequently passed to the 
Middleham fee. The 3 carucates which formed the subject of the present 
charter were evidently part of the 4 carucates which remained with the 
Musters fee. They are mentioned in king Henry II’s confirmation charter 
to Swainby abbey? as the 3 carucates of land of the purchase (de acato) of 
the mother of Waleran son of Robert in Theakston, and as having been 
given by her to Swainby (no. 359). 

In 1284-85 8 carucates of the 12 carucates in Theakston were held of 
Mary de Middleham, who held of the earl, a payment of 4s. for wapentake 
fine being due therefrom; while the abbot of Coverham held 3 carucates 
[i.e., the 3 car. of the present charter] and the master of St. Leonard’s, York, 
held one carucate of Robert de Musters, who held of the earl.4 

The present charter was issued earlier than king Henry II’s confirmation 
of 1188-89; and it proves that Lisiard de Musters had succeeded his father 
before then. His father Robert II was alive in 1184 (see above). The sixth

In addition to the charters here printed there are also two other charters 
of Hugh son of Thomas de Jernewyk, one of a toft and the other of 2 bovates, 
both witnessed by Robert de Musters; two quitclaims of Juliana his widow, 
to one of which Ralph, abbot of Kirkstall, was a witness; and a gift by Henry 
son of Hugh de Jarnewych of 5 acres.1 Yarnwick, now depopulated, lay to 
the north of Kirklington. 

The fact that Yarnwick is mentioned among the places where Fountains 
abbey possessed land in the confirmation charter of king Richard I, dated 
9 Nov. 1198,? suggests that the gifts of Hugh de Yarnwick were made before 
that date.

Maud de Morville was one of the daughters of Torfin son of Robert, 
lord of Manfield, of whom an account has been given in the introduction to 
§1p. This charter was issued by her and her fourth husband. It is probable 
that she did not marry her third husband Philip de Burgh before 1227-28 
(see note to no. 155); he died before May 1235. The earliest date for the 
present charter is 1231 when Maud was apparently a widow (see p. 57m). 
The meadow was held in her right, and it is likely that her holding in Yarn- 
wick was a sub-tenure of the Musters fee. Avice Marmion, her grand- 
daughter, quitclaimed to the abbey her right in the meadow given in no. 337,1 
evidently the same meadow as mentioned in the present charter. 


$270) bo eeeWiNSLEY FEE 


It has been suggested in the introduction to the Steward’s 
fee? that the knight’s fee in Wensley had originally formed part 
of the fee of 15 knights which were provided by Roger the steward 
in the time of Henry I. The interest possessed by Wimar son of 
Warner in the vill of Wensley and the church supports this sug- 
gestion.® It is doubtful, however, whether such was the case. 
Towards the end of the twelfth century Wensley, of the fee of 
Nigel son of Alexander, provided the service of one knight;* and

As the holding of Osbert son of Nigel in Lincolnshire only com- 
prised 3 knights’ fees? it is possible that the fourth was the 
knight’s fee in Wensley, and that actually it had been held by 
Osbert son of Colegrim, and not by Roger the steward.4 
At the Domesday survey Colegrim was a tenant of count 
Alan in Fulbeck, Leadenham, Stoke Rochford and elsewhere in 
Lincolnshire; amongst his holdings of other tenants-in-chief in 
that county he was a tenant of Robert de Stafford in Skinnand; 
and as a king’s thegn he held several holdings in Ingoldsby, Belton 
in wap. Threo, and elsewhere. He was a donor to St. Mary’s, 
York, of 24 carucates and 2 mills in Belton.’ Osbert son of Cole- 
grim occurs among the principal tenants of count Stephen in 
Yorkshire at Michaelmas 1130.6 His successor—at any rate in 
Lincolnshire—was his son Alexander. Alexander son of Osbert 
and Nigel his heir gave land in Fulbeck to Sempringham priory.’ 
The descent from Alexander is clear from the proceedings 
in a case of 1208, when Suspirus de Baiocis demanded against 
Osbert son of Nigel half a knight’s fee in Fulbeck, co. Lincoln, of 
which Suspirus and Maud his wife, grandmother of the said 
Suspirus, had been seised in the time of king Henry II. Osbert 
said that in the time of king Stephen John the younger brother 
of Alexander, Osbert’s grandfather, had intruded into all of 
Alexander’s land and gave that land to the said Maud who held 
it until the time of king Henry, and then Alexander impleaded 
Suspirus and Maud thereof and died during the plea, after whose 
death Nigel, Osbert’s father, impleaded Maud in the court of 
1 Cal.

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Richmond at Boston, and that an agreement had been made by 
which Maud quitclaimed her right to Nigel son of Alexander and 
his heirs, receiving his land of Bourn for her life in exchange. 
Suspirus asserted that Nigel father of Osbert had given Maud 
the land in exchange for the land of Skinnand which was her 
marriage portion, and questioned whether she could have made 
the quitclaim without reservation as he himself was then only 
seven years old. The case was adjourned.! 


In 1166 Nigel son of Alexander held one knight’s fee of 
Robert de Stafford.?, From 1185 to 1189 he was sheriff of Lincoln- 
shire; and he occurs as a justice in those years.? In 1185 he was 
paying to the Templars half a mark for 4 carucates in Skinnand 
which they had of the gift of Robert de Staford.4 At Michaelmas 
1195 he owed 3 marks for a disseisin in Yorkshire.2 As Nigel son 
of Alexander de Ingoldesbi® he was a benefactor of Sempringham 
priory.’ His proceedings in 1200, which were continued by Osbert 
his son, against Wimar son of Warner with regard to the church of 
Wensley have been noted above (pp. 24, 25) in the introduction 
to the Steward’s fee; from these it appears that he died in 1201-02. 


Osbert son of Nigel held 3 knights’ fees in Lincolnshire, in 
Fulbeck, Leadenham and Stoke Rochford.® His holding (as 
Osbern son of Nigel de Wendeslae) of the knight’s fee in Wensley — 
has been already mentioned. In 1231 the abbot of Crowland was 
plaintiff against him in a plea of warranty of the advowsons of the 
churches of Wensley, co. York, and Ingoldsby, Sapperton, Skin- 
nand, and St. Michael the Greater in Stamford, co. Lincoln, which 
he was holding and claimed to hold of Osbert, whose charter he 
had.® With the assent of Roger his son and heir he issued a charter 
relating to land in Wensley.!® His son, usually known as Roger 
de Ingoldsby, had succeeded by 1234;4 and in 1235-6 a jury came

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to recognize whether a toft in Wensley was the lay fee of Roger de 
Ingoldesby or free alms belonging to Wensley church.1 

In 1280-82 Sir Roger de Ingoldsby? held half a knight’s fee 
in Wensley with the advowson of the church, the other half-fee 
being held by Nicholas de Wensley;? Roger held 3 knights’ fees in 
Fulbeck and elsewhere in Lincolnshire. In 1286-87 there were 
9 carucates in Wensley and Ulshaw, of which apparently 32 were 
held by Nicholas de Wensley of the earl, and 43 were held of the 
earl with no tenant named.®> The whole of Wensley with the 
advowson subsequently passed to the family of Scrope.® 


§ 21. THE SUTTON FEE 


The service of the Sutton fee was 3 knights, rendering castle- 
guard in the months of February and March.” Of these fees 2 were 
held in Richmondshire;* and one in Nottinghamshire, at Sutton- 
on-Trent, Carlton-on-Trent and Meering.® 

In the castle-guard return of the fees in Richmondshire, 
drawn up in the late twelfth or early thirteenth century, 2 knights’ 
fees were held in Warlaby, par. Ainderby Steeple, rendering 
castle-guard in February and March.!® In another return Warlaby 
(Waslakeby) of the fee of Hervey de Sutton was held for the 
service of one knight, and the heirs of Hervey son of Morinus held 
one knight’s fee and 12 carucates of land whereof 20 car. made a 
knight’s fee.14_ In the corresponding, but slightly later, return in 
the Registrum Henry [vecte Hervey] de Sutton held one fee in

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Warlaby, and one fee was held “‘of the fee of Hervey’ in Coverham 
and Ainderby [Steeple].1 Other details given below will corroborate 
the suggestion that the 2 knights’ fees in Yorkshire were for the 
most part located in Warlaby and Coverham; and it seems clear 
that the holding of the heirs of Hervey son of Morinus lay in the 
latter place. 

But who was Hervey son of Morinus? He appears to have 
died before 1130, as about that year count Stephen gave to Roald 
the constable 6 carucates in Barningham which Hervey son of 
Morinus had held (no. 9); but the origin of his tenure of Barningham 
is unknown.?, King Henry II issued a writ to earl Conan that 
Roald the constable should hold the land which had belonged to 
Hervey son of Morinus (no. 178); and when earl Conan restored 
the constableship to Alan son of Roald in 1158 he included the 
fee, not only of the Domesday tenant Enisan Musard, but of 
Hervey son of Morinus (no. 47). In the event, however, only 2 
out of the 6 carucates in Barningham descended in the Constable’s 
fee. It may be significant that a small holding in Coverham also 
descended in that fee (p. 83 above). The fact that the greater part 
of Coverham descended in the Sutton family (see below) suggests 
that that family may have been described as the heirs of Hervey 
son of Morinus. It is not impossible to suppose that Hervey son 
of Morinus was actually Hervey the Domesday tenant of count 
Alan and ancestor of the Sutton family; but there is but little 
evidence to support such a suggestion. 

At the Domesday survey Hervey held Sutton-on-Trent of 
count Alan, and in Yorkshire was his tenant in part of Warlaby.® 
Coverham was then held by count Alan in demesne. In the earliest 
castle-guard return the 3 knights’ fees which constituted the 
Sutton fee were held by Hervey son of Ricol.* This Hervey may 
have been a grandson of the Domesday tenant,® and either he or 
his son the Hervey de Sutton who confirmed to the church of 
Lincoln the gift which Alan de Mering made of land in Meering 
‘co. Nottingham], c. 1150-60. At Michaelmas 1176 Hervey de 
Sutton and Robert his man rendered account of 5 marks for a forest 
trespass;? and two years later Coverham (Coueham), the land of 
Hervey de Sutton, rendered account of 20s. in Yorkshire for default 
of surety. Hervey de Sutton and his heir Robert gave the church

was a benefactor of Coverham abbey.” For the year pre- 
ceding Michaelmas 1200 Sutton had been in the hand of the king, 
but Richard de Sutton then paid a fine for seisin of 68s. 5d. of 
land in Sutton and Couru’ [doubtless Coverham] and Juliana 
daughter of Hervey de Sutton paid a fine for seisin of 8 bovates 
in Sutton which her father had given her.? In another record 
Richard de Sutton gave the king 25 marks for having his land 
which he held of the countess of Britanny, worth 65s. 8d. (sic) 
yearly, and for acquittance of his relief for 3 knights’ fees.4 This 
Richard was a younger son of Hervey, and had succeeded his 
brother Robert.2 In 1211-13 Richard de Sutton was holding a 
knight’s fee in Sutton of the honour of Richmond,® and in 1242-43 
a knight’s fee in Sutton, Carlton and Meering.’? He had issue five 
daughters, of whom Agnes married Gilbert de Muschamp, Margery 
married Stephen de Coverham (and had a son Stephen), Mary 
married Guichard de Charron, Elizabeth was mother of William 
and John de Calveton, and Alice was unmarried. 

In the period 1280-82 Stephen de Coverham held 2 knights’ 
fees in Warlaby; and John son of Adam de Musham [|Muschamp| 
held a knight’s fee in Sutton and Meering with the advowson of 
the church.® In the period 1284-87 Stephen de Coverham held 
34 carucates out of 4 in Coverham, of which 14 were held of him 
by Coverham abbey; and he was the immediate tenant of 7 caru- 
cates in Warlaby, being the whole of the vill Before 1316 Geoffrey 
le Scrope had acquired his interest in Coverham and part of 
Warlaby.¥ 


§§ 24-26. THE SCALERS FEES 


At the Domesday survey Hardwin held of count Alan a 
hide of land in Reed, co. Hertford, and was his tenant in Little 
Shelford, co. Cambridge. As Hardwin de Scalers or Escalers he

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was a considerable tenant-in-chief in those counties. Subsequently 
to the Survey he acquired most of Great Smeaton as a holding of 
the honour of Richmond in Yorkshire, where, as Hardewin des 
Eschalers, he gave 4 carucates of land and the church to the 
abbey of St. Mary, York.2 In a case heard in 1208 in a grand 
assize between William de Scalers (Scaleriis), plaintiff, and Hugh 
de Scalers, tenant, relating to 6 knights’ fees and much land in 
Hertfordshire and Cambridgeshire the jurors said that Hardwin 
came at the conquest and was given by king William I the land 
which William and Hugh were holding, that Hardwin had two sons, 
Richard ancestor of William and Hugh ancestor of Hugh, namely 
his grandfather,? between whom Hardwin divided his land and 
in whose lines the shares descended from heir to heir; they were 
uncertain whether the division was made in the time of king William 
or king Henry, but they were sure that Richard was not seised of 
the land which Hugh was (now) holding when king Henry I 
died. Judgment for Hugh. 

In the early twelfth-century return of the fees owing castle- 
guard one knight’s fee was held by Hugh de Scalers, §24; one by 
Stephen de Scalers, §25; and one by Geoffrey de Scalers, §26.5 
It seems clear that Hugh was the younger son of Hardwin, and that 
Stephen was son of Richard the elder son of Hardwin; but the 
identity of Geoffrey is uncertain. The later returns show that 
[a later] Geoffrey de Scalers held half a knight’s fee in Carlton 
(par. Stanwick] and Barforth, while Stapleton [par. Stanwick 
and Croft] of the fee of Geoffrey de Scalers was held for a quarter 
ofa knight.’ In another return Geoffrey de Escaleres held a knight’s 
fee in Richmondshire, and Benedict de Stapelton another.® In 
Cambridgeshire Geoffrey de Scalers held half a knight’s fee in 
Babraham.® Previously to this, in 1184, the fee of Alan de Es- 
chelers had paid 4s. wapentake fine in Gilling wapentake, and

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124d. was paid for sheriff’s aid on 4 carucates which the abbot of 
St. Mary’s, York, was holding in alms of the fee of Geoffrey 
Eschelers.1 The information is at present insufficient to give the 
descent of Alan and Geoffrey from Hardwin, or to allot their 
holdings with accuracy to the fees held in the early part of the 
century. It is, however, probable that their holdings were inde- 
pendent of the fee held by Stephen de Scalers, §25. 

The evidence of the two charters printed below and the 
notes thereto shows that the overlordship of the Scalers family 
continued for some time in the thirteenth century in the portion of 
Stapleton which was held by Benedict de Stapleton. But before 
1280 the possession of this by Easby abbey had become a direct 
tenure of the honour (see note to no. 3388). In 1284-85 the 
details recorded in Kirkby’s Inquest show that no interest of the 
Scalers family in Barforth and Carlton had survived.? Of the 6 
carucates in Barforth 3 car. formed part of the Constable's fee; 
the other 3 car. were held of the earl by Geoffrey le Norreys.* 
It was the latter holding, probably, which had formed part of the 
half-knight’s fee of Geoffrey de Scalers in Carlton and Barforth.* 
The interest of the Norreys family in Barforth existed earlier than 
1202, when Robert de Perham granted Hugh le Norreis 3 carucates 
which William le Norreis had held, to hold of Robert and his 
heirs.? Possibly Robert de Perham® held of Geoffrey de Scalers; 
and the Norreys family, at a later date, may have acquired the 
Scalers interest in Barforth as a direct tenure of the honour.

This and the following charter are included as they not only illustrate 

’ the holding of the Scalers fee in Stapleton, but also throw some light on the 

early pedigree of the Stapleton family. Some notes on the tenure of the 

constableship by Richard Fitton will be given in the introduction to §32; 
he held it in 1224 and probably in the period 1217-20. 

At the Domesday survey Enisan [Musard] held 5 carucates in Stapleton, 
par. Stanwick and Croft, which descended with his other land in the Con- 
stable’s fee; see §2. But there were 3 additional carucates in Stapleton 
which formed a berewick of count Alan’s manor of Gilling. It is clear that 
it was these which constituted the Scalers holding and the sub-tenure of 
Benedict de Stapleton. Benedict had inherited them from Agnes his 
mother as the present charter shows. But of the parentage of Agnes there 
is no information. 

A great number of gifts made by Benedict de Stapleton of land in 
Stapleton are entered in the Easby Chartulary (ff. 39-44), the last and most 
important of which is the present charter; in several he described himself as 
Benedict son of Ranulf de Stapelton; he gave the lordship of a bovate which 
Geoffrey his brother had formerly held of him, and of another which Henry 
his (Benedict’s) son had held (f. 42); he gave land which Ranulf son of 
Geoffrey de Stapelton had formerly held of him (f. 40d). The section starts 
with a gift by Geoffrey de Stapelton of a toft and croft which had belonged 
to Helewise his sister and pasture for 20 sheep and 2 beasts (f. 39). Benedict 
had a son Nicholas mentioned in another charter (f. 43), which contains a 
long list of field-names, the witnesses being recorded: magistro Alano de 
Melsaneby, magistro Henrico fratre ejus, Willelmo persona de Staynweg’, 
Galfrido persona de Gilling, Paulino de Sancto Rumaldo, Ricardo Fyton 
tunc constabulario Richfemundie], Nicholao de Stapfelton], Halnat de 
Haln[athebi], Roberto de Cleseby, Alano de eadem villa, Eudone clerico de 
Croft, Johanne de eadem villa, Henrico de Joelby, Roberto de eadem villa, 
et pluribus aliis. Benedict de Stapleton also confirmed to Fountains abbey 
a bovate in Stapleton which Martin de Cutona had given; R. Fitun, constable 
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of Richmond, being a witness.1 In 1207 he had been one of the pledges of 
Roald son of Alan.2 The 3 carucates in Stapleton which Benedict gave were 
confirmed to Easby abbey by his son Henry; and his son Nicholas quit- 
claimed land in Stapleton to Nicholas de Stapelton and Aline his wife.® 

The earliest known member of the Stapleton family was Rand|[ulf] 
de Stapeltun, who owed a mark in the wapentake of Gilling at Michaelmas 
1166, which he paid in the following year.’ The foregoing notes suggest that 
he was the father of Benedict and of a younger son Geoffrey. Mr. Baildon® 
was uncertain of Benedict’s parentage, but he showed that Geoffrey de 
Stapleton (living 1175)’ was father of a Nicholas de Stapleton (living in the 
period 1207-1219), who appears to have been succeeded by his brother 
Roger (who died not later than 1246), who was the father of Sir Nicholas 
the justice. Of these Nicholas son of Geoffrey de Stapelton was a bene- 
factor to Jervaulx abbey of 5 bovates in Marske and a bovate in Barton.® 
He was a pledge of Roald son of Alan in 1207 and again in 1216.9 He was 
bailiff of Richmond in the reign of John.?° 

It is most unlikely that his father Geoffrey was the younger son of 
Randulf mentioned above; and the combined evidence suggests that he may 
have been a brother of Randulf; in which case his son Nicholas and Benedict 
would have been first cousins.11 The line descended from Nicholas son of 
Geoffrey were tenants of the Constable’s fee in Stapleton, where in 1284-85 
Nicholas de Stapleton held 3 out of the 5 carucates which were held im- 
mediately of the earl by Roald de Richmond.!* These were independent of 
the 3 carucates formerly held by Benedict de Stapleton.

There follow a quitclaim to the abbey by Alexander de Scalers, knt., 
of the yearly rent of 10s. for the land held of him in Stapleton, formerly 
belonging to Benedict de Stapleton; no witnesses; and a confirmation by 
John, earl of Richmond and son of the duke of Britanny, after the death of 
Beatrice his wife, of all the lands and tenements which they had of his fee 
in Stapleton of the gift of Benedict de Stapleton and of the confirmation of 
Geoffrey de Scalariis his mesne lord (medii suz), doing the castle-guard by 
payment of half a mark; a long list of witnesses, including Drew de Fere, 
steward of Richmond. 

This half-mark appears as the payment for a fee in Stapleton in the 
inquisitions of 1280-82, though Nicholas de Stapleton was jointly responsible 
for it with the abbot of Easby.! It is clear that the interest of the Scalers 
family in Stapleton had then disappeared. The holding is omitted from 
Kirkby’s Inquest where the details only refer to the 5 carucates of the 
Constable’s fee, 2 of which were held by the abbot of Easby of Roald de 
Richmond in pure alms.? 

Alexander de Scalers and Alice his wife were living in 1246; Alice being 
daughter and heir of Alan de Folifayt, whose gift of meadow in Follifoot, 
par. Spofforth, to Kirkstall abbey they confirmed in Jan. 1246-7.*

The Butler’s fee owed the service of 2 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of February and March.? Of these one 
fee was held in Barden, par. Hauxwell, with its appurtenances,

and the other in Cambridgeshire! The fee in Cambridgeshire has 
not been determined; it possibly lay in Little Linton.2 The details 
given below suggest that the fee in Yorkshire included 3 carucates 
in Barden, 2 car. in East Hauxwell, and two-thirds of the vill 
of Danby, par. Thornton Steward. In 1184 the land of the butler 
paid a fine of a mark in the wapentake of Hang, and 4s. 7d. sheriff's 
aid for one tenmantale.? 

Alan the butler witnessed a charter of Osbern de Arches 
earlier than c. 1116.4 Early in the twelfth century he was holding 
2 knights’ fees of the honour;® and he witnessed a charter of count 
Stephen, c. 1130 (no. 9). It is probable that during the twelfth 
century there were three holders of the office in succession, each 
bearing the name of Alan. Alan the butler witnessed charters of 
earl Alan (nos. 19, 21), a charter of Richard de Rollos I, ante 
1140 (no. 186), and the charter which Robert de Brus issued to 
Agatha his daughter on her marriage.@ Alan the butler 
witnessed charters of earl Conan, 1156-58 and 1159-71 (nos. 30, 
55); and, as butler of the earl of Richmond, charters of Acaris de 
Tunstall, 1173-74 and, as butler, one in 1174-81 (nos. 91-93). 
Alan the butler held 2 fees of the honour in the late twelfth or 
early thirteenth century.* The subsequent descent is obscure; 
but during the thirteenth century the knight’s fee in Yorkshire 
appears to have passed to the families of Egglescliffe (also known 
as Barden) and Kilham,® who, as Farrer suggests,? may have 
been under-tenants previously. 

In 1286-87 2 carucates out of 6 in East Hauxwell were 
described as being of the Butler’s fee; they were held of and by 
Walter de Eglisclyff for a sixth part of a knight’s fee.1° In Barden

The 
latter held two-thirds of the vill of Danby, par. Thornton Steward.’ 
A few years earlier the inquisitions of c. 1280-82 show that Walter 
de Berdene held one knight’s fee in Barden with its members and 
Edmund de Killum held the same in Danby, and (in the other 
return) Walter de Eggelclive held 2 knights’ fees in Barden.’ 
But in 1346 Walter de Eglisclif held two-thirds of a fee in Barden, 
which Walter his father had held, and Edmund de Killom held a 
third of a fee in Barden and Danby, which Peter de Killom had 
held.4 These holdings appear to represent the original knight’s 
fee which constituted the Butler’s fee in Yorkshire.

Early in the twelfth century Wimund de Grenesbi provided 
one knight for castle-guard at Richmond in the months of Feb- 
ruary and March;> and subsequently William de Grenesbi provided 
one knight, answering for five-sixths in Grenesbi [Grainsby, co. 
Lincoln] and the remainder in ‘Ruhoton’ [Little Hutton, par. 
Wycliffe] in Richmondshire.* ‘Riulf Hotun’ of the fee of Eudo de 
Grenesby owed the service of a quarter of a knight.’ The mention 
of the 3 carucates in Little Hutton, formerly held by Eudo de 
Grenesby, in a charter of earl Conan (no. 38) proves the 
identification. 

At the Domesday survey Wimund was a tenant of count 
Alan in Grainsby, Holton le Clay and Newton le Wold, co. Lincoln;® 
and in the period 1115-18 he was holding 3 carucates in Grainsby.?® 
At the same period Wimund de Aby, with whom he can be identi- 
fied, held 3 carucates in Calcewath wap. in Lincolnshire of the 
fee of Manasser Arsic.° The Wimund de Grenesbi who held a 
knight’s fee of the honour of Richmond in the early castle-guard 
return may have been of a younger generation, though it is not 
impossible that he was the Domesday tenant who had survived. 
Eudo de Grenesby, perhaps son of Wimund, witnessed charters 
of earl Alan, 1136-45 (nos. 13, 15); and charters of earl Conan, 
1156-58 (nos. 30B, 31). He was presumably the Yon de Grenesby 
who had held a knight’s fee of the fee of Manasser Arsic from

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the time of Henry It. Before 1150 he founded Greenfield priory, 
co. Lincoln, to which house, with the consent of Ralph his heir, 
he gave the church of Aby and land there.? Robert, bishop of 
Lincoln, confirmed the gifts to Greenfield priory made by Eudo de 
Grenesbi and Ralph his son of the church of Aby and land in and 
near there, c. 1150-60. Ralph had issued a charter to Greenfield 
under the name of Ralph de Abi mentioning his lord Roger Arsic.4 
Eudo (Ivo) de Grainsby was also a benefactor to Nun Cotham 
priory, co. Lincoln, ante 1155.° William de Greinesby issued a 
confirmation charter to Greenfield, mentioning Ralph his father 
and Eudo his grandfather;® and William with Ralph his brother 
witnessed a charter to Greenfield in the late part of the twelfth 
century.? At Michaelmas 1197 Lisiard de Musters owed 100s. 
for having right of the vill of Grainsby against William son of 
Ralph de Grenesbi.® William de Greinesby was engaged in a plea 
in Lincolnshire in 1205.° 

In 1207 William de Well’ gave 50 marks for having a knight’s 
fee in Grainsby of the honour of Richmond, then in the king’s 
hand, formerly belonging to William father of Emma wife of the 
said William, whose heir she was; and the sheriff of Lincolnshire 
was ordered to give him seisin.1® It is clear that Emma’s father 
was William de Grainsby, then presumably dead. 

In March 1217-8 William de Well held a fifth of a knight’s 
fee in Grainsby;" and in Dec. 1218 three-quarters of a knight’s fee 
there, held by William de Well, were to be retained as part of the 
honour in the king’s hand.” In 1238-41 William de Welle held 
Grainsby;® and in 1242-43 Robert de Welle held three-quarters 
of a knight’s fee in Grainsby and Newton [le Wold].4 In 1281 
William de Welles held the same in Grainsby.¥ 

With regard to Little Hutton earl Conan gave to Easby

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abbey the 3 carucates there which had belonged to Eudo de 
Grenesby (no. 38); but these were evidently exchanged for other 
land (no. 39); and the holding is not mentioned in king Henry II’s 
confirmation to the abbey (no. 239). A return towards the end of 
the twelfth century includes a quarter of a knight’s fee in ‘Riulf 
Hotun’ of the fee of Eudo de Grenesby; and a later return gives the 
holding of William de Grenesbi as a sixth of a knight’s fee (see above); 
but there is no further mention of the Grainsby family in con- 
nection with Little Hutton. In 1284-85 the immediate tenant of 
the 3 carucates was Robert son of Thomas de Thorpe.! But this 
conflicts with the fact that in 1280-82 William de Bernigham held 
a quarter of a fee in Little Hutton,? evidently the original Grainsby 
holding; and at the end of the century the Barningham family held 
the lordship of ‘Refhotone.’? In 1346 a quarter of a fee in Little 
Hutton was in the earl’s demesne.’ 


Soi. [HE MUMBY FEE 


The service of the Mumby fee® was 5 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of April and May.® Of these 4 knights’ 
fees were held in Lincolnshire, in Mumby and the soke;? and the 
remaining fee in Wycliffe in Richmondshire. § 

The family of Mumby was descended from Eudo who was a 
tenant of count Alan at the Domesday survey in Mumby, Hag- 
worthingham, and elsewhere in Lincolnshire.? At the Lindsey 
survey, 1115-18, he held of the count of Britanny [count Stephen] 
9 carucates in Mumby and its dependencies; and, as Eudo de 
Mumby (Mondz) 3 bovates in Thorpe St. Peter.?° 

Alan de Munbi occurs among several tenants and officials 
of count Stephen who witnessed a charter of Osbern de Arches to 
St. Mary’s, York." As the date may be earlier than 1100!" it seems 
likely that he was a brother rather than the son of Eudo. Alan 
son of Eudo occurs among the principal tenants of count Stephen

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at Michaelmas 1130;! and he is evidently the Alan son of Eon who 
held the 5 knights’ fees of the honour in the early twelfth-century 
castle-guard return.? Either he or perhaps his son was the Alan de 
Mumby who witnessed charters of earl Alan, 1136-45 (nos. 14, 15), 
and charters of earl Conan, 1156-58 and 1159-71 (nos. 30B, 31, 
56a). Before 1150 Alan de Mundbi granted to Greenfield priory 
his share of certain land in Rigsby, co. Lincoln.? At Michaelmas 
1159 Alan de Mumbi is mentioned as having been the subject of 
an appeal brought against him by a certain Ivo of the city of 
Winchester;* and in the following year he rendered account of 
100 marks in Lincolnshire.2 At Michaelmas 1166 he owed 40s. 
in Lincolnshire because he had not been present at the sworn 
inquest (juvat’) of knights’ fees. Alan was dead at Michaelmas 
1172, when Eudo de Munbi rendered account of 100 marks for the 
fine of his father’s land, held of the honour of earl Conan, to be 
paid in Lincolnshire.? As Eudo or Yun de Munbi he was amerced 
in Lincolnshire in 1177 and in Northamptonshire in 1178.8 In 
his father’s lifetime he had witnessed a charter of earl Conan at 
Guingamp, 1161-63 (no. 68), and one of countess Bertha, 1159-67 
(no. 57). He held 4 knights’ fees of the honour in Lincolnshire, in 
Mumby and the soke; and a knight’s fee in Wycliffe in Rich- 
mondshire.® He died before Michaelmas 1197, when Hugh Wake 
owed 100 marks in Lincolnshire for having the custody of the 
son and heir of Eudo de Munbi up to an age when, according to 
the custom of England, he could hold land.t® In 1199 Philip son 
of Robert gave 200/7., 100 hogs’ carcasses and 100 cheeses for having 
the land which had belonged to Yvo de Mumbi, with the custody 
and marriage of the heir.11. But in the following year Alan de 
Munbi gave 300 marks and a palfrey worth 10 marks for the 
fine of his land.” In 1201 Alan was holding 44 knights’ fees of the

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honour of the countess of Britanny.! He gave to Greenfield priory 
land in Anderby, co. Lincoln, for the souls of Eudo his father and 
Amice his mother, c. 1200.2. In 1216 Robert de Turribus gave 5 
palfreys for having seisin of the land in Lincolnshire and Yorkshire 
formerly belonging to Alan de Mumby, saving the share of the two 
sisters of Beatrice his wife. This explains the entry in 1218, when 
among the fees of the honour to be retained in the king’s hand 
there were 24 knights’ fees in the soke of Mumby held by Robert 
de Turribus and his parceners, and one fee in ‘Wichua,’ co. York, 
held by R[fanulf], earl of Chester.4 It is evident that ‘Wichua’ can 
be identified as Wycliffe; and it appears that the Mumby interest 
there was temporarily in the hand of the lord of the honour. In 
1226-28 Mary de Mumby, Alice and Beatrice her sisters, heirs of 
Alan de Mumby, were in the king’s gift, Robert de Turribus having 
Beatrice as wife.® In 1252 Beatrice de Munby gave to Robert de 
Wyclyve a messuage, a carucate of land and 10 marks rent in 
Wycliffe, being all she held in the vill, to hold of her and her heirs, 
rendering a pair of gilt spurs or 6d. at Martinmas, and doing the 
forinsec service, Robert giving 100 marks of silver;® and in 1263 
Robert de Wyklive was holding the manor of Wycliffe when he 
obtained the advowson of the church, together with an acre of 
land in Anderby, co. Lincoln, from the prior of Markby.? There 
is no further information about the Mumby interest in Wycliffe; 
and in 1280-82 the knight’s fee there is given as being held by 
Robert de Wiclif.§ In 1284-85 Robert de Wycliff held 12 carucates 
in Wycliffe, Girlington and a moiety of Thorpe for a knight’s fee; 
this land he held of William de Kirkton who held of the earl; and 
he was the mesne tenant of the Middleham fee in the other moiety 
of Thorpe.® 

It is interesting to note that Peter de Girlincton, a Yorkshire- 
man from the parish of Wycliffe, was a tenant of Alan de Mumby 
in Lincolnshire in 1212.1°

The fee held by Conan son of Ellis was that which had been 
held early in the twelfth century by Wigan son of Landric for the 
service of 5 knights, rendering castle-guard in the months of 
April and May.! Of these 24 knights’ fees were held in Richmond- 
shire, rendering castle-guard in the same months; one fee in East 
Cowton (Magna Couton), one fee in Ainderby [Myers] and Holtby, 
par. Hornby, and half a fee in Hutton Hang, par. Finghall, and 
East Brompton, par. Patrick Brompton.2. The remaining 23 
knights’ fees were held in Lincolnshire; one fee in Holbeach and 
Whaplode, and 14 fees in Welton le Wold and Killingholme.® 

At the Domesday survey Landric was the tenant of count 
Alan in East Cowton, Ainderby Myers and Hutton Hang,’ and in © 
all the Lincolnshire places named.®? He witnessed a charter of 
Anschitil de Furneaux (no. 282);® and, as Landric de Horneby, a 
charter of Wimar the steward (no. 138).? In the Lindsey survey, 
1115-18, Alan son of Landri is mentioned as having held one 
carucate in Welton le Wold;® but before Michaelmas 1130 Wigan 
son of Landric had succeeded.® At that date he occurs among the 
principal tenants of count Stephen in Yorkshire;!° and he held the 
5 knights’ fees in the earliest castle-guard return." He witnessed a 
charter of count Stephen, 1125-35 (no. 8); charters of Enisan 
Musard, ante 1130, and Roger de Lascelles, ante 1146 (nos. 218, 292); 
and the charter of Robert de Brus issued on the marriage of Agatha

his daughter.1 Between 1133 and 1151 he was present at the con- 
secration of a chapel at Throckenholt? by Nigel, bishop of Ely, 
who had granted the site to Thorney abbey for a cell; Wigan, 
described as Wigan son of Landri of Holbeach, being a donor 
thereto of 12 acres of marsh.? Wigan’s gift of the church of Hornby 
to St. Mary’s, York, is given at no. 347. 

There is no reason to doubt that Conan son of Ellis was the 
lineal male descendant of Landric; and, although no proof is 
available, it seems reasonable to suppose that Ellis was the son of 
Wigan.® Nothing is known of Ellis except that he married Tiffany 
one of the daughters of Roald the constable, who had the land of 
Warth in Easby from her father.® 

Ellis died before Michaelmas 1165, when Conan son of Ellis 
rendered an account of 4 marks in Lincolnshire for licence not to 
plead before the age of pleading; this was fully paid in the following 
year.” At Michaelmas 1174 as Conan de Hornebi he owed 40 marks 
for having his land which his uncle had had in custody, Ranulf de 
Glanville recognizing that he had received 20 marks.* His uncle 
was his mother’s brother, Alan the constable, who had issued a 
charter to Easby abbey giving the land of Warth in Easby (the 
benefaction of his sister Tiffany), which he undertook to warrant 
or exchange when the boy Conan, his nephew, would be a knight. 
At Michaelmas 1175 Helte de Boidelea owed 20 marks and a 
charger for right against Conan son of Ellis in Lincolnshire; and 
Walter son of Reginald 10 marks for right against him in Yorkshire.1°

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In 1184 the abbot of St. Mary’s, York, and the Templars were 
holding 2 carucates of land in alms in Great Cowton of the fee 
of Conan son of Ellis, on which they paid 8d. for sheriff’s aid; the 
same sum was paid for 3 carucates in Colburn! of the land of 
Conan son of Ellis; and Conan paid a wapentake fine of 6s. in the 
wapentake of Gilling.2 In 1194 Fulk de Oiri and Conan son of 
Ellis made an agreement about the advowson of the church of 
All Saints and chapel of St. Peter of Holbeach, by which Fulk 
quitclaimed his right therein to Conan and his heirs, Conan giving 
21s. rent in Holbeach to hold to Fulk and his heirs of the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and his heirs by the service of a gold spur 
at Easter.2 In 1203 Conan was engaged in a plea against the 
abbot of St. Mary’s, York, relating to the church of Hornby.4 
On various occasions in the period 1203-12 Conan, also described 
as Conan de Holebech, was a knight on grand assizes in Lincoln- 
shire.® In 1212 he was holding a knight’s fee in Holbeach and 
Whaplode of William de Mandeville “ut audivimus dici per 
dominum regem quod solebat tenere de comite Britannie.’’® 

On 25 Nov. 1213 Conan son of Ellis and Avice his wife gave 
two palfreys for having a writ before the keepers of the bishopric 
of Durham concerning a knight’s fee with appurtenances in 
Brunnue and two hides of land with appurtenances in Horn’ 
against Henry de Neville and Geoffrey de Conyers (Cognerzs), 
in respect of half a knight’s fee with appurtenances in Auclent’ 
[? Auckland St. Helen], which the said Conan and Avice his wife, 
and Robert son of Meldred and Isabel his wife claimed against 
Geoffrey and Henry on behalf of the said Avice and Isabel; the 
keepers were ordered to take security from Conan and Avice, the 
king having quitclaimed Robert and Isabel for the portion of 
the fine which concerned them.’ These details indicate that 
Avice and Isabel were sisters. Isabel was sister and ultimately heir 
of Henry de Neville of Brancepeth, and ancestress of the Nevilles 
of Raby.® 

On 18 April 1216 William de Holebech and Conan son of 
E]'is made fines for 30 and 60 marks for having the king’s goodwill,

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William son of William de Holebech being given as a hostage; on 
receipt of their assurances of faithful service seisin of their lands 
of which they had been disseised was ordered to be given them. 
On 23 Aug. 1218 the sheriff of Lincolnshire was ordered to give 
seisin to W[illiam], earl of Essex, of the custody of the land of 
Conan son of Ellis which belonged to him by reason of Conan’s 
service which king John had granted to him by charter, and for 
which Conan had done homage to him in the time of king John? 
Presumably Conan was then dead. 

Conan son of Ellis, described in one charter as Conan son of 
Ellis de Holbec, and in the other as Conan son of Ellis de Couton, 
issued two charters to Bridlington priory, giving land and other 
rights in Holbeach, co. Lincoln; one of these benefactions was 
made for the souls of Emmecine, Sybil, Ada, and Avice, his wives, 
for the support of two canons in the vill of Holbeach, and the other 
for the soul of Ada his wife. These gifts were confirmed by Thomas 
de Moulton, whose confirmation was doubtless made after he 
acquired the manor of Holbeach in 1221 (see below). 

Conan son of Ellis made a gift to Marrick priory of a bovate 
and 34 acres of land and pasture for 100 sheep in Cuton [East 
Cowton].> He gave tithes in Holbeach to Crowland abbey, ante 
1199, and lands there with his body [for burial]; and he was a 
benefactor of Thorney abbey, St. Sepulchre’s priory, Thetford 
and Christ Church, Canterbury.® 
: Of his four wives the first, Emmecine, was probably a 
member of the Oyri family;? and his last, Avice, whom he married 
before 1205,8 was apparently a sister of Henry de Neville (see 
above). The details given below show that by 1220 she had married 
Alan de Moulton® as her second husband. Conan left no legitimate 
issue. He had an illegitimate son William,!° who occurs as rector 
of Holbeach in 1200; and an illegitimate daughter who married 
William de Holbeach.”

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The following references throw light on the devolution of 
the property after Conan’s death : 

In a case heard in 1281 relating to land in Holbeach the 
pleadings show that Conan died without an heir of his body, his 
heirs being Beatrice, Parnel and Constance, the sisters of his father 
Ellis, or their representatives; the plaintiffs in the case, against 
Thomas de Multon, were the representatives of these three ladies, 
whose immediate heirs had been their sons Robert, William de 
Lascelles, and Ellis de Crakehall respectively. 

In 1220 Alan de Muleton and Avice his wife claimed a third 
part of the vill of Cutton [East Cowton] against Richard Fitun, as 
pertaining to the dower of Avice which she had of the freehold of 
Conan son of Ellis, formerly her husband; and Richard vouched 
Ellis de Crakenhal, William de Lasceles, and William de Herneby 
to warranty; Alan and Avice made a quitclaim to Richard, Ellis, 
William and William; and Ellis, William and William gave to 
Alan and Avice 6 carucates of land in Herneby [presumably Hornby 
is intended], being all the land they held in that vill, to hold for 
Avice’s life with the other dower which Alan and Avice held in 
Holbeach.? 

In 1220 an assize was held to recognize whether William de 
Lasceles disseised William de Maundeville, earl of Essex, of his free 
tenement in Holebeck [Holbeach, co. Lincoln], the earl having 
complained that the jurors of an assize of novel disseisin, taken 
before the last justices itinerant, had made a false oath; the jurors 
(of the new assize) said that after the death of Conan son of Ellis, 
who died seised of the land, the earl came and brought the king’s 
writ for having seisin of the land and heir of Conan, and being 
granted seisin was seised for a month and more; and that then 
a Jew came to the court and showed that the land was his pledge 
for 24/1. which Conan had. owed him, and brought the king’s writ 
for having seisin of the pledge and had seisin, and that then William 
de Lasceles came and had such speech with the Jew that the latter 
demised the land to him, and had entry through the Jew, wherefore 
William had not disseised the earl.3 

In 1221 William de Mandeville, earl of Essex, was plaintiff 
and William de Lasceles, Ellis de Crakenhal and William de 
Herneby were deforciants in a fine of the manor of Holbeach; the 
deforciants acknowledged the manor and its appurtenances, 
including advowsons of churches, to be the right of the earl, and

In the period 1280-82 Edmund Fyton held one fee in Great 
Cowton {7.e., East Cowton], one fee in Holtby and Ainderby 
[Myers], and a quarter of a fee in [East] Brompton; the abbot of 
Jervaulx held a quarter of a fee in Hutton Hang.? These make up 
the 23 fees formerly held by Conan son of Ellis in Yorkshire. In 
1284-85 the immediate tenant of the earl of Richmond in East 
Cowton was Edmund Fyton who held all the 8 carucates, except 
6 bovates held by the Templars (see note to no. 343).3 At Hornby? 
the details indicate the subordinate holdings of the heirs of Conan 
son of Ellis: Robert de Lascelles, 2 carucates, Peter de Crakall, 
2 car., Richard de Barton and Thomas son of Thomas de Otrington, 
one car. each, who held of Edmund Fyton, who held of the heirs 
of Thornton Steward, who held of the earl.® 

Edmund Fyton was a member of the Lancashire and Cheshire 
family of Fitton. His grandfather was Richard Fitton of Bollin, 
co. Chester, who was justice of Chester and died c. 1246.6 Richard 
held the office of constable of Richmond.’ In this capacity he 
witnessed charters relating to Barforth® and East Bolton,® three 
charters issued to Marrick priory,© and two charters relating to

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Stapleton (nos. 338A, 3388); and he occurs as constable in 1224.* 
His wife’s name, as given in a charter of Edmund his grandson, 
was Ellen.2 As early as 1220 he had acquired an interest in East 
Cowton, when he called the heirs of Conan son of Ellis to warrant 
him a third of the vill, which Conan’s widow was claiming as dower 
(see above). The evidence of a later fine (in 1240) shows that 
William de Lasceles and Ellis de Crakehal, two of the heirs, had 
given Richard Fitton two-thirds of a knight’s fee in [East] Cowton 
and [Great] Smeaton; and in 1240 their heirs recognized his right, 
to hold to him and his heirs of the chief lords of the fee? A few 
months later Thomas de Horneby [presumably Herneby is intended], 
representing the third coheir, recognized Richard’s right to the 
remaining third of a knight’s fee in the same places, Richard 
granting Thomas a moiety thereof The combined evidence 
suggests that Richard acquired Conan’s position in the Yorkshire 
lands of the honour shortly after Conan’s death. He was succeeded 
by his son Hugh,® who was the father of Edmund Fitton mentioned 
above.

In confirmation charters issued by king Henry I, king Henry II and 
archbishop Thurstan the church of [East] Cowton is said to have been given 
to Bridlington priory by Eustace FitzJohn.* This appears to be his only 
recorded association with East Cowton; and his gift of the church is difficult .

This gift was confirmed by Richard Phitun; hiis testibus, dominis 
Gilberto de Gaunt, Stephano de Gaunt, Nicholao de Stapelton’, Roberto de 
Arundel, Galfrido Britone, Hugone clerico, Willelmo preposito de Couton’, 
Philippo de Arghum.? For the interest acquired by Richard Fitton in East 
Cowton see the introduction above.

This charter was issued not earlier than 1201, when Roald succeeded his 
father Alan as constable (see §2). Roger de Lascelles was under age at 
Michaelmas 1182 (see §6); and the presence of Robert his [younger] son 
suggests a date rather later than 1201. Brian son of Alan was presumably 
the lord of Bedale; but he was under age at Michaelmas 1190 (see §7), and it 
is unlikely that he was the father of Ralph son of Brian and Alan his brother, 
who also occur as witnesses. There is no evidence that he had an elder son 
Ralph; and Ralph son of Brian was probably of Welton le Wold, co. Lincoln, 
who issued a Grainthorpe charter in the late twelfth century.? William

At the inquest of 1185 the Templars were said to hold 6 carucates at 
‘Cutun’ of the gift of Robert Cambord.® It is unlikely that this amount 
can be correct. It is probably an error for 6 bovates, which was the amount 
of land held in Great Cowton (out of a total of 8 carucates) by the master 
of the Templars in 1284-85. Moreover, in 1240-1 a younger Robert Cham- 
bard recognized 6 bovates in “Est Cuton’ to be the right of the master and 
brethren, as of the gift of his father William.’ The property was known as 
Temple Cowton.

Neither the gift of Simon and Alan nor this confirmation are entered 
in the Rievaulx Chartulary. Of the witnesses Richard de Widevilla occurs 
when Ranulf de Glanville was sheriff of Yorkshire,® and Robert de Vado occurs 
in the time of pope Alexander III, 1159-81.1°

This charter was probably issued about the same time as no. 340, early 
in the period assigned. If Beatrice daughter of Tiffany was Conan’s sister 
she certainly did not survive him, or leave issue to survive him. But it is 
not unlikely that she was his half-sister. And if Tiffany married Picot de 
Lascelles as her second husband (see pp. 90, 183) Beatrice may be the daugh- 
ter of Picot who was given in marriage to Richard de Merlaic. 1180 (p. 183). 
It is perhaps significant that Conan issued a charter to a yee de Merlay 
after 1201 (no. 342). 

On the same folio of the chartulary is a notification by H[amo] the 
dean, and the chapter of St. Peter, York, directed to Sir R{ichard] Phiton, 
constable of Richmond, containing an inspeximus of this charter, and urging 
that the said alms should not be withdrawn; the date is not later than 1220 
when Roger de Insula had become dean,? and presumably (though not 
certainly) after Conan’s death in 1217-18; the earliest possible date is 1214.

The latest possible date for Wigan’s gift is 1133, by which year it had 
been confirmed by the king (no. 348). The evidence of the Lindsey survey, 
1115-18, given above, suggests that it is unlikely that Wigan had already 
succeeded to the fee. Moreover the mention of Ralph son of Landric in the 
king’s charter (if the text is correct) suggests that Ralph was an elder brother 
of Wigan, and that Wigan did not succeed until after Ralph’s death. The 
earliest possible date for the present charter may therefore be taken as 
1115. Hugh, dean of York, witnessed charters of archbishop Thurstan in 
the periods c. 1121-1128 and 1125-35;! he was dean in 1132 and retired to 
Fountains in 1134.? 

The church of Hornby and a carucate of land were included in count 
Stephen’s confirmation charter to St. Mary’s (no. 8). The same, as of the 
gift of Wigan de Hornebi, were included in king Henry II’s confirmation 
charter. 

Although Hornby was probably the headquarters of Landric and his 
successors in Yorkshire, and both he and his son Wigan, as well as Conan son 
of Ellis, were sometimes described as of that place, it was never held by them 
as an immediate tenure of the honour. At the Domesday survey, although 
Landric then held Ainderby Myers, par. Hornby, of count Alan, Hornby 
itself was held by Gospatric; and it subsequently passed with several other 
holdings of Gospatric to the Steward’s fee. With that fee the overlordship 
appears to have remained; and in 1286-87 the heirs of Conan son of Ellis held 
the vill of Edmund Fyton, who held of the heirs of Thornton Steward, who 
held of the earl.6 Although, therefore, Hornby was a member of the 
Steward’s fee, and not of the fee held directly by Conan son of Ellis and his 
predecessors, it has seemed convenient to include the charters relating to it 
in the present section, especially in view of its association with East Cowton 
in nos. 345, 346.

The earliest date for Geoffrey, abbot of York, seems to be 1121. The 
latest date for the present charter is Aug. 1133, when the king left England 
for Normandy for the last time. 

Wetheral priory in Cumberland was a cell of St. Mary’s, York. Ranulf, 
earl of Chester, who died c. 1129, appears to have surrendered the lordship 
of Carlisle when he became earl after earl Richard’s death in Nov. 1120.4 
Wescubrich son of William Steffan is mentioned in a charter of king Henry 
II as having held Corby [par. Wetheral].* Wigot of Lincoln was living at 
the time of the Lindsey survey, 1115-18. At Michaelmas 1130 Alan son of 
Wigot rendered account in Lincolnshire of 20 marks of silver for all the old | 
debt of his father, which he then paid.® It is likely that he had recently 
succeeded his father. The land in York which Wigot gave lay in Ousegate, 
as appears in the confirmation charter of king Henry II.’ 

The first three witnesses to the present charter are among the numerous 
witnesses to a confirmation charter of king Henry I to Rievaulx abbey, dated 
at Windsor in 1133.8 The two charters were, perhaps, issued on the same 
occasion.

The name of William, rector of Holbeach, the grantor’s illegitimate son, 
who also witnessed nos. 341 and 346, shows that the charter was not issued 
before c. 1200 (see above); and, as Roger de Lascelles was under age in 1182, 
the occurrence of his son Theobald suggests a date somewhat later. More- 
over, aS Roald son of Alan did not witness as constable, the charter was 
perhaps issued when he had lost the constableship either in 1207 or, more 
likely, during the barons’ war. It seems probable that the charter was 
issued shortly before the grantor’s death, which occurred in 1217-18. 


6°04. (THE DE UCAS MAKE risk 


The De la Mare fee! owed the service of 7 knights, rendering 
castle-guard in the months of April and May.? Of these 3 knights’ 
fees were held in [Wood] Ditton, co. Cambridge;? 3 fees in Lincoln- 
shire—in Cadney, Kelsey, Spridlington and Kirmington;* and one 
fee in Yafforth, par. Danby Wiske, in Richmondshire.® 

Early in the twelfth century Wigan de la Mare occurs as 
lord of Little Danby in Yafforth (no. 351). It is possible that he 
is identical with Wighen who held a manor in [Wood] Ditton, co. 
Cambridge, of count Alan at the Domesday survey.® His successor 
was William de la Mare, who occurs as a tenant of count Stephen in 
Yorkshire at Michaelmas 1130 and as one of the nine doomsmen 
(judicatores) of the county who were the subject of amercement.’ 
He held 7 knights’ fees of the honour in the earliest castle-guard 
return.’ He may have been a son or younger brother of Wigan.®

The former is more likely, as he himself appears to have had a 
younger brother named Wigan.! He was holding Little Danby 
before 1135, and had a son named Alan (no. 352), who was evidently 
his successor. 

Alan de la Mara and Beatrice his wife issued a notification 
c. 1150 to Robert, bishop of Lincoln, of their gift to Newhouse 
abbey of the land called Ruholm [in or near Kirmington, Lincs.], 
among the witnesses being Gilbert, the grantor’s nephew.? His 
son and successor was another William, who with Beatrice his 
mother issued a similar notification c. 1160 of the gift made to the 
same house by Adam de Chirningtun, son of Hervey, of a toft and 
2 bovates of land in Chirningtun [Kirmington] of William’s fee which 
he was holding of the earl of Richmond; and of William’s own 
confirmation of this gift for the soul of Alan who was his own 
father and Adam’s uncle; among the witnesses being Wigan uncle 
of Alan de la Mara.? In the period 1157-63 William de Lamarre 
son of Alan de Lamarre, and Amabel his wife issued a similar 
notification of their confirmation of Alan’s gift of the land in 
Ruholm.* At Michaelmas 1172 William de Mara, occurring among 
other tenants of the honour of Richmond, owed 5 marks for having 
right of land in Lincolnshire against Nicholas de Areci.6 About 
this period he occurs as lord of Little Danby (no. 353); and his 
successor, probably his son, was Ralph de la Mare, who held 3 
knights’ fees of the honour of Richmond in Cadney, Kelsey, 
Spridlington, and Kirmington, co. Lincoln.® 

At Michaelmas 1192 Alexander Brito rendered account of 
40s. for having recognition of a novel disseisin in the great court 
of Lincolnshire against Ralph de Mara;’ and in the following year 
Ralph de la Mara rendered account of 2 marks for a novel disseisin 
in Lincolnshire.§

290 HONOUR OF RICHMOND 


In April 1200 Ralph de Mara demanded against the abbot 
of Bardney that he should permit him to present a fit parson to 
the church of Spridlington,! [the advowson of which] he had 
deraigned with a moiety of the vill against Alexander Brito, 
producing a chirograph made to that effect; the abbot said that he 
and his church of Bardney had possessed the church for fifty 
years and more, producing the charter of Geoffrey Brito who gave 
the church, the confirmation of Alexander his brother and those of 
R{obert] and H[ugh], bishops of Lincoln; and added that the 
chirograph referred to was made in 1194-95, and that Ralph and 
Alexander had deforced him of his right; Ralph put in his place 
Richard his brother.? 

In 1202 Ralph de Mara granted to William son of Ulf, who 
had recognized the land to be his right and inheritance, 40 acres 
of land in [Great] Langton at a yearly rent of a pound of pepper, 
and common of pasture in the moor of Danby [Wiske].? 

In 1203 Ralph de Mara was holding the vill of Dicton, co. 
York [Deighton, par. Escrick, E.R.], which Duncan Darel, husband 
of Sara de Mara, had given him by charter for homage and service’. 
He died before 29 July 1205 when the king gave to John de 
Bassingburn’ the custody of the land and heir of Ralph de Mara, 
with the marriage of the heir. In 1206 John de Bassinggeburn’ 
sought the court of the heirs of Ralph de Mara, who were then in 
his custody, in a plea of 2 carucates of land in Ditton [Wood 
Ditton, co. Cambridge] which were of the fee of the said heirs.® 

Ralph de la Mare’s heir appears to have been his son William,’ 
who held a knight’s fee in Yafforth,® and 3 fees in [Wood] Ditton, 
co. Cambridge.® William de la Mare married Mabel, daughter 
and ultimately coheir of Maud, daughter and coheir of Adam 
son of Swain, by her second husband John Malherbe of 
Appleby, Lincs.; and by this marriage he and his descendants 
acquired not only a share of the Malherbe inheritance, but also 
an interest in the extensive estate of Adam son of Swain, who was 
an important tenant of the Lascy fee in the West Riding of York- 
shire and held other lands including a lordship in Cumberland.’

John Malherbe, Maud’s second husband, died in 1181 
her son Roger de Montbegon, by her first husband, died s.p. in 1227. 
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On 24 Feb. 1215-6 the sheriff of Lincolnshire was ordered to give 
William de Mara seisin of the share of the land formerly belonging 
to John Malherbe in Appleby, which was of his inheritance.? 
He died not later than the following October, as on 1 Nov. 1216 
the sheriffs of Lincolnshire, Cumberland, and Yorkshire, and the 
constable of Richmond were ordered to give William son of 
Richard, the king’s serjeant, seisin of the land which fell to the 
daughter and heir of William de Mara, whose marriage and lands 
king John had granted to him.2 This daughter was Mabel, the 
wife of Geoffrey de Neville,? who may have purchased the marriage 
from William son of Richard. In 1217-8 the heirs of William de 
la Mare held 3 knights’ fees of the honour of Richmond in Cadney, 
Lincs.4 In 1226-27 Geoffrey de Neville and Mabel his wife were 
defendants against Marmaduke de Tueng, who complained that 
Geoffrey father of Geoffrey had disseised him of 2 carucates of 
land in Dictona [Deighton, par. Escrick, E.R.]; they pleaded 
successfully that the land had descended to Mabel after the death 
of William de Mara her father, who died seised thereof, having 
inherited it from Ralph his father, Mabel’s grandfather.® 

In 1226-28 Geoffrey de Neville held a moiety of Appleby, 
Lincs.,® where he held half a fee in 1242-43.7 In the latter years 
he held of the honour of Richmond 1 fee in Kelsey, 1 fee in Sprid- 
lington, and 1 fee in Kirmington, Lincs.* In 1236 he acquired from 
Thomas de Munsorel for 120 marks 2 carucates of land in Danby 
[Wiske], to be held of the chief lords of the fee [7.e., of the honour 
of Richmond];® and in 1239 he and his heirs were granted free 
warren in the demesne lands of his manor of Danby.’® He died in 
124911 and was succeeded by his son Hugh.!2 His widow Mabel, 
described as daughter of W/[illiam] de Mara, issued a charter to 
Monk Bretton priory. The 3 fees in Lincolnshire passed from the 
Neville family before 1280, when two of them were held by Sir 
James de Byroun, and the third by Walter de Stoks.#

Describing herself as Olyva de la Mare she granted in her 
widowhood to Richard de Thornil her son, for his homage, all her 
land in the vill of Calthorn [Cawthorne, Yorks.

The date of this charter is about the middle of the thirteenth 
century; Cawthorne and Culgaith were among the possessions of 
Adam son of Swain, Mabel Malherbe’s grandfather. The evidence 
suggests that Olive was using her maiden name in dealing with 
her own inherited property. She married first the father of 
William de Arcy who was probably Sir Hervey de Arcy of Flix- 
borough, Lincs., and secondly Sir John de Thornhill, the father of 
Sir Richard.? 


The Yorkshire portion of this fee? passed in the thirteenth 
century to a family named Bretteville. In 1280 William de Brette- 
vile held 1 knight’s fee in Yafforth, rendering half a mark for 
castle-guard;* and in 1284-85 Baldwin Bretvill held almost all 
Yafforth of the earl, among his tenants being Hugh de la Mare® 
and Richard Bretvill.6 It is evident that this family held a sub- 
tenancy at Yafforth under the de la Mares in the twelfth century 
(no. 353); and the occurrence of ‘‘William de Mara of Brettevile’’’ 
possibly suggests some connection between the two families. 
On 28 Apr. 1198 by fine in the king’s court at Westminster Robert 
de la Mare quitclaimed to William de Breteville all right in the 
advowson of an eighth part of the church of Yafforth, in the mill 
of Yafforth, in the pasture of the holme (imsula) where the castle 
of Yafforth had been (fuzt), and in the meadow adjoining; and for 
this William gave him 4 acres of land at the end (exsitus) of the vill 
of Yafforth between the road from Richmond and that from 
Danby, and all his meadow between that of the said Robert and 
that of Ainderby [Steeple], rendering 4d. yearly for all service.® 
This fine furnishes no evidence that Robert de la Mare was lord of

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Yafforth;! it suggests that he was a younger member of the family 
dealing with a subtenancy.? 

It appears that in the thirteenth century the interest of the 
de la Mares in the 3 fees in Cambridgeshire passed to the family 
of Valognes.* Early in that century Thomas de Valoniis held 3 
fees in ‘Wodintone,’ which may reasonably be identified as Wood 
Ditton. In 1280-82 Sir Robert de Valeynes held 3 fees of the honour 
of Richmond in Cambridgeshire, paying 30s. for castle-guard;® 
and in 1284-86 he held Dittone Valoynes [Ditton Valence in 
Wood Ditton] and a third of Newmarket of John de Camoys for 
3 fees, John holding of the earl.®

Hardwin de Scalers was living at 
the Domesday survey (see §§24-26), and Picot de Lascelles was probably the 
Picot of the Survey, being dead before 1130 (see §6). The date of this 
charter is therefore probably some years earlier than the latest possible 
limit assigned above.

§ 41. THE MIDDLEHAM FEE 


Early in the twelfth century the service of the Middleham 
feet was 15 knights, rendering castle-guard in the months of 
June and July.? Of these 6 knights’ fees were held in Yorkshire; 
and 6 in Norfolk, in Hethersett and elsewhere.’ The locality of 
the remaining 3 fees has not been ascertained.® 

The Middleham fee in Yorkshire was composed in the first 
instance of Ribald’s holdings at the Domesday survey. These 
were Allerthorpe, par. Pickhill (2 carucates); West Bolton, par. 
Aysgarth (6 car.); West Hauxwell (6 car.); Middleham (5 car.); 
Redmire,® par. Wensley (5 car.); Scrafton, par. Coverham (3 car.); 
Spennithorne (84 car.); Swainby, par. Pickhill (6 car.); Thornton 
Watlass (6 car.); Watlass, par. Thornton Watlass (3 car.). Sub- 
sequently, and probably not later than the early years of the

THE LORDS OF MIDDLEHAM 


I. RiBatp. As brothers of the count’ Ribald and Bardulf 
witnessed a charter of count Alan I in favour of Swavesey priory 
(no. 1). As brother of count Alan Ribald gave to Spalding priory 
the church of Opton [Upton, Lincs. ],® for the souls of king William, 
count Alan, ‘Ivo’® and himself, and of all his ancestors; 
witnessed by Hervey son of Ribald [his son], and others.!° Ribald 
witnessed a charter of count Stephen to St. Mary’s, York, of 
probable date 1093-97 (no. 4). As brother of the count he issued a 
notification of his gift to St. Mary’s, York, of land in Burneston

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(no. 358).1 He gave to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond, two sheaves 
of the tithes of all his demesne lands in Snape, Well, Crakehall, 
Carlton [in Coverdale], Spennithorne, Thornton Watlass, and 
Clifton [-upon-Ure].? In the fifteenth-century genealogy in the 
Cotton library it is stated that Ribald, the first lord of Middleham, 
retired with Bodin to the abbey of St. Mary, York, where they 
became monks. This was not before c. 1121 (no. 358). Before 
1130 Ribald had been succeeded by his son Ralph (see below). 
He had other sons Hervey, Rainald and William, who witnessed 
his charter to St. Mary’s (no. 358). Hervey son of Ribald witnessed 
a charter of count Stephen to St. Mary’s, 1125-35 (no. 8), a charter 
of. earl Alan, 1136-45 (no. 399), his brother Ralph’s charter to 
Fountains abbey, 1154-64 (no. 367), and the notification issued 
by Robert de Brus on the marriage of Agatha his daughter to 
Ralph son of Ribald (see below). 

Ribald’s wife Beatrice, who presumably died ante 1112 
(no. 358), was a daughter of Ives Taillebois, sheriff of Lincolnshire 
in or before 1086, but not by his wife the countess Lucy, whose 
first husband he was.4 The evidence for this is a charter issued 
by Ives to St. Mary’s, York, in the time of abbot Stephen, giving 
half his lordship of Kirkby Stephen [Westmorland] and half the 
church, and other lands and churches in Westmorland, and the 
church of Clapham [Yorkshire], which was witnessed by Lucy his 
wife, Ribald his son-in-law, Ralph Taillebois and others.® Ribald’s 
eldest son is sometimes named Ralph Taillebois (using his mother’s 
name). As Farrer points out, it is somewhat curious that no part 
of the land in Westmorland and Yorkshire which Ives held in his 
own right, and not in right of his wife Lucy, descended to the 
sons of Ribald; from which circumstance it might be supposed 
that Ribald had no issue by Beatrice, were it not for the fact 
that his son is styled Ralph Taillebois.6 A possible explanation is 
that Beatrice was illegitimate. 


II. RALPH SON OF RIBALD. Described as Ralph Taillebois, 
the grantor’s son and heir, he witnessed his father Ribald’s notifica- 
tion on behalf of St. Mary’s, York, c. 1121-1130 (no. 358). As 
Ralph Talebos he witnessed a charter of count Stephen, 1125-35 
(no. 8), and as Ralph Taylboys one of Enisan Musard, ante 1130 
(no. 218). Possibly, as a boy, he was the Ralph Taillebois who 
witnessed the charter of Ives Taillebois to St. Mary’s, York,

So described he witnessed, with several officials and 
tenants (or their sons) of count Stephen, the charter of Osbern de 
Arches to St. Mary’s, York, 1100-c. 1116. 

Ralph son of Ribald held 15 knights’ fees of the honour.’ 
He occurs among the principal tenants of count Stephen in York- 
shire at Michaelmas 1130;3 and about the same time witnessed the 
charter of count Stephen to Roald the constable (no. 9). He 
witnessed charters of earl Alan, 1136-45 (nos. 15, 18, 19), and 
charters of earl Conan, post Sept. 1156, 1159-71, and 1163-4 (nos. 
29, 54, 56, 72). In 1159 he made a payment of 5 marks in Norfolk 
and Suffolk;* in 1162 he paid half a mark for scutage in Norfolk 
and Suffolk;> in 1165 he rendered account of 50 marks in York- 
shire;* and in 1168 half a mark in Norfolk and Suffolk for the aid 
for the marriage of the king’s daughter.’ 

At first sight it seems doubtful whether all these references 
relate to the same man. But the cumulative evidence does not 
support any alternative suggestion.® 

Ralph son of Ribald married Agatha daughter of Robert 
de Brus, to whom her father gave the manor of Elwick in Hartness, 
co. Durham, as her marriage portion, issuing a notification to 
that effect; among the witnesses were several tenants of the 
honour of Richmond or sons of tenants, including Richard de 
Rollos, Wigan son of Landric, Alan the butler, Acaris, Hervey son 
of Ribald, Judichel de Cotona [Cowton], Hugh [son of] Jernegan, 
and Gamel son of Douenald; and another witness was Bernard the 
priest who performed the marriage ceremony.® It may be assumed 
that as Elwick appears to have descended to the Nevilles of 
Middleham!? Agatha was the mother of Robert son of Ralph, the

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heir of Ralph son of Ribald. In his printed text of the document 
issued by Robert de Brus, Farrer assigned the date 1145-54, 
describing Robert as Robert de Brus I]—younger son of Robert 
de Brus I, who had died in 1142.1 He gave no reasons for such 
a date, or for such a parentage for Agatha; and it is likely that he 
would have re-examined both these points in the light of the 
Richmond evidence.? If they are accepted we are confronted by 
the curious position that the father-in-law of the son of a Domesday 
tenant was living as late as 1191.2 The evidence given below 
shows that Ralph’s grandson Waleran was born c. 1170, so that 
1149 would seem to be the latest possible date for Ralph’s marriage. 
Even so, as he witnessed a charter not later than c. 1116 and 
possibly one of date c. 1091-94 (see above), he would have been 
an elderly bridegroom in the period 1145-49. Moreover, the 
evidence of his charter to Fountains abbey (no. 367 below) shows 
that in 1154 or shortly later he had two sons Robert and Ribald 
old enough to witness it, the former of the two giving his consent. 
In the absence of fuller evidence it is difficult to accept the suggested 
date for Ralph’s marriage to Agatha de Brus. The original docu- 
ment issued by Robert de Brus is in existence. Although hand- 
writing is an uncertain guide, an examination of this unusual 
document, undoubtedly genuine, suggests a date earlier than the 
second half of the reign of Stephen; and it may be noted that 
in the printed Index to Charters and Rolls in the British Museum, 
Index Locorum, i, p. 259 (Elwick), the date assigned is ante 1141— 
that is to say the grantor is assumed to be Robert de Brus I, who 
died in the following year. Unfortunately the long list of wit- 
nesses provides no certain evidence. Walter Espec, who heads them, 
is said to have died in 1153, though he was already advanced in 
life at the time of the battle of the Standard in 1138.4 Of Acaris 
(see §46), Hervey son of Ribald (see above), Hugh son of Jernegan 
(see §1A) and Wigan son of Landric (see §32), the first three were 
alive in 1150, and possibly the fourth, though they were all active 
c. 1130 or earlier. But Humphrey de Turp, who witnessed the 
charter of Osbern de Arches to St. Mary’s, York, 1100-c. 1116 and 
possibly before 1100,° certainly seems to belong to an earlier period 
of activity than 1145. The balance of evidence suggests that 
1125-35 is a more likely date than 1145-54 for the marriage of 
Ralph son of Ribald, and that Agatha his wife was a daughter of 
Robert de Brus I. 


In addition to Robert his successor Ralph son of Ribald 
had a younger son Ribald, who with Robert his brother witnessed 
a charter of earl Conan, 1159-71 (no. 54), and his father’s charter 
to Fountains abbey (no. 367). Ralph also had a son Ralph 
(no. 367), who was probably illegitimate.

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III. ROBERT SON OF RALPH. He succeeded to the fee not 
earlier than 1168. With his father he witnessed charters of earl 
Conan, 1159-71 and 1163-4 (nos. 54, 72). At Michaelmas 1177, as 
Robert son of Ralph son of Ribald, he was pardoned for 5 marks 
for which he had accounted for a default in Norfolk and Suffolk.t 
In 1184 Robert son of Ralph paid 24 marks for wapentake fine 
in Hang wapentake, and 34s. 34d. for sheriff’s aid from 74 ten- 
mantales in Hang wapentake and 3 carucates in that of Hallikeld.? 
He held 6 knights’ fees of the honour in Yorkshire;? and was 
probably the builder of the keep of Middleham castle. He is 
said to have been given by earl Conan the office of forester of 
Wensleydale, to hold to him and his heirs.5 

He married Helewise, one of the daughters and heirs of 
Ranulf de Glanville, the justiciar.* He died in 1184 or 1185. In 
the latter year the son of Robert son of Ralph, a grandson (nefos) 
of Ranulf de Glanville, and said to be aged fifteen, was in the 
king’s custody.? Helewise his widow is said to have died on 1 March ~ 
1194-5 and to have been buried at Swainby abbey, her bones being 
later taken for burial to the chapter-house at Coverham.§® 


IV. WALERAN SON OF ROBERT. The details given above 
show that he was born c. 1170. He joined with his mother Helewise 
in or shortly before 1187 in the foundation of the house of the 
Premonstratensian canons at Swainby, which was later moved to 
Coverham (see nos. 124, 263, 359); his gifts being confirmed by 
king Henry II in 1188-89 (no. 359). He died s.#. in or before 1194. 


V. RALPH SON OF ROBERT. He succeeded his brother 
Waleran by 1194, when he was a party to proceedings in the 
king’s court relating to the inheritance of Ranulf de Glanville in 
Norfolk and Suffolk.? He evidently died without issue.

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‘VI. RANULF SON OF ROBERT. He succeeded his brother 
Ralph by 1206, when inter alia, including land held of the honour 
of Richmond, he paid for having seisin of the land of Saxthorpe 
[Norfolk], which archbishop Hubert [Walter] gave to Theobald 
his brother while Ralph brother of the said Ranulf ‘whose heir he 
is,’ was in the archbishop’s custody.1 As Randolf son of Robert 
he held 6 knights’ fees of the honour in Richmondshire, and 6 in 
Norfolk.2_ He died before 7 Dec. 1252, leaving as his heir Ralph 
his son, then aged 34; besides the 6 knights’ fees held of the honour 
of Richmond in Norfolk he held 4 knight’s fee in chief in the same 
county.’ 

He is said to have married Mary daughter of Roger Bigod, 
earl of Norfolk, and to have had the land of ‘Menythorp’ in frank- 
marriage. In addition to his son Ralph he had a younger son 
Ranulf. Ranulf son of Ranulf was living in 1284-87, when he was 
holding 54 carucates in Spennithorne and 6 carucates in Swainby 
of Mary de Middleham [7.e., Mary de Neville his niece].°> He also 
held a carucate in West Scrafton (a member of the Middleham 
fee) immediately of the earl, the abbot of Coverham holding it 
of him;* and a moiety of 3 carucates in East Bolton of Mary de 
Neville [his niece], who held of the heirs of Thornton Steward.’ 
His descendants in the male line continued at Spennithorne until 
the early part of the sixteenth century.® 


VII. RALPH SON OF RANULF. He was born c. 1218 (see 
above). He is said to have founded the house of the Franciscans 
at Richmond in 1258; to have married Anastasia daughter of

It is said that he was archdeacon of Salisbury and 
in subdeacon’s orders, being called to his inheritance by papal dispensation. 
But in the list in Le Neve, Fasti (ed. Hardy), ii, 622 Humphrey de Bassing- 
borne is given as archdeacon in 1188 and up to 1222. 

There are several notes of Ranulf’s career, taken from the Public 
Records, in Farrer H.K.F.MS. His activities as a justice are noticed in Foss, 
Judges, ii, 332. There is an interesting fine of 1218 in settlement of a dispute 
between him and Jervaulx abbey concerning pasture and easements in the 
forest of Wensleydale; this gives a great number of local names (Yorks. 
Fines, 1218-31, p. 2).

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William de Percy; and to have died on 31 March 1270, his bones 
being buried in the quire of Coverham and his heart in the quire 
of the Franciscans at Richmond.! 


He left three daughters as his heirs: Mary wife of Robert 
son of Robert de Neville of Raby; Joan wife of Robert de Tate- 
shale;? and Anastasia, a minor at her father’s death. The partition 
of his lands was made in 1270, the three portions being assigned to 
Robert de Neville, Robert de Tateshale, and to the king by reason 
of his custody of Anastasia; of the Yorkshire lands the first portion 
included Middleham, the second Well, and the third Snape.® 
Anastasia subsequently married John Haunsard;4 and died without 
issue before 28 April 1272, when her share was divided between 
her two sisters.® In the period 1280-82 Mary de Neville, ‘the lady 
of Middleham,’ held 3 fees in Middleham, Snape and Carlton in 
Coverdale, with the advowsons of Aysgarth and Middleham; and 
Sir Robert de Tateshale held 3 fees in Well, Crakehall and Thoralby, . 
in addition to his paternal inheritance of the half-fee in West 
Witton, with the advowsons of Well and West Witton; and in 
Norfolk, in Hethersett and elsewhere, 6 fees, formerly held by 
Sir Ralph son of Ranulf were held jointly by Mary de Neville and 
Sir Robert de Tateshale, rendering 60s. yearly for castle-guard.® 

Robert de Tateshale, Joan’s husband, an important tenant- 
in-chief, died before 8 Sept. 1298 and his heir was Robert their 
son.’ The latter died before 28 July 1303, leaving a son Robert 
then under age. The last Robert died before 30 Jan. 1305-6,

leaving as his heirs Thomas de Cailly son of Emma, Joan de 
Driby, and Isabel wife of John de Orreby, Emma, Joan and Isabel 
being said to be the sisters of his grandfather Robert. It is clear 
that if such was the case they would have had no prospective share 
in the inheritance of Joan the wife of Robert’s grandfather. Joan 
herself lived to 1310.2 It is therefore to be supposed that on her 
death her share of the Middleham fee passed to her sister Mary 
de Neville.’ 

Now when Mary de Neville died in 1320, having survived 
her husband for nearly fifty years, she held all the 6 fees* in 
Yorkshire, and in Norfolk the manor and advowson of Houghton 
on the Hill in chief by the service of half a knight.® To that extent 
the suggestion that she had inherited Joan’s moiety of their 
ancestors’ lands is justified. But the Norfolk inquisition only 
gives 14 knights’ fees held of the earl of Richmond, being the 
manor of South Pickenham with the advowson of one church and 
a moiety of the advowson of another, Hethersett not being 
mentioned. In his account of the manor of Hethersett Blomefield 
states that in 1305 Joan de Tateshale settled it on Sir William 
Bernak of Hethersett and Alice his wife and their heirs, which 
Alice was daughter and sole heiress of Sir Robert Driby by Joan 
“one of the three daughters and heiresses”’ of the aforesaid dame 
Joan de Tateshale; and that thence it passed to Maud Bernak, 
the eventual heiress, wife of Sir Ralph de Cromwell, lord of 
Tattershall.6 Certainly Hethersett, which in 1302 was held by Joan 
de Tateshale of the earl of Richmond for three-quarters of a knight’s 
fee, was held partly by Sir William Barnack in 1316, and was held 
by the heirs of John Bernag in 1346 and by Sir Ralph Cromwell 
in 1428 by the same service, as having formerly belonged to 
Joan de Tateshale.? Moreover in Saxthorpe, another holding of 
Ribald’s in Norfolk, a tenant in 1346 and 1428 held of the heirs of 
Tateshale.§ 


These statements and facts raise the suspicion that Joan 
did not die without surviving issue, and that her share of the 
Middleham fee did not pass in its entirety to Mary de Neville. 
It is possible that on Joan’s death part of her share was acquired 
by Mary by purchase or exchange; and, further, that notwith- 
standing the jurors’ statement® Joan de Driby and her sisters were

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the aunts and not the great-aunts of the last Robert de Tateshale, 
being in fact daughters of Joan de Tateshale.! 

However this may be—and it is possible that the solution 
may be found by a closer examination of the history of the fees 
in Norfolk—Mary de Neville was succeeded in all the 6 fees in 
Yorkshire, and at any rate in a portion of the 6 fees in Norfolk, 
by her son Sir Ranulf de Neville, of Raby and Middleham, who had 
been summoned to parliament as a baron in 1295.

This charter shows that 4 out of the 8 carucates in Burneston, all of 
which had been held by Robert [de Musters] at the Survey, had been trans- 
ferred from the Musters to the Middleham fee not later than the early years 
of the twelfth century; see the introduction to the Musters fee, §19, and the 
note to no. 328. 

Ribald’s original gift, being made in the time of abbot Stephen, was 
earlier than 1112. The present charter was issued in the time of abbot 
Geoffrey, c. 1121-c. 1137,? and earlier than 1130 when Ralph son of Ribald, 
alias Ralph Taillebois, had succeeded. 

Nothing seems to be known of Torfin the sheriff, who was probably 
sheriff of Richmond. Bernard, a predecessor, occurs as sheriff of Richmond 
in the period 1108-14.8

The first witness, William de Sainte-Mére-Eglise, crossed to Normandy 
in 1187, and in 1188 was made dean of Mortain, Henry his predecessor in the 
deanery dying in the latter year.2 This gives 1188-89 as the limits of date 
for the present charter.® 

Waleran, eldest son of Robert son of Ralph, is said to have been fifteen 
years old in 1185 (see above). It is to be supposed, therefore, that sometime 
between the ages of about fifteen and nineteen he had attained an age old 
enough to deal with his father’s property. The evidence of charter no. 263 
shows that the abbey had been founded by 1187, and probably quite shortly 
before. Its removal to Coverham appears to have taken place in or before 
1202 (note to no. 124). The charter by which Helewise widow of Robert son 
of Ralph (Waleran’s mother) acquired the 3 carucates in Theakston in the 
period 1184-89 has been printed at no. 335, where some notes are given on 
this holding; it formed part of the 4 carucates in Theakston which, out of the 
original 12, remained in the Musters fee. It is probable that Newbiggin 
was the place of that name in par. Aysgarth, being associated with the 
manor of Thoralby.* 


(iii) NEWTON LE WILLOWS

At the Domesday survey 12 carucates in Newton le Willows, par. 
Patrick Brompton, were held of count Alan by four knights. In 1286-87 
Newton was divided between the Burgh fee, §3, of which 2} carucates were 
held; the Ravensworth fee, §46, 14 carucates; and the Middleham fee, 44 
carucates, of which 3$ carucates were held by or of Robert Tortemayns who 
held of Robert de Tatersale, and one carucate was held of Mary de Neville.4 
The latter holdings correspond to the 34 carucates held by Robert Torte- 
meyns and one carucate held by John de Srafton [Scrafton] in Newton le 
Willows which were among the share in the king’s custody at the partition of 
the lands of Ralph son of Ranulf in 1270;° that share being shortly after- 
wards divided between his two surviving daughters (see above). 

The Robert Tortemains just mentioned was evidently a descendant of 
the Robert who issued the present charter. The earlier Robert, living in 
1194 (no. 3614), may be the Robert Tortesmains who with Maud his wife 
was holding land in [?] Alvington (Alurinton) co. Somerset, in her right, in 
1196.° He, or perhaps his son, was a donor to St. Mary’s, York, of his right 
in 2 carucates in Escrick, which Roger de Lascelles had formerly held of 
him.?

A similar confirmation, except that the words que est de feodo meo are 
omitted, was issued by Thorphin son of Orm de Aykescarth.! Dame Beatrice 
and her son have not been identified. 


(iv) RUSWICK

At the Survey 2 carucates in Ruswick were held by count Alan in 
demesne; and in 1284-87 3 carucates there formed part of the Burgh fee 
(see §3). It is clear that this half-carucate, evidently forming part of the 
Middleham fee, was additional to the Burgh holding. It was not specified 
in the returns in Kirkby’s Inquest. 

Donewald was a tenant of count Alan at the Survey in Clifton-upon- 
Ure, par. Thornton Watlass. His gift of the half-carucate in Ruswick to 
St. Mary’s, York is included in the confirmation charter of king Henry II.® 
As Ribald gave tithe in Clifton to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond (see the 
introduction above) it is likely that he superseded Donewald in his immediate 
tenancy of the honour. Gamel son of Douenald and Jernegan his son 
witnessed the settlement made by Robert de Brus on his daughter Agatha in

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marriage with Ralph son of Ribald.t If 1145 is the earliest date for the 
marriage it is unlikely that the present charter, issued with the counsel 
of Robert son of Ralph, can be earlier than c. 1160. But for reasons given 
in the introduction above such a date for the marriage is at least doubtful, 
and this criterion must be regarded as unsound. Geoffrey the porter 
witnessed several charters of abbot Clement,? who did not become abbot 
until 1161; and for this reason it seems safe to assign the earlier limit as 
c. 1150. 1168 is the latest date when the grantor is known to have been 
alive (see above). It is not necessary to assume that the charter was issued 
earlier than the next; but this is not unlikely, in which case the latest limit 
of date is 1161.

This half-carucate was afterwards given by abbot Clement to Ralph 
son of Judicael with the service of Geoffrey and Richard sons of Theobald, 
who then held the land; Ralph to pay yearly 40d., receiving the same from 
Geoffrey and Richard; no witnesses.* Ralph may be identified as Ralph 
son of Gichel, a tenant of the Bedale fee in North Cowton (see note to 
no. 294). 


(v) THORNTON WATLASS

This charter and the next are nos. 35 and 36 in the Aldburgh section of 
the first volume of the fifteenth-century Chartulary, corresponding with 
the number endorsements on the originals. 

William, archbishop of York, died in 1154; and though the charter was 
not necessarily issued in that year it is unlikely that it was issued much 
later. Presumably ten years later, 1164, is the latest possible date. It is 
difficult to suppose that the grantor, who issued the charter in the presence 
of his sons Robert and Ribald with the former’s concession, could have been 
married to their mother in the period 1145-54 (see the introduction above). 

From his position among the witnesses it is likely that Ralph, the 
grantor’s son, was illegitimate.

The limits of date depend on the tenure of the Middleham fee ‘by 
Robert son of Ralph, who died in 1184 or 1185; his father, Ralph son of 
Ribald, was alive in 1168. 


§ 42, THE EGGLESTONE FEE 


In the earliest castle-guard return Roger de Maton held 5 
knights’ fees of the honour, rendering castle-guard in the months 
of June and July.t In the later returns Roger de Matoem of 
Egglestone held a sixth of a knight’s fee in Richmondshire, render- 
ing castle-guard in the same months;? and Egglestone, of the fee of 
Roger de Matham, was held for the same service.2? The greater 
part of the remainder of the fee was held in Norfolk, where late 
in the twelfth or early in the thirteenth century, 4 knights’ fees 
‘less 20d.’ in Redenhall and another place* were held by Ralph de 
Lenham, rendering castle-guard in the same months.°

Roger de Mathom owed 40s. there, which he paid in the following 
year.2 At Michaelmas 1165 the sheriff of Yorkshire accounted for 
4s, 8d. for the chattels of fugitives who had slain Roger de Maton 
(or Matom) their lord.* A later Roger held a sixth of a knight’s fee 
in Egglestone (see above), and he appears to have been succeeded 
by Henry de Matham, who in the time of Richard I put in his 
place Theobald Walter against Walter de Lenham in a plea of 
4 librates of land in Egglestone.® In 1196 Henry de Matham 
quitclaimed to Ralph de Lenham his right in 40s. rent in Dalling 
and Thurning, Norfolk, Ralph giving 30 marks, Henry also quit- 
claiming his right in 4/7. rent in Egglestone.*6 In 1198 Ralph de 
Lenham granted to the abbot of Egglestone all the land of Eggle- 
stone, which Ralph de Moleton had held of him and had given to 
the abbot, to be held of him and his heirs, rendering 6 marks of 
silver yearly on the day or morrow of the feast of St. Botulph in the 
house of the steward of Richmond at Holland [Boston, Lincs.], 
and the service of a sixth part of a knight’s fee; for this grant 
Ralph de Moleton gave to Ralph de Lenham 15 marks of silver.’ 

The land which composed the sixth of a knight’s fee, formerly 
held by the Matham family,® thus passed to Egglestone abbey; 
and at a later date the abbey appears to have held it immediately 
of the lord of the honour. In 1282 the abbot of Egglestone was 
returned as holding a quarter of a knight’s fee in Egglestone for 
homage and service.?® 


§ 46. THE RAVENSWORTH FEE 


The origin of the Ravensworth fee,4° which comprised a

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portion, probably a moiety, of the fee held by Bodin at the Domes- 
day survey, has been discussed in the introduction to the Bedale 
fee, §7. The interest acquired by Bardulf in Bodin’s fee is illustrated 
by his gifts to the abbey of St. Mary, York, of the churches of 
Patrick Brompton and [Kirkby] Ravensworth with a carucate of 
land in either place;! for certainly the latter place, and probably 
part of the former, had been held by Bodin.? Bardulf was one of the 
illegitimate sons of count Eudo of Penthiévre; and as a brother 
of the count he witnessed a charter of count Alan I (no. 1). With 
Bodin his brother he witnessed a charter of Odo the chamberlain 
(no. 279). He was succeeded by his son Acaris,? who occurs among 
the principal tenants of count Stephen in 1130,4 and who witnessed 
charters of count Stephen in the period 1125-35 and c. 1130 (nos. 
8, 9), charters of earl Alan in the period 1136-45 (nos. 18, 20), 
a charter of Richard de Rollos I ante 1140 (no. 186), and one of 
Enisan Musard ante 1130 (no. 218). 

Acaris gave to St. Martin’s priory, Richmond, tithe (two 
sheaves) from his demesne lands of Ravensworth, Scorton, Patrick 
Brompton, and ‘Chicheschoche.’> He took a prominent part in 
the foundation of the house which became known as Jervaulx 
abbey, and the gift which as Acaris son of Bardulf he made to the 
mother abbey of Savigny of all his land in Fors, Worton and 
Burton [? Brough] was confirmed by earl Alan (no. 23; and see 
nos. 24, 29). According to the foundation narrative of Jervaulx 
he was living in 1150 (note to no. 23). In the early part of the 
twelfth century he held 34 knights’ fees, rendering castle-guard 
in the months of June and July;® and the same service of castle- 
guard in the same months was rendered in Richmondshire by his 
grandson Henry son of Hervey.’ 

Besides Hervey his successor, Acaris had two other sons 
Walter and Harscui. The latter witnessed a Ravensworth charter 
(no. 378). Walter son of Acaris witnessed charters of earl Conan 
in England (nos. 53, 54, 66), and accompanied him to Britanny

Hinton, co. Cambridge, with the advowson of the church and 
jurisdictional rights.1 


Hervey son of Acaris succeeded his father not later than 1156, 
when he consented to the transference of Jervaulx abbey to the 
new site at East Witton (no. 372). He had witnessed a charter of 
earl Alan, 1136-45 (no. 19); and he witnessed several charters of 
earl Conan, 1156-58, 1159-71, and 1163-4 (nos. 33, 34, 53, 54, 56, 
72), being with him at Guingamp in 1161-63 (no. 68). In the 
period 1154-81 the chapter of Gilling certified that Hervey son of 
Acaris was the true patron of the church of Romaldkirk, and that 
none but he and his ancestors had ever had the right of advowson.? 
In the period 1154-58 he made a gift to Marrick priory of land in 
Ravensworth, ‘‘together with his wife and daughter,’’ which was . 
witnessed by his son Henry (no. 377). He was given the forester- 
ship of the New Forest and Arkengarthdale by earl Conan.? 
According to the fifteenth-century genealogy he died in 1182, 
but documentary evidence for this date is lacking. He was dead 
in 1184, when his son Henry had succeeded. He had another son 
Alan, who witnessed charters c. 1174-89 and ante 1204 (nos. 127, 
216, 217), and who is mentioned below.? 


Henry son of Hervey had succeeded by 1184, when he paid 
16s. O4d. for sheriff’s aid on 34 tenmantales in the wapentakes of 
Gilling and Hang.® With his father he witnessed a charter of earl 
Conan at Richmond, 1159-71 (no. 53). He was with the earl in 
Britanny, where he witnessed charters in the period 1160-67 
(nos. 59, 63); and was given land there by him, during his tenure 
of the duchy, to hold for a quarter of a knight’s service, 1160-66 
(no. 58). He presented his son Henry, then a minor, to the church 
of Romaldkirk; and arranged that his brother Alan son of Hervey 
should have the custody of the boy, in consideration of 14 marks 
of silver provided yearly by Paulinus and Adam, clerks, in the

On 21 Feb. 1200-1 the king confirmed to Henry son of Hervey 
his forest in Teesdale as any of his ancestors had held it in the 
time of king Henry I;? and on the same day he confirmed to him 
and his heirs the following gifts and grants: the land of Hinton 
[Cherry Hinton, co. Cambridge] and the advowson of the church; 
certain land in Richmond; a carucate of land in Scorton given by 
Walter son of Zacharias [Acaris]; the forestership of the New 
Forest and Arkillesgardh’ [Arkengarthdale] which Conan, duke 
of Britanny, had given to Hervey, Henry’s father, and his heirs; 
the land formerly belonging to Nigel the chamberlain in Cam- 
bridgeshire, granted and quitclaimed by Henry son of Conan, 
with exceptions;? 2 bovates of land in Middelton [-in-Teesdale, co. 
Durham], given by Warin de Scaregile; all the land towards the 
valley of Loon [Lune, an affluent of the Tees], granted and quit- 
claimed by Robert de Rokeby and Agnes his wife; 7 acres of land 
lying between Lontun and Crosthwait [Lonton and Crossthwaite, 
par. Romaldkirk], with pasture rights, granted by the same; 
and also the gift of Freminton [Fremington] made by Robert de 
Gantt? by fine in the court of king Richard I. On 2 March following 
he was granted licence to enclose and strengthen his house of 
Cudereston [Cotherstone].6 On 6 March 1204-5, when the king 
gave the lands of the honour in Richmondshire to Ranulf, earl of 
Chester, 9? knights’ fees were retained in the king’s hand, being 
64 fees held by Roald, constable of Richmond, and 34 fees held 
by Henry son of Hervey, of which Henry acknowledged that he 
held 3 fees only.? In the period 1209-12 Henry son of Hervey 
made an agreement with Robert de Lascelles relating to Lartington 
and hunting rights in the forest (see note to no. 375). He was alive 
on 16 May 1212, having been in arms with the king, for which 
service he was quit of scutage;® and he died before 9 Jan. 1215-6, 
when Ranulf son of Henry [his son] was received into favour, and 
an order was issued for the restoration of his lands.? Henry son of

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Hervey is said to have been a benefactor to Jervaulx abbey of a 
carucate of land in Feldom [in Marske].1 

According to the fifteenth-century genealogy he married 
Alice daughter of Ranulf son of Walter of Greystoke.? Besides his 
son Ranulf who succeeded him he had a son John, who as John son 
of Henry son of Hervey had acquittance of a palfrey claimed by 
the Exchequer in 1213;? another son Henry, rector of Romald- 
kirk (see above); and a daughter Joan who married first Walter 
de Bolebec, and secondly Henry de Fontibus.4 He was also the 
uncle of William de Filgeriis, for the custody of whose land, worth 
10 marks yearly, he paid 20 marks at Michaelmas 1190.5 

From Ranulf son of Henry son of Hervey descended the 
family of FitzHugh of Ravensworth, of which an account is given 
in Complete Peerage, new ed., vol. v. 

In 1280-82 Hugh son of Henry of Ravensworth (grandson 
of Ranulf) held 3 fees of the honour of Richmond in Kirkby 
Ravensworth, Cotherstone and other members, together with the ~ 
advowson of Romaldkirk, rendering 21s. 14d. for castle-guard.® 
Most of his holdings in 1284-87, held immediately of the honour, 
appear in the table of the Domesday lands of Bodin printed 
in the introduction to the Bedale fee, pp. 197, 198 above, and in 
the notes thereto. To these may be added a carucate in Askrigg; 
a carucate in West Applegarth, and a carucate in Eppleby;’ 3 
carucates in Aiskew and Little Leeming, par. Bedale (see no. 378); 
and holdings in Garriston and Arrathorne, surveyed with Hunton

In 1286-87, of the 14 carucates in Hunton, Garriston and 
Arrathorne, 2% car. were held of John de Hunton, who held (apparently in 
addition) 38 car. of the Ravensworth fee, the residue being held of different 
fees.2. This suggests that the land which was the subject of the present 
charter, being held by the Hunton family, was held of the Ravensworth fee. 
Robert son of Odo de Hunton gave land in Hunton to Jervaulx abbey.’

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It seems probable from the names of the witnesses—the archbishop and 
two Yorkshire abbots—that the present charter was issued in England. In 
the annotation to no. 308 evidence has been given that abbot Serlo was in 
England in 1150, and it is likely that he issued this charter during his visit. 
The extreme limits of date are 1148, in view of the archbishop’s attestation, 
and 1153, when Serlo resigned the abbacy of Savigny.

The date is suggested by the fact that according to the 
foundation narrative the transfer to East Witton took place in 1156. 

There follows the notice of another charter of Hervey, consenting to the 
move: “‘hanc translationem predicte abbatie concedo et confirmo tali con- 
ditione, quod nihil perdam de advocatione quoad predictam elemosinam 
patris mei et meam pertinet, sed particeps orationum et beneficiorum que 
in abbatia de Jorevalle fient imperpetuum efficiar, et ossa patris mei et 
matris mee secum removebunt et honorifice collocabunt. Testes sicut qui 
supra.’’ The charters of Hervey are preceded by the permission for the 
move issued in letters directed to Roger, archbishop of York, the abbot of 
Fountains and all the abbots of the Cistercian order by brother ‘Lucas” 
and the chapter-general. 

The gift by earl Conan of land in East Witton, the new site of the abbey, 
has been printed at no. 29 in part i.

The extension of constabul’ is uncertain; if constabularii 
the date is not later than 1158 when Alan became constable; if constabularius 
it is not earlier (see §2); the former seems more probable. The third witness 
cannot be Brian son of Alan of Bedale, who was under age at Michaelmas 
1188 (see §7); he was evidently Brian son of Alan of Welton le Wold, co. 
Lincoln, who is mentioned in a charter of earl Conan to Kirkstead abbey, 
Oct. 1156-?April 1158 (no. 308). Bonda can be identified as Bondo de 
Whashton, the grantor of no. 384, issued not later than 1169. Nothing is 
known of the first witness; it is probable that he was sheriff of Richmond.

The first witness became bishop of Bayeux in 1165. The absence of 
Dei gracia in the king’s style puts 1172-73 as the latest limit of date.?

Bayeux, where the king 
had a hunting-lodge and where several of his charters were issued. Between 
1165 and 1173 five instruments were dated there, and they were all witnessed 
by Henry, bishop of Bayeux;’ and although Saer de Quency was not a witness 
he witnessed one at Bonneville-sur-Touques (on the way from England to 
Bur), also witnessed by the bishop, within the same limits of time.®

Alan de Mortham and his heirs or whomsoever should hold the land formerly 
belonging to Hugh de Lirtington to pay the rent; hiis testibus, Randulfo 
filio Henrici, Rogero de Lacel’, Henrico filio Conani, Rogero de Asch’, Radulfo 
de Huckerb{i], Johanne filio Henrici, Ada de Kirkel’, et multis aliis.1 Another 
charter, issued by Sir Robert de Lasceles, states that the rent arose from a 
tenement in Lartington.? 


Whitaker® gives the text of an agreement between Henry son of Hervey 
(of Ravensworth) and Robert de Lacell, by which Henry restored (veddidit) 
to Robert the whole vill of Lartington within specified bounds, saving the 
forest for hunting and certain pasture rights, granting to Robert, his wife, 
and his heirs, rights of hunting specified in detail, under condition of the 
despatch of a servant beforehand to the gate of Cotherstone to ask Henry’s 
forester to accompany them, with the clause “‘et si forte aliquis ex hominibus 
predicti Roberti causetur de venatione purgabit se in curia domini Henrici 
cum tertia manu apud Cudhreston, et si non possit se purgare vel convictus 
fuerit emendavit (sic) dilictum suum secundum judicium curie domini 
Henrici’’; witnessed by Gilbert son of Roger son of Reinfred, sheriff, Henry 
de Redeman, deputy sheriff, Roald the constable of Richmond, and others 
named. The date is 1209-12. 


It is evident from the charter printed above, and from the mention of 
‘restoration’ in the charter just quoted, that Geoffrey de Lascelles, father 
of Robert, had held Lartington before him as a tenant of the Ravensworth 
fee. 


This family can be identified with Lascelles of Bordelby, tenants of the 
Brus fee, of whom Farrer has given an account in E.Y.C., ii, p. 71. In the 
period 1170-76 Geoffrey de Lascelles confirmed to Rievaulx abbey a gift 
made by Robert his father. A Robert de Laceles owed 20s. in 1166 for his 
share in the concealment of a crown plea by the wapentake court of Gilling.® 
And Farrer suggests that, in view of his connection with Gilling, Robert was 
then holding Lartington. Ifso, the present charter issued by Geoffrey could 
not have been earlier than that year. It is significant that Marrick priory 
had land in East Harlsey, another Brus holding of the Lascelles family of 
Bordelby, of the gift of Robert de Laceles.* Moreover, in 1251 Robert son of 
Robert de Laceles demised to William de Salcok for life all his land in Lar- 
tington,’ the grantee taking his name from Salcock a hamlet of East Harlsey. 


Before 1284-85 the Lascelles connection with Lartington appears to 
have ceased, for they are not mentioned there among the tenants of the 
Ravensworth fee recorded in Kirkby’s Inquest.®

It is uncertain whether this 
land formed part of the 3 carucates in East Layton which were held by 
Bodin at the Survey, and which in 1284-85 formed part of the Ravensworth 
fee; there were 3 additional carucates in the vill which formed part of the 
Brignall fee, §51.1

Lemingeford can be identified as Little Leeming. In 1284-85 Aiskew 
and Little Leeming were surveyed together, the immediate tenant of the 
earl being Hugh son of Henry (of Ravensworth), and one bovate being held 
of him by the Templars. This bovate had been given to them before 1185 
by Henry son of Hervey in ‘Lemingbrige.’* There seems to be no doubt 
that the Aiskew of the present charter was in Bedale, and not in Marrick 
where there is a place of the same name.? 

It is unlikely that Conan son of Ellis would have witnessed the charter 
before he was of an age to hold his land; this was c. 1174 (see §32). The 
grantor was himself dead by 1184. This seems to be the only reference 
to Harscui (a form of Harsculf) son of Acaris.

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§ 51. THE BRIGNALL FEE 


The fee of one knight in Brignall,t which was held by Edward 
Charles in 1280,2 was composed of 6 carucates in Brignall, 3 
carucates in East Layton,’ par. Melsonby and Stanwick St. John, 
2 carucates in Atlow Cowton,* par. Gilling, and one carucate in 
Cliffe, par. Manfield.© These actually amount to the 12 carucates 
at which Brignall was assessed in 1086, and may represent them;® 
Brignall was then soke of Gilling and held by count Alan in demesne. 
The charters printed below indicate a combined interest of the 
Mowbrays and Vescys in Brignall, but of this nothing further is 
known.’ Late in the twelfth or early in the thirteenth century 
Randolf son of Robert provided one knight in Brignall for castle- 
guard in the months of June and July;* and Ranulf son of Robert de 
Gosberescherche, clearly the same man, held a knight’s fee in 
Yorkshire. He derived his name from Gosberton, co. Lincoln, 
where a carucate formed a parcel of the Brignall fee.1° In 1167 
the sheriff of Lincolnshire rendered an account of one mark from 
Gosberton, held by Robert son of Richard." It is significant that 
at an earlier date a certain Robert son of Richard son of Malger 
owed the service of one knight for castle-guard;" and it is possible 
that the two were identical. For this reason the number of his

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fee (§51) has been assigned to the Brignall fee, which was certainly 
held by Ranulf son of Robert for the same service.! 

At Michaelmas 1178 Randolf de Goseberdchirche owed 40s. 
for his relief of 100s. in Yorkshire, and rendered an account of 
8i1. of the perquisites of the honour of Richmond.? In 1184 the 
land of Robert son of Richard paid a wapentake fine of 12s. 
in Gilling wapentake,? and 12 carucates in Brignall paid 3s. 2d. 
for sheriff’s aid.4 Ranulf son of Robert de Goseberchurche married 
Constance daughter of Brian son of Scolland, and confirmed her 
gift to Castle Acre priory of rent in Bicker, co. Lincoln, which 
was of her inheritance, among the witnesses being Gilbert, Philip 
and John his brothers.® 

The pleadings in a suit heard in Michaelmas term, 1241, 
disclose the descent of this fee from Ranulf de Goseberdecherche 
[Gosberton], who appears to have been known also as Ranulf de 
Rye: Ranulf had brothers John and Philip de Rye (see above) 
and a son Thomas who died without issue, whereupon the king 
[John] seized the fee. John de Rye had issue Robert and Margery 
and another daughter, who were all under age. After the death of 
Thomas, the said Robert and Margery being in the custody of 
Philip their uncle, the said Philip came to king John with the 
intelligence that he (Philip) was next heir, and made terms with 
the king that the lands in Lincolnshire should remain to him 
(Philip) and that he would release all claim in the lands in Brignall, 
Cliffe, [Atlow] Cowton, and [East] Layton, held of the honour of 
Richmond for one fee, and would grant to the king that land and 
the marriage of Margery. Afterwards the king gave the said lands 
to Charles son of William, his valet, in marriage with Margery. 
After the death of Charles the bishop of Carlisle acquired the 
custody of the land with William son and heir of Charles, and 
also the land of Margery, who according to the consideration of 
the court was entitled to recover seisin.°® 

The truth of several of these statements can be confirmed 
from other sources. In 1215 the king pardoned Charles de War- 
derobe 200 marks of a fine of 500 marks which he had made for 
the marriage of the daughters of John de Rye.’ Charles held a

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knight’s fee in Brignall.1 On 7 Dec. 1218 Charles son of William 
and Margery his wife were parties to a fine with the rector of the 
hospital of St. Peter, York, by which they gave to the hospital 
the advowson of the church of Brignall in frankalmoin.? On 21 
Sept. 1227 Robert son of John acknowledged the right of Charles 
son of William and Margery his wife to a knight’s fee in Brignall, 
Cliffe, [Atlow] Cowton, and [East] Layton, to hold to them and 
the heirs of Margery of the chief lords of the fee, they giving 10 
marks of silver.2 In 1210 Philip de Ria was holding land in Gos- 
berton, and granted 50 acres to his brother Gilbert,* to hold by 
the service of ,'5 knight’s fee. In 1212 he held one carucate in 
Gosberton of the honour of Richmond for 4, knight’s fee.® In 
1226 Philip was dead, leaving Robert his son and heir, and Kemia 
his widow who had then married William de Burg.® In 1242-43 
Robert de Rye held ,4, knight’s fee in Gosberton and elsewhere 
in Lincolnshire of Charles de Wardrobe, and it belonged to Charles’s 
manor of Brignall and answered in Richmondshire for the whole 
[knight’s] fee.’ 

In 1246 Thomas, parson of Brignall, successor of one Ranulf 
living temp. John, recovered against Margery widow of Charles 
de la Warderobe common of pasture throughout Brignall except in 
specified places.’ In 1264 William Charles and his heirs had a 
charter of free warren in his demesne lands of Loddon, Sisland and 
Mundham, co. Norfolk, Kettleburgh and Easton, co. Suffolk, and 
Brignall and Cliffe, co. York;® and in the following year a grant 
of market and fair at Brignall, Cliffe, Sisland and Kettleburgh, 
and fair at Loddon.!® In 1268, as lord of Brignall, he repeated a 
quitclaim which he had made in 1264 to the hospital of St. Leonard, 
York, of the advowson of the church of Brignall.4 He was dead 
in 1271. The holdings of his son Edward Charles in Yorkshire 
in the period 1280-85 have been noted above.

It is probable that Robert the dean of Manfield was Robert one of the 
rural deans who witnessed a Hesselton charter, c. 1155-58 (no. 242), and a 
Marrick charter, 1154-c. 1158 (no. 173); and that he was rector of Manfield 
and rural dean of Richmond, in which rural deanery the parishes of Brignall 
and Manfield lay. Roger de Condei, Ralph Beler and Ralph de Bellun 
witnessed another charter of Roger de Mowbray to the hospital, assigned to 
the middle of the twelfth century (no. 160).

Eustace FitzJohn, the grantor’s father, died in 1157;1 and the grantor 
himself between Michaelmas 1182 and 1183.2 Of the witnesses to this and 
the following two charters William son of Osbert, Bernard the clerk, William 
Latimer, William son of Walo, and Warin de Vescy occur either in a charter 
issued by Eustace FitzJohn, c. 1150-1153, or in one of William de Vescy 
in his father’s lifetime, c. 1150-57.3 These charters, therefore, were all prob- 
ably issued in the early years of the period assigned.

§ 72. THE WEST WITTON FEE 


In the examination of the fees of the honour in Chapter IV 
it was noted that the 2 knights’ fees held by Hugh son of Eon in 
the earliest castle-guard return,’ §49, had not been identified, and 
that no suggestion was available for the identification of that 
tenant, Farrer’s suggestion that he was Hugh son of Jernegan 
(of Tanfield) being difficult to accept. The details given in the 
present section invite the suggestion that he was Hugh son of 
Eudo son of Spirewic, the ancestor of the Tateshale family which 
took its name from Tattershall, co. Lincoln. Further, the half- 
knight’s fee in West Witton, which is specified in the later returns,’ 
was assigned to a special section numbered by Farrer as §72. 
Late in the twelfth century this half-knight’s fee was held by 
Robert son of Hugh de Westwittone;° and it is tempting to suppose 
that he was Robert son of Hugh de Tateshale, who held West 
Witton (no. 389), and who, or whose son, as Robert de Tatessale, 
held a knight’s fee of the honour of Richmond in Horningtoft, 
Norfolk.® If this is so, 14 fees out of the 2 fees held by Hugh son 
of Eon earlier in the century are identified; and the Tattershall 
fee, §49, would be their appropriate designation. 

At the Domesday survey Eudo son of Spirewic was a tenant- 
in-chief, holding land in Tattershall and several other places in 
Lincolnshire. Before the date of the Lindsey survey, 1115-18, he 
had been succeeded by his son Hugh son of Eudo.? Hugh son of 
Eudo was the founder of Kirkstead abbey in 1139; and the site of 
the abbey, given by him and Robert his son, was confirmed by 
king Henry II, c. 1155.8 Robert son of Hugh son of Eudo de 
Tateshala issued a licence to Kirkstead for the removal of the 
house to a more convenient place in the neighbourhood. He was 
the grantor of the charter printed below (no. 389), and was dead

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in 1185.1 From him descended the Tateshale family,? and in the 
thirteenth century a later Robert de Tateshale married Joan, one of 
the three daughters and heirs of Ralph son of Ranulf, lord of 
Middleham, through whom heobtained a third and afterwards a 
moiety of the Middleham fee as an addition to his own inherited 
holding of the honour; see §41, where some notes on his descendants 
and ultimate heirs are given. In the inquisitions of 1280-82 Sir 
Robert de Tateshale, Joan’s husband, held a knight’s fee of the 
honour in Horningtoft, Whissonsett and Kipton, Norfolk (his 
paternal inheritance), in addition to his holdings in that county 
which formed part of the Middleham fee. At the same time he held 
half a knight’s fee in West Witton.* In 1286-87 6 carucates, making 
half a knight’s fee, were held of Robert de Tatersale, who held of 
the earl, in West Witton and Swinithwaite {in West Witton].° 
In 1316 these places were held by Joan de Dryby.*® 

References to the tenancy of William son of Hervey in West 
Witton are given in the annotation to the ensuing charter.

Although in one of the late twelfth-century returns the half-knight’s 
fee in West Witton was held by Robert son of Hugh de Westwittone,? who 
as suggested above was probably Robert son of Hugh de Tateshale, in the 
other it was held by William son of Hervey.? It is clear that William’s 
holding was subordinate to that of Robert’s. 

In 1166 William son of Hervey held a tenth of a knight’s fee of the fee of 
25 knights which Robert son of Hugh held in chief in Lincolnshire. In 
1176 his service for lands in Norfolk or Suffolk had been granted by the 
king to Ranulf de Glanville.6 In 1184 he held 6 carucates in West Witton, 
paying 16d. for sheriff’s aid.6 From 1187 to 1190 he was sheriff of Norfolk 
and Suffolk. At Michaelmas 1194 Robert de Tatteshala rendered account 
of a mark for having it enrolled on the roll of the exchequer that he had 
deraigned the vill of Wutton [West Witton] in the king’s court against 
William son of Hervey, who had recognized that the vill was Robert’s right 
and inheritance, and was to hold it for life of Robert and his heirs by the 
service of a sparrow-hawk yearly, with remainder to Robert and his heirs.’ 
William son of Hervey died before July 1201 when Gilbert son of Hervey

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quitclaimed to Robert de Tateshale [IT] all right in the vill of Wittun [West 
Witton]. 

The gift made to the Templars by William son of Hervey was the 
nucleus of the preceptory of Penhill in West Witton. In the inquest of 
1185 the Templars held in demesne 2 carucates of land at ‘Pennel’ of the 
gift of William son of Hervey.? In 1202 the Templars recognized that 3 caru- 
cates in [West] Witton were the right and inheritance of Robert de Thathe- 
sale [II], for which recognition Robert granted them all the tenement 
which they had held in the life of William son of Hervey of William’s gift, 
whose heir Robert was, within bounds (specified in great detail), and added 
a further gift of land.® 

The earlier limit of date for the present charter is governed by the 
fact that master Richard de Hastings was master of the Temple in England 
c. 1155-85;4 and the later by the fact that Henry de Lascy, one of the witnesses, 
died in 1177.5 


§ 74. THE GANT FEE IN SWALEDALE 


The Gant fee in Swaledale* was held for 4 knights’ fees, 
which were exempt from the service of castle-guard.’ It rep- 
resented the marriage portion of Maud, daughter of count Stephen 
and wife of Walter de Gant. It mainly consisted of Reeth, Frem- 
ington, and Grinton, all lying in the vast parish of Grinton.® At 
the Domesday survey Bodin was the tenant of 6 carucates in 
Reeth and one carucate in Grinton, and count Alan held one 
carucate in Fremington in demesne. It is evident that these 
immediate tenancies of Bodin did not descend with the main 
portion of his fee, which passed in approximately equal moieties to 
the Bedale and Ravensworth fees.® In 1184 Swaledale paid 2s. 33d. 
for sheriff’s aid, being half the payment for one ‘tenmantale.’!®

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The early generations of the Gant family are fully described 
by Farrer in his notes to the charters relating to the Gant tenure- 
in-chief.1 Walter de Gant, the founder of Bridlington priory, died 
in 1139; his son Gilbert, earl of Lincoln, who was born c. 1120-23, 
died in 1156; and his granddaughter Alice, wife of Simon de St. 
Liz, earl of Northampton and earl of Huntingdon (d. 1184), died 
without surviving issue in 1185, her heir being her uncle Robert 
de Gant, who died in 1191. 

The inquisition taken in 1273-4 after the death of Gilbert 
de Gant, Robert’s grandson, states that he held the manor of 
Healaugh in Swaledale of John of Britanny, earl of Richmond, by 
the service of a pair of gilt spurs; this place, which lies about a 
mile to the west of Reeth, had become the caput of the fee; the 
inquisition gives several details; Hugh son of Henry [of Ravens- 
worth] held Fremington for a quarter of a knight’s fee, paying 
yearly one sporting dog (brachettum); the prior of Bridlington held 
the vill of Grinton and the church in pure alms; and the total 
value of the manor of Healaugh was said to be 871. 7s. 74.2 In 
1282 Gilbert de Gant, his son, held 4 fees in Helath [Healaugh] in 
Swaledale with its members;? and in 1284-87 he held 4 carucates 
in Reeth and the hamlet of Healaugh, of which 2 carucates were 
held of him by Hugh son of Henry; 3 carucates in Fremington, 
held of him by the same; and one carucate in Grinton, held in 
pure alms by the prior of Bridlington. The total carucage corres- 
ponds with the total of 8 carucates at which the three vills were 
assessed in 1086. 

Bridlington priory, and the abbeys of Bardney and Rievaulx 
all acquired an interest in the fee. Charters relating to Bridlington 
and Bardney are given below. To Rievaulx abbey Gilbert son of 
Robert de Gant, who died c. 1241, gave pasture in Swaledale 
within fixed bounds, specifying several privileges, including the 
right to take wolves.® 

Reference to a fine levied in the reign of Richard I between 
Henry son of Hervey and Robert de Gant relating to Fremington, 
the text of which is not available, is made in a fine dated 3 May 
1254 between Gilbert de Gant and Henry son of Ranulf [of Ravens- 
worth]. Gilbert complained that contrary to the fine to which 
their respective grandfathers were parties he had been deforced 
by Henry in the taking of stags, hinds and game in his forest at 
Fremington; Henry quitclaimed to Gilbert all right in North 
Swaledale, saving to Henry and his heirs the manor of Fremington, 
which Gilbert granted, within specified bounds, to hold for a

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twentieth part of a knight’s fee, saving to Gilbert and his heirs all 
his free forest and game therein. 

There has appeared in print? the translation of a supposed 
charter of Walter de Gant, giving to Alvred his nephew and 
principal chamberlain the manor and lordship called West Grinton 
in Swaledale and a variety of appurtenances and the arms to the 
said lordship and lands pertaining, namely ‘the shield sable with 
three stags’ heads argent.’ Besides the last clause there are several 
features quite incompatible with a twelfth-century charter. 
Possibly it was a fabricated enlargement of some genuine gift; 
but in its present form it need not be considered seriously. A man 
called Alvred de Swaledale, however, certainly existed, though 
there is no genuine evidence of any relationship with the Gants. 
At Michaelmas 1158 he and his men rendered account of 8/2. in 
Yorkshire;? and at Michaelmas 1166 Eudo son of Alfred, possibly 
his son, owed 10 marks in the wapentake of Hang.*

It was confirmed 
by king Stephen, 1135-39, as of the gift of Walter de Gant;? and by countess 
Alice, Walter’s granddaughter, c. 1180-85, as the church of Swaledale with 
the vill of Grinton and all its belongings.® 

‘Willelmus consistor Cestrie’ and ‘Lambertus consistor’ witnessed a 
charter of Walter de Gant to Bardney abbey, dated 1125;4 and ‘Willelmus 
constabularius’ and ‘Lambertus constabularius’ witnessed his confirmation 
charter to Bridlington. This shows the identity of the descriptive words. 
William son of Lambert was a tenant of the Gant fee in Speeton, par. 
Bridlington.®

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charter suggests that earl Simon made a similar gift, probably on the same 
occasion. An example of two contemporary charters issued by Alice, 
described merely as ‘comitissa A[licia] de Gant,’ and by her husband with 
her consent, is provided by their confirmation charters to Rievaulx abbey 
of land of her inheritance in Hunmanby.? 


392. Notification by Simon, earl of Huntingdon, that after he had 
given to Bridlington priory pasture in Swaledale from Harker to 
‘Hawurdesdale’ beck a dispute arose between his men and the 
canons’ men as to which of two becks so named was the boundary;

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visitation the retinue of an archbishop should be limited to fifty horses, of 
a bishop to thirty, and of an archdeacon to seven.} 

The familia appears to mean the household of the prior of Bridlington 
at the place in question, i.e., the dependants on the demesne.

This charter is not entered in the five-volume Chartulary compiled 
in the fifteenth century;? and it is significant that there is no number endorse- 
ment on the original to correspond with the numbered entries in each section 
of that Chartulary, as is the case with two other Fountains originals now at 
Welbeck, which are printed above at nos. 367, 368. The text is, however,

The charter of earl Alan to Fountains, giving land in the parish of 
Masham, has been printed in part i, no. 18; this is entered in the Aldburgh 
[par. Masham] section of the former Chartulary, no. 3.? 

There seems little doubt that the present charter may be assigned to 
the year 1153. In the middle part of that year Ipswich was besieged by king 
Stephen.? Eustace, the king’s son, who witnessed, died in August. The 
earliest possible date is 1148, when archbishop Henry Murdac returned to 
England after his consecration by the pope in Dec. 1147; but it is unlikely 
that the king would have confirmed the archbishop’s gifts to Fountains 
before he had been reconciled to him, and that was not before 1151.4

398. Notification by Conan the archdeacon to Hermer son of Richard 
that he would warrant to the monks of [Castle] Acre the gift

There is no reasonable doubt that the grantor was Conan, archdeacon 
of Richmond. Some notes about him are given in the introduction to part 
i, p. xxiv, where it is shown that he held the archdeaconry in the time of count 
Stephen and earl Alan, accompanying the latter to Britanny in 1145. The 
evidence of the present charter suggests that he was still holding office 
after earl Alan died; this was in Sept. 1146. The latest possible date for the 
charter is 1158, when Alan son of Roald became constable of Richmond. 
Another reason for supposing that 1146 is the earlier limit of date is the 
fact that Brian had not succeeded his father Scolland before 6 Jan. 1145-6 
(see §7), although he may have witnessed while his father was still living. 

Some notes on Narford are given above at p. 227, but no information is 
available about Hermer son of Richard. A gift by Gelduin son of William 
de Nerford to Castle Acre of land in Narford is entered on the same folio 
of the Chartulary.

Some notes on Nettlestead are given in the annotation to no. 52 in 
part i. An interest there was possessed by the Boterel family, as tenants 
of the honour, as early as 1139. At the Domesday survey Halanalt was a 
tenant there of count Alan, and early in the twelfth century Halenad de 
Netlested held 2 knights’ fees of the honour. The present charter suggests 
that count Stephen father. of earl Alan acquired the manor of Nettlestead 
by escheat, and confirmed the tithe which had been previously given by the 
tenant; and that these events took place before the acquisition of the interest 
by the Boterel family.

It is unlikely that this charter could have been issued before Constance’s 
first marriage to duke Geoffrey in 1181; cf. no. 82. Several of the witnesses 
occur in the charters of Geoffrey and Constance relating to lands in Britanny; 
and, taken as a whole, they suggest that 1184-86 is the probable period.” 
Alan the twin and Ralph the chamberlain witnessed a charter of duke 
Geoffrey, at Winchester, of probable date 1184 (no. 80). Stephen ‘filius 
comitis’ can be identified as Stephen ‘avunculus comitisse’ who witnessed two 
of Constance’s charters, one dated 1184 and the other of the period 1184-86; 
he must therefore have been an otherwise unknown son of Alan, earl of 
Richmond, no doubt illegitimate. 

The original gift to Sibton abbey is recorded in a confirmation charter 
of king Henry II as ‘tonellos vacuos qui annuatim vacuantur a vino ad 
fairiam sancti Botulfi’, as Richard Pincardus had given them in alms in 
accordance with his charter.4 A Richard Pinchart was at Rennes in 1184-86, 
when he witnessed a charter of duke Geoffrey.®

CHAPTER VI. 
THE OFFICIALS OF THE HONOUR 


at 


In Appendix D to Chapter II (part i, pp. 101-107) some 
general observations have been made concerning the officials of 
the honour during the twelfth century, mainly based on the 
evidence of the charters of the lords. It is now proposed to examine 
the sequence of succession to the principal offices.1 


THE STEWARDS 


Wimar. At the Domesday survey he was a tenant of 
count Alan, under whom he held the office of steward (no. 1). 
He held the office under count Stephen, witnessing a charter as 
steward probably in the period 1093-97 (no. 4). He was addressed 
as steward by the king when count Stephen had apparently lost 
possession of the honour in the period 1096-98 (part i, p. 7); and 
as such witnessed the charter of Osbern de Arches to St. Mary’s, 
York, 1100-c. 1116, or possibly before 1100 (pp. 1, 19 above). 


GEOFFREY. A writ of king Henry I was directed to him as 
steward of count Stephen in the period 1100-15.? 


ROGER SON OF WIMAR. He occurs as steward c. 1130 
(no. 9). It is unlikely that he held the office under earl Alan, 
1136-45, as during that period, although he was alive and witnessed

It is, perhaps, significant that in a bull issued by pope Clement III 
in 1190, confirming lands to the abbey of Holy Cross, Guingamp, there is 
included, grouped with the gifts of count Stephen and his wife, ‘dimidiam 
villam Guidomari quam dedit Gaufridus dapifer’ (Morice, Hist. de Bretagne, 
Preuves, i, col. 718). This abbey was founded by count Stephen and his 
wife c. 1110 (2bzd., col. 636), and the context suggests that Geoffrey’s gift 
was made at the time. It is possible that the donor was Geoffrey the steward 
mentioned above. The ‘villa Guidomari’ is perhaps the ‘villa Guihomari’— 
the vill of Guihomar or Wimar; and, though Wimar was a common name in 
Britanny at the time, and though there is no corroborative evidence available, 
the association of a Geoffrey the steward with land in Britanny which may 
have belonged to a man named Wimar, and the fact that a Geoffrey the 
steward apparently held the same office in England as had been held by 
Wimar the steward, make it not impossible to suppose a family connection 
between the two stewards. 
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charters of the earl, he did so without official description, Scolland 
also witnessing them as steward; see p. 19 above. 


SCOLLAND. He witnessed charters of earl Alan as steward, 
but was not holding office on 6 Jan. 1145-6. For the references 
see p. 201 above. 


HUGH SON OF JERNEGAN. A charter of Osbert the arch- 
deacon relating to Kelfield was addressed to him as steward and 
the officials of the earl of Richmond in the period 1138-45 (no. 163). 
As Scolland witnessed as steward a charter of earl Alan which was 
probably later in date (note to no. 162), either Hugh was Scolland’s 
predecessor in the office, or else he held it while Scolland was 
temporarily absent or superseded. 


RALPH. He is mentioned by earl Alan as steward on 
6 Jan. 1145-6 (no. 27); and he may be identified as Ralph son of 
Roger son of Wimar. There is no clear evidence that he held the 
office after earl Alan’s death in 1146; see p. 21 above. 


WARNER SON OF WIMAR. He was uncle of Ralph son of 
Roger. Although he is not described as steward in any of earl 
Conan’s charters which he witnessed, he issued three charters in 
which he styled himself steward, or steward of the earl of Richmond, 
and he witnessed other charters as steward; for the references see 
p. 24 above. It is doubtful whether he was still steward as late 
as 1158. 

It is a curious circumstance that although a large number 
of earl Conan’s charters are addressed to the steward among 
other officials, in no one of them does the steward occur among 
the official descriptions of any of the witnesses.1 The immediate 
successors of Warner are at present unknown. 


THOMAS DE Burcu. He was steward to duchess Constance 
in 1194 (p. 165 above); and as steward witnessed a charter relating 
to Bellerby, c. 1190-92 (no. 1848). 


ROBERT ARUNDEL. He was steward when Richard Fitton 
was constable (nos. 1337, 3388); the latter was constable in 1224 
and earlier (see below).? 


THE CONSTABLES 


[ENISAN MusARD]. Although there is no documentary 
evidence to prove that he held the office of constable the fact is 
not unlikely. The lands which formed the Constable’s fee were 
largely equivalent to those held by him at the Domesday survey. 
See pp. 84, 85 above.

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ROALD SON OF Harscop. He was constable under count 
Stephen, c. 1130, and under earl Alan in 1140 and during the 
period 1136-46. He was still holding office when earl Conan 
made a gift to Kirkstead abbey while under age, and in the period 
1154-58 when the king issued a writ to earl Conan on his behalf. 
For the references see p. 89 above. 


ALAN SON OF Roatp. The office was ‘restored’ to him and 
his heirs by earl Conan by a charter issued in Britanny in 1158 
(no. 47). He was still holding office! in the period 1167-71, being 
then with earl Conan in Britanny (no. 75). After the earl’s death 
he issued a charter, c. 1175, in which he described himself as 
constable of Richmond (no. 262); and he is described as Alan the 
constable on the Pipe Roll for the year ending Michaelmas 1180 
(p. 90 above). He lost the office, but regained it before Michaelmas 
1190 (p. 91); and he appears to have retained it, though making 
a payment for it to king John, until his death in 1201 (zb7d.). 


AMALRIC. As constable he witnessed a charter to Rievaulx 
abbey, 1173-74 (no. 91). If, as appears to be likely, he was con- 
stable of Richmond, he may have replaced Alan son of Roald for 
a short while. 


RANULF DE GLANVILLE. He is mentioned as constable of 
Richmond in a charter relating to Greenberry Grange, the latest 
date of which is 1188 (no. 309). 


ROGER DE BAVENT. As constable of Richmond he witnessed 
a charter to Rievaulx abbey in 1187? (no. 97), and a charter 
relating to North Cowton.? He is probably the Roger, constable of 
Richmond, who witnessed a charter relating to South Cowton 
(no. 307), and another charter relating to North Cowton.? 

It may be supposed that Glanville and he were successive 
holders of the office during the period when Alan son of Roald 
was not in possession, not earlier than 1180 and not later than 
1190. 


ROALD SON OF ALAN. He succeeded his father as constable 
in 1201. In 1207 he lost the office for a brief space, and again 
in 1215. For the references see pp. 92, 93 above. The appearance 
of Richard Fitton as constable shows that he lost the office again. 


RICHARD Fitton. He occurs as constable probably in the 
period 1217-20 (no. 345”), and in 1224, witnessing several charters 
as such; see pp. 277, 278 above.

in the earl’s forests, receiving a yearly rent of 11 marks 6s. 84d. 
in exchange, and an acquittance of the yearly payment of 63 
marks [7.e., half a mark on each of the 13 knights’ fees] for castle- 
guard; see p. 94 above. 


THE CHAMBERLAINS 


Opo. At the Domesday survey he was a tenant of count 
Alan I, under whom he held the office of chamberlain (no. 1). 
He held the office under counts Alan II and Stephen, witnessing a 
charter of the latter as chamberlain probably in the period 1093-97 
(no. 4). For these and further references to his occurrence as 
chamberlain see p. 168 above. 


ROBERT SON OF ODO. He became chamberlain before 1130, 
and held the office under earl Alan and in the early years of earl 
Conan. His last appearance as chamberlain was not later than the 
early part of 1158, and he became a monk at Ely probably shortly 
afterwards. See pp. 169, 170 above. His son Nigel, though usually 
described as son of the chamberlain, occasionally occurs as Nigel 
the chamberlain; but it is unlikely that either he or his elder brother 
George ever filled the office; see p. 170 above. 


[ROBERT DE GUINGAMP]. As chamberlain he witnessed a 
charter of earl Conan at Fougéres in 1158 (no. 47); but it is un- 
certain whether his office, which may have been primarily of a 
personal character, had any relation to the lands of the honour 
in England. He was later chancellor (no. 64). 


RALPH DE MIDDLETON. He was son of Meldred de Middleton 
(no. 56), who held land in Middleton Tyas. As chamberlain he 
witnessed several of earl Conan’s charters in England and Britanny 
in the period 1158-71 (nos. 51-56, 58, 59, 64, 66, 70). He may 
perhaps be identified with Ralph the chamberlain who witnessed 
a charter of duke Geoffrey in favour of Kirkstead abbey, issued 
at Winchester in the period 1171-84, probably in the year 1184 
(no. 80); and a charter of duchess Constance of probable date 
1184-86 (no. 400). But Ralph son of Meldred witnessed a charter 
of Lisiard de Musters without official description in the period 
1184-89 (no. 335). 


[ARNOLD]. As Ernald the chamberlain he witnessed a 
charter of earl Conan at Richmond, 1159-71, to which Ralph the 
chamberlain was also a witness (no. 55). For reasons given in the 
annotation thereto (part i, p. 56) it is not impossible that this is 
an error for Ernald the chaplain, 
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ADAM. As chamberlain he witnessed with Ralph the 
chamberlain the charter of duke Geoffrey mentioned above. 
This reference may afford evidence of a double chamberlainship 
in the time of duke Geoffrey. 


THE BUTLERS 


During the twelfth century there appear to have been three 
holders of the office in succession, each bearing the name of Alan; 
see p. 266 above. 


THE SHERIFFS 


BERNARD. As sheriff of Richmond he witnessed a charter 
of the archbishop of York, 1108-14.? 


TorFin. As sheriff he witnessed the charter of Ribald to 
St. Mary’s, York, c. 1121-1130 (no. 358); and though he is not 
styled sheriff of Richmond it seems likely that he was so. 


Eupo. As sheriff he witnessed a charter of earl Alan to 
the burgesses of Richmond, 1136-45 (no. 20). 


IvEs. ‘Yvo vicecomes’ witnessed a charter of Hervey son 
of Acaris to Jervaulx abbey, ? 1150-56 (no. 373). It is possible 
that he was the same man as the preceding. 


WILLIAM. As sheriff he witnessed a charter of earl Conan 
at York, 1156-58 (no. 33), which was also witnessed by Wigan son 
of Cades with no official description. 


WIGAN SON OF CADES. He occurs as earl Conan’s sheriff 
in the period 1159-71, having perambulated the bounds of land 
given to Fountains abbey (no. 56). He held a quarter of a knight’s 
fee of new feoffment in Hartforth; see p. 80 above. 


RALPH DE VALOGNES. As sheriff he witnessed a charter 
relating to Stockton on the Forest, c. 1174-c. 1181 (no. 121), and 
two charters relating to Kirby Wiske, c. 1174-1181 (nos. 284, 285). 
There is no evidence to show that he can be identified with Ralph 
‘the sheriff’ of Ainderby Quernhow.? 


THE LARDINERS 


The twelfth-century evidence is slight. David the lardiner 
witnessed in company with several Richmondshire tenants a 
charter of earl Conan to St. Mary’s, York, 1156-58 (no. 33), and 
a charter of the same to Fountains abbey, 1159-71 (no. 56). He

The references 
suggest that he was lardiner of Richmond; and it is, perhaps, merely 
a coincidence that in the family which held the office of king’s 
lardiner at York the name David also occurs. King Stephen 
restored that office to John his lardiner of York and David his 
son, 1135-37; and their descendant David the lardiner, who was 
living in 1246, died in 1271, leaving a son David.? This family is 
not known to have had any interest in Richmondshire. 


§ 2. 


The earliest known holders of the offices of steward and 
chamberlain—Wimar and Odo, both Domesday tenants—were 
enfeoffed of lands which formed the main basis of the Steward’s 
and Chamberlain’s fees, held early in the twelfth century by 
military service for a fixed number of knights providing the 
service of castle-guard at Richmond castle; and if Enisan Musard 
filled the office of constable the same applies to that office. The 
evidence of the earliest castle-guard return, which mainly dates to 
the time of Henry I (p. 11 above), shows that the Steward’s fee 
provided the service of fifteen knights, the Constable’s thirteen, 
the Chamberlain’s eleven,? and the Butler’s two. These fees were 
then held by Roger [son of Wimar] the steward, Roald the con- 
stable, Robert the chamberlain, and Alan the butler. Of these 
the steward and the chamberlain had certainly succeeded to the 
lands as well as to the offices held by their fathers. But in neither 
case can any hereditary element in the tenure of the offices be 
traced beyond about the middle of the twelfth century. Wimar, 
his son Roger, and Roger’s eldest son Ralph, all held the office of 
steward, though their tenure was not continuous, and Ralph 
appears to have been succeeded in his lifetime by his uncle Warner; 
moreover after Warner’s tenure there is no evidence of a holder 
of the office in either of the two lines of Wimar’s descendants. 
Nor did the Steward’s fee pass as an entity by hereditary descent; 
for, of the original 15 knights’ fees held immediately of the honour 
by Roger son of Wimar, only 2$ or 3 were certainly in the possession 
of his grandson. It would, however, be difficult to establish the 
fact that a reduction of the number of knights’ fees held im- 
mediately of the honour was either a result or a cause of the loss 
of the office of steward. The evidence of the Chamberlain’s fee 
shows that although the lands eventually passed to the coheirs of 
Robert son of Odo no hereditary interest in the office continued 
after his tenure, although he had sons who might have succeeded

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him. On the other hand the constableship passed by hereditary 
descent from Roald to his son Alan and to his grandson Roald: 
but from early in the twelfth century until the loss of Normandy 
in 1204 a moiety only of the lands which provided the service of 
13 knights was held by the constables, the other moiety being 
held by the family of Rollos. Here the circumstances suggest— 
though proof is lacking—that the division of the lands was the 
result of the marriages of coheirs, the office of constable, being 
indivisible, being assigned to the husband of one of them. It is 
only in the case of the constableship that the hereditary element 
in the tenure of the three principal offices survived the middle of 
the twelfth century and continued until nearly the close of the 
thirteenth. 

Taken as a whole the evidence suggests that originally the 
offices of steward, constable, chamberlain and butler were created 
on an hereditary basis; but that neither were the offices held by 
reason of the tenure of specified lands, nor were the lands which 
constituted the several fees held by the service of performing the 
duties attached to the respective offices. With regard to the office 
of sheriff no hereditary element at any time can be traced; nor 
does the office appear to have been held by any of the more 
important tenants of the honour.

The frontispiece of the present volume is taken from the 
fifteenth-century Registrum of the honour of Richmond.! It 
starts with the concluding portion of the table of knight-service 
for which the Yorkshire tenants in the early part of the thirteenth 
century were responsible, showing the tenancies of ‘new feoffment,’ 
and giving the total of the knights’ fees in Yorkshire as 68}.? 
Then follows a drawing of the walls of Richmond castle with eight 
shields of arms or armorial banners, showing the places on the 
walls of eight of the principal Yorkshire tenants; and then a list 
of these places with the names or official descriptions of the eight 
tenants. They are: (1) Ranulf son of Robert at the chapel of 
St. Nicholas; (2) the constable in the inclosure of the keep;? (3) 
Brian son of Alan in the great hall of Scolland; (4) Torfin son of 
Robert of Manfield between the kitchen and the brewhouse;

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Apart from the places assigned to the constable and chamber- 
lain, the six tenants named were respectively the holders of (1) the 
Middleham fee, §41; (3) the Bedale fee, §7; (4) the Manfield fee, 
§1p; (5) the Ravensworth fee, §46; (6) the fee of Conan son of 
Ellis, §32; and (8) the Burgh fee, §3. None of these are known to 
have held any of the important offices, except that Thomas de 
Burgh was steward to duchess Constance. If, however, the basis 
of inclusion was primarily tenurial, other Yorkshire fees, of equal 
importance to some of those included, are omitted, such as the 
Lascelles and Musters fees. Moreover Ralph son of Roger, the

On the accompanying map, which shows the boundaries of 
the five wapentakes of Gilling West, Gilling East, Hang West, 
Hang East, and Hallikeld, there are marked the principal place 
or places in Richmondshire of the fees which were held by knight 
service.
